To the General AsserMy of the State qf Ohio: — 

In pursuance of the laws for the promotion of Agriculture, I submit my 
report. A detailed statement as required by law of the action of the Board 
fbilthe past year, its financial condition, Ac, as also a statement of the action 
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of the Coontj Agricultoral Societies will be found in the accompanying report 
of the Corresponding Secretary. 

The Agricultural interests of the State of Ohio have suffered, and the products 
been materially lessened by the seyere drouth experienced the past season. 
While thus reminded of our complete dependence upon the Giver of life for the 
nourishment which sustaineth it, we have cause for thankfulness that our soil is so 
diyersified, both in composition and position, and adapted in connection with our 
climate to the successfu] growth of so great a yariety of yegetable productions, 
which in turn meet the wants, and foster the deyelopment of such manifold animal 
ife ; that a partial withhc^ding of the rains and dews of heayen do not cut off, but 
only diminish our products, still leaying us an abundant supply for home consump- 
tioUy and a considerable surplus. The causes of the diminution of our wheat crop 
in the past decade, we think demands, and hope will yet elicit, the most thorough 
inyestigation of our entomologists, meteorologists and general climatologists. Had 
it not been for the greatly enhanced prices of this staple commodity, our farmers must 
haye felt the depreciation in quantity much more seriously. The com crop, takmg 
a series of years together has been steadily increasing — has come more and more 
into use as human diet, and has done much towards compensating for the deficiency 
in wheat I would respectfully ask you, as guardians of the common weal, while 
legislating for the promotion and protection of the Agricultural interests, and thus 
stimulating to an increased production of this yalnable cereal, does it not become 
you to proyide by law against the worse than destruction of so many million bushels 
of it annually ? 

The grass crop has neyer been properly appreciated, because of the difficulty of 
making eyen an approximate estimate of its yalue. But it appears to me that all 
who will consider that four-fifths of the sustenance, of the almost countless animal 
life that ministers to the wants of man, springs from the earth at the command of 
the Great Husbandman, requiring little of our toil, must agree this is our most val- 
uable crop. I believe more care and liberality in seeding, and a more generous 
supply of manure, especially in the way of top-dressing, the thinner parts of our 
pasture lands would double the present yield. 

You will obseitve by reference to the State Auditor's report, that in 1855, 624,746 
horses were valued at 31 ,41 6,004 dollars — ^in '56, 621 ,443 at 36,231 ,1 27, dollars or a 
number less by 3,303, valued at 4,816,123 dollars more. Improved facilities for 
transportation has had some influence in producing this result. But both the slight 
diminution in number and greatiy augmented value, are no doubt principally due 
to the increased demand for our horses in the eastern markets, owing to their im- 
proved quality, brought about by the introduction of superior entire horses, mostiy 
of the Morgan and Messenger families, and by the more careful breedmg induced 
by the stimulus given by our Agricultural exhibitions, and the interest constantly 
excited by our excellent progressive Agricultural E^ss. ' 
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like causes, plus the increased demand for meat provisionsy have prodaced similar 
effects upon our cattle, diminishing the namber from l»791,l89,in 1865, valued at 
18,902,006 dollars, to 1,687,710 in '56, with the aggregate yalue of 21,551,170 
dollars. This is being made manifest, by the fact that from the thoasands expended 
by liberal enterprising gentlemen in introdacing superior horses and cattle, millions 
are accruing to the State. 

I regret I have not the material from which to make a reliable comparative state- 
ment of the condition of our Dairy interest 

Our wool growers tempted by the high price of both meat provisions and bread 
atufib, and an easier transportation, have parted with their flocks for mutton, till 
our sheep are reduced from 4,845,189, in '54, valued at 8,031,854 dollars, to 
3,519,683 in '56, valued at 5,007,130 dollars. The policy of having so much 
given up a certain yield of wool for an extremely uncertain yield of wheat, is at 
least questionable. Taking two and three-fourth lbs* as the average per sheep, 
the wool clip of Ohio has fallen off from 13,624,069 lbs. in '54, to 9,662,626 in *6e, 
or nearly four million lbs. in two years. In 1852 the wool clip of the United States 
was estimated at 52,000,000 lbs., and the consumption of wool and woolens as 
equal to 1 50,000,000 lbs. The clip of '56 is probably not underestimated at 
40,000,000 lbs.; if so, the production of wool in the United States scarcely reaches 
25 per cent, of the consumption. Prices are remunerative, and under the existing 
state of things can hardly be otherwise, for some years to come. Sheep husbandry 
is improving to land. Our climate, soil and topographical features of a large por- 
tion of our State, are extremely favorable to the, production of a superior quality of 
this great staple. I am aware, that in their anxiety to increase the weight of 
fleeces, many have suffered themselves to be swindled out of large prices for mis* 
erable, overgrown, comparatively coarse bucks, and found, when too late, they have 
greatiy depreciated the value of their flocks. No sheep requiring an artificial coat 
of grease or blacking to make it saleable, is worth buying. But we say to our 
brother wool-growers, from knowledge based up9n both experience and observa- 
tion, by a judicious selection of bucks, the fleeces can be increased without injuring 
the quality ; and I hope, in our Agricultural Beport for 1860, the wool interest of 
Ohio may be represented by 8,000,000 sheep, yielding 25,000,000 lbs. of wool. 
That improved animal organism which consumes food most economically, would 
seem especially desirable in such a voracious creature as the hog ; and I regret to 
report that improved stock of this kind appears to be less generally diffused than ^ 
ahnoet any other. We feel no alarm at an incidental deficiency, because our farm- 
ers take advantage of high prices in disposing of this species of animal, relying upon 
its wonderful reproduotiveness, soon to replenish numbers. 
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The action had by the Ohio State Board of jlgricidture m *B6, has varied Ktde 
from that of the same body for some years previous. Our amioal Fair was hfld 
at Cleveland, from the twenty-third to the twenty-sixth of the ninth month. 

Our live-8tock» agricnltoral, horticultural, and dairy products, mechanics, maa- 
factures, and various of the Floe Arts were nobly represented. This exhibition 
seemed to be thought bv all, considering the completeness of its various depart- 
ments, decidedly superior to any heretofore held in Ohio; and was spoken of bj 
many distinguished gentlemen from our sister States, who honored us with their 
presence, as being superior to any previously held in the United States. 

The Board most carefully excluded every description of intoxicating drinks from 
their show grounds; and the vast concourse of people, amounting at one time, as 
shown by the tickets of admission, to near fifty thousand within the enclosure, did 
themselves, and the State, great credit by their general commendable deport- 
ment. 

The number and character of improved agricultural implements exhibited at our 
Fairs, and the fact that stores amply provided with these, are now well supported in 
most of our cities and large towns, give unmistakable evidence of improved tillage. 
Ohio's superior live stock, with constantly accruing acceasions, shows that her sons 
appreciate merit in this department wherever found, and are ready to make it the 
most substantial acknowledgment ^ 

While State and county Agricultural Exhibitions, and co-operating periodicals, 
have awakened a spirit of improvement among our rural population, producing 
these desirable results, they have engendered a progressive impetus and incited a 
thirst for knowledge, which craves, at least, an annual contribution of facts per- 
taining to theur calling, which having passed the expertmerUttm crucis, are ready to 
record in our reports as reliable accessions to Agricultural Science. 

The receipts at Cleveland being larger than before received at any of our Fairs, 
increased the assets of the Board to nearly twelve thousand dollars, and the initia- 
tory steps were had at the late annual Agricultural Convention, for appropriating 
a portion of this fund to such experiments as, it is hoped, will elicit facts of the 
character to which I have alluded. I believe a more thorough and widely diffused 
knowledge of meteorology and general climatology in connection with a moie per- 
fect knowledge of our soils, and more intimate acquaintance with the nature and 
wants of our food-producing plants, would assist us to raise better creps and hus- 
band them with more certunty. 

A properly conducted geological survey of the State, with a report of the same, 
digested with special reference to the practical wants of our people, by enlighten- 
ing us with reference to the character and composition of not only our surface, but 
sub-soils, and the underlying rocks from the attrition and decomposition of whieh 
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ihej have mostly emenated^ would enable us to make such intelligent, economical 
application of our labor, as we may otherwise never obtain. 

But Agriculture aside, I belieye the eastern fiieilf of Ohio is worth more for its 
minerals alone, than any equal extent of territory in the United States, whose 
resources are purely Agricultural. With these convictions, I appeal to you; can 
you complete your duties to your State, without adopting such measures as will 
aid in eliciUng this knowledge and revealing these untold treasures?

COERESPONDING SECRETARY. 



Ample fincoess has Attended the efforts of the Board dnrmg 1866^ to increase 
the growing interest in improyed farm, and fruit cnlture, and the rearing of Ills 
better kinds of fann stock. 

The location of the State Fair at Cleyeland, was an nnlooked for eyent Tlie 
Board had folly mtended to hold the Fair for 1866» as it also had the one for tbi 
preyious year, at or near Cincinnati. Bat np to the time of holding the January 
meeting for 1856, at which meeting it is the custom of the Board to loeate ibm 
Fair for the incommg year, there was no subscription made in Cincinnati, nor any 
eyidence shown, by the press or the people, that they desired the Fair held at 
that pomt. The location at Cleyeland, was therefore, as unexpected to the Board 
and the public, as the Fair has been, in eyery sense, a complete success. The 
subscription was promptly raised, eyen to a laiger amount than usual. 

The rdl road companies haye apparently adopted it as a settled policy, to cany 
stock and articles for exhibition free, and passengers at half fare. This wasdoni 
by nearly all the roads in Ohio, during the past year, and notwithstanding tbi 
yery heayy accumulation of passengers and freight at the seyeral stations, we ais 
not apprised that any accidents, or unwarrantable delays occurred. The Fairs 
cannot be mamtained without the hearty co-operation of the rail road companies, 
and it is belieyed that the policy now pursued, will be repeated from year to year, 
without interruption. 

The weather, at the opening of the Fair for 1856, was wet and boisterous in 
the extreme, and for two days threatened to demolish buildings and tents, and 
the latter were finally^ made to yield to the tempest, being leyelled to the ground, 
and rendered useless during the principal part of the exhibition. During the last 
two days of the Fair, the weather was fayorable, and the largest concourse of yis- 
itors that perhaps eyer attended a State Fair in any State, furnished ample eyi- 
dence that there is a better appreciation of the yalue of the producing interests to 
the country, than has existed at any former period. 
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The plan was repeated^ of reoeiying entries hj letter, for 30 days prior to the 
opening of the ffidr. A mnoh larger number availed themselves of this opportn* 
nity, than did in 1856. This Fur being located somewhat remote from the princi- 
pal Short Horn breeders, the show in this class, was not so large as at some of 
the former Fairs, but the animals shown were generally, very superior. 

The effort of the Board, to simplify the list of prizes on cattle, by placmg the 
Short Horns and Hereford's, and the Devon's and Ayreshire's in competition, was 
not received with sufi&cient favor to warrant its continuance, and the former list 
has been substantially restored, for 1857. The show of Hereford's and Ayre* 
shire's, was as usual, small; that of Devon's, very respectable. 

The show of horse stock was very creditable. Several very fine thorough 
breds were on the ground, among the more prominent of which, were ^'Fashion," 
and her colts« 

The larger portion of the exhibition, however, was made up of driving horses, 
for the ''road," or for ''all work;" and many very meritorious horses were 
shown. 

The departments for smaller feurm stock, were well filled, and ^e animals were 
generaUy, the best of their kinds, and usually in fine show condition. 

The dbow of form implements and machinery was larger than at any former 
Fair in the State, embracing several new implements of promise. The machinery, 
and all other departments of the Fair, were, perhaps more uniformly well sus- 
tained, than at any former exhibition of the Board, there being no portion of the 
exhibition that could be called meagre. 

In a financial point of view, the Fair for '56 was successful, beyond any of its 
predecessors. The fixtures, general preparations, and management of the exhi- 
bition, were more expensive than they usually have been; but still, the increased 
receipts at the gates, more than compensated, and after paying all expenses, grow- 
ing out of the transactions for the current year, the treasury of the Board has a 
larger balance on hand than ever before. 

The increased receipts over former years, we think, are mainly owing to the 
change in the plan of admission, the badge system having been done away with, 
and the plan of admissions for the public, other than those who are parties to the 
Fair, as exhibitors or otherwise, reduced to the single ticket system, at 25 cts. each. 
This has done away with the opportunities for imposition that existed imder the 
plan heretofore pursued, and no plan can be adopted that will more effectually 
deal out justice to all, than this. It is a poor county fair indeed, that is not worth 
the sum named, to see, though costing in the getting up, not the twentieth part of 
the sum expended in preparing for, and managing a State exhibition. 

The following is, in gross, the condition of the finances of the Board, at this 
present writing, Deo. Ist:

Although thb balance would seem to indicate that the Board is placed in a very 
secure position financially, yet a little reflection will show that a fond much larger 
than this should be at their disposal. The expense of preparing for, and con- 
ducting a State Fair, including the premiums usually offered, yaries Irom 916,000 
to 918,000. In case of a continued storm, (such as has attended the opening of 
the last two State Fairs in Ohio,) throughout the four days of the Fair, the loss to 
the Board would be heayy, swaUowing up the balance now on hand, and leaying 
the Board largely in debt 

The getting up of our Fairs, is managed upon as economical a scale, and with 
as much prudence and caution as any priyate enterprise could well be, and as here- 
tofore conducted, any pecuniary losses, should they occur, cannot be chai^;ed to 
any want of yigilance on the part of the Board, to carefully husband its resources. 

The premium list heretofore published, is altogether too meagre for the magni- 
tude of the enterprise it is intended to sustain. And in addition to the prizes now 
offered, (which should be largely increased,) the list should be extended, to in- 
clude essays, and experiments upon all branches of husbandry, as well as yery 
many articles of utility, not now in the list. 

There is no pursuit of mankind, which in importance and utility, bears a com- 
parison with ** Agriculture,*' yet none which is so wanting in the elements of a 
healthy progression. A laudable desire to excel is implanted in our nature ; but 
the rough life of the farmer, b not well calculated to deyelop this high attribute, 
hence the necessity of throwing around his ayocation all the allurements of a 
farmer's annual festiyal, where liberal emoluments can be competed for, and won 
for exhibitions of excellence in his art 

The undersigned, after haying deyoted a large portion of the past six years to 
the theory and management of Agricultural Fairs, and to a somewhat close obser- 
yation of farming and stock breeding, as practiced by both thrifty and unthrifty 
farmers, is about to leaye his natiye State, to become a pioneer in an xmdeyeloped 
portion of the west He will, of course, look with a liyely interest to the further 
development of the resources of Agriculture in Ohio, than which no State now 
attracts more attention, at home and abroad, as being the theater of numerous and 
abundantly successful Agricultural Fairs, as producing largely of fine bred farm 
stock, and contributing in no mean degree, to the foed of those who are engaged 
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abroad in manufietotaring and other pnrsnits, or are residents of a less favored 
locality than our own. It is, of course, gratifying, that in if signing this office, it is 
done at a time when no clouds hang oyer the enterprize ; but on the other hand, 
the affairs of the Board are in a more prosperous condition than ever before, and 
{he day of its greatest usefulness seems but just dawning.

OHIO STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE, 

AT OOLUMBUS, DBOEMBEB, 3, 185$. 



The Convention was oaUed to order by Wm. H. Ladd, President of the Board, 
at 10 o'clock JL. u.f Jno. K Oreen and Dr. G. Sprague, Secretaries. The Presi* ^ 
dent proceeded to state the object of the meeting to be the election of five members 
of the Board, to fill the yacancies occasioned hj the expiration of the terms of 
o£ELce of Jas. T. Worthington, of Boss county, R. W. Steele of Montgomery county, 
Alex. Waddle, of Clarke county, Abel Emm, of Ashtabula county and Wm. H. 
Ladd, of ^Jefferson county. 

The President then proceeded to remark, that ** political meetings are conducted 
with greater enthusiasm than Agricultural ones ; yet there are no political meet- 
ings equal to the Agricultural in importance. The one party In politics beliering 
its own acts to be a blessing, whilst the opposite party belieye those identical acts 
to be a curse ; but the measures taken by agriculturists are beyond controversy 
for the general good. The production of breadstuffs is the most important calling 
mankind can be engaged in. 

He said, this convention is second in importance to none held in Ohio. We are 
now a body whose influence is felt all over the State, and all over the United States. 
The first meeting of this kind in Ohio, was held upon a call issued in the Ohio 
OuUivatar, in June, 1845. A few persons then attended, and of the officers of 
that meetmg, three are now members of the State Board, [Messrs. Worthington, 
Waddle and Ladd.] From the action of that small beginning has grown 
the present powerful organization. The first Ohio State Fair was held in Cmcin- 
nati m 1860, and was a good beginning, though far behind what we have seen 
since in our annual exhibitions. 

The State Board is now in a prosperous condition, and our Fairs are the most 
successful of any in the United States. But the time has come when we ought not 
to be satisfied with a mere show, but should go on to elicit facts in the science of 
oar calling, and to elucidate by experiments, the highest capabilities ef our soib 
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and our stock for prodactireness and profit We have money enough, so that we 
can afford to offer premiums for such ezperunents. He believed that the Buckeyes 
have the capacity for conducting those experiments and for eliciting the desired 
information. He said that he had hinted at this before, as a member of the Stale 
Board, and would not now find fault with that body for not entering upon his 
Tiews ; but now that they had means at command, he hoped the steps would be 
taken immediately to secure this advance. 

John E. Gh'een, Beccrding Secretary, called the Ibt, when the foUowmg delegates 
reported themselves :

There appearing two applicants for seats in the convention from Olermont 
oonnty, a committee of two was appointed by the President : — Messrs. Millilfft n 
and Springer, to examine the claims of the contestants. 

A motion was made that the conyention adjourn till 2 P. M. Lost. 

Mr. Stokes, of Champaign county, offered the following: 

JUiolved, That the Reports from the County Societies be required to be pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Board, at least one month previous to the meeting 
of the Convention; and that the Secretary of the Board be required to furnish an 
abridged report to the convention. 

Besolved, That the Secretary of the Board be required to attest to the county 
Auditor that such repcnrt has been made. 

Resolved, That no society be permitted to draw money from the County 
Treasury, unless the requirements of the first resolution are complied with. 
Adopted. 

Mr. S. stated in brief, that the object of the resolutions was to obtain informa- 
tion relative to the current amount of crops, so that the growers might be better 
enabled to know how to dispose of them. 

Mr. Ihrig of Wayne county made brief remarks upon the resolution. Mr. Cor- 
win of Warrjen county thought the resolution embodied matters of considerable 
importance, and should be approached cautiously. 

The time intervening between the holding of county fairs, and the time of 
making out these reports, as contemplated by the resolution, would in many cases, 
render the thing impracticable. The law also, required the reports to be made at 
the December meeting, and he thought that sufficiently early for all practical 
purposes. 

Resolution laid on the table. 

A motion was made to adjourn, and lost 

Mr. Wilson, of Hamilton county, offered the following: 

Besolved, That the election of members to fill vacancies in the State Agricul- 
tural Board of the State of Ohio, be made the special order of business to-morrow 
mommg, at 9 o'clock. Adopted.^ 

Mr. Hitchcock offered the following: 

Reedvtd, That the Legislature of Ohio, at its next session, be requested to so 
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alter the law establishing the ** Ohio State Board of Agricoltuie/' as that the 
annual meeting of the Board be held on the first Wednesday after the first Mon- 
day of January, of each and e?ery year. 

Mr. Ihrig of Wayne, would ask, if the time proposed, would correspond with 
the meeting of the legislature? 

Mr. Krum of Ashtabula, could not see the propriety of meeting at the same time 
with the legislature. There was no special connection between the doings of the 
Board and the legblature. Mr. Erum moved to amend, by striking out all after 
the word "resolved." 

Mr. Hitchcock's object in offering the resolution, was, that it might be a aouroe 
of conyenience to many delegates, to meet at the same time with the legislature. 

Mr. Ihrig supposed the resolution was intended to apply to the next legislature, 
as a matter of course. 

"hlbc. Loudon, of Brown county, noticed that seyeral county societies were not 
represented in this conyention. Perhaps the resolution, if adopted, would do 
away with yacancies. He was, upon reflection, in fiayor of not making any chan- 
ges at present. 

Mr. Strickle of Clinton, was opposed to making the change. He had attended 
seyeral meetings of the Board, and he had yet to learn any advantage from meet- 
ing with the legislature. They would only facilitate our operations as they were 
forced into it by public opmion. He was opposed to members of the legislature 
aictmg as delegates. If county societies could not affbrd to send delegates to this 
conyention, then let them disband their organizations. He did not belieye in 
being dependent upon any other body for delegates. 

The resolution was laid on the table. 

Mr. Steele announced that Mr. Ohas. Beemelin, of Cincinnati, one of the State 
Commissioners appomted to plan and locate a reform school in Ohio, desired to 
address the convention upon this subject. He would move that Mr. Reemelin be 
invited to address the convention this evening. Carried. 

Becess till 2, P. M. 



2 o'clock, P. M., Wednesday, first day. 

The convention was called to order by the President. 

The committee on credentials reported in favor of J. H. Branch, as the prop- 
erly authorized delegate from Clermont county. The report was accepted, and 
Mr. Branch took his seat. 

Mr. Springer moved that Mr. Thos. Hitch, the delegate from Independent Ag- 
ricultural Society, in Clermont county, be invited to take a seat in the convention, 
and participate in its deliberations. 

Mr. Loudon, of Brown county, offered the following: 
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Seidvid, That Ihe roles goyeming county societies be so amended, that their 
premium lists, be open to other States. 

He gave as a reason, that Mason and Bracken counties, in Ej., had conspired 
with an independent Society, which held its fair at Ripley, to break down the 
Brown county Society; and he asked the adoption of this resolution, in self- 
protection. 

Maj. MiDikin amended, by offering the following: 

Besolved, That all the county Societies be permitted to open their premium lists 
to all persons, without restriction, except for field crops, which shall be confined 
to each county tespectiyely. Adppted. 

Mr. Thompson offered the following: 

Besolved, That the names of candidates for election to the Board be now pre- 
sented to the conyention. 

The following names were presented, yiz: 

Alex. Waddle; John M. Millikin; Jas. F. Thompson, of Brown county; T. S. 
Webb, of Stark; Gary A. Trimble, of Boss; Abel Erum, of Ashtabula; B. W. 
Steele, (who, in a short speech returned thanks for preyious elections, declined;) 
Luther Smith, of Logan; W. H. Ladd, (who, returned thanks for manifestations 
of esteem, declmed;) Ezra Cattell, of Harrison; Eellogg, of Ashland; John Had- 
ley, of Clinton; F. D. Parrish, of Erie; Gteorge Wright, of Tuscarawas; and Qen. 
Jas. T. Worthmgton, of Chillicothe. 

Mr. Oreen read the following:

^ Hon. Albxabdbb Waddlb^ — Dear Sir: — Should my name be mentioned in con- 
nection with the new State Board of Agriculture, please say for me, that in no 
eyent can I be a candUdate for re-election, I retain a grateful remembrance of my 
election four years ago, without any knowledge eyen, on my part, that my name 
had been proposed — and still more do I prize the approyal of my sendees, by an 
unanimous re-election two years ago. 

But I haye already seryed four years, and that is enough for me. My relations 
during the whole of that time, with my fellow members, haye been kind and cor- 
dial, I haye been honored by them beyond my deserts, or eyen my desires — ^so 
that I can say to you, my friend, that of all the public stations eyer held by me, 
this has giyen me the most entire and unalloyed satisfaction. 

The Agricultural interest in Ohio is now prosperous and respected; an organi- 
zation more perfect, on the whole, than in any other State; and I trust that my 
brother flEmners will retam these adyantages, by appointing to stations of trust 
none but competent and faithful men. With feelings of deep gratitude to them 
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for the honors conferred on me, and mj best wishes for the great cause of Agii- 
cultnrey I therefore desire that mv name be withdrawn. 

JAB. T. WORTHINGTON. 

Mr. Loudon, of Brown county, offered the following: , 

Besolved, That the State Board of Agriculture be requested to place on the list 
of articles for premiums, the article of tobacco. 

In offering the resolution, he conceived it to be his duty to advocate the inser- 
tion of tobacco in the list of premiums. JBe could not see the propriety of cutting 
it off. He believed the article to be of more importance in southern Ohio, than 
cheese was on the Reserve, or of wheat, or com, in any portion of the State, where 
these crops were principally grown. 

Mr. Springer, of Muskingum, would ask, what the convention would thmk of 
him should he propose to add rice to our State premium list. Yet, he considered 
rice, nearly as well adapted to our climate as tobacco. He had had some consid- 
erable experience in growing tobacco, and from this expeiience, and extensive 
observation of the article generally produced in Ohio, he was convinced long 
rince, that the choicer kinds and qualities of tobacco, could not be grown in Ohio. 
Tobacco waS; to some extent, a useful article. A beautiful color was obtained 
from it. 

Mr. Scott, of Ashland, moved to amend, by adding whiskey. Both, in his esti- 
mation, were unmitigated curses; and there was no use in stopping half way, but 
we might as well open all the flood-gates of vice at once, as well as by degrees — 
one was a sure precurser of the other. 

Resolution lost. 

The statement of the Treasurer of the Board, Lucian Buttles, Esq., was read, 
showing the financial condition of the Board at the present time ; a summary 
of which will be found in the Report of the Corresponding Secretary, and the 
details at the close of the proceedings of the convention. 

Mr. Sears, of Medina, offered the following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

Besgltfed, That the legislature be requested to order the number of copies of 
the Agricultural Reports, which are annually distributed to the several counties, 
to be forwarded to the President of the county Agricultural Society on or before 
the first of April. 

N. B. Gates, of Loram, offered the following: 

JResolved, That the State Board of Agriculture be requested to petition the leg- 
islature of the State of Ohio, at their next session, for the passage of some kind 
of a law to protect communities against the depredations of dogs. 

Mr. Gates was more and more convinced of the propriety of passing a stringent 
law restraining dogs. He had been a close observer of the depredations of dogs, 
and was prepared to take strong grounds agunst them. He could cite numerous 
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eM9m^ whace Ui neiglibonhad sufiRarid lai^y bj dogs. Ome »^g1il?or Jiad Ifft 
ittj sh^p in ooe night He vfold ask. of what nae are dogs on a famvor other*^ 
wheres. He was in faror of creating a special tax, paying the amount ^o coUec-;^ 
ted into the treasuries of eoonty agrionltoral societies. We are constantly in 
danfler from rabid dogs. This haaard alone should cut off all the dqgs in chris- 
tenoom. He hoped the Contention would act upon the matter* and take efficient 
measures to bring fhe matter before the Legislature. 

Mr. Springer, of Muskingum, thought it very likely that some meaauves should 
be introduced to suppress doga in sheep neighborhoods. He onoe beliered that 
crawfishes were a pest, and would gladly haye seen the whole race eztermii^ated* 
But at a later day, he had discoveied them to be yery useful to him in draining 
lands. He did not beUere that the All Wise and BencTolent Creator wonld create . 
an animal that should only prove a pest. When things got out of place» or in- . 
creased too rapidly, he would suppress or r^plate, as might seem demandedt wd 
Uy and keep things in place. 

Mr. Laughlin, of Guernsey county, was in faror of the resolution* He was net 
sme that this body was the proper one to petition the Legislature. 

Mr. Stridde, of CUnton county, was in faror of stringent measures being, intro- 
duced. He had four hundred and fifty dollar's worth of sheqp killed in one night 
The expense of prosecuting a case against dogs, as well as the difficulty in geUa^g 
at the proper proo( rendered the present law no protection at all. Under it, it cost 
more to secure justice, than the sheep were worth. 

F. U. Stokes, of Champaign, offered the following amendment, which was* at* 
cepted by Mr. Gates: 

JU$ol»ed, That the President of the Board imd the Secretary be and a^ 
li^by appointed a committee to draft a bill and present to the next Legislature ^ 
for its approval, to protect the community against the depiedationa of dogs ; and 
that it be m|ide Qie^duty of each County Society to circulate petitions for the pas- 
sage of such a law. 

Mr. Laughlin objected to the amendment, on the ground that societies gener- 
ally required considerable uiging^to attend to absolute duties, and would not at« 
t^d to any discretionary ones. 

Mr. Stokes maintained that the amendment was puttmg the thing in a definite- 
and .tangible form,, and gare the aggriered the proper opportunity to present their 
claims to the Legislature. Mr. S. then offered the following amendment to the 
amendment : 

Biiolvid, That the Secretary furnish each County Society with a copy of the 
abore resolutions. 

On motion, the resolution and amendments were adopted. Mr. Gates then 
offered the following : 
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Badved, Thai tie State Board of Agricuttare be requested to petition our Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress so to amend our present tariff as to adoiit 
sugars free. 

Mij. MiHikin, of Builer county, belieyed this to be strictly a political question* 
and he was opposed to agitation upon the subject by this body. 

Hr. G. replied that the subject was worthy our most earnest attention, and thai 
we had paid since the institution of tariff on sugars, more duty on that article alone, 
than the whole State of Louisiana was worth. 

Mr. Scott, of Ashland, thought the question premature. He was in fayor of in- 
definite postponement 

Mr. Waddle, of Clark county, would call upon his friend from Warren, Mr. Gor- 
win, to give his experience in feeding sugar to cattle, as he understood he had 
used the article pretty largely during the past summer, in fitting his cattle for ex- 
.hibitioo. 

Mr. Gorwin replied that he had some experience in feeding sugar, and found it 
rather expensive at the present high prices. He believed the sugar millet, or Chinese 
sugar cane, so called, far superior to our sugar cane for making syrup, and had no 
doubt that a fair trial would prove it as valuable, or more so, for making sugar. 
He had grown a patch of half an acre, the past season, and found his cattle pas- 
sionately fond of the article. He was opposed to thb Convention legislating upon 
the subject of duty on sugar. He thought the tariff, if untouched, would promote 
the cultivation of the Chinese cane in Ohio. 

I^olution lost. 

Mr. Krum, of A^shtabula, moved the following resolution : 

Mesdved, That the State Board of Agriculture be requested to offer premiums 
ibr practical experiments, to test the relative value of the different kinds or breeds 
of cattle for making beef, and dairy purposes. 

Mr. Waddle, of Clark county, would call attention to the fact that the same thbg 
was fully discussed last winter, and the conclusion arrived at, that experiments 
.<sould not be made sufficiently uniform to be reliable, and would mislead. 

Mr. Krum had not expected to be called upon to submit any plan for these ex- 
• penments. He believed there was wisdom in this Convention, and he hoped i 
plan could be devised that would result in good. 

Mr. Springer, of Muskingum county, stated that two years since he offered a 
similar resolution* He had found that no method could be agreed upon, by which 
different cattle men would agree upon a plan for making experiments. He had 
hoped some plan would be adopted. 

If the Board could arrange to offer on the best working cattle, the best beef 
eattle, and the best cattle for milk, he thought that the experiments could be 
made to pay. He believed that experiments would have to be made in the Scioto 
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yalley, and upon the same breeds in the northern portion of the 8Ute» though twi 
with ilie view of these sections competing: against each other. The Scioto valley > 
had a great advantage over norihern Ohio, and Kentucky had as great an advai^ 
tago over southern Ohio, in growing fine cattle. He believed that catUe grown 
in Kentucky, were finer, and in all respects more perfect specimens of their kia4» 
than Oiiio grown cattle. We never will know, fully, the relative merits of th$ 
different breeds of cattle, until careful experiments are made. Whether snoh 
experiments could be instituted, as would solve the problem, yet remained to be 
seen. The communications in the Patent Office Report did not enlighten us a 
particle. Each writer seemed to have his favorite breed. He would propose thai 
some plan be suggested by this Convention, as a guide to the State Board, in fixing 
upon a plan for such experiments. He recommended that a committee be appofai* 
ted to digest and report a plan of experiments to be tried ; the plan to be presented 
to the Board before the premium list is completed. 

Mr. Springer offered the following as an amendment, which was accepted bj 
Mr. Krum: 

Betolced, That a Committee be appointed to mature some plan by which Ib^ 
merits of cattle for the above purpose may be tested ; to be presented to the 
Board. 

K. B. Gates, of Elyria, moved the adoption of the following : 

Sesolved, That this Convention, believing the repeal or reduction of the present - 
tariff upon foreign wools would be highly detrimental, if not totally destructive Co 
the wool-growinfiT interest of the U. 8 , and especially to the State of Ohio, w« 
look with unqualified disapprobation upon all efforts to effect such repeal er 
reduction. 

Bc9olved, That our Senators and Representatives in Congress, are requested to 
use all constitutional means to oppose and prevent such repeal or modification. 

B* solved, That the Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture of Ohb be 
directed to furnish each of our Senators and Representatives with a copy of theae 
Resolutions. 

Mhj. Klilllkin, of Butler, said that, although, in his opinion, the question was n 
legiiiniate one to be presented to this Board for discussion and action, yet he dkl 
not bel eve the Convention sufficiently advised of all the facts and their nature in 
relation to this question. 

Mr. Loudon, of Brown, sidd that the best and wisest statesmen have honestlj 
differed on the subject of tariffs and their results ; and gave, as his opinion, thai 
the Convention was not sufficiently familiar with the subject to take any cognis4noe . 
of the matter. Laid on the table. 

Mr. S^'hofield, of Belmont, offered the following : 

JRisolaed^ That the State Board of Agriculture be requested to take measures to . 
test the practicability of sugar culture from the Chinese sugar-cane or Sor^hm 
SacekarnUum. 
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. H« tiated that h% had e«ltiTated a small qxniititj» and loviid by aotoal experi- 
ment, that the cane yieMed one-iixdi of ha weight, when green* in good molaases 
or ^mp* 

Mr. Green, of Hamilton, stated that the (^cinnati Horticultoral Society, had 
o^ed a c6rreapondence with Mr. Peters, of Atlanta, Oa., and that correspond- 
enoe would be given to the public at an early day. There are five or six kinds 
grown in the vicinity of Cincinnati, all differing from each other ; yet the grower 
of each khid insists that his is tlie genuine tori^hnm. 

He would advise great caution on the part of thoee who thought of cultivating 
the plant. But little success had attended the cultivation of the plant m his 
comty. 

Mr. Gorwin, of Warren county, had, upon opening the stalk, found a candied 
svbstance within. He had fed it to his cattle, as before stated, and upon taking 
it firom them, had found that they were extremely fond of it, and wouldnot touch 
other food, so long as this was within theur reach. He thought the introduotirai 
of the plant would be of vast importance to this country. He made a small 
qitantity of syrup, which was very excellent ; said it tasted like honey, mixed with 
nM^le syrup. The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Corwin then offered the foUowbg : 

BeMclvtd, That the State Board be requested to consider the propriety of taking 
measures to test the adaptedness of the Sorghum sucre or Chinese Annual Sugar- 
cane, to (he climate and soils of Ohio, for the purpose of producing sugar and mo* 
lasses. 

Badved, That the State Board be requested to offer premiums for the best cat- 
tie, without reference to breed. Adopted. 

Before taking his seat, he would say a word in regard to the proposed experi- 
ments on catUe. He hoped the experiments would be instituted. He wanted the 
beat breed, and if the Short Horns were not the best, he would abandon them. He 
wanted the best animal, and cared not for the pedigree. He believed the Slu^ 
Horn would make more milk, and more beef, than any other breed, up<m a given 
amount of feed. 

Mr. Ladd felt an interest in this subject, and believed successful experiments 
codd be made. The funds of the Board were ample, and he believed premiums 
could be offered that would bring out the most thorough trials. He would also 
advocate offering premiums on Sheep and Hogs for the same purpose. 

'Mx. Hitchcock, of Geauga, remarked that we were told by the member from 
Mtmkingum, Mr. Springer, that the southern portion of Ohio, and the State of 
Kentucky, were better adapted to growing fine cattle, than the North. If this 
be the fact, the northern portion of the State would labor under a very great dis- 
advantage. He thought experiments should be instituted that would afford a Ikir 
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ehanee to the dtfbrent parts of the State. He believed thai all the dUferent 
breeds should be recognused, separately ; some were adapted to one pnrposoi sad 
other breeds would excel m other oses. 

The Short Horn interest was greater than all the oUiers combined ; and that if 
the resolution was adopted, its practical effect would be to exclude all other breeds 
from competmg for prendums at fairs. 

Mr. Sears, of Medina, did not thmk that would be the necessary consequence, 
but if the Short Horns proved to be the superior breed, they certainly should be 
entitled to the premium. 

We, m th^ North, are not large farmers. He belieyed that Short Horns could 
be grown as perfectly in the Korth, as m the South. 

Mr. Scotty of Ashland oounty, was in favor of including all kinds of cattle in 
the experiments. 

Mr. Ciorwin did not believe that (me portion of the State was adapted to one 
land of eatde, and another portion to another kind. He believed it depended cm 
the care and feed. He was in favor of the experiments, as many hcia would b^ 
elicited, that could not be arrived at in any other way. If the Devons are the 
best» then let us all breed Devons, — ^if a cross of seven! breeds is the best* then 
let us all breed crosses. 

Mr. Ladd inquired whether any distinction was to be made between a milker 
and a beef creature. 

Mr, Corwin explained, by saying that that breed which was best for all pur* 
poses— for milk» for batter, and for beef. He beUeved that keality had no infln* 
ence on breeds ; said Lomin countgr could produoe just as good Short Homs as 
Warren county. 

Mr. Gates, of Lorain, said that he, long since, had been oonvineed, that the 
Western Reserve was just as well adapted to grow Bkori Horns as Kentucky. 

Lorain is a grasing oounty — ^we produce largely of hay, and our pastures are 
good. We can rear as good cattle as the Scioto Valley, or Kentucky can. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of Qeauga, inquired if the State Board intended to eneonrafs 
one breed of cattle only, to the disparagement of all others ; he oouhi view the 
resolution in no other light than producing that result Called for yeas and nays, 
which resulted as follows : Teas, 32 ; Naysi 91 ; so the resolution was 
adopted, 

Mr. Barker, of Washmgton county, moved the adoption of the foUowing : 

Seiolved, That a committee be appomted by the chair to inquire into the ex* 
pediency of offering such premiums as will elicit reliaUe information as to the 
comparative value of the different breeds of sheep for wool growing purposes ; 
also for mutton ; and for such premiums as will elicit reliable information as to 
what breed of hogs will produce the greatest amount of pork from a g^ven amount 
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ot feed, and Uiftt said commiOee report to the State Board, at tbeir meeting in 
Jannary nez^ 

On motion, it was laid on the table. 

The President said he would appoint a committee on Mr. Springer's resolation 
after the election of the new Board. 

On motion, adjonmed to 7^, P. M. 



EVENING SESSION. 

Wbdvbsday Etdtuio, December 3, 1856. 

Convention met, pursuant to adjournment 

Hon. Charles Reemelin, of Hamilton, being present, was called upon to address 
Oie Convention upon the subject of the State Hcform 8chool. He very eloquently 
•ei forth the object of the Reform School, and very vividly described an institution 
of a similar character which he had visited in Europe. At the conclusion of his 
address, he offered the following preamble and resolutions to the Convention, 
which, on motion, were unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, The General Assembly of the State, passed at its last session, an act 
for the establishment of the Ohio Reform School ; and whereas, the Commission- 
ers appointed under that act, have by public advertisements, called for tender of 
land, and means for the purpose aforesaid ; and whereas, in our opinion, the 
said Ohio Reform School should be established upon a large fai^m, under the so* 
called family system, and not under the old system of one large and extensive 
edifice ; therefore be it 

Retolved, That the State Board of Agriculture be, and the same is hereby di- 
rected, at once to enter into correspondence with the said commissioners ; and 

lUsolved, That the State Board of Agriculture is hereby authorized to pledge 
Hie cordial support and co-operation of this Convention and its own, in any and 
all prc^r ways to carry out the above purpose. Adopted. 

Whereupon, Major Millikin tendered the following: 

Reidvid, That we have been highly instructed and delighted with the able and 
philanthropic views presented by Mr. Reemelin, on the best mode of reforming 
criminal and delinquent youth; and that we tender him our thanks for his 
address. 

Which was unanimously adopted. 

On motion, adjonmed to Thursday^ December 4, at 9 o'clock, A. M.

W. H. Ladd, PrHiditU, in the cbair. 

Maj. Millikin offered the followiog resolution : 

BenoLoed, That the followiog memorial to the Legislature of Ohio, be adopted 
by this ContrentioDi and that each member thereof be requested to sign the same, 
designatiog his residence. 

Which was unanimously adopted. 
To the Qemral Aambly €f the State of Ohio : 

We, the undersigned, constituting the Agricultural ConTeation of Ohio, now 
m session, being members of the Sute Board of Agriculture, and delegates from 
(he several County Agricultural Societies, respectfully represent, that there haa 
been gross neglect on the part of some person or persons, in the publication of tbe 
Agricultural Report of 1 865, authorised to be published by your body. AUhougb, 
as we are infurmed, the copy was duly prepared, yet none of said volumes have 
been ready for distribution until the 2d inst ; and that only two hundred copies 
have yet been delivered to the State Board. The farmers of Ohio, therefore, oannol 
low be supplied with the Report of 1865, until 1867 I 

Representing as we do, all the farming interest of Ohio, which mcludes more 
than one hal/qf the entire population^ and which pays more than two-tiirde of Ike 
taxee of the State we claim the right to protest against this iQexcusable neglect of 
duty, and to demand that those who have been guilty of so great a deriliction, 
shoald receive the censure of your body. 

Your memorialists further state, that the Report, as now presented, is full of 
gross typographical errors, the proof sheets not having been submitted to the 
Secretary, but were lead by the State printer, at Chillicothe ; and the printing b 
executed in a .style discreditable to the craft ; and that it compares unfavorably 
with other like publications, in paper and mechanical execution. 

We further represent that the mode provided by the present law for the distri- 
button of said Reports, is not the best to insure the placing of them in proper hands. 
They ought, in our opinion, to be forwarded to the several AgricuUural Societies, 
who understand best to whom, and in what neighborhoods these reports should 
be sent. \ 

We therefore ask your body to take cognizance of this subject ; to provide for 
the early publication of the future Reports, and the prompt distribution of the 
same, to the several Agricultural Societies of the State ; or that your body place 
at the disposal of the Board, a stipulated sum, sufficient to publish and distribute 
imd Reports. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

Signed by 65 members, 

Dec. 4th, 1866. 
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Mr. EQtohoock, of Qeauga, offered ihe Mowbg retokttioik : 

B^dv^i, Tkst the State Board be requested hereafter to offer premiums far 
the best animals offered for competition ; in the classes of Horses, Sheep, Swine, 
Poultry, and all yarieties of liye stock, without reference to breed. 

He advocated the offering of premiums upon the several kinds of stock, as 
proposed by the resolution. The resolution on the subject of Siort Horns, wts 
carried by the yeas and nays. He hoped, if any instructions were issued to the 
State Board, they would be such as to place them in tbe proper light, authorising 
the trial of experiments upon every khid of frrm stock. 

Mr. Qates, of Lorain, moved that Mr. Cerwinli ** Short Eon'* resolution be 
reconsidered. Agreed to, by a vote of 2^ to 14.

REPORT ON SHORT-HORNS AND HEREPORDa 

We» the oommiUee appoioted by your Society to examine Short-Horn and Hen- 
ford cattle, beg leare to mAamt the following : 

That in the judgment of yonr comnuttee, it ia not proper to place these two 
breeds in oompetitiofly as in onr opinion ttie Short-Horns, as a Inreed, are so to 
superior to the Herefords, that there b not the remotest chance of tibe Herefoids 
winuQg a single piiM ; bat we report, for the consideration of your Sodetyt thai 
the Hereford boll No. 1, '^ Ooily,'' and cow, No. 2, ''Datohess 6th/' are Terj 
line specimens of the breed. 

Yovr committee also think it appr<q;»riate to make a few remarks upon a subject 
which one of the printed instnwtions to judges seems to call for, and whicb has 
caused much couTersatiea and altereatbn among breeders and speotalors, and 
this occasion affords an opportunity to express an opmion publicly, which may 
lead to good results. 

In your instructions we are expressly forbidden to award to **<wer/ed ammal$,** 
and that no premiums are to be awarded to bulls, cows or beifers which shall 
**^^pp9ar to have been /aUened/' but if the word **omr'/ed** means to feed an 
animal all that it can be induced to eat, and of such food as would produce the 
most fat, then we belieye that to have been done. 

As to the Expression in your instructions, **tMeh thaU appear to have lemfoA^ 
imed,*' sereral of the animals m this report hare, in our judgment, the appearance 
of haftng been fed in the most successful manner, and to prore the same, are in 
l^gh and most yaluable beefing order, more so than the majori^ of the finest beef 
sent into market from this, or other States. 

We are not censuring the '< Agricultural Board oi Ohio f* for these are sub. 
stantially the same instructions as set forth in other States, and in Eogland, but

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in all eases (almost witbont an exception) ihej, hare been disregarded, and the 
reasons for so doing are, that an animal should be pnt in high condition to test the 
real merit of the feeding qualities, and also that they should carry or put oa fledi 
in the proper places for yalue, and the valuable form of a fine beef animal is also 
what the eye and fashion considers to be handsome. 

It is therefore indispensably necessary, in our judgment, that an animal should 
be in high condition to prove its real value as to its Uood, or proper strain of 
blood to breed from ; and the exact amount of condition is so difficult to attain, 
i n the views of different judges, that it is an impossibility to obey usefully the 
*^ i$uirueti<m8 tojudgei,** and were we to agree upon the exact height of condition 
to receive our award, one animal may have passed that limit with less food than 
another may have consumed to arrive at it, and we would perhaps give the jmie 
to a less meritorious animal. 

Some few of the animals may have been in higher ccmdition than in our judg- 
ment is profitable for breeding ; but, as we have before stated, the precise limit is 
so difficult to decide upon, and there is such a diversity of <^inion, (and that too 
by very practical men) that we have seen fit to make awards regardless of your 
iastncticms. But while on the subject of condition in animals, we will state that 
a very large proportion of the animals on exhiUtion were so low in conditicm that 
thdr valuable qualities were not sufficiently developed to enable us to judge of 
them, and in our opinion, several meritorious animals were on the ground, and 
had they have been in proper show order, would have been spirited eompetiftni 
for the laurels. 

The exhibition as a whole, was very meritorious, and fully sustaining the high 
reputation of Ohio as a first class stock growing country*

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BEPOBT OF COMMITTEE ON AORICULTUBAL MACHINES. 

The committee on Agricultaral Machines respectfully report m IdUowb : The 
first machines presented for their examination irere Stump Extractors. Thej 
miam'moasly award the premium to No. 89 — entered by Edward Yanghn. 

They next exammed a large number of hay and straw cutters and awarded 
premium to No. 67 — entered by H. TrumbulL 

A large number of com shellers were next examined and the premium was 
awarded to No. 78 — entered by A. H. Steyens. 

They next went into the exanhiation of com and cob miHa. Fire contestants 
appearing* to wit : Eagle MOl, Star Mill, Toung America Mill, Magic Mill and the 
improTcd double cylinder litUe Giant Mill. 

The interest manifested in this kind of machines and their great importance in 
agricultural economy, seeming to demand a thorough investigation and a fall 
report, the committee say that they discover points of excellence in each, but 
upon a first trial it became apparent that the contest for award was limited to the 
<' Little Gianf and the ''Toung America.'* They havbg ascertained that the 
diameters and levers were equal, then directed the exhibitor of the litUe Giant 
to perform fifteen revolutions on com in the ear, which resulted in the production 
of fifty*two quarts of good feed, and an aggregate expenditure of five thousand 
two hundred and fifty pounds of power, the continuous draft bebg three hundred 
and fifty pounds (360) on Gibbs' Dynamometer. The committee then directed 
the exhibitor of the Toung America to perform fifteen revolutions likewise, which 
produced thirty-three quarts of good feed, and an expenditure of 4200 lbs. of 
power, or a continuous draft of 880 lbs.; each party grinding his own com, being 
di£ferent in quality. The committee then permitted each party to grind ^ bushel 
of shelled com, the result of which was deemed unimportant The committee 
next measured out one bushel of ears of the same kind and quality of com for 
each mill, which the Little Giant ground into good feed with 18 revoluticms and 
an expenditure of 4200 lbs. of power, the conUnuous draft bebg 360 lbs. The 
Toung America ground its allotted bushel into good feed (but not so fine as the 
Little Giant's,) with 13 revolutions and an expenditure of 2,340 lbs. of power, 
oontinuous draft bemg 180 lbs. 

Upon the construction of these mills the committee report, that in their opionion 
Hie iin^U set tcnvf and lever by which the grinding is regulated whilst the mUl is b 
motion, the mesl trough and . spout delivery, solid legs, simplicity and 
cheapness of the platform, the directness of the power to the resistance, the 
small amount of grindbg surface which reduces the amount of power requldte

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON PAINTINGa ETC. 

In awarding premiums npon pamtings, drawings, &c., we would ratlier hare 
given preference to those that were original, had such been designated. 

We would recommend that this be especially noticed by the Board, that all 
pamtings, drawings, &c., competing for premiums be original, from nature, by the 
exhibitor. Landscapes from scenery within the State in one department, and 
landscapes from scenery without the State in another department, distinctly no- 
ticed and competmg for premiums. The exhibition m pamtmgs is confined chiefly 
to Cleveland artbts, with very few specimens. 

We regret that Ohio arUsts do not contribute more to these exhibitions, as we 
feel that it would not only be to their interest to do so, but an advancement to art 
and knowledge by thus bringing works of art before thousands otherwise utterly 
shut out from all knowledge of the art world. Will not the artists of Ohio think 
of this, and act upon it, and another year give a large collection of paintings from 
their various studies. Let every artist contribute from one to six pictures, and we 
shall have an exhibition creditable not only to the profession, but to the State. 

In the photographic art, both large and small, plain and colored, we would com- 
mend those by Ryder as being uncommonly fine, surpassing anything we have 
ever seen, not only as photographs simply, but as highly artistic in design and 
execution. 

We would also commend the exhibition of drawing books from Cleveland Public 
Schools as worthy of imitation by all large towns. These drawing books fitted up 
with drawings of various kinds, (all from natural objects — the only true method of 
drawing) reflects great credit upon both the pupils and teacher, Mr. Bramard. 

Twelve cases of insects and flies, worked in fancy designs, by Jno. Parker, of 
Cleveland, we would commend as mcitmg a love for and study of nature through 
her insects. 
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Oreeian paintings we ironld also commend as producing a pleasing pictorial 

effect, Tfith little labor or art knowledge. 

Map of Ashtabula county would commend as rery finely executed. 

Mr. Lusk's ornamental penmanship would commend highly.

STONE. 

Tour committee would report that whQe every article submitted to their exam- 
ination possesses great merit, and does credit to the taste and skill of the exhibitors, 
they feel it to be a duty to give several of these a special notice. 

The mantles and table tops of marbleized wood by Williams Si Falkner, of 
Okveland, are very beautiful, imitating perfectly all the rare varieties of native 
and foreign marble at prices within the reach of all. 

The next ientries are five mantles and seven table tops of marbleized stone, by 
the Ohio MarMe Company of Cleveland. 

Your committee think that these exhibitions are deserving of high commenda* 
flon from the fiaet that they are convertmg <me of the native rocks of Ohio, of 
which there are inexhaustible quarries in this vicinity, into an article in some 
respects superior and equal in beauty of finish, variety of color, durability and 
strength of material, to any native or foreign marble whatever, at prices so low 
thatthe article only needs to be known to come into universal use. Your committee, 
Aerefore, recommend to exhibitors the highest award in the power of the execu- 
tive*of this State Society to bestow. 

The samples of artificial sand stone buildmg blocks, by Sawyer Si Dlmmock, of 
Oleveland, are firm in appearance, and perfect in form, and if of suffici^t hard- 
ness, must be a valuable addition to the building material of our State. 

The samples of mason work by Richard Day and Yirgil Hoffman, both of this 
stty, are highly creditable, and perhaps the difference in the two is owing to the~ 
quality of the brick, those used by the latter being dry pressed, and p^fectly uai- 
ftim. 

The case of minerals by G. R. Tuttle, of Cleveland, are rare and beautifdl. 

The specimen of quarts crystal, by Mrs. Wm. Smythe, of develand, taken by 
herself at a depth of 160 feet below the surface of the earth, is one of rare value. 

The collection of insects injurious to the farmer, by Edward Palmer, of Cleve- 
land, is highly interesting, and deserves tiie attentioa of all the farmers in particu^ 
lar. The collection of Ohio minerals, also of orystalised minerals from all parts 
of the world, and insects of Paraguay, by the same, are creditable to the taste and 
Industry of the exhibitor.

The following articles appeared in the columns of the '' Oiio Farmer,** imme- 
mediatelj after the Fair. They are inserted in this place as a kind of Dagaar- 
reotype of the prevailing sentiment and on phQosophy of Fairs, as well as a record 
of the <' general arrangements'' of the Fair of 1866 : 

A State Fair is a great erent, whether considered in relation to the general in- 
terest which it excites ; the large numbers whom it assembles ; the large area 
from which it gathers its products, and its people ; the important interests which 
it represents ; or the influences which flow from it. It is the great holiday of the 
farmer — the day towards which he looks for weeks and months, as a day of recre- 
ation and triumph. In the power which the State Fair has to beget and cherish 
such expectations, lies an important source of its influence. Without recurring at 
length, to the local and temporary questions of interest which belong to the exhi- 
Ution which has just closed, and only saying, as we pass, that the arrangements 
were, so far as our knowledge extends, unsurpassed ; the exhibition of stock espe- 
cially good; the general feeling and conduct of the immense crowds, honorable 
and pleasant to all, we will dwell somewhat at length on the good results of such 
gatherings. 

The first good result of State Fairs, is, that they enlarge men's ideas — ^their 
ideas of thcpopulation, resources and capacities of the State. When a boy or 
man comes on the Fair ground and finds 20 or 30,000 persons assembled, he gets 
a laiger and clearer idea of the millions they represent Before he read and heard 
of them ; now he begins to see and feel the reality. Li the small compass of 15 
or 20 acres, he sees the products of the skill and enterprise and capacity of 50,000 
•quare miles. The idea of the rariety and richness of the sofl and climate of his 
native State, strikes him with a new power and meaning. Here he learns, for the 
first time, how many kinds of products his native soil is capable of growing. Here 
be sees the perfection to which good seed and good culture may bring such pro- 
ducts. Here he learns that coL^mon horses, common cows, common gruns, 
grasses and vegetables, may, by care and knowledge, be developed into premium 
stock and fsffm products. He learns that there is an education and graduation of 
these things, not unlike an academic or collegiate course. He is taught to believe 
in ** scierUific farmhiff.'* Altogether, this agricultural anniversary enlaiges his 
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ideas as muoh as it wQI, in tani» enlarge bis pwnpMns» apples, beets and 
oni<ms. 

The second g6bd resntt of State Fairs, is that they enrioh men's minds as wett 
as enlarge them. This results mainlj from the interchange of ideas. Before men 
come np to the Fair, their notions are apt to Ve curcumsoribed by the limits of ihe 
shops or farm fences. Here they see other besidehome-bred notions, embodied in 
successes beyond thefar own. The man who has bred fine horses in Lake county, is 
a richer man for knowing that as fine horses are bred in Hamilton, crossing ideat is 
as good as crossbg ttoek. Mixing np onr notions with others, though perhaps in- 
ferior m some respects, often works as happily as mixing soils. Now, the com* 
meree of ideas, is one of Ae principal results of these Fairs. On the Fair gtcftmi, 
a man can see at a glance die attainments of the State, and learn, better than from 
a book, how things are done. We irill venture to say, that in ten thousand Cuni- 
lies, this winter, the hearlli-stone will glow brighter and warmer, for the thoughts 
which men and women carried home from the Fair. The refreshing influences of 
the Fair will make their minds bud in a dosen places, where before they were 
barren. Possibly some may brood, in a little disappointment and discontent oyer 
their defeat ; but a large idea is better than a large pumpkin, or even a large ox; 
and by the. time another Fair arrires, they will think so too. These Fairs are a 
means of ascertaining the peculiar adaptations of smls and modes of cultiyatkm,* 
and in thb way, much misdirected labor will be sared. Popular and scientifio 
knowledge are diffused ; for here, theory and practice stand side by side. Princi- 
ples, and their products, iUustrate each other. 

A third useful result from State Fairs, is the euUwaHan <if the tatte. A floral 
and fine art hall is now as essential a part of the programme, as a mechanics' or 
power hall. We do not wish to claim any exaggerated excellence for the works put 
on temporary exhibition, for they are not expected, with rare exceptions, to pos* 
sess such qualities, but they possess better qualities for stimulus and instruction, 
than the Louvre or Valhalla. 

Hundreds of cunning hands, and palpitatbg hearts, in the country, are moved 
to work by these exhibitions. Time, which is usually too precious in a farmer's or 
mechanic's eye, to be wasted in the actual study of the fine arts, is stolen by a 
&vorite son or daughter, to be lavbhed on some darling worsted or patch-work, or 
some favorite animal, or piece of machinery, to get a medal or diploma. And 
then, how wide awake every competitor comes up to the annual exhibition, to see 
the feults or merits of competing works, and to avoid the former, and adopt 
or learn the latter. And here let it not be forgotten, that the Fair Grounds 
have advantages over every, or any gallery. A fine horse is a finished pic- 
ture — so is a fine ox. No sculptor of Rhodes ever cut such outiines of strength 
a&d beauty, as maybe seen at a good cattle show. Landseer never painted such 
sheep or cattie, nor Cuyp such fruits, as are seen at an Agricultural Fair 
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exliibiti<m of <'aU HbB pmniam ttookt*' in tibe 'laige ham risg/' is a 
better thidio than any imperial mnnificenee ean coDect Through such ezU- 
Utiona of fine hcursea, cattle, fimatnre, frnits, ▼egeta b le e^ flowMrs, fanoy wotk 
and pietnresi the tatte is both orealed and refined, and many nuUc hornet an 
better adorned year after year, for tha thonghte and feelii^a wlueh spring up 
from a Tisit of children and advlts to the foir. 

The last good result from Faii8» is tha $cekU am M^r o ti m which they woriu 
It mi|^t he taken for granted, that when the muid is enlaigedt and enriched, 
and reined, social cnltore wonld follow; but good flows m from other sources, 
nie cessation from Unl, and the free eommingliag of the community with one 
anotter, tends to soften toil, to abrade prejndicea, and to enlarge sympathiea. 
Men lore each otlMr more for seeing each other, for intnuhanging qpiniona, 
for friendly emulation, iili persons need recreation. Ue ezcitefflent of laige 
crowds is a social instinct, mid how much better to nourish this feeling by 
Agricultural Fairs-^aimiTersaries of toil — than by ''muateringa,*' iKMrse races, 
or eren political conrentions and military encampments. There may be row- 
dyism and lawlessness,, but these are not their products— they are incidental 
to Uiem. Not in fresh country air, nor among the laboring ranks of the pure 
fields, are these thbgs generated, but in crowded cities, and dark perileus 
thereof, do they fester and thriye. Doubtless unlawful persons, and unwhcle- 
aome places can be found by the <'e]q)erts" in such matters, and what carri<», 
howeyer for off, does not the Tulture snuff^ for he has, as hare some men, a gen- 
ius for eormption; but not <m the Fair Grounds, but rather in another place, is 
kept ''the school of scandal,'^ whose school-master is erer ''abroad," as also Job 
knew. 



GENEStAL ABRAJTOBMSNTS OF THE FAIB. 

These were excellent. Indeed, we have rarely seen a more strikbg illustration 
of the wisdom of our State Board, than m their ready adoption of any improve- 
ments, whether suggested by their own experience, by their observation elsewhere, 
or by the criticisms which intelligent visitors may have made. 

Of the mode of laying out the grounds, the positions of the different halls, and 
of the offices, tents, dining-rooms, of the walks, rings, d^c, d^c, we need not 
speak, as they are doubtless sufficiently understood from the engravings of the 
Fair Grounds, which have been published. 

But we do wish to speak of several important matters, not only because they 
am improvements, but also because their sdoption shows that our Board knows 
its work, and how to do it, and more than all, because on placing them here, will 
call them to mind for the use of the State and Coun^ Fairs, yet to be held where* 
over our journal goes. 
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One great improvement is the abolition of the badge system. Badges, it will 
be recollected, were given at our Fidrs to those who had bought tickets. These 
entitled them to pass out and in when they pleased for one day or m<nre, as the 
case might be. Now, it was found that these badges were sold or given away by 
the thousand. They were ''put through the fence.'' l%opswere opened out- 
side where these badges were sold, in some cases, perhaps, for the fourth time. 
Thus a great and systematic fraud was practiced on the public and on the enter- 
prise itself. This is now all abolished. Each one pays as be^ goes in, and the 
thing is completed at once. We saw two large quilts in the Hall of Domestic 
ManuCiu^tures, made of the badges which have done theur last seihrice, and which 
are preserved as a memorial of a faulty system which has passed awav. 

The provision of abundant and efScient service by the employment of manhaU, 
superiniendents, gaU^keeperM^ waiting and polkemen, was another fine feature of the 
exhibition. Indeed, the presence of these officers, and the quiet and yet ready 
way in which most of them did their work, could not fail of attracting the atten- 
tion of every observer, and they contributed not a little to the good order which 
prevailed on the occasion. 

The provision of seats /or those who wished to witness the performances in the 
ring, we were greatly pleased with. These seats would accommodate some thou- 
sand persons, who were glad to pay ten cents each, (the additional charge made,) 
for the privily of resting awhile, after standing so long as one must stand in 
seeing so much. These seats will, we trust, become an ^'institution " at our 
Fairs. 

<* Ths Bditors* Boom " we must mention, because it works so well, and because 
it was a thought of our own. At most of our State Furs, no facilities for writing 
were offered of any sort. At one a cloth tent was put up, and a table and one or 
two rickety chairs were placed on it. At this Fair a substantial edifice wasreared> 
furnished within with a long desk, with firm seats at each side, and on it paper» 
ink, pens, envelopes, blotting paper, <fec , <fec., in the use of which editors and 
reporters might luxuriate as in a scribbler's paradise. As we looked in now and 
then, we saw that it was not in vain. This too, will, we doubt not, be a fixture at 
our State Fern hei eafier. 

The arrangements for dinner were better than we ever saw be/ore at a State Fair. 
One hour was at first given to the State Board, the Committees and those who 
dined with them. After this, all others who wished could enjoy the good cheer 
abounding on the tables of the Dining Hall, which was christened for the occasion 
the '* St Nicholas." 

We inust not pass over, among the provisions for the gratification of the visitors, 
the performances of the band of music. Changing thdr position often, but every-

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where occupying a conspicaoos position, they " discooned sweet mudc/' gren&j 
to the pleasure of the large numbers who invariably crowded around them. We 
have high ideas of what music may do on almost every public occasion. And 
where the best is provided, and none but the best, a noble and refining influence 
cannot fail to be exerted. Music should not be above the capacities of those who 
hear it But if it is as high as they can reach, it will lift them higher, and train 
them to enjoy nobler music still. 

We have a long list of matters which seem to demand a word of notice. But 
we must pass them over for the present. Some of them we may speak of at 
another time. We can only say that our general impressions were of the most 
cheering kind. We saw no drunkenness, we saw no riot, no quarreling, no confu- 
sion. The people of a great State met to take the gauge of their own progress* 
They did so, as was fitting, in a quiet and elegant way. We have never, east or 
west, seen so great an assemblage of people, representing so many types of opmion, 
feeling, and culture, in which less fierce rivalry was betrayed, or which was more 
characterized by the manners which betoken an intelligent, cultivated and pro- 
gressive people Eastern men expressed a gratified surprise on seeing the variety 
and maturity of our improvements. 

We are proud of our people. We are proud of the West especially, and of Ohio 
certainly not the Uani of alL Considering the unpropitious weather of the first 
two days, we had a great gathering of the men and women who are the strength, 
vigor and hope of the country. And they have gone to their homes, each giving 
Bomethtog, but each receivmg a thousand fold more of knowledge, skill and stimu- 
lus to noble emulation, and enterprise. Its results will be felt at once m a thou- 
sand homes and places of business. They will be more fruitful years hence than 
. now, fur they awake impulses that will not die. 



HINTS FOR THE FUTURE. 

'We have spoken in praise of the general arrangements of the State Fair, week 
"^fore last, at Cleveland. We have done so, because we thought praise to be 
-due. We trust we shall not be thought captious if we suggest some things in 
-which we think further impiovement might be made. Indeed, we have every 
reason to believe that all suggestions will be received with kindness, and if they 
4ire worth anvthing, with gratitude, by the men who are charged with the arduous 
and toilsome work of planning and conducting these annual festivals of the peo- 
ple. So we volunteer a little reiutM of what observation has taught us during the 
late Fair. 
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I. More room is a demand which will be made very emphaticaUy at no remote date. 
Every year these harvest homes celebrated by great States, call together a larger 
number of attractive objects. People from other States and provinces, are crowd- 
ing to bring them or see them. These things serve to increase the interest felt by 
our own people in them. Thas, causes act with double or triple force to swell the 
multitudes who will attend. The area of twenty-six acres, embraced in the Fair 
Grounds, in this city, was felt to be none too large, at the late Fair. In fact, 
every point of interest was crowded beyond the limits of comfort, decency, or even 
safety, during the most of the time. The Hall of the Fine Arts, was a ''perfect 
jam ** nearly all day. The same was true of Floral Hall, Domestic Hall, Me- 
chanics' Hall, and the seats which fronted the Ring. We repeat, then, that we 
must have more room. Brother Jonathan does not love to be packed up in a snuff- 
box. He wants space to expand. He must place his arms akimbo. He requires 
to itand wide, as well as to walk wide. So we say, give him room. Larger 
grounds, larger halls, wider gates, walks, carriage tracks, everything of this sort 
on a larger scale. 

II. We think different conetrucHon of tome of ike huUdingi wovld be an advan^ 
tage. The Hall of the Fine Arts, for example, would have had more light, and 
more walls, and would have allowed more easy entrance and exit, had it been in 
the form of a Greek cross. We need either larger side-lights or sky-lights, in 
several other buildings, for in some of them the gloom was painful, and darkness 
came a good while before night We are not sure whether temporary structures 
of more than one story could be made at once safe and cheap. We wish the prob- 
lem were solved by some good architect. 

IIL We are becoming discontented wUh tents as shelters. They tire the eyes when 
the sun shmes. They afford but slender protection during a heavy rain. A heavy 
wind — sometimes a light breeze — prostrates them to the ground. They are good 
make believes ; but as they are often put up, they are really worse than nothing. 

lY. In future that all Ejects for exhibition should be on the ground some days 
before the Fair begins. We are aware how much must be done ere this can be 
practiced. But we must be ready to take hold of the work. The utility of Fairs 
would be much unharmed, if committees could deliberate more at leisure, and 
with less distraction from the crowd. 

Y. Some system of Agricultural exchanges should be promoted at our State Fairs. 
We know that thousands of persons will at once reply, that this class of matters 
will take care of themselves. But we think that more might be done with great 
advantage. One man wishes to sell, another wishes to buy. Let an intelligence 
office be opened, where all wants are stated, and all supplies for them also. Lei 
a light fee be paid by every applicant for the informatiun he obtains. It will be 
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^memberedihat the great Fain of Europe unite ezhibitioiis with eiobaoge— and 
the latter is in many of them as prominent an object, as the former.^ If the thing 
were once MAj entered on> we hare little doubt it would suoceed. After a time 
a sort of market might be opened, and these exchanges might, perhaps, under 
proper restrictions take place on the grounds. 

VI. A preaternumher 0/ placet far admiiiion ar$ needed. The crowd at the 
late Fair was very great at times, at the principal gate. If two. or three offices 
could be opened, on different sides of the grounds and at all the principal Hotels, 
the expenses would be very little increased, while the convenience to the public, 
espedaDy on the crowded days, would be trebled or quadrupled. 

yn. We coMtoihdp thMcinp that ffood ApricuUural epeechse at proper intervals, 
^eouldheatonoe,anentertain$netUt and a preat public ffood. We know there are many 
obstacles in the way. The people are rery busy, or if their attention could be con- 
centrated, the rush in case of a popular speaker would be overwhelmmg. But if, 
at certain hours, really good practical and attractive speakers should occupy dif- 
ferent stands at once, the crowd might be divided, and a great additional attrac- 
tion might, we think, be given to the occasion. We may be mistaken, but we 
should like to see the thbg thorougly tried, as we do not think it has been yet. 
Evenings might be often used in this way. 

yni. Amof^the matters ^ehich we might have mentioned wider the head qf Agri- 
etdturtd Markets, is the stdffect of Farmer's and Gfardner^s Books. Why should not 
their sale be encouraged at Fairs? Let some bookseller, or other person, be bvi- 
ted to occupy a stand at which every thmg of this sort — and of this sort only — 
should be offered for sale. This would occupy but little room, and would certainly 
be as much in place, as the display of surgical instruments, and specimens of por- 
celahi teeth. But this belongs to the whole matter of an agricultural market in con- 
nection with Fairs, which must yet be discussed fully. 

IX. Better facilities for a supply tf drinking unOer should be furnished. There 
were wells enough at the Fair. But cups were wanted. Let these be chained to 
the curb, or pumps, and that will be enough. 

X. Ckinnot something be done to diminish the number qf outside shows near the 
grounds^ They are a great annoyance. They assemble a crowd of loafers. They 
divert attention from the legitimate aims of the occasion. We wish they might 
be removed to positions not less than a mile from the grounds. Cannot this be 
done? 

We have shaken out the contents of our budget. If any thmg can be picked 
from the mass that may be of use, in the getting up, or management of future 
Fairs, whether for States or counties, we shall be abundantly compensated. 
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PLEASANT THINOS TO BBMEMBEB. 

It is always grateful to our feelings to recall pleasant faets. If the present 
moment brings with it something that irritates and blisters, it is consoling to turn 
from it to some golden picture of yesterday or last week, or last year, whose 
smiling traits may compensate for all. Among these memories, are the following, 
respecting the State Fair : 

The hospitality of the citizens of Cleveland was general, and generous. They 
opened their doors, and spread their tables, with a promptness that rivals, (it 
could not surpass,) the hospitality that reigns m the country. Many pleasant 
acquuntances were made, which will not die. For the pleasant and quiet way in 
which the business of finding homes, during the Fair, was managed, all are greatly 
indebted to Messrs. Brayton and Mason, who labored incessantly, and performed 
their toilsome and delicate task, to the entire satisfaction of both citizens and 
strangers. For such a service, money cannot pay. 

The hotels performed their duty well. They did not — so fsur as we know — 
riuse their prices above the ordinary rates. They spared no piuns to make their 
viutors comfortable. And we have heard not a single complaint. The Weddell 
House was especially accommodatmg. It became *' head quarters,'' for general 
re-unions, where, in the evenings, hundreds met to make or renew acquaintances. 
This was a very agreeable feature of the season. We are glad to know that its 
receipts were large, amounting to 86,000. 

The Rail Roads claim a large share of praise for the important part they 
performed in the whole matter. They carried passengers to and from the Fair at 
half price. They carried freight, and stock, which returned over the road, we 
believe, for nothing. This was much. But it was the least, after all. For the 
most striking &ct is, that in carrying such overwhelming loads of persons at all 
hours of the day and night, no passengers were killed, nor any, so far as we have 
learned, even injured. This fact will not be undervalued or forgotten* 

For all these things, we are grateful as citizens, and friends of agriculture. 
But we have occasion, too, for gratitude of a more personal character. 

The last Fur was a great one — the greatest one Ohio has ever celebrated. It 
was great not only in those obvious features which strike the most careless observer 
— it was great, too, in those lesser arrangements, which, though not likely to be 
noticed by all, yet contribute so much — so essentially — to the comfort of all. 
We accept it as a monument, and a prophecy — as a monument of what the 
people have already done, as a prophecy of greater things which they will do in 
the future. This prophecy will be fulfilled as time passes on. 
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REVIEW OF SOME OF THE MOST IMPORTANT ARTICLES EXHIB- 
ITED AT THE STATE FAIR. 

H0R8X8. 

Yennont herself could scarcely produce more fiue Black Hawk and Morgan 
horses than were exhibited at our State Fair. During the last twenty years there 
has been imported into Ohio, from Kentucky, quite a number of superior thor- 
ough-bred stallions, whose cross with the Ohio horses has produced a noble stock 
of large brood mares, and the cross now made by the Morgan family, while it 
reduces the size, adds a speck of blood to the Morgan : makes a. finished horse, 
and imparts greater activity and style. *• Champion " — the grace of all the Black 
Hawks — is the best representation of the sire we have ever seen. There is an 
indescribable something in the whole family, which always assures one of the 
certainty that it is a distinct race of horses, and of as much individuality as a 
Short- Horn or a Devon. Nothing could be more palpable than was this, at the 
exhibition of the colts for the sweepstakes premium. Of the fifteen that were 
upon the ground, the Black Hawk stamp was upon all. Champion's colts took 
the premium, and David Hill's the first and second as three years, and the second 
as two years old. " Onderdonk " took the second premium as a roadster, and 
the " Eastman Green Mountain Morgan " the fiist. Green Moimtain is a good 
horse, very strong and muscular, fit alike for. the plow and carriage ; and had 
yery few superiors as a trotter. The Columbus stallion, and Tom Hjcr, were the 
fastest on the ground, and trotted with a degree of spirit that charmed the lookers 
on, while ** Bush Messenger," and Bellfounder swept along with the power of a 
locomotive, and filled them with astonishment. Grey Eagle was majestic ; Fashion 
and Young Fashion, fine and beautiful. Champion was graceful, and David Hill 
lively and practical, Onderdonk showy and active, and Morrill and Bullet swift 
and powerful. 

The stock of Messrs. Ladd was fine ; some of it being a cross with Black Hawk 
and thorough-bred ; but the finest head and neck was on " Champion,'' out of a 
black Hawk mare, sired by Black Hawk. Dr. Updegraff also exhibited a choice 
selection of animals, shqwing discriminating judgment in the crosses. We believe 
every one of them took premiums. 

The colt of the Fair was " Buckeye," sired by David Hill, and bred by Dr. 
Carpenter of Litchfield. He could out trot any on the grotmd in his class, and 
compete with most of them, at any age. He has the style of old Black Hawk, 
and gait of a Messenger. 

Bay Boston and his colts had many admirers; they are fine colts, Terj large 
and showey, and are undoubtedly good for all work. There were a large number 
of sucking colts exhibited— but as the purer the blood, the more difficult and ten- 
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der the animal to raise, and as very much depends on the mare giving a good deal 
of milk, young colts that are the most fleshy generally look the handsomest. 

The names of prominent animals and their owners, will be found in the list 
of entries. Several of the matched horses were fine. The span of blacks owned 
by Jacob Egbert, of Lebanon, was much admired ; so too was the Columbus span# 
owned by W. A. Neil. It was probably the neatest on the ground. The grays, 
owned by W. J. Gordon of Cleveland, were up-headed and attractive. 



THE CATTLE SHOW. 

When Cleveland was first announced as the place for holding the State Fair 
for this year, it was the opinion of many that the show of breeding cattle would 
be meager. There has not been so many superior Short-Horn cattle on exhibi- 
tion as at some of the former Fairs, but some of the best in the State were here. 

The Short- Horns on exhibition at this Fair, exhibit in a striking degree, that the 
only mode of attaining perfection in the breed, is to nourish well. The possession 
of Short-Horn blood entitles animals to the attainment of very large size, and 
great weight at an early age. This is the true end of the breed and the profit to 
be had from rearing this breed, must be secured by taking advantage of this early 
development. Poor pastures and winter exposure, with straw for feed, will inva- 
ribly result in degeneracy in the breed. 

Some of the cattle shown at this Fair, have been kept too high ; and this other 
extreme may result in total loss of the breeding powers, in some of the young 
animals on exhibition. 

We are of opinion, that the finer qualities of the stock could be shown as highly 
by medium feeding, and the same amount of grooming as is already bestowed, as 
by having the animals loaded down so heavy with mere adipose matter, endanger- 
ing their breeding powers, for which alone they are valuable. 

While some of the Short-Horn stock on exhibition is too highly fed, some again 
suffers from the other extreme, and there is no question but permanent injury has 
been sustained by these animals, from want of nutriment and protection. 

Thomas Aston exhibited his Herefords, and is entitled to credit for the fine con- 
dition in which his stock is kept, and for having choice specimens of the breed. 

The show of Devons was quite large, embracing many animab of superior 
merit. The' breed b one worthy of the attention of farmers, and especially those 
who subject their stock to scant feed, and exposure in winter. The Devons mature 
slower than the Short-horns, and being small and extremely hardy, of course re- 
quired less feed, and suffer less from neglect in winter than some other breeds. 
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The Devon* made a fine show m the procession in the lai*ge horse ring on Friday* 
Mr. Pennjy of Newark, exhibited some superior Ayreshires. If these cattle are 

superior milkers, as they are claimed to be, they should be classed as a milking 

breed, and compete separate and apart from the Devons. 

The show of fat cattle and work oxen was excellent The ten yoke of oxen 

from Lake county, were much admired. These won the 8100 prise, being the 

best ten yoke from any one county* 

SHXXP AND SWIirX. 

Want of time and space, precludes the possibility of making a full report on 
sheep and swine. It had been anticipated that the show of sheep would be mea- 
gre, especially in the fine wool class, owing to the fine wool sheep having been 
classed together. This, however, was not the case. 

The show of sheep in all classes was very good, filling all the pens that were 
prepared, and new pens put up at the beginning of the Fair. 

The show of swme was also good; all the pens being filled. There were some 
of the best Suffolk, as well as large breeds, on exhibition, that we have seen, but 
we have not space this week to make an extended notice. 



POULTRY. 

In poultry, there was but a poor show, many of our breeders not bringing their 
birds upon the ground. There were, however, some very good specimens, and a 
few of varieties that are not very plentiful in this State. The Shanghae family, 
including the Brahma Pootra and Cochin Chinas, was most numerously represen- 
ted. A few coops of Dorkings were also on hand. Game, both English and Su- 
matra, figured pretty largely. A few specimens of Guinea fowls, and abottt the 
same number of turkeys, geese, (China and common,) and ducks. 

Among the poultry, and alongside a coop of geese, a nice large cage was placed, 
containing a pair of very beautiful and tame grey foxes. This was too bad, as 
every time the geese cackled, the poor foxes' mouths watered with a very natural 
desire to cultivate a nearer acquaintance with their neighbors. Some pretty pig- 
eons, although in no great variety, were exhibited. The nicest were two or three 
pairs of fan-tails and ruffled-necked, pure white. There were also, in this depart- 
ment, a pair of Guinea pigs, rabbits, and some tame ferrets. We hope to see, 
at some future Fairs, our poultry breeders exhibit more of their fine stock, as so 
many of them have spared neither time nor expense to obtain and keep pure the 
most choice varieties. 
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DOMESTIC HALL. 

^ Oar examination of ibis haU> was of necessity a cursory one. Bat we made 
note of some objects which we deem worthy of consideration. We wonld say in 
genera], that the exhibition was highly creditable, evincing an improvement, in 
many important particulars, upon anything we ever witnessed at a State Fanr 
before. The features of improvement, were, among others, the following : High6r 
finish in the work exhibited a marked advance in the number of articles which 
denote a high civilization, and what was to us part of the exhibition itself, a higher 
appreciation by the people themselves, of those objects which were the products of 
the highest skill. 

Beginning at the south-west comer, we noticed first Crittenden's show of plates, 
jewelry, and watches. This attracted universal notice, and was highly admired. 
It deserved all it enjoyed. The only drawback which we experienced in lookmg 
at this beauUfttl show, was the announcement that the articles were made for N. 
K Crittenden, in Paris. We are glad our people have taste to enjoy the products 
of foreign skill. We would rejoice more if our own artists could rival their work. 
Of such matters however, something will be said in another place. 

On the west side, some beautiful cases of insects, illustrative of entomdogy 
attracted notice. They were interesting to us, especially because they could not 
only be used as ornaments, but be made to subserve the purposes of science. The 
same might be said of some cases from South America. 

Farther north, we were much pleased with a case of instruments for the dentist, 
and surgeon. They were of high finish, and many of them of the latest kinds. 
The cases exhibited a great and choice variety. 

The north end of this long table, was occupied, to a great extent, with hats, 
furs, and clothbg, which we did not examine minutely, on this side. They were» 
however, good. Turning and passing to the south, on the east side of this table, 
we noticed the cases of Mr. Dockstader, which were quite pleasant to look on 

Farther on, on the same side, our attention was especially attracted by the fine 
show of porcelain teeth, which were beautiful, indeed. For apparent solidity, 
fineness of material, and beauty of finish, they surpassed any thing of the scni 
we saw. We are not dentist enough to judge whether porcelain teeth ate the 
best. But no one could fail of seeing that they appeared to excellent advantage. 

The next leading objects that we scanned, were a collection of flannels, 
stockings, knitting yams, kerseys, and a host of other things, which our memory 
has spilled over in attempiiog to carry away. These articles are all the work of 
one lady's own hands, and from wool sheared, we believe, from her own flocks. 
Taking them all in all, the fineness of the wool, the neatness of the work, the 
beauty of the fabrics, and the substantial utility to which they all ministered, we 
saw nothing that equalled them. Two blankets, especially, of great sise and 
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weighty were the very best we ever sftw. Almost as soft as down, almost as 
heavy as a coverlet. They would of themselves be nearly a sufficient covering 
for a cold wbter night. We are glad to see from these beautiful specimens, 
that the spinnbg wheel and loom are not defunct institutions in American homes. 

We passed by a long array of domestic carpeting, embracing some beautiful 
work even in tiie making of rag-carpets, to notice a fine collection of stuffed 
birds, the woik of John Jacobs, of Akron, Ohio. Several considerations interested 
US greatly in this collection. It is, in itself, one of the most beautiful objects 
0B6 need look upon. It was made but a few months since in Akron It of course 
belongs to our ^own State. The specimens — fifty-nine in number — are taken 
mostly from the birds of our own fields, and woods. It is the first collection of the 
kind we have seen prepared so near home, exhibited at a Fair, and the work was 
done by a German, who speaks English very imperfectly, and who offered the 
whole collection, with its glass case, for the low price of 860. We wish it 
might be purchased by same benevolent person, and placed in the cabinet of 
specimens of Natural History in one of our colleges. 

We resumed our examination at the north end, and of the east table, where the 
show of ready-made olothini: was much admired. 

Among the furs exhibited was one set of Hudson's Bay sables, which were 
marked at $600. 

Further on, along this table, some of the most wonderful things we saw, were 
the illusions wrought with the needle. Pictures framed in glass, almost as beanti- 
liil as if made by the painter, and at a little distance easily mistaken for such, were 
arranged so well, and in such numbers, that they might be supposed by many visi- 
tors to be a gallery of portraits or fancy sketches. We have not time to describe 
fully any of these, much less all of them. But we must allude to one or two spe- 
cimens. The Holy Family, embroidered in silk, by a German lady, we think of 
this city, was very fine. Also a picture of the virgin and child, wrought of the 
same material. One piece on which a dog was wrought, another of a Highlander 
another still representing children — the fair artists, (for such they may well be 
called,) might well be proud of. An embroidered shawl — white silk wrought on 
white merino — was among the most admired objects in this whole show. The 
delicacy of its material, the fineness of the work, and the snow white purity of the 
whole piece, were suggestive of simplicity and elegance of the highest order. 

We were greatly pleased, too, with an embroidered cushion, on an elegant chair, 
the work of a lady sixty years old. It was a sort of mosaic, or velvet and satin 
of various hues, combined with great taste, and wrought in minute figures, with 
the utmost care. Beautiful in itself, it was more still an object of interest from 
the age of the lady who wrought it. 
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Another ohair» of Deariy the same pattern, took the first premium. 
^Near these evidences of the skill and taste of our ladles, we saw the two qiulti 
which will preserve the tradition of the "badge system." We have spoken of 
this in our account of the general arrangements. So we need here only expresi 
the hope that these quilts will be brought out at every State Fair, for years to 
come, till the faults of the system shall be as fully understood by all, as they are 
now by those who have watched its workings. 

A "revolutionary quilt'' hung near by, the name of which awakened inquiry, 
I ts workmanship was not remarkable. But it was made by a lady seventy years 
old, and embraced the names of nearly all the lovers of Independence, and Rev- 
olutionary times. It was made up of 2,204 pieces. The patriotic feeling and 
patient industry of which it is the result, are worthy of praise. 

A dog wrought of shells stood near by. It was very fine. We had not 
dreamed of such an ornament, made of such materials. What shall we have 
mezt? 

At the south end of this stand, was a case of oombs, said to be 1 50 years old. 
They attracted notice chiefly for their great size, their fine workmanship, and their 
grotesque shape. Some of them we guessed were 14 inches across. 

Partly behind this, was a case of rare mantillas, capes, and other articles of 
ladies' wear, which we deemed worthy of a better notice than we can give. But 
the case was so veiled by other objects, that we could not examine them very 
closely. 

A fine display of carpetmg fastened our eyes next. It was imposing from 
its magnitude and variety, and the splendor of its gay colors. But all who prom- 
enade Superior street, are too familiar with the apartment to need a description 
from us. 

About the middle of the east side of the Hall, was a new mathematical 
scale for the cutting of ladies' dresses. It is a new invention, having been just 
patented by the author. Uninitiated as we are in the mysteries of ladies' toilet, 
we are yet somewhat aware how greatly female charms are enhanced by a well 
fitting dress. 

Our space is nearly full. We have been compelled to omit many objects thai 
we remember with great pleasure, and which it is a self denial to us not to 
mention. We have often wished what, of course, is impossible, that we could 
daguerreotype the whole Fair, and send it to our readers. But the next best 
thing we can do, is to invite them all to come to these great exhibitions, and see 
for themselves. 

Among the agreeable things which we noticed in this Hall, was the kind and 
intelligent way in which the persons in attendance replied to all questions put by 
the visitors, as to the history and qualities of the articles and fabrics on exhibition. 
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Thej did their duty well; and nobly. Their manner was not marked by the 
servility of the salesman, nor the sensitiveness of the shy and diffident workmen. 
It was free, qniet, ready, and natural. It was just what we lore to see. 



HALL FOB FARM PRODUCTS. 

This was one of the most interesting in the whole exhibition. It offered to the 
eyes of all, specimens of this year's production in the field, the garden, and the 
dairy, with some of the better results in preparing these products for these table, or 
in preserving them for future use. Indeed, considering the unpropitious character 
of the last spring and summer, the display in this department, was, to our mind, 
the most stnkmg one we saw on the grounds. Almost everything else (except 
fruit and flowers,) can do very well, even if the season should be poor. Stoves 
and farm implements, machinery, textile fabrics, paintings, and statuary, can 
flourish, whether the sun does or does n^ shine — whether frosts blights, or 
droughts do or do not come. Even stock, especially the choice animals, which 
are exhibited at great Fairs, will be well taken care of, though pastures are 
scorched, and grain b high. But a hard frost will kill tomatoes in the ofm 
garden ; and a cold dry spring, and a hot dry summer, will wither potatoes ; 
and the midge will destroy wheat, and corn will not produce a good crop, with the 
season cut off at both ends, and the three summer months too wet, or too dry, 
and too cold, or too hot, for its growth. Therefore, as we said above, we were 
more struck with the display of products in this hall — all things considered — than 
with any other general show we saw. 

Entering at the east end, and taking the right hand table, we noticed first the 
show of 

imiSH POTATOXS. 

There were some 25 or 30 baskets of the choicest " murphies'' we ever looked 
upon. V^ e could not stop to mention them by name ; but we think that any Irish- 
man who should in dreams have a vision of such a display, would be sorry for his 
whole life afterwards, that he had waked up before he had time to carry off the 
whole lot Some of the finesi baskets were from East Cleveland. The display 
of 

SWXXT POTATOES, 

Was less imposing than it would have been at Columbus, and far less so than it 
would have been at Cincinnati, but it was enough to dispel the doubt of any who 
have been skeptical as to the possibility of acclimating this pleasant edible in Nor* 
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them Ohio. SUll we fiuicy that it will be cultiTated near the Iake> raUier aa a 
luxorj than as a regetable of general consumption. 

TOMATOES, 

About 20 baskets of ezceedinglj fine ones were arranged in tempting luxuri- 
ance. They were of various hues and sizes, and in the finest state of preserva- 
tion ; we could not particularize. 

BKBTS, 

Were fewer and smaller than usual. But those which we saw were compact 
fine looking specimens. 

COBN-BARS 

Made ajbeiter exhibition than could have been expected by any one ; the ears 

were large, well-filled and beautiful. The varieties were not as numerous as usual. 

But this was no unexp3cted fact in such a year as this. Ohio must, in general, 

be a great State for com, when such com as we have here, will grow in a summer 

J like the one just gone. 

BSAKS, 

Were few in number; the quality of those we saw, was only moderately 
good. 

SQXTASHBS, 

However, made up what the beans lacked. A table, nearly forty feet long, was 
devoted to these bulky products of the year. Some of them were frightfull} big. 
A very small man might almost need a ladder to climb upon the largest we saw. 
Our friend Moore, of the "Rural," will have to change his caricature of terra 
culture, (which we enjoyed much on its conung out,) into a picture of almost sober 
fact. Some of these squashes were from. East Cleveland. If their flavor equals 
their size, their owner must have rich times at dinner. 

WATBB*MXLOirS. 

We counted twenty-two large specimens of this delicious edible. They were 
oaUed the Mountain Sweets, and were of course called good. Of their quality, 
we had no means of judging. 

MUBK*MBL05S. 

Were not numerous ; but the few there, were excellent. They were of the 
citron varieties ; not large, but very rich. Are we wrong in the impression, that 
this is a more healthy luxury than the watermelon, and that it should be more 
cultivated? 

OABBAGXS, OAUUTLOWBBS, ABO BBOOOOLI. 

Were the best, by £ir, that we ever saw— laigOi compact, well-developed, solid 
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snd healthy. The patcel which took the premhun was grown near the city of 
CleyelaDd, and was a grand lot indeed. 

XaO PLAHTB 

Were few — ODly two parcels came under oar notice ; one specimen weighed 11 
ponnds ; they were altogether inferior to the show of the same article at the State 
Fair of «866. 

GSLSRT, SALSIFT, (VXGSTABLB 0TSTXB8,) AKB FXFFIB8. 

Were all very fine. There was not much competidon in these prodncts. Several 
of the peppers were of mammoth size. 

TTJRKIPS. 

Choice samples, and very good indeed. A Cleveland gardner took the premium 
on the best twelve. Great improvement has been made within the last ten years 
in this vegetable. The large, beautiful ones we saw on the table, were ample 
proof of this. 

PBXSXBYXD H4M8. 

A fine lot of them were on exhibition, by Hewitt & Tuttle, Cleveland, which 
were cured by 0. J. Comstock. A friend of ours tasted a slice, which was said 
to be four years old. It was rich and sweet. He tasted another slice, from a ham 
cured last year ; they were without doubt excellent. The secret of curing hams 
in this mode, is embraced in the saying, ** Don't spare the molasses/* 

CBXBSB. 

A visitor might travel a thousand miles, and see State Fairs every week, with 
out finding as noble a ( i^^play of cheeses as were on the table here. Among the 
lot we noticed, were several from a manufacturer in Geauga county ; five of 65 
pounds each, exhibited by a gentleman from Lorain county ; and a lot from 
Ashtabula county, a little over 20 in number, weighing in the aggregate 2,200 
pounds. These beautiful products of the dairy were greatly admired for their 
siie and good condition. We noticed also two lots of pine apple cheeses. These 
are like other cheeses, except that they are pressed in the form of a pine-apple. In 
the only establishment where we ever saw them made, only the richest and best 
milk was used in making them. They are a new thing with us. Ohio has no 
good reason for not rivaling the East in this department. 

ORAOKSBS AND BISCUIT, 

Were standing next the cheeses, as if to suggest the agreeable relation which 
they are made to sustain to each other, in the uses to which they are finally put^ 
They looked good ; but as we did not fee) at liberty to 'help ourselves,' we can 
say nothing to the point on their excellence. This is a case in which oenlar 
demonstration does not always give the highest satisfaction. 
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EZXBACT OV OOVnV* 

Two lots only did we see, one from Cincinnati, and the other from Cleyeland. ^ 
Thej were well put np, and the papers and canisters were neat ; bat we have a 
habit of shaking our heads at such 'extracts.* Adulterations are so common and so 
easy, that one never knows whether he is getting a counterfeit article, till it is 
placed on the table — then it is commonly too late. The aroma, too, of the coffee 
cannot be preserved so well in papers or canisters. Buy your coffee in the kernel, 
brown it gently and slowly, grind it ftnd use it new every day ; then you will be 
eure what you have, and you may have ffood, if you are skilful. 

BUTTKB AHD LABD, 

Were doubtless good; but they wereren dered nearly an entire secret to the 
public, by being enclosed in closely covered jars. If the good people wish the 
visitors to praise their butter and lard, they must give them a chance to see them. 
A few glass jars, of no great cost, would be a great help in these labors of love. 
Will not the excellent ladies, who make the best butter almost in the State, take 
this hint? 

BEB-mVBS AKD HONET. 

We greatly regret our want of space, to do justice to several interesting improve- 
ments m bee hives, of which specimens were on exhibition. These were not 
models, which might, or might not work, but actual hives, with the bees in them, 
and the honey made the past summer, exposed fully 'to the view of the visitors. 
We can only mention the names of them, and the objects they are to secure : 

1. The Platform Hive aims to secure the bees from the millers ; to secure the 
honey by caps, without killing the bees ; to remove the old comb, and preserve 
the bees in a single colony. Four hi^es cost 810. It is patented. It was a 
beautiful thing, but rather complicated. 

2. The ProUctive Hive, patented by Dr. Eddy of N. Bridgewater, Mass. This 
was exhibited by Rev. Mr. Grosvenor, Ohio. It also aims to protect from the 
miller, to defend the bees from the cold of winter, and to give increased facilities 
fer making honey. The price of a hive is 83,00. If we wished to try the experi* 
.ment on a small scale, we should begin with this. If the observations as to the 
habits of the bee, on which the structure of this hive is based, are correct, it is the 
best hive we have seen. 

8. OUmore' 8 Patent Bee Palace. — This was a magnificent looking affair. The 
advantages claimed for this invention are so weighty that heavUy laden as we are 
now, we are afraid we should sink were we to add them. We are glad to say, 
that the bees seemed to enjoy their home^ But the plan is too expensive for com- 
mon use. 
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We hare used all the space we ean give to tbb ball* We were mueh pleased 
with the display, as a whde, and in detail Rapid progress and high excellence 
were the convictions with which we left these fine resnlts and proofa of Ohio 
industry! and perseverance* 



FLORAL HALL. 

This hall was beautified and adorned by a committee of ladies, under the 
direction of the gentlemanly uid efficient Superintendent, Mr. A. Mcintosh, of 
Cleveland, who, m the most courteous manner, gave us all the assistance neces* 
sary for making out our report. The plants were finely arranged, on an extensive 
stage, occupying the entire centre of the building, Li the middle was a 
beautiful moss-covered arbor, decorated with rare flowers. Fdur large pyramidal 
stages, covered with choice and beautiful plants, from the stove and green-house, 
adorned the wings. 

The hardy and other out-door flora, were but poorly represented. The dry 
weather of the present season having kept back dahlias, perpetual roses, and all 
the late summer and fall flowers, so far we have been unfortunate. Soil dried to 
dust, is but ill adapted to the bloommg of Flora's gems. 



PROFESSIONAL LIST. 

A most beautiful specimen of Oissus discolor — the most interesting plant in 
the whole collection ; this jewel requires stove heat. 

A large and very choice collection of Verbenas. Among them, we observed 
Francb Boisseau, Kurtz Defiance, Athlete, Etoil de Yenus, and Col Fremont. 
Mr. Mcintosh is of the opinion that this verbena, in habit and fonn of flower, as 
well as color, was the best he had ever seen. It is a seedling, raised by our friend 
Dr. J. P. Eirtland, with many others worthy of note. Among the Petunias, was 
Enchantress, and a very fine collection of seedlings. Salvias. Also a fine seed- 
ling Avtirrhieum, of Dr. Eirtland's. Fuchsias in many varieties. Lantanas; and 
a general assortment of other stove and green-house plants, well grown. 

We observed a fine specimen of Manetta Cordifolia, a well grown Oarlardia 
picta, Clereodendron, some fine Gloxmias, Achimenes, Lantana Yerbenas, Madam 
Savigne, Okenidolle, &c., with many other choice plants. Dahlias, Lady of the 
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lake, King of Yellows, PrmeeM Charlotte, Tour de Aurergne, Madam ZaUer, 
Bota Elegans, Miss Whaley, Bell de Paris, Marchioness ol Lorn, and others, with 
two round and two flat, yerj handsome boquets. 

A very fine plant of Hoya camosa. Camillias well grown. Abntilon Yanosa. 
Lantana, Geranium, and a general assortment of very good green-house plants. 

All these plants exhibited the effects of good care andskilL 



FINE ART HALL. 

The display in this Hall, was perhaps the best, taken as a whole, that has ever 
been exhibited at any previous Fair. It would, however, be tedious to specify 
every specimen presented for exhibition and competition; some of the more prom- 
inent features will, therefore, be presented. 

GRAININO. 

There were three varieties of oak, that were exceedingly well executed; and at 
a little distance, would not have been distinguished from the natural specimen. 
One specimen of mahogany, was not as well done; one of rose-wood, was very 
superior. 

Lithography, by Scuchman, of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, very finely exe- 
toted. 

WATXB OOLOB PHHTIirGS. 

Four pictures, (landscapes,) were presented by Miss. McCurdy, of Cleveland. 
The perspective was very good, but the coloring, as is usual in water colors, was 
too high. Miss Copley, of Cleveland, water colors, and several sketches, fine. A 
number by J. Humphrey, of Cleveland. Some of these were excellent; others 
were rather stiff in the outline. 

Oil paintings, (landscapes,) two, by Miss Hastings, of Willoughby. These 
were every way well executed. Two by J. Markillee, of Hudson, Ohio These 
were also good, both in color and perspective. Several by A. Boisseau, of Cleve- 
land. One by C. W. Enapp, of Cleveland, good. 

FB0T0GBAFH8 AJKD AMBROTTFIS. 

North, of Cleveland, stands, not without a rival in this department of art Some 
of-fais ambrotypes, are most exquisitely executed. Ryder, Boisseau, Bisbee, Mn. 
Short, and Stimpson, were not without merit; some were superior. Some of these 
jMctores had a peculiar appearance, standing out, as it were, from the glass.

The general expression seemed to be in &yor ct 
those by Smith, though many preferred those by Pease — others, those by Bois* 
seau. 

HAIR WBXATHS, XTO. 

There was a fine display in this department Oompetitors, Mrs. Harmon, and 
Miss Congdon. 

PXKiXL DBAWZHO. 

Not the least attractire feature of this exhibition, was the groiq> of pencil draw- 
ings, consisting of sketch books, from the Cleveland Public Schools. These pre- 
sented the ordinary daily lessons in this department of instruction. Most of the 
designs were drawn from nature, consisting of landscapes, trees, flowers, plants, 
etc; also £uniliar objects, i^ furniture, utensils, and the like. The ages of ihe 
pupils ranged from 10 to 16 years. Many of the drawings were very finely fin- 
ished. 

The effort made in these schools, for the last fiye or six years, demonstrates 
that drawing from nature, can be as successfully taught, as any branch of commoB 
school education. 

OIL PADfTDrOS — ^FOBTBAXTS. 

Those by Smith, stand unrivaled. The Stag at Bay, and storm above, (from 
Landseer,) needs no commit. A number of portraits, and pictures in oil, by 
Miss Cleveland, Boisseau and Cowell, attracted attention. One by Miss Cleve- 
land, was much admired. Obe piece of Grecian painting, by a lady from Ober- 
lin, Mrs. A. Pease, was most admirably executed. 

PWMAKSBIF. 

In this department, Armstrong, of Columbus ; Bryant is Stratton of Cleveland, 
and Folsom, of Cleveland, were the principal competitors. A large piece for 
tolsom, by Phelps, was much admired for its beauty of execution. Armstrong's 
piece was excellent, but would not bear so close an inspection as Fokom's ; but 
looked best at a distance. Bryant is Stratum's specimens were of superior order. 

A painting by Master Pease, of Cleveland, deserves q)6cial notice. Aiso^ ibm 
.pencil drawing by Master T. O. Gardner, showed a high degree of talent 
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DR. GARLIOK'S FISH. 

Oar Icbthyological friend had on exhibition a splendid collection of his fayorites, 
in a beautiful glass case. Triton and Naiad Queen, with their interesting juyenile 
familj, were the centre of attraction to a great number of visitors. The Dr.'s 
collection gaye ample proof that our farmers haye it in their own power to supply 
their tables with the finest va^eties of fish, the product of their own streams and 
ponds, at an expense merely nominal. Our friends throughout the whole countiy 
owe this gentleman a deep debt of gratitude for the efforts he has made to bring 
this subject before them. Along with the aboye mentioned brook trout, he had a 
collection of common black bass, large-mouthed bass, white bass, rock bass, grass 
bass, yellow perch, and sun fish — all but the trout being natives of this section, 
and adapted to ponds and streams where the brook trout will not thrive. 



AGRIOULTURAL IMPLEMENTS, MACHINES, EtO. • 

FOBTABLB 7SHCB8. 

As the population becomes more dense, and the area of the plow's domimon 
more extended, timber necessarily becomes more scarce^ and it cannot, consistently 
witii demands for it for other economic purposes, be used for fences in so lavish a 
manner «8 in former years. Osage Orange and Hawthorn wiD, in time, supplant 
ordhiary fences ; but our population and institutions are not yet suiOlciently perma- 
nent for them to be generally introduced. For many years to come, the agricul- 
turists of Ohio, and other States, will be obliged to employ temporary and portable 
fences. Among these portable fences, we noticed a model on exhibition by S. 
Tufts, of Maineville, Warren county, Ohio, of a self-supporting fence, which is 
well adapted for prairies or level lands, — it is cheap and meritorious. Mr. B. D. 
Foss, of Mainerille, Warren county, Ohio, exhibited a model of a portable fence, 
which is admirably adapted for either level or sidelbg ground — cheapness, dura- 
bihty, and adaptation to uneven surfisices are among its merits. But the fence 
which appeared to fill the entire programme, was a portable fence exhibited by 
James Bowe, of Tampa Bay, Florida. It is portable m every sense of the term ; 
every panel can be used as a gate in any portion of the fence, and when not in use 
as a fence, a pen for cattle or pgs can be made in fifteen minutes from any four 
panels, any one of which can be used as a gate to admit the cattle, and two 
panels laid over the four, form a complete cover. With these panels, in a few 
mii^tes, a shelter can be made for cattle or stacks of grain fenced in. This fence 
will undoubtly get into general use. Dr. James G. Hunt, of Beading, .Hamilton 
county, exhibited a portable fence, the panels or sections of which are joined by a 
triangular brace, bmding the fence in several directions ; a portable gate post is 
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eoDneeted with the fence. Frofm ike nmnber and styles of portable fences, it is 
possible that one may be inrented combining the mentorions points in each. 

GATES. 

Dewey Phillips, of Shaftsbmy, Bennington, Yt, exhibited a patent lever gate, 
adapted both for farm and ornamental purposes, having neither braces, mortices 
nor hinges, and doses without weights or springs. Hunter Ar Isham, of Norwalk, 
Ohio, exhibited their excellent fisrm gate. 

STUMP BXTBAOTOBS. 

8. B. Merrick, of Lancaster, Mass., exhibited a model of Willis' patent stump 
extractor. This extractor is made up of a combination of levers, very simply 
arranged. Edward Yaughan, of Alliance, Ohio, exhibited an improved stump 
extractor, which operates with a screw. This machine is an excellent arrange- 
ment and combination of second rate powers. J. B. Crdghton, of Tiffin, exhibited 
a model of a stump extractor very like Mr. Yaughan's in construction. All these 
extractors merit the patronage of those who have stumps to pull. 

WATIB XUBVATOBS. 

niere were many engines on the ground for the purpose of elevating water from 
wdls, but no meChed was exhibited with which our readers are not already famil- 
iar. J. S. Jackscm, of Soott, N. Y., exhibited how a udl, operating with two buck* 
ets, could be constructed so that the contents of cash bucket, as it is drawn, is 
discharged into a trough. Our space is entirely too limited to notice these engines 
separately ; suffice it to say that this class of engines was well represented. 

Kedsie's rain water filter was on exhibition ; this is an admirable arrangement 
for filtering water ; in proof of what it can do, we will state simply, that the exhib- 
itor filled the filter with muddy water from the road side, and the avidity with 
which the congregated thousands drank the pure, sweet and sparkling beverage 
which it produced gave ample testimony of the utility of the filter. 

Barnes Sc Go., of Cleveland, exhibited, as jets in a fountain, a group of dd- 
pUns, supporting a baun, in which was placed a statue of Hygen, from the head 
of which several fine jets of water issued. This group would be a very fine orna- 
ment in a flower or ornamental garden. 

BBAFXBS AMD MOWMMB. 

A few years since, a reaping and mowing machine was deemed as much a mat- 
ter of speculation and impracticability, as the learned Dr. Lardner deemed steam 
navigation to be on the Atlantic ; but in less than a decade of years from the first 
successful experiment, we have at least a dozen different machines, each of which 
claims to be the best, and each one of which really performs the work assigned it. 
Beapers and Mowers are no - vague idea, but a fixed fisct m the history of Ame^ 
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leAn agricoltare. Eetoham's combmed reaper and mower was ezliibited ; thii is 
one of the most popular of these machines ; it has been before the agricnltoral 
commumty as long as any machine of the kind. The patentee is unceasing in his 
endearors to render it the acme of perfection ; price, 9\6S; weight, 900 pounds. 
Mannj's patent adjostable reaper and mower was exhibited by Messrs. Dewitt Ar 
HoweD. This machine has kept up with all the improvements which the patentee , 
or manufacturer deemed adyisable ; it b one of the most popular machines of the 
day. Mr. Bufus Dutton, of Dayton, Ohio, eidiibited Atkms' automaton reaper 
and mower. Among the advantages claimed for this machioe b, that it rakes the 
grain into sheaves as fast as it is cut Sennett, Barr Sc Oo., of Erie, Pa., had on 
exhibition Danforth's improved mower and reaper ; this was the most elegantly 
finished machine, without exception, on the ground ; the cutting apparatus con- 
fflsts of two sets of blades mowing in opposite directions, on the principle of a pair 
of shears. Q. W. Tolhurst, of Medina county, Ohio, exhibited an iron mower and 
reaper combmed, which merits a more extended nodce than our space at present 
will admit Among the merits, is a pecuniary one; it costs only 980, and weighs 
but 500 pounds. Ball, Aultman ic Co., of Canton, Ohio, had their 'Ohio Mower* 
on exhibition — it has been before the public but one season, and has met with 
unprecedented success. Dewitt is Howell exhibited a new combined reaper and 
mower, patented by Deit2 ic Dunham, which must be a meritorious machine to 
have indued D. d? H. to engage in the manufacture of it Messrs. D. d? H. exhib- 
ited a mowing^ machine, of Manney 's patent, which is worthy of patronage. War- 
der, Brokaw is Childs exhibited a reaper and mower, of Eetchum's patent, with 
entire new gearing of their own invention, which, beyond a doubt, is an improve- 
ment even upon Eetchum's own last improvement — another peculiarity which this 
machine of W., B. is C. possesses is, that it does not cut the grain square off, but 
cuts it obliquely — the price is 9115, and weighs 600 pounds. They exhibited^ 
also, a New Yoik hand-raker, which cost 9125, weighs about 1,000 pounds, and 
cuts a swath 6^ feet wide. A self-raker manufactured by them, was exhibited, 
which costs 9150, and weighs 1,170 pounds; it, too, cuts a swath 6^ feet wide. 

Lylla is Adams, of Elgin, HI., exhibited a reaper and mower, which had sev- 
eral points to recommend it to the favorable consideration of the puUic. 

THBSSHBB8, WmOWSBS AHD SIPARATORS. 

Every middle aged man in Ohio remembers about the time the first threshing- 
machine made its appearance in this State — a very awkward appearing machine 
indeed — it was so clumsily constructed, that as much power was lost in friction 
as was expended in threshing ; but at that time it was regarded to have accom- 
plished a very extraordinary feat when it threshed fifty bushels per day. Each 
successive year has brought with it improvement after improvement, so that the 
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ffi^i^iiiiii^ at Ihe present time econosuie power, luure the leaefcpoirible frictioQ, and 
wlut bmore than all, they not only thresh* bat sq»arate» irinnov and delirer the 
grain in a measure, prepared in erery respect ready for the market, mill, or fiv 
seed, and now have beeome an indispenstble article to our agricoltoral ccmminnitj. 

O. Westing^Kmse & Co/s thresher and winnower, from Schenectady, N. T., 
was on exhibition, and in operaticn. The thresher is on the orerahot prind^, 
and so eonstmcted that the dnst and grain will not fly into the feeder's fisce when 
feeding the machine. It is a machine which commends itself-— pice $ 1 25. 

Smery & Co., of Albany, N. Y., had on exhibition and in operation their com- 
bined thresher and cleaner. We witnessed its operation, and do not now think of 
uiyimprorementwe could suggest — ^price $186. 

Mr. Wilmington, of Toledo, exhibited a thresher and separator, which has the 
merit of novelty, at least, if not an actual and permanent improvement; this nov- 
elty consuls of two sets of straw carriers woridng within each other — an iron 
crank works both sets in such a manner, that when one set is elevated, the other 
is depressed ; this motion serves to carry off the straw at the same time that it 
gives it a thorough shakmg — ^patent applied for. Bufus Dutton, of Dayton, Ohio, 
exhibited and operated Palmer's patent separator and cleaner — it is rather smaller 
than the other threshers which wjere on exhibition ; it operated very satisfactorily, 
and did its work well — pricp $125. All of those on exhibitioii, are ,&. decided 
improvement <m the best machines in use several yeara ago. 

HOBSB 70WSBS. 

There were quite a number of these on exhibition ; and as the motive principle 
was the same, and the construction almost identical, we will not particularize. 

Among them, we noticed that some were made by Dewitt A Howell, of Cleve- 
land ; Emery is Co., Albany, N. Y.; Westinghouse ic Co., Schenectady, N. Y.; 
B. Dutton, Dayton, Ohio ; and J. F. dark, Cleveland, Ohio. The price generally 
is $115. 

PLOWS. 

Quite a large assortment of plows was cm exhibition — many of them, that are 
candidates for popular favor, of new patterns, and others that have long been 
before the public had underwent some changes, modifications and improvements. 
We noticed that they were ccmstructed with special reference to the soil in which 
they were intended to operate. There were plows for sandy soils, and plows for 
clay soils ; plows for loam and for sward ; steel plows, side hill plows, muck plows 
and plows for general purposes. There were abo sub-soil plows exhibited. We 
noticed plows on exhibition, bearing the stamp of Dewitt ic Howell, Martin Sc Co., 
and J. Stair Sc Son, Cleveland ; A. Bostwick, Panooast, Ohio ; J. W. Oibbs, Can- 
ton, Ohio ; Bufus Dutton, Dayton, Ohio ; JohnL. GKII, Columbus, Ohio; S. Toms, 
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BidgevOle, Ohio ; B. Briggs, Ohardon, Ohio ; W. D. Miller, Enon, Clark countyi 
Ohio ; and Garret is Cottman, Cincinnati. 

DBILLS. 

Of drills, quite a variety were on exhibition. When these mnsole-saving ma- 
chines were first introduced into Ohio, they met with a very cold reception, and 
were eyed with great suspicion by the agricultural community. But as education 
is becoming more and more widely disseminated, md communities more intelligent, 
prejudices giro way to reason and argument, and the drills hare gradually found 
ibeir way into general use. Among those on exhibition, we noticed James Bobb's 
. wheat drill, of Lewiston, Pa., which siaruok us as being of more than ordinary 
merit. Warder^ Brokaw is Childs, of Springfield, Ohio, exhibited Seymour's 
patent We noticed drills and seed-planters, which were labeled A. P. Hinman 
& Oa, Brunswick, Ohio ; Dewitt is Howell, and J. Stair is Son, Cleveland, Ohio ; 
R. Euhns, Dayton, [Ohio ; A. Fritz is Co., Dayton. F. W. Pollock, of Oratiot, 
exhibited a seed-sowing machine, which is a premium machine in more than one 
sense. H. "V^ard, of Yergennes, Vermont, had on exhibition an invention, 
which, if it performs all that is claimed for it, will confer a benefit on agricultur- 
isls, which wiU not soon be forgotten ; it is a machine that sows seed broadcast 
with much more regularity than can possibly be done by hand. To this machine 
is attached a revolving harrow, which covers the grun as it falls, thus putting in 
grain teoadcast atd hanrowing the field at one operation. We have no idea that 
the machine is better than a drills but will do the labor of seeding, where preju- 
dice ii too strong to admit the use of the drill. 

CORV FLAimBRS. 

Of com planters, quite a variety were on the ground — ^hand planters and horse 
planters. We have no doubt that ere long a hand com planting machine will be 
invented that shall be free from the objections which are valid against most of 
tiiose at the present time. Among the hand com planters, P. B. Green, of Chi- 
cago, exhibited two— one single, and the other double. H. H. Umble, of Gap, 
Pa., exhibited a hand com planter, of some merit. There was a com planter on 
exhibition, &stened on the back of the handle of a common garden hoe. This im- 
plement appeared to us as being the best of hand com plmters. Of horse com 
|>lanters, qmte a number were exhibited. Of these — although all of 'vhem wevs 
constructed so as to do their woik admirably — none appeared to us to be so sim- 
ple in constraction, and nice in operation, as the one exhibited by C. 8. Chisom, 
of Dayton, Ohio, and known as Dickey's com planter. Messrs. Ellis is Charlton, 
of Pittsburgh, exhibited an excellent com planter. We noticed other com plan- 
ters, some of which really were meritorious, but we have not the space at eom- 
mand to specify each individual one — these bon the imprint of M. A. Wingett 
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Darby Creek, OWo ; L. A. Butto, Cuba, N. Y. ; E. R. Igo, Delaware, OMo ; 
Deivitt dp Howell, and J. Stair is Son, Cleveland, Ohio. 

A good assortment of Cultivators were on exhibition, from the various agricul* 
tural implement manufaciuring establishments in Ohio, 

HABROWB. 

We noUced several kinds of harrows; among others, one made entirely of iron, 
by J. Mitchell, of Avon, Ohio. But the harrow which, in our opinion, is espe- 
cially deserving of notice, is the one exhibited by S. B. Hogle, of York, Medina 
county. It combines within itself all that is desirable in agricultural implements, 
namely, durability and simplicity in construction. It is a horizontal, circular re- 
. Tolving harrow, cleans itself, and is no harder to operate than one of the ordinary 
kind, does the work infinitely better, and costs only from 98 to $12. 

OOEN AND OOB HILLS AND SHBLLKEB. 

As rapidly as investigations in science bring new facts to light, just so rapidly 
are these facts seized upon, by thinking men, and turned to practical accouist 
Chemical analysis of com, have shown conclusively that the outer covering of the 
grain is composed of a material upon which the gastric juice will make but little 
impression, in the same time that the internal portion of the grain is entirely di- 
gested. This fact has induced stock growers to believe, that if the com is ground, 
that digestion and assimilation will be greatly acceleratedt and the process of £it- 
tening, as a necessary consequence, be accomplished in less time, and with com- 
paratively less food. The next thing necessary, was the proper kind of mill to 
grind the com for stock purposes. Who the inventor of the first com and cob mill 
was, we do not precisely know, but within the last half a dozen years, several very 
meritorious mills have been introduced to the favorable opinion of the public 
There were six of the most popular mills on the ground, and as injustice might be 
done either through omission, or commission, by noticing each mill, individually, 
we will simply make a record of the trial had on the ground, for the benefit of the 
Committee. The " Little Giant" led off; fifteen revolutions of the mill produced 
$t quarts of meal, requiring a draft varying from 350 to 400 pounds. Next, 
Leavitt's "Excelsior" followed — fifteen revolutions produced 33 quarts of meal, 
at an average draft of 280 pounds. The <' Magic" Mill, with fifteen revolutions, 
made half a bushel of meal, requiring a draft of only 100 pounds. Joyce's Star 
Mill, produced Mty-one quarts of meal in fifteen revolutions, the draft ranging 
from 350 1 3 400 pounds. Lastly came the most recently invented mill, Wrenn's 
** Eagle," which, in fifteen revolutions, ground twenty-four quarts of meal, finer 
Ihan^any of tiie others produced, requiring a draft of 175 pounds* This record is 
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as good a statement of the relatir^ merits •£ the milk, as can at present be pvea. 
The draft was ascertained very precisely by " Gibb's Dynanometer. 

OOBV BHSLLKBS. 

Among the com shellers, we noticed many very excellent ones. Perhaps as 
meritorious as any on the ground, was J. P. Smith's Eagle Corn Sheller. B. 
Ifartin & Co., Cleveland, exhibited two si2es of com shelters. Dewitt <fe Howell, 
exhibited Felton's com and cob mill and grinder, which is very favorably known 
to stock men. A. A. Colbom, of Delaware City, Delaware, exhibited a horse- 
power sheller (Reading's patent,} which has several meritorious points. J, Stur 
& Son, Cleveland, exhibited a hand com sheller. Rufus Dutton, of Dayton, ex- 
hibited a very excellent sheller, which can be operated either by hand or horse- 
power. A. H. Sterens, Warren, New York, exhibited a sheller upon which the 
Committee saw proper to confer the first premium. L. D. Norton, of Cincinnati, 
exhibited ** Champion" hand com mill, which performs its designed duty in a 
most admirable manner. We think it just the thing for a new country, wheM 
mUls are yet very scarce. Mr. S. Mab, of Cincinnati, exhibited a machine whieh 
would either shell com or grind apples ; a good inyention. 

CORN STALK OUTTXBS. 

Of these, quite a rariety of patterns-were exhibited. Some of which attracted 
considerable attention. They are an implement which as yet have not found 
their way into general use ; but the stock men — we are disposed to believe — will 
some day find a great advantage to cut the com-stalk ofif close by the root, and 
feed tbe entire stalk. When that day comes, the demand for "com stalk cutters" 
will be unlimited. There were many very excellent, and some new styles of hay 
feed cutters exhibited — ^we noticed qiute a number bearing the imprint of Martin 
A Co., of Cleveland. 

OILOVXB HULLXRB. 

There was a time, and we remember it well— when the ripe clover heads weve 
mowed, or rather cradled, then gathered into the barn, and not unfrequently in 
mid- winter hauled several miles to be hulled. But m this fast age, all these tedi- 
oos manipulations are dispensed with. Mr. W. S. Eahle, of Lexington, Ya., had 
on exhibition a machine of his own manufacture, that cuts the clover in the field, 
and gathers, threshes and cleans it as fast as it is cut. In our opinion, the ma- 
chine is no humbug. Messrs. Mansfield dr Whiting, of Ashland, Ohio, exhibited 
two very excellent clover hmllers, one, in which the shoe has a revolving motion, 
and the other with an adjustable concave ; either of these hullers will give satis- 
faction to the operator. A clover huller was also exhibited by J. Allen. 
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own AtM wAjonaa uxuju 

Seyeral of tliMe were on exhibition. Bat the dajrs of the fanning-miU aie 
numbered. Not many years since, a good fanning-mill was considered a treasure 
in a neighborhood, and was hauled from farm to farm, so that every winter il 
made a circuit of half a township ; but at the present time, almost all the grain 
is threshed and cleaned, if not by one operation, at least by one machine, so that 
a fanning mill, as a separate machme, amounts to little else than a superannuated 
implement The Eagle Cuming-mill was on exhibition; also, one bearing the im- 
print of Williard is Son, Faimington, Ohio. 

We noticed cider mills, bearing the cards of W. 0. Hickox, Harrisburg ; Erau- 
ser's patent, exhibited by J. Stair ic Son, Cleveland, Ohio ; Warder^ Brokaw 4 
Ohilds, Springfield, Ohio ; Kmdleberger's patent, Springfield, Ohio ; Harris's pa- 
tent, exhibited by Douglas, Smith is Co., Painesville, Ohio. 

WASHOra MAOHIHSS. 

Many attempts have been made to relieve the female portion of community of 
that really laborious portion of household cares — ^washing ; but, as the manual 
process is to day more generally practised than any other, even in intelligent and 
wealthy communities, the inference is, that machines do not answer the intended 
purpose— or,*women have no desire to see their prerogative of being <<m the suds" 
divided or abridged by a mackim. A. J. Beam, of Paris, Stark county, exhibited 
and operated a machine which vrashed as successfully as machmes generally do. 
J. Brains, of Cincmnati, exhibited a machine, founded on scientific principleB. 
H. B. HOI, of MaineviDe, Warren county, Ohio, exliibited a washing and wring- 
ing machine, this is a laudable invention ; but the lw$ maobine, that occasionally 
wrings chickens necks off, is a better wringer than any machine yet mvented. 



We noticed several cheese presses on the ground, one a power press, which bote 
the card of B. GUlett, Newburg, Ohio ; another a hand cheese press, H. Oatss, 
Oates' Hills, Ohio. W. C. Pancost, oi Geneva, Ohio, had his famous cheese 
press on exhibition — it attracted general attention from the dairymen ; but that 
which attracted most attention in the cheese manufitcturing department, was Boe's 
patent cheese vat, with heater ; this is an implement which must sooner or kisr 
come into general use among cheese manufacturers. 



FLOWKBS— AMATEUB LIST. 
In this class there were many plants in pots, that showed the good results of 
eare and attention. Our professional men had better look out, or they may lose 
their hard earned laurels. The bright green and healthy foliage, showed that 
knowledge of the gardener's art was put in practice by the fair hands of the ex- 
hibitors, who constituted a majority of the exhibitors. Among the plants, we 
neticed two very fine Cacti, in full flower; a number of very beautifully arranged 
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baskets <rf flowers ; large and well grown heliotropes, geraniums, a Hydrangea 
Hortensis, in foil bloom.'A rery finely grown orange tree was exhibited; Che sam^ 
owner had a fine large lemon tree on the ground alsa There were exhibited 
by a mechanic, a choice collection of green-house plants, exceedingly well grown* 

The taste and skill exhibited by him in the cultivation of plants, is such, that 
many whose advantages are superior, might receive from him a profitable lesson. 

A. Mcintosh, the superintendent of Floral Hall, had on exhibition a large col- 
lection of dahlias and verbenas, both imported and seedlings. A new variety of 
gladiolus, nearly related to gandavensis, tuberose; and beautiful roimd boquet of 
China and tea scented roses. Mr. Mcintosh did not compete for any prizes, 
having obtained glory enough in past years, to serve him for some time to 
come. 

Miss Hopley, Cleveland, had a large case of very well put up, British mosses, 
reminiscence, no doubt, of wanderings by moor and mountain. 



FRXJITa 

In this department there was a great fallbg oS from what can generally be 
done, even at our County Fairs. The last wmter was fatal to many of our 
fruits. Peaches were, throughout this section, almost entirely killed. Apples 
and pears were much hurt ; and during the summer, the codlin moth was extreme- 
ly injurious to the former. Plums were like *' angels visits." So that a more, 
miserable season for fruits could scarcely be found. Had it not been for those 
untoward circumstances, Cleveland alone would have been able to exhibit a col- 
lection over whidi Pomona herself might not have been ashamed to preside. And 
we hope that in the coming years, she will add new laurels to her well-earned 
reputation. 

The exhibition of Catawba and Isabella grapes, was very respectable; but Cin- 
cinnati, the grape region of the Union— did not enter the lists of competiticm. 

There were samples of native wines exhibited, from the sparkling Catawba, to 
the home-made berry wine ; the committee having had, no doubt, a goodopp<tf- 
tunlty to test their different quaUties 



POWER HALL. 

Eadi successive State Exhibition marks an era in the improvement of machinery, 
as well aa in more strictly agricultural departments. In power hall, which wa^ 
under the superintendence of Mr. John Bull, who is well known to our citizens as 
a very capable machinist-— we n<^ced many machines which have been improved 
within the past twelve months. 
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The first object which attracted attention at power hall, was Oenung's wind, 
mill, attached to the north end of the hall. This windmill is mannfactored at Madi- 
son, Lake county, Ohio, and is admirably adapted for pumping or eleyating 
water for farm purposes — ^the price ^being only 930, places it within the reach of 
aU. 

We noticed the model of a wind power, by Mr. Fenn, of Hartford, Trumbull 
county, which promises to be an excellent machine. 

0. J. Haskms, of Elyria, Lorain county, exhibited a capital machine for up- 
setting tyre.

FOBTABLX MIIXB. 

There appears to be a rapidly increasing demand for portable maohines, <rf al- 
most all descriptions. In former days, eligible locations for grist and saw 
miUs, to be operated by streams of water, were ^ desideratum, but the march of 
improyement has almost left the 

"Old daekiog mill," 
as the exclusive property of a by-gone age. Steam power has supercede d the ne- 
cessity of a water-fall as a motiye power ; and udw, portable machines are obri- 
atii^ the necessity of large, stationary structures, deroted exclusively to grinding 
wheat and bolting flour, or sawing logs. The fact, that steam engines could bs 
manufactured of a portable form, gave rise, perhaps, to the idea of a portable 
grist or saw mill. Among the former of these, we noticed a very excellent one, 
patented by J. C. Beed, and manufactured by Buckingham & Go., of Mt YemoUy 
Ohio ; it has a single run of stone, and sells for t260. 

Messrs. Cook ic White, of Geneva, Ohio, exhibited 0. Boss' portable gristmill, 
which grinds superfine flour at the rate of 5 to 6 bushels per hour, with one nm 
of stone and a four-h(»-8e power, and is sold for $170. 

Messrs. D. 0. Henderson ic Co., had on exhibition Nordyke & Hunt's wire- 
doth, double action flour bolts, whidi is said to be much superior to the doth 
now in general use. 

L. D. Norton, of Cincinnati, exhibited two siaes of the Champion com mill, 
one to grind meal by hand, which is small and portable, and costs 936 ; and the 
other by power, and costs t75. 

FORZABU STEAM BVGIHXS. 

Among portable engines, we noticed a double oscillating one, made and exhibit- 
ed by Mr. A. 0. Searles, of this city. This engine b so constructed that the 
steam is cut off at half stroke. Practical men doubt whether power is by this 
means economised ; but it is very certain that the oscillating engbe occupies lass 
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gpace and h lesrecmiplez in its arrangement, than the ordinary engine— the one 
on exhibition was estimated at twenty five horse power, and rained at 91,800. 

Messrs. Liddell, Kepler is Co., of Erie, Pa., exhil»ted a four-horse portable 
steam engine ; it weighs 2,600 pounds, and is valued at 9400. For sawing wood» 
or for operating a threshing machine, it is perhaps as cheap an engine as can at 
jMSsent be procured. 

Bradley, Bnmham, Lamb is Oc, of Delaware, Ohio, exhibited Burnley's porta- 
Ue patent rotary piston engine, a six-horse power, which costs 9600. We do not 
tfiink that the ultimatum of rotary pistons has yet been attained. 

A very elegantly finished portable steam engine, which weighs 4,500 pounds, 
is a twelve-horse power, and costs 91,i00, was exhibited by Mr. Lennox, superin- 
tendent of Messrs. English, Ooodrich <k Dixon's establishment. New Philadelphia, 
Ohio. 

The Newark Machine Company exhibited a very neat portable engine, of fifteen- 
hone power ; weight 6,500 pounds, and costs 91,400. 

[In all the above-mentioned engines, the boiler b included, both in the weight 
and in the cost] 

It is not improper, in this place, to mention that we noticed, attached to one of 
the engines, W. K Miller's (Canton, Ohio,) mercurial steam gauge — an excellent 
invention for ascertaining the amount of pressure of steam, in pounds, upon a 
square inch of surface. 

Messrs. AUoroft A Mighten, of N. Y. city, had also on exhibition a steam pres- 
sure gauge. 

Mr. L. B. Flanders, of Cleveland, exhibited an improved cylinder borer, of 
which he is the origmal inventor. He had on exhibition also, an implemei^t which 
to UB appeared to be a desideratum, namely, a flanged portable frog, for replacing 
engines and cars upon the track. A patent radius planing machine, for planing 
circular or curved surfaces, bore his imprint also. 

Messrs. Liddell & Co., of Erie, Pa., exhibited Davy is Stevens' patent boiler 
plate punch and shears, which attraoted considerable attention from practical iron- 
woikers. 

OBAIN AKD flKUT SXPARATORS. 

We found in Power Hall, a conical smut machine, exhibited by Cook is White, 
of Geneva, Ohio, which £uis from 25 to SO bushels per hour, occupies a space of 
only eighteen mches square and two feet in h%ht^ and oosts 9M). 

Joseph Bone, of Warrenton, Jefferson county, Ohio, ei^ibited a grain separa- 
Ux, which accomplishes at a single operatimi the thorough winnowing and 
separation of the available grun, in as many dififerent grades as may be desired. 
The oast of this SeparatcHr is from 9100 to 9150. 
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Ibsfln. Batter & BouMr^ of ZanefTiUe, ezUbitod a grak Movnr isd i 
toy which claims to perform the mom work at thai of Boae ; it costs tldO. 

[The resMOSk why these Separators were placed in Power Hall, was becaneethey 
were qmrated by poirer, aad not by hand.] 

OOOPIRDIO MAOHiraS* 

The North American Cooperage Company from Elmira, N. Y., had on exhiU* 
tion, and in operation, a series of singolarly constmcted machines, which occnpied 
conrfderable space in the hall. These machines peribrm each a specific portion of 
the labor required to mske a keg, flobr barrd, pork barrel, or hogshead ; the 
pioprietor claims that cooperage made by it — each separate machine is but a 
portion of the whole — is of uniform siae, the stayes of uniform thickness, and the 
joints mathematically accurate ; price of the entire machine, except motive-power, 
from 91200 to 92500. 

Adams & Son, of Amherst, Mass , exhibited a machine for cut&ig ftUoes, which 
will entirely supercede the old system of sawing ftem. The machine is delirersd 
at the depot for 9150. 

BAwnro MACHnrn. 

The Newark Machine Company, exhibited and operated a Portable Saw MiB, 
which is not only cheap, (9450,) but rery simple in its arrangements, and not 
likely to get out of repair. 

Wm. Gady, of North Eaton, Lorain county, Ohio, exhibited a two-horse power 
sawing machine, which costs 975, weighs 800 and not only can it saw 18 cords of 
wood per day, but shells com, and saws lath, with the same power, at the same 
time. 

0. J. Haskins, of Elyria, Ohio, exhibited a machine^ which can saw 10 lath per 
minute, weighs about a thousand pounds, and costs 9150. 

John S. Snider, of Lancaster, Ohio, exhibited head blocks for saw miUs, by 
which both ends of the log can be set at cmce, the operator being required to stand 
at one end only. Price 9125. 

OABnHTXBS' AVD OABDrSV MAOBUBt. 

Mr. A. Parker, Agent for Ball Sc Ballard, Worcester, Mass., exUbited Daniels' 
Improved Planing Machine, Gray Sf Woods' Lnproyed Planer, for planing straight 
and out of wind ; sash, molding, and slat machine, Wright* s patent iatprored 
scroll saw, and a tenoning machine, hatmg several recent improvementa. 

Baker, Travis d? Co. of Norwalk, Ohio, exhibited a drBSng maehine, anraaged 
with a table that can be moved vertically on the upright column, or toned 
to either side — a piece of work from i inch to S feet can be brought under the 
drill ; weight 1,400 ; price 9450. The engine, lathe, and iron planer, exhibited 
by thb firm, were the best finished specimens of machinery in Power HaU. 

Sargeant A Foster, Mass., exhibited a double cut gimblet — a very ingen- 
ious tool, which will not split even the most porous wood in boring. 
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Mr. Davis; of YeUow Springs, Green county, had on exhibition several sixes 
of parallel vises — shonld they, in practice, answer the purpose for which they were 
designed, they will prove to be of immense benefit to mechanics. 

tOM AMD BBIOK MAOBZIBS. 

As progress is made in agricultural implements, and as many implements are 
invented almost annually to supersede the necessity of direct manual labor, so also 
are improvements in the mechanical condition of the soil necessary to keep paoe 
with the other improvements. Whenever they have been properly used, dram tile 
have been found to be of immense advantage to the agriculturist ; and a machine 
which will manu&cture dnun tQe properly, and cheaply, will certainly be a great 
acquisition in the department of labor saving machines. 

F. M. Mottice, of Buffido, N. T., exhibited and operated Rice & Haycock's 
drain tile machine, which makes four kmds, or four sizes of tQe at once. It 
requires for operation a horse-power, one man and three boys, and costs t200. 
It claims to make 300 rods of 2^^ inch horse-shoe tile per day* 

Mr. John Daines, of Birmingham, Oakland county, Michigan, exhibited and 
operated a drain tile machine, which admirably accomplishes the object for which 
it is designed. It is simple in its arrangement, easily worked by hmd, and occu- 
jnes very little space. It is made chiefly of cast-iron, and makes from 200 to 2!K) 
rods per day, weighs 500 lbs., and costs 91 10. 

James Hotchkiss, of Yellow Springs, Greene county, Ohio, exhibited a metalie 
model of a rotary pressed brick machine, which merits a more extended notice 
than our space will permit. 

Dane ic Co., of Cleveland, exhibited and operated a brick-machine, which made 
from 18 to 36 brick per nunute, according to the speed of the horse. This ma- 
ebine weighs about 2500 lbs., and costs 9300. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

We noticed near the Hall of Agricultural implements, a large slate, four by six 
feet, exhibited by Arnold and Mclntire. These slates are intended to be a perma- 
nent fixture in school-rooms instead of the ordmary wooden blackboards. 

J. B. Hayden, Cleveland, had on exhibition a new coach or wagon wheel. The 
improvement consists in dispensing with the old-fashioned hub, bringing'the ends 
of the spokes together, their points resting on the pipe-box, so that they form an 
arch; a collar or flange on each side holds the spokes in their places. 

F. C. Dayton exhibited a very supurb trotting buggy, of his own manufacture t 
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whiob attracted coDsiderable attention. N. D. Clark Ar Co., exhibited a splendid 
pleasure carriage. Wm. De1oDg» a very substantial farm wagon. John Drum, a 
tiipnrbly finished and trimmed two horse carriage baronche. We noticed buggies, 
oanriagesy sulkies, gigs, dec, from a number of establishments throughout the 
oountry. 

We notice that Milton Pierce had on exhibiticm, (me of LilUe's chilled iron safes, 
alaob one of his Empure Bank Locks. These safes and loUks are among the most 
popular of their kind. 

0. EL Rice, of Oreenwich, N. Y., exhibited an apple parer which is a decided 
improvement on all parers which hare preceded it — it pares every inequality of 
the surface, and then cuts the apple in thin slices instead of quarters. Sargeant 
. ic Foster's paring machine was also on exhibition. 

H. D. Rutherford, had on exhibition a butter-worker, which admirably answer- 
ed the purpose for which it was designed ; but the machine exhibited by Millard 
& Co., which is at once both a chum and butter-worker, we think is destined to 
beeome very popular amongst butter-makers. 

Messrs. B. Martin is Co ; Dewitt A Howdl ; Stair Ar Son, had on exhibition a 
great variety of household and agricultural implements. 

R. A. Eerfoot, had on exhibition an improved warm air and ventilating coal 
furnace, which in our opinion is a decided improvement upon the ordinary fur- 
nace, it is claimed that it produces warm air — a summer temperature and not hot 
and decomposed air. Price from 9200 to 9600. 

Since the days of St. Crispin, all his followers have been taught to be seated 
whilsi employed in their vocation — ^but in thia/ast age, aH old things are being put 
aside, and new ones are rapidly supplymg their place ; innovations have been run- 
ning riot in almost every department of social life and civilization and have not 
-even spared St Crispin's throne ! J. H. Graves exhibited Mumford's patent re- 
volving last holder, which enables the operator to do the whole work on a boot or 
shoe, whilst standmg on his feet, and not sitting in a cramped and distorted posi- 
tion. 

S. A. Martin exhibited a machine which is rapidly becoming more and more in 
demand as the cultivation of the grape is being more extended. The wme-miU 
and press exhibited by him is perhaps as good as any now in use. 

Messrs. Scott is Hedges, erected on the grounds a very simple structure, which 
attracted the attention of the stock men, it was a steam boiler for cooking vegeta- 
bles for stock — it has many points to commend it to general use. 

We neglected to mention in the proper place, that there were on exhibition sev- 
eral stalks of Sorghum Saccharum, or Chinese Sugar Cane. It was grown in this 
eity, and was exhibited to demonstrate the fact, that although the season has been 
very unfavorable for the growth and maturity of plants naturally more fitted for 
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trapiofil than iamperate olimea, yet notwithstandbg the9e untoward conditions it 
attained a yery respectable sixe, and matored very finely. The day is not reiy 
far diita9t» we thiols w)ien this cane will be coltiyated in Ohio^if not on the 
'* Beserre *' to supply the deficiency in the sugar market The seeds were obtained 
from the Patent Office. 

Having thus briefly noticed the most prominent and important of the most 
eztensiTe exhibitions of agricultural implements and machmes ever held in Ohio, 
it aflfi^ds us great pleasure to state in conclusion, that the day has passed which 
made a complicated structure, a sine qua non to the enyiable tiUe of mechanic. 
Th^ tendency of all machines and implements on exhibition, as compared with 
fermer exhibitions, was simplicity of structure and durability of material. 
Machines which are simple in structure, are not liable to get out of repair, and 
when they do get out of repair, are easily remedied by the Farmer — wbo aa a 
j^fACKal thing is not roedhapic enough to repair a complicated structure. Labor 
jM»ving machines are rapidly st^plantiog manual labor in many departments of 
lgricultaie» and the departments into which they have been introduced, and in 
wbieh they operate soocessfidly, will never revert to the manual process, whilst at 
tbe same time neither agriculturist nor laborer shcmld regret the change*

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ADAMS COUNTY AGRICULTURAL 

SOCIETY. 

To Ab Ohio StaU Board of AgricuUurt: 

The fifth annual Fair of the Adams County Agricnltnral Society, was held on 
the Society's grounds, in West Union, on the 16th, 16th and ITth days of Octo- 
ber, 1866, which was well attended by citisens of our own and adjoinbg counties. 
The opening of the Fair to counties m the State, extendmg the like priTil^;e8 
to citizens of our county, gave a decidedly improyed appearance to stock on ezhi- 
bition. 

The ladies' department was superior to any exhibition heretofore had, both in 
quantity and quality. 

Of vegetables and fruit, there were but few entries, but the articles exhibited 
were of very superior quality ; upon the whole, the Fair was one of the best erer 
held in the county. 

The Society has erected on its grounds, the past year, a good and substantial 
frame building, one hundred feet long by forty feet wide, at an expense of about 
9700, upon which the Society is mdebted about 9200. 

The receipts during the year, from the Treasurer's report, were 91 .096. Cash 
on hand at last settlement, 8462 ; making the assets of the year 81,647, which 
has been expended in building and paying premiums, &c.

Whiat — ^In the spring, the wheat crops looked rerj promising. The Hediter- 
rsnean wheat had been principally sowed, and came out in time to avoid the weevil 
But very little wheat was damaged by this insect But the crop did not turn out 
as well as was anticipated, and probably amounts to about two-thirds of a crop. 
The wheat is of a very superior quality. 

Oats — The drouth effected this crop a little, but not extensively. The spring 
showers had given oats a very good start It came up very thick, and this, in a 
measure, protected the same from a failure, or even partial failure. 

Btb — This crop done as usual, well. The amount sown was not very great 

BvoKWHXAT — ^Little or none nused this year. 

OoBH — The frequent and copious showers in the spring interrupted the planting 
and injured the seed in the ground. Many fanners were obliged to plant their 
fields the second time. The drouth came on in time to prevent the growth and 
filling of the gram, and finally, the early frost took away nearly all that attained a 
growth. So that this crop has met this year with a succession of disasters, and 
the quantity realixed m the fall was very trifling. A good deal of com planted 
did Bot come up, and it was thought that the severity of the cold last winter bjured 
and destroyed the vitality of the seed. 

Potatoes — The crop was affected seriously by the drouth and the potato^-bug. 
Those planted late done the best The yield was probably about one-fourth of the 
usual crop. 

Gbass — ^Was a fair average crop, and excellent After the season of mowmg 
was over, the drouth effected the fields to a considerable extent, but not as great 
18 did the drouth two years ago. 

Baxlbt — Our farmers are paying more attention to this crop than they formeriy 
did. The amount raised this year was greater than ever was produced in this 
county fai any former year, but stiU we have no means of ascertaining the extent 
of this crop. 

CLovsn— The yield of clover seed was tolerably well, but it will not amount to 
an average crop. 

Flax— There was but little raised this year. 

AvFLis — In the spring and summer it was expected that there would be a hand- 
4XDe yield of this staple fruit, but the dry season seemed to effect this fruit as 
9Suoh as it did grain in the ground. The apples fell off, leaving many trees bare* 
and those remaining were generally small and inferior. 

PsAOHiB— Not only peach buds, but a great many of our peach trees weie 
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kflfed If fte intanadj oold weather [ot last winter. We hare heard ci bat one 
peacli tree having fruit

ASHTABULA COUNTY. 

Our tenth annual Fair was held on the 17th and 18th of September. The first 
day was deroted to the exhibition of cattle, the number of entries of cattle, hor- 
sea, sheep and swine, and finally there was a general falling off in all of the dif- 
fnent classes of articles. 

One prominent reason assigned for the fallin^^ off of the number of entries was, 
that our Fair was held at least three weeks too early in flie seAon. 

It is rery desirable that the time for holding our Fair should be at such a sea- 
son of the year as would suit the convenience of the greatest number. 

Although the number of entries this year was not as large as in some former 
years, there was a great improvement generally in the quality on exhibition. 

Our farmers are improving their stock, by bringing into our county some pure 
Dnrbams, which are greatly improving the stock, as those on exhibition showed. 

The show of horses displayed a great imfnrovement over former years, and that 
the Morgan blood is on the increase very Cost among us. 

In the display of manufiactured articles, there was a considerable falling off 
but in the quality a decided improvement. 

Fruits, owing to the late frosts, were a fedlure in this section of our State 
generally.

GtummitMs :-^When the Board met last wmter, they proposed to offer a pre* 
lithim for monthly strawberries, to induce some one to introduce them into tUa 
ooontry. I have bought both white and red, but hare received no directions fbr 
tfttkivation, and know nothing by experience. I am expecting directions soon, and 
will if Hiought proper communioate them to the Board. 

I would also state that I have the white, the Hovey's seedling, the mammoth red 
and native red ; my plan for cultivating, is to manure and ])lough my ground, 
throw it into beds from ten to twelve feet wide, then set the plants in April» if 
possible, 20 inches each way, let them grow through the summer, keep well 
weeded late in the fall, put considerable sawdust between the hills, in the spring 
put on manure if needed, spade between the hSk^ leaving them about 7 inches 
square for the hills ; before the fruit begins to ripen spread a little straw between 
&e hilla to keep the rains from waebing the diit ob to it.

When 
they had been up three weeks I thinned them out to six mches each way. One 
comer sowed thick enough to grow, was all destroyed by the flea, while those that 
were so thick were not bjured. The turnips are now beginning to bottom ; some 
are one inch through, some three inches; can tell but little what the piece will 
yield, when ready to harrest, as they will grow until snow falls; it arerages 70 
bushel to the ^ acre. I calculate to have my ground prepared by the S6th of 
June, then sow after the first good shower, without regard to old saymgs.

JxFTBRSON, Sept. 16, 1866. 
I sowed one-fourth of an acre of peas on land that was last year broke and 
planted in com. This year twice plowed, twice harrowed, and planted in drills 
20 mches apart, at the rate of fire bushels to the acre. I had to get the seed a 
few quarts in a place. Sowed some on the 1st, 10th, 16th, and 20th of May; last, 
on June 8th. The largest part were those sold to me as the white and speckled 
Canada pea, samples of which you will see at the Fair. These yielded at the 
rate of 17 bushels to the acre. The other kinds, excepting some sugar peas, I 
picked for family use. They were the Marrow Fat, Strawberry and Big Thunder 
Tarieties, which appeared to be on an average with the other. The part sowed to 
sugar peas yielded at the rate of 60 bushels to the acre. I would recommend to 
ftrmers raising peas, if they have dry land, or land that can be drained, to pre- 
pare their land well, and then commence {lowing, and let a man follow with the 
seed and drop it in the furrow after him, the next furrow covering them up. Any 
man can try a small piece of land.. The object is to guard against the drouth. 
Peas should be sowed the first crop. The sugar peas are very late. They are 
not all fit for the harvest

My potatoes were planted the 16th of May, on ^and that was last year planted 

in corn. The land was weQ plowed and harrowed; potatoes dropped on the sor- 

ta/oe, and coTered with partially rotten hay and a little dirt — hoed once. They 

were ihe sound pink eyes and adark skmned potatoe, with a speckled streak inside; 

an excellent late potatoe. The bugs have never touched them ; they are still 

fresh and green as they were m the summer.

I dug one-fourth of a square rod, which yielded the half bushel eren 

full ; one hiU more made it heaping full, which would make about 316 bushels 

to the acre. I have one-fourth acre like this and more that were poorly tended, 

and are of course poor potatoes.

I plowed it 
two years ago, and sowed it in winter wheat ; this spring I plowed it early, dug 
a large ditch the whole length of it, harrowed it, cross-plowed and harrowed 
again, and piled up all of the sods; left nothing but the mellow dirt, — sowed the 
S6th of June, harrowed well, made seyeral cross ditches ; the ditches were hoed 
out clean, which I think is an important part. The old story, of sowing on the 
4th of July, is a poor one ; sow on the 26th of June ; your grain comes up better 
than it does in the dry first week of July, also, escapes the early frosts I would 
say that my buckwheat is quite green yet, some of it has turned black, a great 
part of it is yet m the milk, perhaps one-fourth of it is yet in the blossom. We 
have concluded to cut one square rod, and thresh it, which yields 7 quarts and 
- pint, which would be 36 bushels to the acre. Experienced farmers say it will 
yield 40 bushels when fully ripe.

ives!, and I will proceed to |^ you a brief account of some of the results that 
hare come under my experience and obsenration. The part of the county in 
^f^aUtk I bate Ih^ In the past twenty years, is a grazing section, and not until a 
fbar years past bate we thought that nusing grain could be made a paying busi- 
ness: aad bad H net been for fke influence of our agricultural societies and press- 
es, doubtiess many of as would still dsim that caltiyatmg our acU in % loosing 
basiness. l^ttt, thanks to our agricultural friends, we bare found that, by proper 
tillage, abundant crops can be raised on our heary, clayey soils. Our method 
used to be to pbw, in the epring^ from three to six incbes deep, and poor crops 
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were Ae result But we hare ohaiiged our plin» and now practiee fidi plowing, 
to the depth of one foot or more» and by the aid of flie frost, and by a proper 
rotation of crops, our clayey soils are made light and produotire. Last season I 
raised sixty bushek of com to the ore, on thirty aeres. Now, had this ground 
been plowed in the spring, and shallow, it would hare required twice the tend- 
ing, and produced one-half less. I hare not known a single instance of hSvan 
(unless caused by insects) where deep M plowing has been Oe motto, and a 
pr<qper rotation of crops has been followed, eren on our benighted toil Our 
county has suffered much from drouth for a few seasons, but where deqp tillage 
has been practiced, the husbandman has been well paid for his labor. As I am 
engaged in the dairy business, permit me to giro you what I eonsidsr the result 
on our lands ; and here I am forced to differ from the most of our dttrymea. I 
hare kept from thirty to fifty cows, for t«i years, and consider that the daiiyfaig 
process is impoverishing our land to a great degree. Meadows that used to pro- 
duce two or three tons of hay to the acre, will not produce half that quanti^ ; 
and the same of pastures ; and it is only by frequent plowing and seeding that 
we can obtain that quantity. # 

The drouth affects this department of husbandry as little as any in this section. 
The severe drouths of the past season, and of 1854, did not lesson the amount of 
dairy products more than one quarter. It is true, feed has been short, and we 
have been blessed with small messes, but the quality has been good, and our cows 
have muntained a good degree of flesh, and hare not been effected with disease. 

Now, fiiend H., I have many thmgs that I would like to say, but will only give 
you tbe result of some of my experiments of the comparative value of ground and 
unground feed for stock. I have a pair of horses, equal in size, strength and 
feeding qualities — fed them on equal quantities of com for three months— -one on 
ground corn, "cob and all," the other in the ear. At the end of three months, the 
hcurse fed on ground feed was fat as a cub : bur smooth, bowels loose and active; 
the other, hair rough, bowels costive, and inclined to be slow, and barely holding 
hia own in flesh. So, to test the master, I changed flie feed for two months. Both 
horses were of equal flesh and activity, and shall keep the Little Oiant going, and 
feed ground feed agMu. I fed ten cows on ground feed, and t^ in the ear, for 
one month— gave those k^t on ground feed one quart less, and they thrived bet- 
ter. I believe ground feed is one-th'rd better. 

Again, had four hogs— couli not tell any difference in fettening qualitiea-^got 
a neighbor to select the two he thought bestr^fed the selected on com in the ear, 
others on ground and cooked meal, both equal quantities. Those fed on com in 
the ear gained cne pound per daj— the others one pound and a halfl

Beport of the BuUer County J^ricuUural Society, for the year 1866. 

The operations of our society for the past season, have be m not only unusually 
extended, but eminently successsfuL Early in the season our society deemed it 
advisable to buy a piece of ground, to be suitably enclosed aad improved as a 
permanent place for holding our annual exhibitions. A - ord n^ y, with the prompt 
co-operation and *- material aid'* of our county commissioners, a tract of land 
elegibly situated, of suitable soil and covered with the native forest, was purchased 
at the rate of $125 per acre. The whole tract, containing 29 acres, has been 
enclosed with a good and substantial tight board fence. It has been cleared up — 
horse and cattle sheds have been erected--drives made— wells sunk — floral and 
other haUs built, so that the society was better prepared than heretofore to accom- 
mo4ate exhibitions and visitors. 

The extent of our operations during the year, will be seen by the following 
statement of the condition of our treasury made this day :

The progress we have made in our improrements and the present state of our 
finances warrant us to believe that we shall be fully able to comply with our 
engagements in the purchase of the land, and to provide further accommodations 
for the public. 

While we feel gratifie 1 with our present and prospective condition, it is to our 
Board a source of agreeable reflection, that we have not prospered by loosing 
sight of the great objects to be attained by these annual exhibitions, nor by pon«> 
dering to depraved and vitiated tastes. We have encouraged nothing, because 
**ii would pay** We have adopted none of the clap-trap expedients for ''raising 
the wind," but hare continually opposed everything of doubtful propriety, and all 
exhibitions which do not tend in some good degree, to our improvement. 

The past season has been one of great scarcity of rain. The drouth has not only 
effected unfavorably most growing crops, but has greatly inconvenienced many 
farmers, in providing water for their stock, and in some instances for family use. 
We can only approximate the extent of the damage which has been done to the 
crops of the past season. Our wh hi crop in this county, although not so 
good as in preceding years, was ver} fair. It is not unsafe to say that our wheat 
crop averaged 17 bushels per acre. It was less injured than any other crop ! 
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Indeed, a cold and reasonabl j drj tgaug ia 9ot ffneraOy deemed an&Terable for 
a good crop of wheat Fall barley was but little, if any, oyer half a crop, and 
spring barley not over one fourth of a crop. Indeed, in many instances spring 
barley was not worth the expense of cutting. The same may be said of oats- 
The effects of the drouth upon com, although very serious indeed, were not so 
disastrous as upon barley and oats. At the critical period for com, the drouih 
was less serere. Our com crop in this county, I think I am safe in saying, will 
arerage about /orfy ImaheU per acre, notwithstanding the drouth. 

I think it proper here to remark, that no intelligent observer could fail to 
perceive, during the past season, the great advantages resulting from deep plowing. 
Wherever you find land cultivated upon the *' shinning Mystem,*^ there you would 
uniformly find the effects of the drouth to be most fatal. On the contrary, wherever 
you found a farmer who believed in, and thoroughly practiced deep plowing, 
you woul<i^ find his crops more luxuriant in growth-— better able to withstand 
severe drouth, and therefore more certain to yield a fair crop. 

I regret to be compelled to say that we have very little farming land that is 
Iboroughly subsoiled. Deep culture is every day gaining ground in the eslimaiiDn 
of thoae who. are striving to do good fanning, and it is to be hoped that snbaoiilig 
wil be fref^oently resorted to. 

Our pastures — ^meadows^our forests and orchards were all severally injured by 
the drouth of the past season. The meadows of the county have not yielded upon 
an average, more than half a ton per acre. Hence, hay in Cincinnati now com- 
aianda the enormous and unprecedented price of from %K to 927 per Uni i 1 Ihe 
ocmdition of our pasture lands prior to the 1st of August, was equally unfavocable. 
An unusual number of forest and fruit trees have died durbg the past sununtr. 
Their death however, cannot be ascribed -whoYLj to the drouth. The intense odd 
of the past winter, when the thermometer fell to 25, and in one locality to 17 
degrees below zero, no doubt had much to do with the destruction of botk fruit 
and forest trees. 

Our society has awarded the Ohio Farmer and Ohio Cultivator as premiums. 
These papers were awarded at our Fair in 1856. The papers are now bebg 
reoeived and read, and I trust producing a wholesome effect One gentlemen who 
received tiie Ohio Farmer as a premium in 1865, but who was not so fortunate at 
our last Fair, has already inquired how he can provide himself with the pai>er fw 
next year. I regret to say that there was some opposition to giving agricuHursl 
papers as premiums. I tmst that it will not be either obstinate or of long dura' 
tioU* If agricultural societies will exert their influence to disseminate agricultural 
fiffccts and intelligence — to induce farmers to read, to think, to study and to defote 
their time to improvement in everything connected with their vocation, and if our 
aometiea will cease to cater for the gratifioatbn of our love of excitement, without 
i^forqaoa to our advancement in a knowledge of our oalliog, then I agpnehanLc 
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fcwer difficnlUe^ «a b» eftfoviUred fai sprea^g TshuMe MbnuaUoii among tbe 
il^nllaral «omm«DUj* In fariherance of this objeoC, each scciety shoald, if 
possible, haire a suitable address delirered upon the occasion of hoMhig their 
annual Fair. The time and plaee for the delivery of the address should eonflict 
. iriih abthing else, sold a notice of the address lAonld be promiMtti in the 
fiwgrasime of everf Fafar. 

At oar last Fsir an able address was delivered bj Prof. 0. N. Stoddart; of 
Ifiami Uaivevsitj, and it was aUentivelj listened to by a large crowd, that evi- 
tfpudy fifU gratified that they had been favored with an address so able and so 
lljg^y iasUmoting to then as inteUigent farmers.

The past has been an extremely nnfavorable year for all Unds of Agricnltanl 
labor. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable season, and the heat and dronth at the lime 
of holding the Fair, the attendance was larger than at any preTioos Fair. WiA 
the exception of vegetables and fruits, the show of articles at the Fair, was better 
than on any previous occasion. 

The excellence of the horses, of all kind, was a subject of general remark from 
all the large concourse in attendance. 

There has been but little competition this year, in field crops. A premium ' 
awarded for one crop of com. The statement of the person raising that, 
panies this report The premium for tobacco is not awarded yet. There are en* 
tries of tobacco crops, however. 

In reference to the questions propounded by the State Board, I am unable to 
answer many of them in a satisfactory manner. 

Our farmers manifested a disinclination to fomish statements or essays, giving 
reliable facts — the result of their experience. The answers one recdves to the 
questions when conversing with good formers, of different localities, differ so widdy 
that it is hard to arrive at a general conclusion from their statements. 

This diversity is attributable to the fact, that our county embraces soil of all 
Unds, from (he very best to very poor, and the method of cultivation, and the 
crops raised in one section will frequently foil in others. 

The southern portion of our county, embracing a belt of about six miles in 

width, parallel to the Ohio river, is hilly, and the soil is of £Ood(quality — ^produdng 

all kmds of grain in large yields — grapes, tobacco, etc. In this section grain can 

be raised much cheaper than in what is known as the flat lands. Animals can be 

fottened on grain cheaper, in the hilly, than on the level lands. In the valleys of 

all our principal streams the soil corresponds in quality to a great degree, with the 

river hills. 

The flat lands produce good grass, and animals can be raised there to an age 

fit for fattening, cheaper than in the rich hill lands. 

From my own observation, and from careful inquiries of many of our best farm* 

ers, I answer the questions of the State Board, as follows: 

1. Wheat, about twelve bushels, not much lessened by the drouth, if at all. 
Com, SO to 26 bushels per acre, lessened by drouth, 60 per cent. The hilly and 
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lieh Iftndsy this year, produce the poorest crop. Oatt and grass, nearlj an entiie 
failure, owing to the drouth — not enough of them to guess at an average. 

2. Sub-soil plowing has not been sufficiently practiced to judge of its effects. 
Our farmers generally, are plowing deeper than formerly, and are satisfied that it 
pays. 

3. The drouth h|tf made grass short. Stock have maintained a higher degree 
of flesh than in wet seasons, and been less liable to disease-— except hogs. There 
has been a great deal of sickness and death among hogs. On some farms all tbe 
hogs died. From the way in which the disease acted, it has been called the hog 
eholera. It seemed to be contagious. On the subject of contagion, there is, how- 
eyer, some difference of opinion. Dairy business b not practiced to any extent 
Host of oar farmers buy their cheese and make their own butter, of which there ia 
not much to sell. 

4. Nearly all the trees set last fall and this spring, and many of the old trees 
hare died from the drouth. 

There is also a great amount of forest timber naw either dead or in a dying 
state, which is attributable to the drouth of the past summer, and the excessitre 
freeiing of last winter. The ralue of the forest trees destroyed in this way, b 
very great. 

6. Our potatoe crop is nearly a total failure this year. Not enough of tliaM 
for the ''rot'' or any thing else to injure. 

6. Wheat is now worth • 1 ,00; com 45 cents; oats 36 cents per bushel; tobaoee 
8 to 10 cts. per lb. The cest of production varies so much in ^lifferent sectioM, 
that it b impossible to give an average. 

7. Those of our farmers, who have tried ground feed, concur in the 
statement, that they thereby save 26 per cent, of the feed; some put it at 30. 

8. No one feeds cooked food, that I know of. 

9. No apples raised thb year. When they are raised, they are not counted Oft 
as regular feed. The farmers usually let their hogs run in their orchards and eal 
the apples as they fall. 

10. Horse to 3 years old, 966,00, when he b worth from 976 to 9160, accor- 
ding to stock and quality. 

Oow to 3 years old 920,00. 

Hogs may be raised on a farm to the age of 16 to 18 months from 93 to 9i^ 
according to the way the farm b managed. 

The above estimates do not include the grain used in flattening the animal for 
market.

eononon uae. The etideneea of an mcreaaed intereat in the improyement of atoek 
of the Tarioua kmda, awine, aheep, catlk and hoiaea are beii« aeen aaaongat ut in 
tbe introduction of the pure blooded Suffolk and Cheater white piga, Spaniahp 
French Sileaian and Cotswold aheep, Ayreehire datftle in addition to whni we had 
before, and the yery recent formation of a joint atock company, for the purehaae 
of a fine thorough bred horae— expected to be aupextor to any thing m hia daaa 
yet aeen in our community. 

In field cropa, we hare to report that wheat, when it ripened early waa good^ 
yiddbg from 20 to SO buahela to the aore-<r-the later ripening fields were more or 
leas injured, in proportion to the time of ripening, the latest being entirely deatroyed 
by the midge. Of summer crops, hay waa heayy ; oats tderably good, all othera 
yery much cut off by the drouth. The yield of wheat per acre, (that waa worth 
iiltting^) probable ayerage for county, 10 bushels lessened by the midge, 
from 6 to 8 bushels. Summer crops, estimate aretage lessened by drouth —

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Buckwheat almost an entire failure ; doTer-seed none, except in two or three 
lownahips, and in one of these only, the crop is good. We hare nothbg definite 
to report as to the effects of subsoil plowing. Cattle have evidently done much 
better on the dry grass of this summer's growth, than they did last summer on 
the great abundance of succulent grass. But few fruit or forest trees have died 
this summer, although many did die from the seyerity of the frosts last winter. 
Vo potato disease has appeared amongst us this season. Have not the data, 
whereon to base an estimate of the average cost of producing any of the various 
farm crops, or of the comparative advantages of feeding ground or whole graina 
of cooked or raw feed. No apples for feed this year, but few for use, not more 
than are usually consumed at home. Various agricultural papers are taken and 
read in the county, of which the Ohio Cultivator and Ohio Farmer are most 
prominent. The Country Gentleman, Genesee Farmer, American Agriculturist 
and Rural New Torker are all somewhat known to our readers, but a more general 
perusal of such journals would, we think be highly beneficial to the agricultural 
interest of our county. Our Board of managers has not pursued the policy of 
awarding agricultural papers as premiums. 

Our county exhibition held on the 1st to the 5d of October, was (me of the most 
ssocessftd ever held in the county — by which will be seen that we distributed in 
premiums the sum of 996B* The aooompanying report will show the condition of 
our treasury.

The following is mj plan to make boxes: 12^ inches inside, and eight . 
inches high, with six slats across the top of the box Three boxes make one hive. 
The coyer is screwed on, and glass 4 by 6 inches in each box, with a corer to keep 
out the light, and a ooncaye inclined plane to set them on. If the bees need more 
than three boxes jon can give them this kind of hire; you can make large to ac- 
eonunodate a large or small famOy, and when the working season is oyer you can 
remove the entry boxes and haye the hiye fall, so that the bees will prepare for 
swarmmg the first thing in the spring, as early swarms are desirable. When my 
bees swarm the first thing to be done is to weigh the hiye, then hiye the bees, 
then weigh again, and you will see the amount of bees. A first swarm will weigh 
6 to 8 pounds. I consider alarge strong colony the best protection against the moth. 
If the swarm is not as large as you wish add bees from the next swarm that you 
haye. I haye put two, three or four small swarms in one hiye, and by that means 
my second and third swarms all liye oyer. If the bees are hiyed more than one 
day, I take a few bees from the new swarm and introduce them in the hiye of bees 
that I am going to put them with; if they are killed I then take a sponge and 
whisky them, that is, in the hiye, and the young swarm that go in. Bees know 
each other by smell, and not by sight. I haye drove the bees out of one old hi?e 
into another without haying one of them killed. I then set the hiye about twelve 
inches from the ground and cover; to protect them from the weather, pamt the 
hives white; it will prevent the sun melting the honey in the summer. I weighed 
ten hives of bees October 1st, January 1st, and April 1st. Consumed during first 
half of winter, 64 pounds: last half. 111. There were 61} pounds of bees in the 
ten hives. The colder the weather the more the honey consumed. The average 
per hive was 1 7^ pounds of honey for six months, from first of October to the first 
of April. I weighed ten hives for three years with about the same results. Bees 
will make the most honey the day after rain if the day is cloudy, and the ther- 
mometer about 70 degrees. By weighing them have found eight pounds honey 
gathered in one day. Bees make combs of honey. I drove a colony of bees into 
a new hive on the first of March, and fed them on honey. They filled two boxes 
with combs, honey and young bees. When the ground was covered with snow 
there was no drones in the hive. I tried this experiment with two hives, and 
proved to mj^ full satisfaction that bees will make combs of honey without having 
any other substance to mix with it. It is secreted in small scales under the rings 
of the abdomen. Many of these scales you can see about the bottom of a new 
fwarm the first day after hived; and also, that drones can be hatched without the 
assbtance of drones; then the drone is not a female, as I am positively sure thai 
there were no drones in two of the above hives. I put a small swarm of bees in a 
hive, killed the queen, and the drones stopped them in for three days. The hive 
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they oaae from would not reof Its them back, and tbej went to woik md mado 
four combs and some boney, and layed from one to three eggs in each celL I ex- 
amined several limes through the summer. I did not find any one of these eggs 
to batch. The workers are imperfect females ; the <|ueen lays eggs. The eggi 
for drones takes twenty-two days before tbe bee hatches out to leave the cell ; 
workers will come out in sixteen days. The weather being cold or warm makes a 
difference in the time of maturity of the young bee. 

I commenced with a small stock of bees^ I tbink two hives. In a few years thejr 
ran up to sixty-six hives. Tou can double your money on bees. I consider them 
profitable. 

I planted some of the Chbese annual sugar cane seed on the SOth of Msy laaH 
in the cornfield with com. It received the same care and culture tbat the com 
did: it grew about ten feet high, with the seed on the top; when growbg looks 
b*ke broom com. I cut it on the first of October, weighed the stalks, cut tbem in 
pieces about one-half inch long, and boiled them about two hours; cleared it with 
milk and egg, as the sugar water is cleared. It made one*nxth of its weight hk 
good clear molasees. I put a few stocks in a dry place, and one month after eitt 
ft. It was yet green, and full of sweet juice, not drying up like com stalks, giv- 
ing time to use it up. I thmk it profitable for stock, hogs and cattle, they being 
very fond of eating it.

Balance on hand 961 68 

The estimated yield per acre of the several farm crops, nas been, so far as I 
can ascertain, about as follows : 

Wheat lObuaheU. 

Com ,. 30 *' 

Oats 16 " 

Fall Barlejr 20 " 

Potatoes 40 " 

The yield, I should think, has been effected by the drouth, in the followbg 
proportion : 

Wheat, one-fourth; Oom, one-third , Oats, one-half; Barley, one-third; Bye, 
one-fourth; Buckwheat, one-half ; Fkx, one- half; Potatoes, one-third. 

Deep plowing is becoming pretty generally practiced among our farmers. The 
kind of plow mostly used, is the Michigan double, and with beneficial results to 
lands so treated. 

The effect of th^ drouth on our pasture grasses, has had the ^ effect to mske 
stock carry a higher degree of flesh than last season, which was so wet as to cause 
continual bowel complamts ; yet my opmion is, that drouth diminishes the yield 
of milk and butter. f 

Many of our fruit and forest trees have died this summer from the effects com- 
bined of the serere cold of last winter, and the drouth of last summer. 

The potato crop has not, to my knowledge, suffered any with disease this sea* 
son. 

The cost of raising one bushel of grain differs accordmg to the yield, therefore, 
as the yield has been small this season, the cost per bushel has been large. 

To raise wheat this season, has cost 66 cents per bushel, and is now worth in 

Urbana tl.OO. 

To raise com this season has cost 19 cents per bushel, and is now worth ia 
Urbana 40 cents. 

To raise oats this season has cost 24 cents per bushel, and b now worth in 
IJrbana 28 cents. 

To raise barley this seascm has cost 36 cents per bushel, and is now worth ia 
Urbana 91.00. 

f 
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To raise rye thiB seuon has cost per boahel, and is now wmrth in Urbanft' 

55 cents. 

To raise flax thb season has cost per bushel, and is now worth in XJrbana 

tL50. 

To raise Bapkwheat this season has cost per bushel, and is now worth in 

Urbana 50 cents. 

To raise potatoes this season has cost 40 cents per bushel, and are now worth in 
Urbana 75 cents. 

Ground food is more Taluable for stock than unground^ but in what proportion 
I hare not ascertained. 

I know of none in this yicinitj who feed steamed or cooked food. 

Apples are not fed as regular feed, as I have observed, but my experience is, 
that they are good for some kind of stock. I have in my orchard this summer and 
fall, a number of sheep, and they appeared to do well on the fallen apples. My ' 
Suffolk pigs in the orchard, have kept fat enough for the knife. 

Tour inquiry as to the cost of raising the diffiBrent kinds of stock to suitable 
age for market, is to me the most difficult question to answer, for the treatment 
differs so with different farmers, that I fear my opinion would be far above the 
ideas of some, and far below the id* as of others, yet, so far as my observation 
goes, I am satisfied that with scrubby stock, stinted with feed, we never get our 
money back, when we come to sell them. 

The Okio Farmer and Ohio CuUivaicr are taken in our county, but in what 
number, the publishers can inform you easier than I. 

We have, in previous years, awarded agricultural papers as premiums, but the 
custom does not meet with favor; they feel as though they are forced to their 
interest ; and again Societies furnish papers at single copy prices, when left to their 
choice, they get them at club rates, yet I think no one will doubt but the reading 
of agricultural papers has a beneficial influence on County Agricultural Societies.

The report of the treasurer aeeompaniea thist abowing 

the receipts and expenditures. We are free from debt, and money on hand. We 

paid our premiums this year in cash ; a considerable number of agricultural pap^n 

are taken by our farmers, principally the Ohio Fanner. Many new a griettltund 

iftiplements hare been introduced this season, and the land is being much better 

tilled than formerly — a general improvement, indeed, is manifested in all depuit- 

ments of agriculture in our county. 

The corn, hay and potato crops were not a» good last aeaaon as usua}.

In submitting our report for the present year, it is with regret we fed eoitipdleif 
fi> advert to a train of circumstances which hare led to serious disagreement hi 
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il9liigoi|ii|m aiill exisUy we do not despair of hepe ik^ tia&e ^d sober refleotMit 
idl 7^ eoQYiQoe oiir friatds who have opposed as» of their error, and onaUb 
tbeoi to egaia mUte with f»» to qpieed onward the oause of agricaltaral progrepi 

The grounds owned by the society, eoosistiog of $^ acres, on Uie Ohio Tornpiha ] 
IHMHT Baokaoi, haare long been objectionable to a large portion of our society on 
l^^poant of the want of suQoient room, the almost total absence of shade^ the 
fOfioily of water in dry season^, and lack o( general acoommodaUon. Ii^ the 
infiwicy of the society, tbeee grounds, though never desirable, answered tiie 
juipose, and the Fairs were h^d snocessblly upon them» without serious complaint 
Bujt the society has growii to manhood, and as the resources of the county aie 
4flireloped by the Tarious improrements of the day, the necessity of more space in 
whiph to expand, the wai^t of greater focUity for exhibition, the increased demand 
for water and accommodation, and the nerer ceasing cry for shade, demanded 
with imperattye roice, some change. 

The iideling of opposition to this ground, and the many discomforts^ and 
diaadTantages attaching to it» had caused a large portbn of the people to lose 
interest b^ the society, and to refuse to attend either the Fairs or the bumess 
meetings. The labor of mauaging the exhibitioni, and promoting a degn^ of 
i^lierest in them, was yearly becoming more burdeusome, and it was STident 
aopnething n^usi be dope. 

At ai^ early sessbn of the Boaird therefore, a committee was appointed to sehiet 
a desindda situation, and r^ort at lei^h to the Board. After viewmg se?erai 
s^es, the committee unaiiimously reported in favor of a beautiful spot of woodland 
at Olive Branch, 8^ nules from the county saat, and combining in a high degree* 
aU the essential requirements of a Fair Ground, having abundance of the fioeyt 
water, flowing on each side of the ground, easily brought within the enclosure, 
embradag some twei^tj acres of miignificent forest, affordiog at all times the most 
refreshing shade, and furnishing ample room for exhibition, stabling and hitching 
pound, and for those who inay desire, to erect houses or tents for their personal 
Qonreoienc^ during the Fairs ; accommodations within short distance in various 
directions, and in fact m every respect possessing the requisites of a most attractive 
and convenient Fair Oroundt This report was accompanied by a recommendation 
tQ the BoflMrd to hold the Fair upon the proposed ground this year, and there subsait 
the question of permanent change to the socitity, thni enabling them to test the 
gipund before voting to adopt or reject it. The Board adopted the report and at 
once obtained the use of the ground with the privilege of extended time, in case 
the society resolved to remain, or of taking away the improvements, if decided 

Thb action of the Board was severely denounced by a faction of the sociei^, 
in tlie immediate vicinity of the old ground, and charaeteriaed as a high handed 
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outrage, Okgal, waH and Toid. They oaDed a aeetiBg, elected a Board of dben, 
iMoed a premiam list, and held a Fair upon the old groonds, on the same dajs 
that the regnlar county Fair was held upon the Olive Branch grounda. The eifeet 
of this double moyement, though instigated by not a very good spirit, was to 
develqpe the resources of our county, in an unprecedented degree. 

The Tote taken on each ground, as an expression of the choice of the peqple, 
resulted largely in favor of the new ground, and mdicated a much larger number 
interested in the annual exhibition of the county than ever before. The rote stood 
about 700 for Oliye Branch, agamst 500 m &Yor of the old grounds, showing a 
total of memberships of something like 1,200. Notwithstanding this large with- 
drawal of our members from the county Fair, howeyer, we feel assurred that, in point 
of memberships, the number of entries, the people in attendance, the comfort and 
oouTenience of the grounds, and the good order and general satisfaction eyery- 
where eyinced, the County Fair of 1866 will challenge successful comparison with 
any Fair preriously held in the county. 

The number of persons in attendance at the Fkir was rerj large, yariously esti- 
mated by competent judges, at from 10,000 to 16,000. 

The number of entries was.unusuaDy full, summing up a total of 746. 

Kumber of members, 700 ; amount of premiums awarded,, 9B6^. 

The show of horses was yery fine, numbering about S60 entries, and we think it 
would be difficult to find in the best counties in the State, fifty finer geldings than 
were an exhibition in our ring at one time. The improved strains of horses recently 
brought into the county, are beginning to show the results of their blood. Mules 
are improying somewhat, both in quality and quantity, juid are in much more gen- 
• eral use than hitherto. Though our show of cattle was not so large in numbers as 
heretofore, it was by hr the finest exhibition, in point of excellence, ever made in 
the county. In this department of stock, much advance is evident, though it is 
still a matter of much less concern among our farmers generally, than it should be. 

In sheep, though the quality is pretty well maintained, the flocks are becoming 
smaller every year, and the interest declining. This is mainly owmg to the greater 
attention paid to the canme development, a branch of stock seriously preJudB^tal 
to the successful propagation of sheep. 

We are gratified to be able to chronicle this year a decided advancement m 
hogs. Some very fine Suffolks have been brought into our county during the year 
and were at the Fair, with their progeny. This is a great hog county, and these 
qpecimens of improvement kindled quite an ambitbn among the breeders of that 
stock. 

, In poultry, we have no change to note, but are mdined to think the infusion of 
the imported blood into our own native stock, has produced a very good fowl for 
the farm. 
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In regiurd to improred inaplementB <rf tillage; Ao., we hare only to say^ that they 
are gradnaUy oomiiig into more general use, and are foond to be mttch in faror 
with intelligent farmers. 

In oar mechanical department, thongh still hr behind a high standard, we see 
efidences of gradual progress now and then, gimg enoonragement 

The season has been one of such unprecedented drouth, that we can make no 
rery good report of yegetables and farm products. Tfawe were, howerer, some 
yery fine specimens of potatoes, both sweet and Irish, pumpkins, beans, squashes, 
and of grains ; and in yiew of the season, the display in these articles was, on 
the whole, an exceedingly fine one. 

The Board haying, from the necessity of the circumstances, been obliged to 
incur yery heayy expense this year, were, of course, somewhat straightened for 
means to pay premiums. They are gratified, howeyer, to be able to say, that so 
far, they haye been responded to in their efforts with a liberality altogether unex- 
pected to them, in the donation of premiums for the benefit of the Society. This 
they regard as an eyidence of increased interest, and flatter themselyes that a 
decided impetus has been giyen by the prospect of haying, in future, a fine, 
commodious, attractiye ground. The county fund, when drawn, will enable them 
to square up handsomely, and next year they hope to create a sensation among 
the first agricultural families in the State. 

Owing to a press of other matters growing out of the difficulty about the Fair 
grounds, the premiums on field crops and farm's, haye not yet been decided, but 
we will state here that there are some large yields entered, especially of wheat 
We still hope to get the report of them in time for publication* 

Our annual address was deliyered on this occasion by Gteo. H. Hilton, Bsq., 

of Cmcinnati. His style is yigorous and earnest, and hb enthusiastic lo?e for the 

country, and the life of the farm (haying had some experience as an amateur) 

imparted a sort of poetic glow to his remarks, which seemed to charm his audience. 

He was greeted with enthusiasm.

The ladies' department was well sustained, and onr country women established 
bq^ond doubt, Aat from the finest specimens of needle-wcifc to the heaTiest grades 
of carpets and corerlets, and from JunMei to the more substantial foaset, cheese, 
butter, jellies, etc., etc., they were perfectly at home. 

We had a rery superior show of regetables, particularly b potatoes; in tUs 
department, we hare nerer seen them excelled, if equaled. 

Onrmechanicaldepartment was not rery extensire, but as far as it exten- 
Asd, it was good. 
Shanghab, as usual, let us know that ti^ey were not to be orerlooked. 
And last^ fliough not least, tki dearpecpU were there; the men wwe there; the 
womenwere there; the children were there, and eyen the dogs, not bemg ibmirfxf, 
were allowed a kind of julnlee, and they were there. 

Our enclosure, containing sereral acres, which had hitherto been amply sufll* 
eient for the accommodation of man and beast, was literally crammed, so much 
so, that before our next Fair, we expect to enlarge it, at least to double its prss* 
entdimensions. 

We hare had introduced mto our county the lasttwo years, quite a yariety of reap- 
eis, mimen, wheat and com drills, com and cch crushers, straw outters, Ac, Ac, 
most of which hare giren satisfacticm. He New York and Eetchum Mower,mami- 
foetured at Springfield, and the Atkins Reaper and Mower, combined, manufactur- 
ed at Dayton, are those that hare come under our immediate obserratioii, and 
we think will prove to be of great advantage to our formers. 

Our coutty is one that will produce many kmds of agricultural productions, 
the quality of our soil, not bebg inferior to any with which we are acquakted; 
eon, oats, wheat, rye, all the various grasses for hay and pasture, root crops, and 
fruits common to this climate, are produced in sufficient quantities, amply to 
reward the husbandman; particularly since we have our present rail road tB/cSH- 
ties; one tS which, the Cincinnati, Wilmington is Zanesville, is in successful ope- 
^ ration, running some twenty-five miles through the centre of our county; two 
odiers, to-wit: the Marietta and the HiUsboro roads, each pass through the 
southern portion of our county, and the Little Miami road skirts our county on the 
wiMt and North-west.. On these difierept roads, there are some twenty stations, 
aeoessible to our fimers, at which they find ready ouurkel for all their various 
products* 
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The farmiogiitteTests of this, at well as all the counties of this part of our 
State, have been greatly benefitted, and advanced, by the energetic course pursued 
for the few last years, by the State Board of Agriculture, and the various county 
and district societies, that have been produced, and fostered thereby.

COLUMBIANA COUNTY. 
Report of th$ PresiderU and Seerdof y of the Columbiana Cknmiy J^rieuUmal 

Society fot the year 1866. 

Cdumbiana countj, in common with most other counties in the State, suffered 
greatly the past season by drouth, and in consequence of this affliction, from which 
none of our farmers were exempt, we feared our Annual Fair would prove littb 
better than a failure. We were, however, very pleasantly disappcdnled* fbe 
Fair was perhaps the most successful one we have erer had. Our aaen- 
bership was not great (being only 168) and the receipts not so laige» as in fcr- 
.mer and more prolific years, yet our Fair grounds were thronged for three sue- 
' eessiye days, with thousands of persiHis and interested ^ectators, and our exhi- 
bition, so far as stock and vegetables were concerned, was unquestionably the 
(best we have ever had, and what we rcgiurd as better still, the exhibition has in- 
feaed a new spirit into the members of the society and the farmers of the county, 
^nerally, that cannot fail to tell iavorably on the productions of the county in 
'the future. 

We had 283 entries of stock alone, of which 177 were of horses, 64 of cattle, 
36 of sheep, and 16 of hogs. The operation of the Society have already made 
< their marks on the county, as exhibited in the improvement in the breed of hofsas, 
.cattle, sheep and hogs, to say nothing of perceptible improvements in other pro- 
.dudng departments of agricultural interests. We are now nearly out of debt* 
owe less than 9200, have ten acres of ground, eight of which are enclosed with 
a high, close, and very substantial board fence, and on which are erected a per- 
manent hall, one hundred feet long, offices, stalls, and other valuable and neces- 
sary improvements,--^lear and unencumbered. 

Nothing now remains for the Society but to go ahead and do good, which we 
are detenained to do. 

The principal productions of Columbiana county, are wheats com, rye, oats, 
potatoes, fruit, wool and butter.

Woot. — ^Large clip; arerage price abont 47 cents per pound. 

BuTTm^ — ^About 624»000 pounds produced in the cemty ; STerage price this 
year about 16 cents per pound. 

HoBsxs. — ^This county is £uned for good horses ; we cannot pretend to gis* 
the number that is annually driven to market, but it is t^ liorge, and (wt the 
past year, at very full prices. 

Oaitli. — ^Not many raised for market ; dbundanee raised tor home coMuaqr 
tion, and for dairy purposes. 

8bw. — ^We are somewhat disposed to boast of the aflunber and quality of our 
dieep. Our wool growers -are spirited — take pride in this business and will not 
be beat in the State if they can avcnd it. John Hisey, of this county, took the 
first premium at the State Fair, on Saxon bucksi 

Hogs. — A great many raised for market ; breed constantly improyihg ; recently 
tko Suffolks hare been pretty largely mtrodnced. 

MnixBALs. — Our county is rich in her mineral resouices» perhaps d&e would 
compare very farorably in this particular with any county in the State. Lr<m ore 
and coal are accessible and inezhaustable. We doubt whether there b any place 
in the world where iron can be manufactured cheaper than it can at seme 
points in this county, and yet from a want el knowledge of this fact the points 
lefenred to hare never been occupied. Why not press upon our Legislature the 
i0q>ertance and necessity of a geo\offc$l surrey of the State, A survey made by 
a geologist of reputation, would fully develop bur vast mineral resources, and 
do more to enrich the State than any other thing we can conceive of. The Ashta- 
bula and New Lisbon railroad company, impressed with the importance of a 
geological survey of the country along the line of their road, have recently had a 
survey by Professor Newberry, a geologist of wide spread reputaticm, residing in 
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Wathiigton oify, worn k Um amploj of tfie Gonenl OofeniBMnt ; hb ntpoti k 
■oi 7«t paUkhed ; this ralijaei w« duak U peonliarlj interesting to yoor Board, 
nd to the large daas of fanners, mamifiaetnrers, and others, for whom joa aet ; 
we hope yon will gtye it that oonsideration to which it is entitled. 

RAiLBOAns. — Onr raOroad facilities are Abundant, andbring a good market for 
oar productions to our bams. We hare the Ohio and Pennsylvania railroad ran- 
niag through our entire northern tier of townships, and the Pittsburg and Clere- 
land railroad running through our entire southern tier of townships. We have 
also, now constructmg, the Ashtabula and New Lislxm railroad, one end of which 
terminates in Lake Erie, at Ashtabula harbor, and the other end in our ineihausti- 
ble beds of coal and ore, at New Lisbon. 

Schools. — The interest in our system of common schools has taken deep root, 
and erery district in the county is now reiqping the advantages of its operations. 
Union schools are in successful operation in New Lisbon, Wellsville, Liyerpool, Sa* 
lem and Hanover. The county has cause to be proud of the Union school house, 
now being finished in New Lisbon ; it is highly creditable to its projectors. 

Deep plowing has not been much practiced by our farmers ; we hope it soon 
win be. 

The experience of our £uiners proves that pasturage grasses are better tat 
cattle, not only for their general condition as to flesh and health, but also, formilk 
pad butter in a dry season than in a wet one, so long^as the pasture is not entirely 
consumed. 

A great many of our fruit trees are dying, perhaps fVom the combmed influence 
oi the last hard winter and the subsequent dry summer and autumn ; many of 
our forest trees are also dybg, the greatest fatality is among our chestnuts. 

Experience proves that ground food is better for stock, sheep excepted, than 
vnground. 

Not much cooked or steam food fed to stock in the county, but we believe great 
benefits would be derived from cooked feed. 

Apples are not much used for feeding stock ; so far as practiced the results 
have been favorable. 

We cannot tell the number of agricultural papers taken in the county, the 
** Ohio Farmer'^ appears to be the fovorite. 

Our Society hav3 been awarding agricultural papers as premiums, we think 
with good results. This year we have awarded between 70 and 80 copies of the 
•* Ohio Farmer*' as premiums.

By the yaried nfttiire of the artideeoaezhihitkniatoiuraBiiiialBhowayit wiUbs 
readily obeerred that the natoie of our ooimty*8 eoQ, aad the demands of oar 
market, hare indnoed the prodneers to embnuM a wide range for their prodifltey 
and no eonsiderable portion of them devote ihmr energies toward the enlliTatian 
of any particular commodity, or the raismg of a pecnliar kind of stock, to sogreai 
an extent as to make onr eomtj notable for any one fMtore ; if we are at all 
devoted to the raising of any one artide mote than another, which may, by chanee, 
be indigenGns to our soil, it may be market r^^etables. Much earefid a tt ent io n 
has been devoted to this kind of Cuming, and with ample reward. The eihibjaon 
of vegetables, at onr late show, was remarkably good, ftr better than that whieh 
preceded it at the State Fair, and we are glad to say that imp<nrtant good has been 
derived m this department of onr enterprise. Oar soQ, so pecnliarly adapted to 
tte raising of potatoes, has developed very many important featnres rdative to 
Ibis necessary vegetable, that will resnlt in great good. 

The heavy frosts of the past winter, cut off the fruit crops of this cqunty, evtt 
destroymg a great portion of the trees, so that our disjday in that department waa 
not large ; nevertheless, the show was o<msiderable. The kinds of fruit that 
withstood the severe ordeal were noted, and the location of the land wbh regard 
to its exposure to weather whereon the fruit was raised, and the proximi^ to die 
Lake ; all these points the producers were carefrd to ascertain, whenever rare 
^ecimens of fruit were observed. Peaches, we had none, to make a note of; 
quinces, a few, and very fine ; apples, a foir display ; grapes, from sheltered 
arbors, in considerable quantities, and of excellent quality. Many are devotnig 
their lands and labor toward the cultivation of the grape ; already have our best 
and most careful horticulturists entered largely into the cultivation of this delights* 
fill fruit. Some have made proper scientific observations, and devoted time enough 
among the vineyards of Europe to warrant them in the opinion that this lake 
region is equally as well adapted to the culture of the grape, as any of the Ger- 
man or Italian States, and far preferable to the more southerly portions of Ohio^ 
er even the river counties. The two main points of advantage the lake region has 
ever the other parts of Ohio is, that spring frosts seldom, if ever, kill the blossom, 
and the fruit is never injured by blight or mildew. We c<mfidentiy look forward 
to the day, not far in the future, when Cuyahoga county will export large quan- 
tities of excellent wine, and the vintage will be a rich harvest for many of our 
farmers. 

Within the two years last past, a new interest has sprung up among our fiir- 
mere and others, in regard to the introduction of a better class of horses, both 
flmcy and draught, the old stock are lain aside, and each person interested is of fiie 
epmion that the best breed b, by all odds, the cheapest. Many are becoming 
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Miply tewMrded for die introdiiotidii of approred breeds, and but few are so indo- 
lenl and parsimoniotis as to propagate any of tbe nngdnly old draught stock* 
Attoag the many who hare deroted mnch time and money in the mtroduction of 
ehoice breeds of horses, onr people are nnder obligations to Gkn. Frederick Wilson, 
of Mayfield ; B. A. Bragg, of Clereland ; D. and W. Morrow, East Cleveland ; 
«id Jno. Goes, of Brooklyn. 

A renewed attention is awakening in regard to the introduction of rare grades 
of sheep. For this merited enteiprise, omr people are nnder obligations to Josiah 
•fed Thomas Hurst, of Dorer ; H. Humphries, of Parma ; N. H. Austin, of Dover; 
and Thomas Hird, of Rockport 

Our exhibition of poultry was one of the most attractive features of the &ir, and 
to show that the interest in this branch is generally diffused throughout the county, 
it wlU be observed by the list of entries that nearly every township has contribu- 
ted toward making the display of fowls an agreeable one ; and it will be further 
observed, that not over one m ten of the exhibitors are residents of the city— thus 
it will be seen that the farmers are taking a lively interest in the propagation o* 
better breeds of poultry. 

In (he floral department we had all Aat could be desired. We are under oblK 
gations to Mrs. H. B. Hurlbut, for rare specimens in this branch ; also to Mr. W' 
W. Custead, and W. H. Beaumont AVo., for choice and varied specimens of green 
house plants. These persons have done much to adorn and beautify our exhiU- 
fkm ; and to Mr. Alex. Mcintosh, the society are under especial obligation for his 
fine display of plants, and his constant and careful attention in the whole arrange- 
sent of this department, during the entire term of the Mr. 

Of the articles of domestic manufacture and forming implements, we had an 
unusual proportion — in the construction of which great taste and skill had been 
displayed, and we trust the awards of the several committees have been received 
with the approval of all parties interested. We can give no reason why the dis- 
play of furniture, carriages, harness and the like, was not large — scarcely an arti* 
ele in this line was exhibited. It may be that the manufacturers of these com- 
modities have become '< old/offUs** in their line, and need the enthusiasm of more 
spirited men. 

Our society numbers four hundred and thirty-nine member^, and we regret to 
say that a great majority of these members are residents of this city — not that this 
forms an objectionable feature in itself, that Cleveland should hold the largest 
membership merely, but that the forming districts do not furnish a larger roll for a 
matter that so directly interests their prosperity. The greatest impediment that 
we are compelled to labor against is the want of suitable exhibition grounds. 
Bach of our members agree upon the proper location of the annual show to be in 
this city, and the high price of land compels us to forego the prospect of making a 
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purebaMofprc^ergvoandifbr o v ezhibUiMis ; that we art obliged, kom ymat 
W year, to beooxM the tenaaU ef others, and smbmit to iaoomplete apfoiiitin€ais 
Ml gU our arraoganents. A plan U being agitated by which we will be able te 
obriale l^ese diffioulties, and beo<»ne the owners of proper grounds, far whkA ve« 
•dt we will ardently labor. We are compelled to ran great risks on aeeonnl eC 
weather ; large quantities of manafactnred articles are liable te be injured from ft 
sain storm, and in these imperfect buildings scarce any protection is afforded fiom 
a; stonn, and we could nerer ask a visitor to come into our show wUle this asisfct^ 
tune Aeuld chance to bo upon us ; while on the other hand, secure apartmewkn 
would entail no hazard from the weather, and we could refy upm at least m tolst* 
drie di^lay and a tderaUe retinue of visitors. We shdl vigoroudy agitate the 
suhjsct of /oir p*ottiM? tfiii;mip#r5iitfiffi^s for Cuyahoga oounty» 

Tlie greatest impediment in the way of making a creditable display of useM ae 
weS as ornamental articles manufactured in our county, is the baekwurdness e< 
e«r mechanics in taking part in these ezhibiliens. True, we oftr no importaitl 
peowiiary inducement for the ldK>r and trouble of devotfaig a day or two in oen*^ 
veying to, and from, the place of exhibition such articles as they may deeufc 
worthy ; yet for Ae mutual benefit of both Ikmier and mechanic, we hope wXL par- 
tiw ioterested i^ill devote some little time in making this, our annual festival, one 
well worthy the county in which we live. Few ever esteem the awards we eJiif 
as of much moment, and many who devote time and labor to make our foirs at*^ 
tiaetive by presenting for exhibition many articles of merit, for wUch prsminme 
are awarded, nev^ take the frinds frrom the tresMiry, thereby donating to the se» 
ciety what will, in another year, swell the available funds to a greater amount* 
If the members entered into competition simply for the sum to be derived in ease 
of success, the end and aim of these oiganiaations wodd be entirely lost It is 
truly a great task for a former to bring cattle, sheep, hogs, and, perhaps* sondby 
form products from five to ten or fifteen miles, and devote bom two to three days 
ai the fair; yet if he but reflects upon the profit in an mtellectual and practical 
sense, he will be satisfied that his gain has been immense, provided these exbibi- 
tjons are made what they alone are able to make them : a/MmH €f good Hdt^$i, 
Officers elected for the ensuing year :

DARKE COUNTY. 

The past season has been unfarorable in this county for the growth of all kinds 
of agricultural products. The drouth in western Ohio during the past summer 
has been unprecedented. In this county we have had very ]itde run from the last of 
April until the first of September; since which time we haye had occasional light 
showers, harmg a beneficial effect upon grass and the growing wheat; but not 
enough to swell the streams or replenish the wells, and our people are now, in 
some portions of the county, experiencing much difficulty in procuring water for 
family use, and for the supply of their stock. 

Com crop. Besides the unfarorable influence of the unusual drouth upon the 
gprowing com, there hare been other unfarorable influences operating upon our 
oom crop. The seed com was effected either by the severe cold of the last win- 
ter, or by some other cause, in such a manner that a large portion of it when 
planted failed to germinate, making it necessary to replant, and then it came 
irregularly. Added to this, we had late frosts of unusual severity, killing or 
much retarding its growth. All these causes hare resulted in producing a very 
light and inmiature oom crop*

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The wheat erop. the wheat of this county, I tUak, maj be ael down aa an 
avenge erop. The growth of atraw waa not al great as nsval, bnt waa affeelad 
by no disease, and the grain was well developed* The straw is Mght, and makes 
a good substitnte for hay, and is eaten readily by oatOe. I shoidd Diink an arer- 
age of the wheat m^ht be about 15 bushels per acre in this county. 

The grass crop was much eflfected by the drouth, there being but a light yield; 
but I think the quality improved — the grass probably containing less water and 
more saccharine matter. Cattle were in a more thriving condition the past seascB, 
although the pasture was short, than during the year previous; which was an un- 
usually wet season, and grass abundant The same remark may be applied to 
hay; the crop was light, but of an improved quality. The effect of the short 
grass erop has been that cows have yielded less milk; but the milk has contained 
a larger proportion of the elements of butter, and the quantity of butter has not 
lessened in ttie ratio of the deficiency in the yield of milk. 

The potato crop is almost an entire failure — the early planting yielding noth- 
ing—the later yielding but a partial crop. The potatoes we have are, however, 
ifiree from disease, and of excellent quality. 

Our county is comparatively new — and the improvements in agriculture have 
not been so generally adopted as is desirable. Sub-soiling is entirely unpraetioed. 
And the importance of deep plowing has not generally been sufficiently appreci- 
ated; but I am of the opinion that the experience of the past season will do much 
towards directing the attention of our farmers to that important element of all, thor* 
ough fBurming ; for no one can fail to have observed its fisvorable tfects upon the 
ext^ of those farms where deep plowing has been practiced* The effect has been 
most obvious in counteracting the effect of the drouth, especially upon growing 
corn* 

Our Society is in a flourishing condition, numbering some 200 of our most en- 
terprising farmers, and has secured a firm hold on the c<ttfidence of our commu- 
nity. 

Our exhibition came off upon the Ist, 2d, and Sd of October; was attended by 

a larger number of members and others than on any former occasion. AH seemed 
much interested throughout the exhibition. There was some faUing off in &rm 
products, perhaps, in both variety and quality; but m the show of stock we think 
there was a marked improvement 

The exhibition of horses was much greater than on former occasions, and we 
think there was decided improvement in quality. This was marked especially in 
the show of brood mares and colts, yearlings and two years old. 

The show of cattle was not as large as on some former occasions, and generally 
their condition was not as good; but there were a few of decidedly better quality* 

Other stock was not much different from that exhibited upon former occasions. 

The show of grains and vegetables was not as good as on former occasions^ 
being less variety, and inferior somewhat in quality. 
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After an ezhibiUon of three days, which was attended with unabated interest^ 
we separated with a determmation to improve upon the present the next year.

DELAWARE GOUNTY. 

The Delaware Oomty Agricultural Society, is in a healthy andthriving condUioB* 
The number of members is annually increasing, and inc r eas e d interest is 
taken in all the operations of the Society. The Society now owns ten and one- 
third acres of well adapted land, within the corporate limits of the town, substau- 
tially inclosed, and well provided with all the bniUings, offioes, stalls, dri- 
ving ring, weUs, etc., necessary fi>r the comibrt and eoavenience of its membeis, 
upon holding their annual festival* 
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The groands and iiiiproTemanto are paid for, and the Sooietj entirel j Qvt ^f 
debt. 

For its prosperity the Society is mdebted, in a large degree, to Mr« (H8ton» the 
aotire and efficient President, daring the last three years. 

The annual Fair for this year was appointed for the lst» 2d and Sd days of 
October, and was in the fall tide of success, when it was abruptly and sadly ter- 
minmted on the second day, by the e]q>lo3ion of a Portable Steam Engine on exhi- 
bition, which instantly killed ten persons, and seyerely wounded near twenty-five 
others, four of whom have since died* 

It is satisractory to know that thb fatal occurrence was not the result of any 
carelessness, or indifference, on the part of those haying it in charge, but was 
owing to a defect in the iron of the boiler. 

The proceedings of the Society haying bean so sttmrnarfly dosed, the results of 
its operations are necessarily incomplete and unsatisfactory. But few of the 
awarding committees had completed their ezammations, and we are consequently 
bare of reports. The whole number of entries was 976. Of these, S6 were of 
thorough bred short-horn cattle; 101 of natiye and grade do; 178 entries of hor- 
ses; 10 of jad^ and mules; 19 of sheep; 34 of swine; 31 of pei|ltry; 87 <tf dury 
products; 4S of grain and seeds; 108 of vegetables; 7Sof household fabrics; 105 
of needle andfcncy work; 22 of fruit, etc., etc. 

The mfluence of these annual Furs is manifestly beneficiaL A spirit of emu- 
lation is incited, which has led our farmers to improve their stock, by the intro- 
duction of pure bred animals. 

KEprgan and Bellfound^r horses, short-horn cattle, Suffolk swine, and South 
Down and Merino sheep, are gradually, but surely taking the place of inferior ani- 
mals. It is ifell known to many of them, by actual ezperimenti that it costs no 
more to rear a horse that will readily sell, at four years old, for, from 9150 to 
•300, than one that would not command more than 50 to 80 dollars. That a 
short horn, at two years of age, will make as much beef, and of far better qual- 
ity, than a native at four years; abd that a Suffolk pig, readily fattens at any, and 
all ages. 

Improved implements are used; steel plows, reapers and mowers, grain and 
seed drills, com and cob mills, are being rapidly introduced upon many of our 
farms. More attention is gtven to the cultivation of choice fruits, and greater care 
jn the selection of seeds. 

Fianns are kept in neater condtitien, the buildiBgs and their surroundings are 
improved, the fences in better repair and a general lookingup, brushing up, bright- 
ening up, is apparent. 

Much of this improvement is undoubtedly owing to Ae general diseminati<m of 
Agricultural papers, books and magaames, many of which are now taken and 
greedily devoured by our Agricultural popuktien. 
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Our Societj distributed among its membera, the past year, fO copiea of the 
Ohio Farmer, 81 of tte OoltiVator, 5 of iSie HMieulturisI, S of the Soientifie 
Amerioacn, and eight voliimes of Agriindtimd books, 

Hie past season has been <me of sore trial to the Horticulturist, and also, ie 
8btn# extent, to tbe Agrioultorist. The la6t severely oold i^er, sueoeediiig a 
Tery wanti and wet season^ proved exceedingly destructiVe to frnlta and flr^ 
inees; Kearly aU Uie clmce peach and cherry trees in our counfy wete killed, as 
well as many i^ple, pear and quince tre^s. l^e Isabdh and Catawba grape 
vhas were killed, except when protected; the Delaware grape, which is just now 
coming into notice, with a deservedly high reputation, proved to be more hardy 
Ami either of the former, and fruited fairly, except when Ulled by the spring 



ne fruits spaced by the wmter, were general^ kiOed by q(Mrittg frosts. We 
havie consequeittly had but litde fruity except ap{dea^ and those principally of tlie 
aaore common and worthless vttieties» 

The past season has been one of e^messive drouth, diminishing our crops at 
laa^tene-tluid^ 

The 6Dm crop w&l probably average 40 bushel^ per aere^t was g<eiiera11y re^ 
planted the second and third time, in consequence of injury to the seed; iai vhui 
injured generally by fiost the last of August and first of September. 

The crop of hay will average about one said fr quMer tons« OBltSr'AifjtS bush* 
els, and flax 10 bushels. The potato crop is email, but of unusual eaD6ellence, 
CBtirely free of roti 

The wheat crop is the only oiie fliat has been good—this has been a full aver- 
age cue, say 20 bushels per acre. Pastures have been very short, in many instsa- 
eea, literally burned up. Notwithstandbg iUs, stoA have generslly maintahied a 
higher degree of flesh, than in ordinary seasons, and been remarkably free froik 
disease. The quantity of mittt and butter has been greatly lessened.

The crops generally, this seasim, have fallai somewhat below the average of 
past years, in this county. The potato crop, however, both in quantity and 
quality, is better than those of several years before. The average quantity per 
acre, say lU bushels.

We hare a fine Fair ground, well mclosed, and arranged in good order, and 
hare had the best exhibition of stock this season we have ever had in the county. 

The wheat crop was good; com rather light; oats and hay short, owing to the 
drouth that prerailed throughout this county. 

Cattle seem to improve faster than any other class of stock in the county, though 
horses, sheep and hogs are of good quality, and a general spirit of improrement 
seems to prevail throughout the county. 

We had a good supply of domestic articles present, manu&ctured by the ladies 
which gave life and animation to the show. 

Dickinson Miller, of Clinton county, reported three acres of oats, sown on com 
land from two and a half to three bushels per acre, and plowed in with a No. 6 
plow from three to fire inches deep, and then harrowed to lerel the ground, and 
yielded one hundred and ninety-four bushels, for which a premium was awarded*

To &$ President qfOe Ohio State Board of Agrictdtnre : 

In pursuance of the law regulating State and countj agricultural societies» the 
IbQowing report for 1866 is respectfully submitted: 

Our annual Fair was held September 17th, IGth, and 19th» and was about as 
good as usual. On account of the dry weather, our floral hall exhibition was a 
failure. The manufacturer's hall was well patronised. 
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We had mm omttla qa «3(hibitiaii tliaa «sm1, loid «• wui^ konm, Iml noi up 
gr«iii s Tirioty of maiohid honts as-we haTe bad* Tbe M»l nnniber of Imomi 
on ezhibitioii was about 100. Sbeep a&d hogs upere nol aa well lepreaeated M( 
they should bare been in tUs oonnty. The tiMi nimber of artielesof all descrq»» 
tions entered for exhibition was 714* 

The aggregate amount of the Miceipts and expenditmmi is shown by the fep«i 
of the treasnrer, herelo aff»«ided. 

I» conseguence of the droaih» we haiw not had «mre than half the usual yield 
of qoi9> oats and gotatoes, but more than the arerage yield of wheat The Imj 
crop was lights but got ipp in good order. The eariy frost injured a great deal of 
our late eom. Com iaour staple artide of food for stock; as to grinding and 
ooolfing it for that porposeti no snffioient test has been made in tiua county to rei^- 
der a satisfiactory report There is one stable erected in our county to feed stock 
ground and cool^ foed» by Dr. Jeremiah Clark» of MadisoA township; who will 
be able to make a report by next yeer. The price of labor, and the price of tbe 
animals whea Cat, makes it objectioni^ble. The prices <^eired for eora and pota- 
toee has caused a decline in the number of eatUe and hogs fattened in the county 
for shipping. 

Deep plowing is practiced in some parts of the county, and also subsoil plowing, 
but neither of them as much as would be profitable to the tfllers of the soil. The 
two last seasons— being the two extremes---either deep {dowing or subsoiling would 
hare paid well. 

Ditching lands has been partially esqpeximented on in this county, but different 
ciroamatancea and different oj^ons haye operated against establishing any rule 
for the completion of the work. The President of our Society has made some ex- 
periments : one ca aswamp lot by cutting a ditch through to the grarel, and at 
inteirals of fiO to 100 feet, a hole being dug through the gravel to a quiduand 
below; scantling was then put down four inches apart, and corered with boards. 
The ground is now dry enough to plow. Another piece of ground, fla;t but not 
swampy ,was ditched two feet deep and 20 inches wide at the bottom; two tiers of 
stone were then laid down in the bottom, four inches apart, and corered with flag 
stone, then a layer of straw, and filled orer with dirt. This lot was sown in wheat, 
and it was estimated that the increase of tbe crop resulting from the ditch was suf* 
ficient to pay for the work. Another ditch was constructed this fall in the same 
quality of soil as the last, mentioned; the ditch was made of the same dimensions. 
The sewer was made by cutting a triangular ditch in the centre, then corering 
with flag stones, steaw and dirt. In another he put round stone to the depth of 
right inches, then corered with straw and dirt Some put in fine brush instead of 
stone, which answers rery well for temporary purposes^ but will not last as well 
aa stone. TOe would be a good substitute for stone. There is no better inrest* 
meat of money and labor than that laid out in making underground drains. 
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TheeffiMtofikefrottiipoiiforetitreeSy tnd ike diSeieni rarietias of fruit trees 
hat been Taried by kcatioii and other eireamstanees. Fnih trees were mneli 
injoredy and some entirely killed. The peach was the greatest suflferer, though 
plnm and ch«rry trees, qomces, raspberry and carrant boshes were injnredi and 
the friut was small and imperfect Apples do not keep well, owing, it is thought, 
to ttie drouth and the unhealthy condition of the tree.. 

Stock was not so mach affected by the weather as many anticipated— generally 
keeping fii)l, gaining in flesh and weighing well for their appearance, particniarly 
cattle. We hare no eztensire cheese or batter dairies in oar coonty. It is 
supposed that the yield of batter was mach better the past summer than of thai 
prerious, and the stock is generally healthy, particularly where cattie had access 
to good water. Ours not being a sheep county, not much can be said as to the 
eflbcts of the dry weather on that description of stock. Hogs are coming into 
maiket in better condition than usual, partiy on account of the dry weather, and 
partiy on account of the quantity of old com fed the past summer.

GALLIA COUNTY. 

To the State Board of AgficuUwre : 

Last year I made a detailed report to your honorable body, setting forth our 
agricultural interest, improvement in stock, d^c, and but few new features havin^^ 
since deyeloped themselves, I shall therefore make this report very brief. Oallia 
county, like many other portions of our State, has suffered very much from the 
effects of the long drouth of last summer, and coasequendy crops of all kinda 
came far short of their usual yield. 

One thing I would notice, in former years large quantities of wheat raised in 
this county was shipped to Pittsbuigh and other points on the Ohio river. Now 
we have &cilities for manu£Mturing not only what is raised in Gallia and adjoining 
counties, but large quantities of wheat raised in the border counties of Yirgniia 
find a market in Oallipolis, Cheshire and other points on the river, showing an 
improvement in the manufacturing department. 

There is abo a gradual improvement in stock, particularly in horses. A few 
horses of the Morgan stock have been introduced, and have been well patronised 
by our farmers and horse raisers. 

The GkdKa county agricultural society held its sixth annual Fair on the Ist and 
2d days of last October, on the new fiedr grounds, bought one year ago, and 
although not much more than half finished, it was found to be decidedly superior 
to any thing of the kind for convenience heretofore had.

GEAlUGA COUNTY. 

To ike Ohio State Board qf Agriculture : 

Herewith find annual report of the treasurer of Geauga County Agtioultaral 
Sofiety, transmitted according to law. The annual fair and cattle show of this 
society was held on its grounds in Burton, September 10th, 11th and 12th, 1866. 
The attendance by citizens of this and adjacent counties during the fair, was rery 
large, being estimated by those capable of judging, at from 10,000 to 16,000, 
probably upon the second and last days, the latter number will be within bounds. 
This society is m a very flourishing condition, as wQl appear from the treasurer's 
report, and the current year has been one of its most prosperous— every department 
in its exhibition having been well sustained. The good effects of the annual 
exhibition of the products of the industry and skill of the fanners and mechanics 
of the county, is seen in improvement made from year to year, and the increasing 
interest felt by these classes in attending to and advancing the interests of the 
society. 
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The past season has been lo the farmer a ybtj discouraging one. That, which bj 
the long continued dry weather was permitted to lire, m many localities wa 
destroyed by the grass-hopper and potato bug ; and except it be of ^08$, there 
cannot be said to be any thing like a fair average of any crop raised in the county. 
The crop of hay was rery good, and mostly secured in good order. This is <he 
most important crop to the farmer of this county, as its principal inteiests are 
stock grazing and dury ing. The wheat crop was m some mstances passably good, 
in others poor. Oats and com, generally light. Potatoes in some instances 
remarkably fine, b others almost an entire fiulure. Of fruit the supply is light, 
and mostly of poor quality, although in ordinary seasons there is abundance, and 
much of the improved rarieties.

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6BEEN OOUHTT. 

The annual Fair of the Green County Agricnltnral Sooietj, was hdd at Zflaia 
on the Ist, 2d and 3d daya of October. The first day, designed for the display of 
manufactured articles and farm and dairy products, opened with a snow stonn» 
which not only prerented the usual attendance, but induced many to withhold 
their articles from exhibition, the c<pisequence of which was manifest in the thin 
display made in the ladies' department, and in all classes set apart tor exhibitioii 
on that day. The second day was &ir, and the exhibition of horses was the beat 
and largest ever had in this county. On the &ird day a rain interCsrred yery 
materially with the show of cattle, and cut ofl^ almost entirely, the exennsea of 
the ladies on horseback. The attendance on the second and third days was reiy 
large, indicating the fSftct that the farming community of the county is taking a 
lively interest in the advancement of agriculture. 

In the department of stock, generally, the exhibition at the Fair this season mm 
fully equal to that of former years ; but the display of horses was fax supexior. 
Here were 266 entries in the sereral classes, including 48 stallions, 25 brood 
mares, and 66 geldings, for saddle, d^c. Much attention has been paid to the im- 
prorement of the quality of horses in this county for some years past, and at this 
' time the probability is that few counties in the State can exhibit as laige a number 
of desirable and valuable stallions, brood mares and geldings, in proportion to the 
total number as Ghreen county. The farorite breeds have been the Moigan and 
Bellfounder stocks. 

Each year gives evidence tmove genera J^ippreciation among our fiumers, of 
the Short-Horn breed of cattle ana fne number of thorough bred and grade of 
merit, now owned in the county, exceeas that of any former year. At the Fair, 
sixteen thorough-bred bulls and twenty cows were on exhibition. The number of 
entries of all classes of cattle was 81, and in quality, the whole lot was decidedly 
creditable to the cattle raisers of the county. 

But a few of our farmers have, as yet, turned their attention to the improTe- 
ment of their flocks of sheep ; yet the few who have made an advancement in this 
department, are reaping an advantage therefrom. There were but forty-one of 
the various grades exhibited, and the competition was ilight 

In the mechanical department, there was a lamentable deficiency. There was 
'UO show of agricultural machinery, arising, in a measure, from the fact that we 
have in Green county no manufacturers of farm implements. During the past 
three years a large number of improved implements, including reapers, mowers, 
threshers, drills, <kc , have been sold to our farmers ; and we cannot resist the 
opportimity to say that at no place in the State is there a better field for the em- 
ployment of capital in the manufacture of such articles. 
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The almost total faflnre of the fruit orop, (there having been nofting sared bat 
Bpples) of coarse entirely broke down that feature of the show; and the exhibi- 
tion of agricaltaral products, while respectable in numbers and character, did not 
come up to the expectations of the Board. 

In the aggregate, the Fair showed an improYement oyer former ones, rather 
indicating, as that of each year heretofore has done, an advance in &e agricultural 
community ; but the main interest was centered in the exhibition of horses and 
cattle. 

The Board of Directors hare heretofore adopted the policy of offering unall 
premiums, with the view of devoting the surplus funds derived from the exhibi- 
tions, to the enlargement and improvement of the Fair grounds ; and in this, they 
are happy to say, they have been sustained by the members of the society. The 
expenditures in that way, during the last four years, have reached 93,998 ; and 
the society now possesses a very well improved plat of ground, immediately adjoin- 
ing the town of Xenia.

The attention of the State Board is agam called to the propriety of providing 
for the classification of Directors and officers of county societies, in such way as 
to require the election of but three members annually, and extending the term of 
office to three years. Under the present regulation an entire vacancy of the nine 
members occurs annually. The propriety of the proposed change must be obvi- 
ous to all, and no argument is deemed necessary to enforce it. 

In response to the several queries addressed by the State Board to the officers 
of county societies, we would remark, 

Ist. That the wheat crop has been a full average yield this season— about Bf 
bushels per acre. In this connection it may be stated that a number of varieties 
of spring wheat have been received from the patent office ; and among others, Mr. 
James C. Gklloway of Xenia, reports that having planted, as early as the season 
would admit, the Saumer, Early Noe, and Hungarian varieties, but littie of each 
vegetated and none matured.

3d* Of oatoy there has been abo«t half a crop, the hanresi gning about 15 
bushels per acre.

The hay crop suffered severely by the drouth, and the yield has been 
about one-third — not more ihan one ton per acre* 

6th. Potatoes haye also been cut short by the dry season — ^yield very small^ not 
Of«r two-fifths of an average — but the few raised have been entirely free from 
dBsease. Those that were planted late have produced the best 

7th. WhBe the pastures have been short during the season, stock of all lands, 
has kept ingood condition; and the yield of milk and butter has been such as to 
force Uie fiumer to the conclusion that a rank growth of grass decreases the amount 
of nutriment 

8th. The extreme cold of last winter made almost a clean sweep of peach trees, 
and some varieties of cherries; and the entire fruit crop of the county, with the 
exception of apples, was cut off. The crop of apples was reasonably full, but 
affected to a great extent by worms. The forest trees have been to some extent 
affected, either by the cold of last wmter, or by the drouth; and large numbers, 
after vegetating m the spring, died. 

9th. The cost of nosing, and the present price of the several farm crops, are 
about as follows: Wheat, cost 70e, worth VLOS; com, cost 28c, worth 60c; oats 
cost20c,worth Sic; barley, worth 91,60; potatoes 91.00; hay 910 per ton. 

10th. Stock raisers here estimate the cost of raising a horse till four years M, 
and ready for market at 972; cattle three years old 9S6; mules two years old 972; 
hogs fattened, eighteen montlis old 913; and sheep one year old 91,20. 

nth. The farmers of Green county are liberal supporters of the Agricultural 
press; and while the Ohio Farmer and the Ohio Cultivator take the lead in point 
of circulation, quite a number of copies of the Oountry Gentleman, the (ienessee 
Farmer, the Wool Grower, and the Albany Cultivator, are sent here. The Board 
of Directors have awarded, as part of the premiums each year, such Agricultu- 
ral publications as were desired by exhibitors. The policy of the Society is to dis- 
seminate, by means of Agricultural and Scientific books and papers, a more thor- 
ough knowledge of fanning and mechanics; and the increased interest evinced 
yearly in the success of the Society^ the Board looks upon as cm^ of the fruits of 
this policy.

To th$ PresidetU of ths Ohio State Board tfJsfricvUure: 

The iWetj held the fourth annual Fair the second week m September, ( 
mencing the ninth, and holding four dajs; which was well attended, and aadi 
department was well represented. And a rery erident inerease of good feeling 
prerailed throughout the Society. And undoubtedly there will be a strong effort 
made to improve our grounds similar to the Fair Grounds of Kentucky. 

Pbimxums. — The Society has paid orer 9700 in premiums this year. But I am 
sorry to say that we pay no premiums in agricultural papers or books of any kmd; 
but feel in hopes that the managers may be prerailed upon to try the experiment 
the coming year. But few agricultural papers are taken m our county. 

Obofs. — ^We suffered much from drouth this season. Also, stock in many parts 
of the county has suffered much for want of water. 

PoTAToxs. — ^The crop is much less than usual; not yielding over forty or fifty 
bushels per acre. The late planting was much the best thb season, some fields 
yielding oyer two himdred bushels per acre. 

OoBir. — The yield is much below the average of good seasons, which will not 
amoimt to more than twenty-five to thirty bushels per acre. The seed was veiy 
poor, consequently there was much replanting done, and which has produced veiy 
little com, but some good fodder. 

Oats. — The poorest crop for many years. Much of the crop will hardly pay 
for harvesting, except for food in the sheaf, which is worth about 916 per ton. 

Bablxt— Is one of the principal crops of grain raised in our county. The M 
sowing was good, but the spring sowing will not yield more than one-third of the 
usual amount — say twe' ve bushels per acre. The drill is beconung, and probably 
will be, the only method used m putting in fall grain, as the frost does not freeze 
it out so easily. 

Wbxat. — Not very much sown in the county — probable yield per acre is from 
11 to 15 bushels. 

Btx. — But little grown, but one of the best crops for fesuscitating worn out lands 
that we caii raise. 

Sexds.-^Olovxb, Tdiotht, axd Flax. — But little attention is paid to raismg 
timothy meadows. 

This crep generally is the crop for money, but it has failed this year. We have 
about <me-third of usual yield, but is selling at good prices. Many of our farmeis 
have engaged all they have at 922 to 9t3 per ton. And if Gindnnati had to de- 
pend on the counties immediately surrounding her for this commodify, many of 
the horses would be put on short allowance. The consumption of hay in the city 
will exceed 60 tons per day. Most of the supply is brought in ta the diffsrent 
railroads. 
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Obohardb. — Many fanners are setting out large orcliards, mosdy of apples, wiOi 
peaches between the rows. Calcnlating the frost to be out of the way before the 
apple oommences bearmg. Much attention is being paid to growing all kinds of 
frnity as it pays better and better each year. Some orchards, when there was a 
bit yield, hare paid well, averaging from $5 to $10 per tree. 

MiLOHS. — Much attention is given to melons of dififerent kinds. The water 
melons this year have paid the ground well. One patch of three and one-fourth 
acres within my knowledge has pud over 9160 per acre. Cost of growing and 
ground rent, 918 per acre. Marketing not included. 

YxoxTABLss. — ^I suppose that there are as fine vegetables grown in our county as 
fai any part of the United States. 

The Hon. Dr. N. S. Townsend gave us a very fine lecture at our exhibition, 
which will be found at the close of this vdome. 

Our show of stock was good. Cattle better than usual. Horses in large num- 
bers, especially harness horses, of which Hamilton county can well boast. There 
are a number of fine breeding horses in the county, with flattering prospects of 
the receipts. 

Our Society purchased 96 acres of ground last year, which created an indebt- 
edness of some 93^600. We have succeeded in paying a part of that off this year, 
as you will see by Treasurer's report annexed:

HANCOCK COUNTY. 

The principal crops and agricultural products raised in this eounij are» wiattr 
wheal, ocMn, oats, rye, barley, hay, potatoes, clorer seed, buckwheat, beans, 
spring wheat, d^c. 

Winter wheat areraged near twenty bushels per acre, and was not imjurod by 
the drouth. It was not bjured by the weevil. 

Com yielded, on an average, thirty-fire bushds per acre, and was lesMied 
about one-eighth by the drouth. 

Oats averaged about twenty bushels, and were lessened about one*hatf by the 
drouth. 

Bye was a fair crop and averaged about twenty bushels per acre, and was little 
injured by dry weather. 

Barley was light and averaged not more than fifteen bushels, and was mjured 
considerably by the dry weather. It was lessened one-half. 

Hay was much less than an average crop, and was lessened about one- fourth 
by the drouth. 

Potatoes were an average crop and of excellent quality. They are entirely 
free from rot and other diseases. 

Clover seed is less than an average, on account of drouth, bemg lessened at 
kast we-fourth by reason thereof. 

Buckwheat was less than an average by one-fourth on account of drouth. 

Beans were light, on account of dry weather, being not less than half a erop. 

Sprbg wheat has been somewhat cultivated of late, and grows well in this 
cofuttty, but by reason of the late maturity of the crop, the weevil has materially 
bjured it. 

Some of our farmers have r38orted to sub-soQ plowing, and have always met 
with good success and received largely increased cn^ for their labors. 

Pasture grasses have been materially affected by the drouth and greaUy bjured^ 
Cattle have, however, done well, and have a higher degree of flesh than last year. 
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iiid bare been m hi better bealtb and not subject to bowel complaints, or other 
diseases. The yield of bntter has been of arerage amount and far better quality 
than last year. 

The cold weather of last winter mjured the fruit trees rery badly, and destroyed 
a great many peach trees, plum trees, cherry trees, and most of the other fruit 
growing trees were ser^rely afiected. The extreme drouth of the summer, added 
yery materially to the destruction of both fruit and forest trees. 

The cost of raising wheat per bushel is about thirty cents, and is worth one 
dollar and ten cents per busheL 

Of com, per bushel, is about ten or twelre cents, and is worth about thirty-five 
cents in market. 

Of oats, per bushel, is worth the same price as oom, and brings twenty-five 
cents in market. 

The cost of raising barley is about fifteen cents, and is worth about sixty-five 
cents in market. 

The cost of raising rye is about twenty cents, and is bringing fifiy-eight to 
sixty cents. 

The cost of rairing potatoes is about ten cents per bushel, and are worth in 
market about seventy cents. 

The cost of raising clover seed is about two doOars per bushel, and is brinpng 
in market five dollars and fifty cents, to five doUars sixty cents. 

The cost of raising buckwheat is about fifteen cents, and is worth in market 
fiify cents. 

The cost of raising beans is near forty cents per bushel, and they are worth 
about one dollar and a half. 

Hay is worth about six dollars per ton. 

If any are experimentbgupon the merits and demerits of ground and unground 
food for stock, and it is generaBy conceded that gpround food is worth at least one- 
fimrth more than unground. 

Apples are too scarce to feed to stock. They are needed for consumption by 
frimlies. 

Since the organiaation of this Society, there has been a marked improvement 
among all the various agricultural products, and the citizens of this county are 
fast coming to realize and appreciate the value of these organizations. There has 
been a very great improvement in all kinds of stock, and our lasi exhibition was 
decidedly an improvement on those of former years. 

The cost of rearing horses and other hrm stock is about the same m this county 
as in other counties in the State, and the market price about the same. 

The Ohio Farmer and Ohio CnUhator are the principal papers, of an agricul- 
lucal character, taken m this counfy, but the number of each is not known to us. 
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The law relating to pablio shows has been enforced, and forty dollars have 
been collected for the agricultural fund. There are no escheated lands in this 
county. The last annual Fair was held on the 9ih and lOth days of September, 
1 866. The Society is in a prosperous condition, but owing to the penrading pditi- 
cal excitement of the season, and at the time of ^the Fair, less attention was paid 
to exhibitions of the products of industry than will be expected hereafter. The 
attendance of persons at the last Fair was rery large. The exhibition of stosk 
and the mechanical products was greater than heretofore. Our county is rapidly 
improying, and its adyance in population and wealth willgiye new strength to the 
productiye industry of the county.

HARRISON COUNTY. 

Estimated yield per acre of the different crops : com 20 bushels, usual average 
40; wheat 8 bushels. For 3 years back the crop has been almost a failure, destroyed 
by red weevil. Oats 25 bushels, usual average 45 bushels ; potatoes, turnips and 
all other root crops, aknost a Mure. 

Grass crop remarkably good ; an unusual quantity got up, aj:id in excellent 
<urder. 

Com, oats and root crops, injured and lessened by drouth. Deep plowing has 
been practiced more than formerly, and with good results, especially in seasona 
of drouth. 

Effect of drouth on pasture grasses — the grass has been shortened and dried up 
by drouth, but cattle and sheep have maintained a moderate degree of flesh ; they 
have generally been free from disease and are in better condition than last sea* 
son. Ifilk and butter has been diminished one-fourth. 

Fruit and forest trees have made little or no progress, and a considerable num- 
ber have died. 

Potatoes have not suffered from disease.

Agricultural papers taken b the county • 

We have offered agricultural papers as premiums, but the jlan don't woric ex- 
actly right ; persons who get the most premiums already take tiie agrieoltutal 
papers, and they don*t want half a dozen of copies of the same paper ; another 
reason why they don't suit, they can't be so distributed as to keep the editois from 
grumbling. 

The Chinese sugar cane hai been tried this season, and it is the opinion of some 
of those who hare tried it, that it will not succeed m this climate. 

In our county, but little grain is raised for export, the principal busmess of our 
farmers being stock laising. A considerable number of horses, of exceOent 
<|uality are raised. Sound, well brcke horses, sell at an arerage of tlSO. There 
is more attention, howerer, paid to wool growing, than to any other branch of 
farming or stock raising, and it is believed that but two counties in the United 
States (Duchess county, N. T., and Washington county. Pa.,) produces better 
wool. And the townships of Cadiz, Athens, Short-creek and Oreen, in tUe 
county, raise more wool and of better quality than any other equid extent of cour 
tigttous territory in the United States.

HIGHLAND COUNTY. 

Agricultural improrement is progressing slowly in this county. Farms are better 
cultiTated, larger crops are raised, more attention is paid to superior breeds of 
animals, labor saving machines are more sought after. Draining and manurikig 
are looked upon with more £iTor, and rotation of crops more generally practiced. 

In regard to your inquiries, the yield of wheat is supposed to have been shortened 
by the drouth, about twenty-five per cent., and that of com nearly as much. 
Hay is not esUmated at over half a crop, and most other crops are very short 

Subsoil plowing has been used to some extent, and always with marked 
advantage, both in the yield of tiie product and in the subsequent improved 
condition of the soil. 

The effect of the drouth upon pastures has been to make them so short that 
cattle have suffered for want of food in many places, and consequently have lost 
flesh and g^ven less milk. 

There were no peaches ; about half a crop of apples, and about the same of 
potatoes. 

The cost of raising a bushel of com is from fifteen to twenty-five cents, according 
to the skill of the former; its market price at this time is thirty-five cents. The 
cost of raittng a bushel of wheat is from rizty to eighty cents, as the producer 
may be more or less skilled in its cultivation; it sells in this market from ninety 
cents to one dollar per bushel. 

The value of ground over unground grain as food for stock, depends upon the 
animal; for the hog and the horse there is not much difference ; (or cattle, the 
difference in flavor of the ground food, is from twenty to twenty-five per cent , and 
if the food is thoroughly steamed, the difference may amount to forty per cent 

Hogs are allowed to run in orchards and eat the follmg apples ; they keep full 
on the apples and grass but are not generally supposed to gain much taL 

The cost of raising cattle per head is from eight to twelve ddlars per year, as 
they may be well or poorly fod. 

t 
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The cost of raising horses is from fifteen to twentj-fire dollars a year, as they 
may be less or more carefully looked after. 

Agricnltnral papers were awarded at our last fidr» but it was left optional on tbe 
part of those who obtamed the premiums, to take money or the paper.; the 
consequence was, the number of papers thus taken was disgracefully small

HOCKING COUNTY. 

The past year has been so very dry fliat all of the crops will fall below the 
average. Wheat suffered less than any other crop, falling short 80 per cent of 
the arerage crop, which is 12 bushels to the acre ; cost per bushel for producing, 
60 cents ; present price 91.10 per bushel. The yield of com was diminished at 
least one half below the arerage, which is 40 bushels per acre ; cost of producing, 
20 cents ; present prices 37| cents ; oats fiill forty per cent below the arerage, 
which is 22 cents ; cost of producing, 10 cents ; present prices 28 and 31 cents. 

But little deep or subsoil plowing has been done by our farmers, yet whererer 
it has been tried, the yield has been eridently increased. 

The drouth was so serere as to cut short the pasturage nearly or quite two 
thirds; notwithstanding which, colts and other stock hare maintained an 
excellent degree of flesh, and hare been less liable to, and less affected by bowel 
complaints than in wet seasons. t 
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KeKher fruit nor forest trees haye suffered materiany from the droutb ; yerjr 
many peaoli trees were kOled by the severe frosts of last winter ; so severaUy were 
the J affected that the peach crop 'was an entire faQnre. Apples are scarce, but 
what there is are of rery fair qaality, owing to heavy importations fr6m eastern 
and Ohio nnrseries. Fruit of all kmds b rapidly improving. Potatoes this year 
have suffered from no ditease, save dry weather ; which, of itself, came very near 
proving fatal to the entire crop ; prices at present 75 and 100 cts. 

Quite a number of agricultural papers are taken by our farmers, aside from 
those awarded by the agricultural society, which this year awarded eight copies 
of the Ohio Farmer and ten copies of the Ohio Cultivator; the distribution of which 
is considered as having exerted an excellent influence upon the progress of 
agriculture and its interests. The beneficial effects of our society are plainly visible 
in the yearly improvement of the county fairs, the great improvement in the breeds 
of cattle, horses, sheep, ke ; also, in the introduction of a better and more extensive 
assortment of farming implements, which influences, together with the development 
of our mmeral resources will soon give us the position of one of the wealthiest and 
most influential counties m the State. Notwithstanding the effect of the drouth 
upon farm products, our fair this fall was a very creditable one ; better far than 
was expected by the most sanguine ; in some departments the exhibition was very 
good ; the ladies aided very materially in making the fair one of interest — some 
articles of needle work, hair work and embroidery were well worthy the highest 
praise. Mechanic's arts were well represented, and the show of stock was better 
than last year but one field crop reported.

HURON COUNTY. 

Principal crops and agricnltoral prodnctions of this conntj are wheat, cosa, 
oats, potatoes, fruit, wool, sheep, horses, cattle and hogs. 

Whxat. — Previoos to the approach of the red weeyil, this was considered a 
good wheat growing district ; but, in consequence of the destruction produced by 
this enemy, wheat growing for a time has been almost abandoned, but the efiforts 
of 1856 were attended with such success as to induce greater efforts in 1866. 
Statistics from the county Auditor show the number of acres sown in 1866 to be 
'6,077; number of bushels produced, 66,817; average yield per acre near ten 
bushels. 

Cour. — This year the crop is hardly an arerage one, the cold spring and dry 
summer, preyenUng its growth and maturing. Number of acres planted in 1866, 
31,312 ; bushels produced, 1,074,443; average per acre, 34, principally used f<Nr 
fattening cattle and swine, and making man's worst enemy, whbky ; but little 
carried away. 

Oats. — Injured by drouth ; average 30 bushels. 

PoTATOss. — Crop injured by drouth, are generally healthy and of good quality. 

Fbuit.— Our climate and soil is favorable for nearly all kinds of fruit. The 
apple is the prince of this department. The quality is excellent and is a great 
source of profit, being in great demand, both green and dry. The crop the past 
season is not an average one. 
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Shop avd Wool. — ^No. of theep in tlie oonnty for 1856, 70,45S ; aggregate 
amount of wool raised, 260,000 lbs ; average quality, good medium, being 
eameeilj sought for by manufacturers, price 40 cents. Considerable attention is 
paid to raising early mutton by winter feediug ; it pays well. 

HoBSBS. — A great degree of interest is manifested m the raising and improTe- 
ment of this noblest of animals* A number of superior Moi^gan stallions haye 
been imported from Vermont, among them the horse ** Tom Hyer,*' which was 
universally admired at our late State Fair at CSeydand.. The thorough-bred horse 
'<Oamden" has plainly impressed his mark and qualities as a roadster'on a nu- 
merous offepring, whieh will be of great value to our horsemen. The number of 
horses in the county, is 8,412. 

Cattls. — The number of cattle returned by the assessors was 25,293. There 
is a decided improvement in the quality of this class of stock. Our &rmers are 
improvbg with Short Horns and Devons. There are very many excellent herds 
of Short Horns in this county, and the Jierd of Devons owned by D. O. Barker & 
Son, have been sufficiently successful at our State Fairs for two years past, to 
add all that would be necessary to show the improvement in the quiet and docile 
Devon. Yery many are engaged in winter staQ feeding, and the majority of sur- 
plus stock are sold as beef. 

Hogs.— The number of hogs in the county is 10,055. The quality is generally 
excellent ; the introducing of the Suffi>lk has greatly improved this class of ani* 
mals. When fattened they are mostly sold on foot for Eastern markets. 

Mules. — But little attention has been pud to raising mules, being there but 59 
in the county. 

Grass — The usual average yield is about 1^ tons per acre ; this year it is less. 
Glover and Timothy seed are principally used in laying down meadows. 

The Society held its Second Annual Fair since its dissolution from Erie county, 
at Olena, on the Ist, 2nd, and Sd days of October. The show of stock was ex- 
cellent ; vegetable and grain samples, dairy products, &o., were nobly repre- 
sented. The interest was kept up during the Fair. The following is the No. of 
entries of stock :

HOLMES COUNTY. 

The undersigned, president and officers of tiie Holmes County Agricnltaral 
Society, are enabled to submit, that the Fair this season was the rixth annual ex- 
hibition of the Society, and tiiat it was one of more interest on the part of the 
cdiibitors and the public generally, than any prior exhibition of the like character 
eter held in the county ; there being a much larger attendance during the whole 
of the Fair held at MiUersburg, on the Sd and 3d days of October, than on any 
prior occasion. Having had no fenced grounds nor suitable buildings for the con- 
venient accommodation of exhibitors, or financial interest of the Society, our re- 
ceipts were small, enabling us to award low premiums only. But, notwithstanding 
these disadtantages, the general interest manifested by our citizens in attending 
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ih6 last eiUlntioii, eneotirages us tD beliere (that an improred arrangement will be 
gone into by our next annual Fair. 

Of tbe prodncts of the earth for the present season, so far as our county is eon- 
cemed, we have litde to say, in consequence of the unfarorable season. In 
some parts of the county, espeoiaUy on flat, low iMid, the wheat crop was 
almost an entire failure; but on high bottom and rolling land, it was good, arera- 
ging throughout, probably 15 bushels to the acre. The com crop, on high clay 
soil land, was very light, but exceeded the expectati<Mis of the early part of the 
flsmmer ; on low land, especially along the Eillbuck bottom, there was an ordi- 
nary crop. There is considerable of old com remaining in the county. Oats are 
good ; hay and barley, a superior crop; more attention is being paid to the culd- 
yation of the latter than heretofore, to adrantage ; its price in our own market has 
ranged from f 1.00 to f 1.12 per bushel Potatoes are scarce, though there were 
some of the largest exhibited we haye seen grown in the county ; the greatest 
yield we haye heard of in the county is but 165 bushels per acre, but like pota- 
toes, are scarce. Fruits, all excepting apples, a total failure. An interest is being 
manifested in scientific farming— draining, watering, sub-soiling, manuring, &c., 
and in the use of improyed farming implements. 

The improyement of horses appears to engage the attention of our people. Mr. 
Russell Wheaton, exhibited his Virginia Rockingham, of unusual size and propor- 
tions, with 5 three year old colts, 5 two years old, and 5 yearling?, exhibited by 
persons in the immediate neighborhood, and wiU chaDenge competition in the 
State. James E. Butler gaye an air of romance to the whole affair, by the exhi'^ 
bition of his ''Morgan," unsurpassed in beauty and speed. Messrs. Mast, Orr, 
Cole, and others, own some yery fine animals, and are domg much to improye 
the stock of horses in our county. Messrs. Orr, Coffee, Koch, Lemmon, and' 
others; haye exported many horses from the county during the past year. 

Seyeral fine jacks are owned by Mr. Samuel IBhepler, and attention is paid tc^ 
rearing mules. 

In Durham stock there is much improyement General Ankeney S. W.' Oarr 

p«iter, and many other farmers, ate rabing this kind of stock extensjyely. Ther^* 

has also been, we are happy to state, a few Deyons introduced. There is much 

. attention giyen to sheep. Stock, principally Long Wools and Merinos, there 

are yarious other kinds not so extensiyely raised yet Our stock of hogs is 

We think we are safe in saying that the shades are receding from ** benighted 
Uttle Holmes," in this respect, and that our people are fully aroused to this great 
interest, and will by their unconquerable energy, giye a new impulse to the dor- 
mant power of' our already fertile and prolific fields, and fully derelop our mighty 
veaources, to the adfancement and glory of <mr charaoter and influence as a 
nation. 
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And we know thai m ''little Holmet'' we oan raiie more gmns, m Turietj 
and quantitjt and hare better hones generally, than are rluaed on any other little 
hiUy spot of ground in this portion of the State.

JACKSON COUNTY. 

The second annual Fair was held in Jackson, October 9th Mid 10th. AlthMgh 
the drouth had made sad haroc with regetation of all kinds, and many of oar 
farmers had fears lest the prosperity and success of the Society would be injuved. 
Tet, with all these disadvantages, our Fur was well attended, and our hopes of 
success sanguine. The display of horses, cattle, sheep, hogs and poultry, was 
large and decidedly better, as a whole, than at the former Fair, and the same 
may be said of domestic manufactures, all showing that a spirit of improvemttt 
is awakened. 

The principal agricultural products of Jackson county, for this seasoUf has been 
wheat, com, oats, potatoes, grass and hay, clover and timothy-seeds ; also, poik, 
beef, mutton, wool, fruits and mmerals. 
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Whbat. — The uBual arerage 15 budiels per aore ; the pasi crop not more than 
$ bndieb. Price at this time •l.OO. 

CoBir. — The arerage yield, 40 bushels per acre, this year 120 bushels. Price 
50 cents per bushel. 

Oats. — ^Usoal average, 40 bushels per aore. This year, perhaps 20 bushels. 
Price 30 cents. 

Potatoes. — ^XJsual arerage 150 bushels. This year, the crop has not suffered 
from disease, yet will not arerage more than 75 bushels per acre. Price 91.00. 

Giuss AMD Hat. — ^The usual arerage, 1^ tons per acre ; the past season, three- 
fourths of a ton. Price per ton, delirered, 910.00. 

Seeds. — ^Not much clorer seed raised. Timothy raised to some considerable 
extent. Price of Timothy, 93.00 per bushel.

It will be seen by the aborc, that the cost of growing in this market is about 
two*thirds of the market ralue. We hare some importations of Durhams, that 
will compare farorably with any in the State. 

Sheep. The number of sheep is 15,524, generally good quality, yet much 
improrement is wanted. 

MiHBRALS. — Suffice to say, that iron ore, stone-coal, and indeed almost all lands 
of minerals are found in inezhaustable quantities throughout the county. There 
are twelreiron furnaces in successful operation, and sereral in contemplation and 
course of construction. It is the opinion of those who are acquainted with the 
resources of this county, that in a few years it will be classed among the wealth- 
iest of our State 

General Remarks. — Deep plowing has been practiced, to some extent, and 
with good success. 

Pasture has suffered from drouth, yet stock maintun a high degree of flesh, 
where they hare had plenty of range and water, and hare been less liable to 
disease than in wet seasons. The yield of milk and butter has been less. Fndt 
trees hare suffered, also, forest trees, to some extent 
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Ko improTtmeiil to aotioe infeeding uioA.

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

I am well aware of the difficulties which meets one at eyery step, m an endeaTor 
to make out a report as required by the following questions put by the State Board 
of Agriculture. 

First What has been the yield per acre of the several farm crops the present 
season. 

Answer. Hay crop good, yielding from one to two tons per acre ; oats and 
barley crop nearly a fair average yield, 40 bushel per acre ; wheat and com crop 
far below the common average yield. The wheat crop of Jefferson county was 
but little injured by frost the last winter, and so far as it sustained injury by 
freezing that was done the early part of December last year, before the deep 
SQOw fell, laid on the ground till spring ; but before the middle of May the fly set 
in and made sad havoc amongst the wheat, especially amongst the late sown, and 
that comprised the greater portion of the crop of last season. But, to crown the 
whole and finish out the wheat crop of Jefierson county, the weevil, that greatest 
of pests to the farmer, set in and destroyed some fields of wheat totally — ^I for (ii# 
left IS acres uncut. Thb, along with other causes, left the wheat crop of taid 
eounty at less than half a crop. I would suppose the wheat crop would not 
average more than seven or eight bushels to the acre, whereas the average crop 
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has been computed at from 18 to 1^ buheli per a^re. And ai to the com oiof 
of the ootmty, the average crop per acre will n9t reach aboye that of the wheat 
crop. I haye be^ a resident of the county for neariy 62 years, and during that 
time neyer saw heretofore, any such Mure. The fiulure arose princ^>ally from 
two causes; first, defective seed, which caused the farmer to plant two or three 
times ; and then, along with that the second cause, the uncommon dry seafon set 
in and finished the com crop. 

Second Question. Has deep or subsoil plowing been practiced in your neij^- 
boihood. I answer, no great anunrnt of deep plowmg has been practiced in my ^ 
neighborhood of late years, as the most of farmers have thrown aside the old crane 
idow and have substituted the lever plow, which tarns a furrow of from 3 to 4 
inches deep, and the l&rmers generally are content with that kmd of plows aa4 
plowing, indeed but little better than we used to perfomi with the old wooden mould- 
board. And as to subsoiling, it is not done at all in this neighborhood, as there is 
no subsoil plow or plows in this neighborhood, nor have I ever seen a subsoil 
plow worth Mowing. I am an advocate of deep plowing, and have practieed it 
with the old crane plow, generally eight to ten inches deep, and have found the 
benefit of it for the last 18 years, and would subsoil if I could get a good subsoil 
plow suitable for the purpose. As the subsoil in this neighborhood would suit 
subsoiling admirably well ; we have the finest subsoil any where to be lbund» in 
many places from 10 to 20 feet deep, and well suited for any kind of grain or 
produce, if well turned up, which might be raised on a farm. 

Third Question. What has been the effect of drouth upon pasture grasses — 
have cattle and others maintained a higher degree of flesh ? I answer that all 
kinds of farm stock has maintained a higher degree of fatness this last dry summer 
than was attained the summer before, which we all know was uocommon wet It 
was generally observed amongst farmers daring that wet season, that none of the 
farm animals gathered fat as they ought to do, amidst so much luxurious pasturage 
as the farm stock had to range in, besides it was also observed that although 
cows gave abundance of milk, yet that milk gave but little cream, hence but little 
butter, owing to the grass and herbage having become very washy. 

Four^ Question.. What has been the effect of drouth upon fruit and forest 
trees ? I answer that it has had the effect to kill scores of both fruit and fores^ 
trees all over the country. Fruit trees have been much injured by freezing the 
bark loose near the surface of the ground, during some of our by-gone hard 
freezing winters. They have been much injured also on the fsouth-west side, 
eapecially where the wind has caused trees to lean eastward. The sun having 
scorched the bark on the west side of the trees, and let in the worm or borers to 
the injury of the trees. I have boards nailed on the affected sides of 40 or 60 of 
die trees in my young orchard. I have noticed that the drouth has killed more 
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beeoh trees than any other noH; next the ragar trees hare snifered; next the hickory, 
while and black oaks. 

Fifth Question. Has the potato crop suffered from disease ? I answer, the 
potato crop has not snffared from disease in my neighborhood the past season. 
Bat the potato crop has suffered and come short in consequence of the drouth. I 
planted 20 bushels of cuts and gathered 40 ; my next neighbor planted IS bushels 
for early use, and gathered 1 6. I haye been in the habit and practice of dropping 
my potatoes 6 inches apart in drills, and covering with a sod 6 mches thick or 
more» plowed orer on the potatoes ; I then drop every third furrow, and find it a 
good plan which I can highly recommend for a dry season, but I omitted it last 
spring, for the first time in six years, and missed a good crop of potatoes by said 
neglect 

Sxth Question. What is the cost of raising one bushel of each of the several 
fma crops grown in your county ? This question I cannot satisfactorily answer, 
and therefore I shall not attempt it ; for in the first place it must depend upon the 
extent of the farm and goodness of the soil ; and second, the goodness of the 
season ; and agab, could the frost, the fly and the weevil be kept away, the 
fsnner might then make an estimate as required. It is true he might make an 
estimate, even under all these drawbacks, but in most cases a most ruinous esti- 
mate to the farmer. 

Seventh Question What is the comparative value of ground and unground food 
for stock? I answer, the farmer will gain a sufficient value m having grain 
ground for stock, to pay toll and expense of milling. I have, to some extent, 
practiced steaming food, particularly for hogs, and found it to be of great advan- 
tage, and am of the c pinion that if the farmer is well prepared for steaming food 
for all kinds of farm stock, that more can be gained by steaming food than can be 
obtained by grinding. 

Eighth Question — Are apples fed to stock in your neighborhood, and to what 
extent, and with what results ? I answer that apples could not be fed to stock the 
last season past, as there was but few apples in the county. But the fall season 
of 1856 1 fed several hundred bushels of Apples, (grafted fruit,) to my hogs and 
they thrived and fattened well on them, with but little com to harden the fat, and I 
think we never had sweeter, better pork or bacon. 

Oentlemen, you will perceive by a perusal of the foregcnng statements that I 

have endeavored to answer the above queries the best I could, in the short space 

allowed me, as I did not receive the paper containing the inquiries till late on 

Saturday evening last, I in haste took up the paper on Monday morning and in 

haste wrote the above without sufficient time to think and reflect on the subject

LkXE COUNTY. 
To the President of the State Board of Agriculture: 

As we have not, this year, received any circular from the Secretary of the OUo 
State Board to direct our inquiries to particular subjects, as has formerly been the 
case; we shall attempt little else than make some general statements, showing the 
present condition and progress of Agriculture in our county. 

The land in this county is divided into smal) farms. Few farmers cultivate more 
than one or two hundred acres, and perhaps a majority of them less than fifty. 
Many of these farms, though small, present almost every variety of soil, of course 
no one farm can go very extensively into all branches of Auming, such as raising 
large herds of cattle, and growing large fields of grain; but most of them have 
each year, a small surplus of grain, cattle, sheep, hogs, etc., for which he finds, 
at home, a ready market. 

The more promment interests, however, are stock growing and feeding, and 
theese and butter making. Although our farmers may have much to learn jet 
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before they wiO be aUe lo to adapt tha diflhrant kinds of grain to its approiniaia 
aoU as to secure the most profitable return, yet we belieye that the present condi- 
tion of Agriculture in this county, conpared with what it was a few years since, 
will abundantly show that we are progressing at no mean rate. 

From the introductiim of blooded cattle, particularly Durhams and Devons, a 
▼ery marked improrement in the breed of animals has taken place in the county, 
since the formation of our Society. Other breeds of cattte hare not found much 
faror with us. 

Various improrements hare been made from time to time in the horses of our 
county, by the introduction of superior bloods from abroad, particularly from the 
States of New York and Vermont The exhibition of horses at our late county 
Fair, far exceeded any that had preceded it 

Fruits attract much attention in this county, and are yery generally cultirated. 
This season there was nearly an entire faOure of all fruits, except apples. 

The annual Fair was held, this year, on the 2d, 3d and 4th days of October. 
The attendance was large throughout. The number of entries for exhibition, 
escceeded those of any previous year, particularly in cattle and horses; and the 
quality of the animals exhibited, shows that our farmers are succeeding wdl in 
their efforts to improve the stock of the county. 

Notwithstanding the disastrous effects ol the drouth, the exhibition was the 
most satbfactory, and gave the best evidence of the enlightened and spirited pro* 
gress of our farmers, of any fair we have ever held. A spirit of enterprise and 
emulation is awakened among our Agriculturists, mechanics and citizens gener- 
ally, which must necessarily be productive of lasting and important benefits. Our 
Society numbers three hundred and eighty members, and may truly be said to be 
in a healthy and flourishing condition. 

The show of fruits and vegetables was very fine, and far exceeded our expec* 
t^ti<m8, when the unfavorableness of the season is considered. There were many 
excellent specimens of the choicest varieties of apples on exhibition, though the 
crop in the county is not as large this year as usual. 

The improvements in farming implements and field culture have not progressed 
as rapidly as is dei^ired, or perhaps as might have been expected; yet there is a 
perceptible advance. 

Our faro^ers generally advocate, and are practicing deep plowing, and soom 
have tried sub-soiling with good results.

LAWBENCE COUNTY. 

The exhibitions of the Society for 1866 were held on the 17th and 1 8th of 
September, at the Fair grounds in Ironton. The exhibitions were far more beau- 
tiful and interesting than the friends of the society had anticipated, as the serere 
drouth of the summer gave them slight promise of even an ordinary show of stock 
and farm products. Tet, they were much gratified in witnessing altogether the 
largest and best display of almost every description pf stock, farm products and 
mechanical skill, raised, manufactured and exhibited in this region, that we have 
ever had in the county. The society has brought about a very desirable interest 
within our farmers, showing a great contrast in their farms at present and five 
years ago. They have found that deep and fall plowing are quite advantageous 
in producing sure and profitable crops. Our Fair showed happly the rapid marks 
of improvement and mvention. The last day brought together the largest, and, 
so far as general sentiment can determine, the best pleased crowd ever collected 
on a similar occasion in this county ; at the close of which was a very respectable 
display of ladies' horsemanship. We can report nothmg new in variety or quan- 
tity, per acre, of our farm crops. Forty-five bushels of wheat took our first pre- 
mium ; variety. May wheat ; culture, previous crop potatoes ; soil sandy, plowed 
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deep last of September ; 1^ of a budid aow^d, harrowed and ero« har- 
rowed. The orop m general through the comity was good. Seyenty-fire busheb 
of oom also obtained onr first premium, when in a good season we have raised as 
high as one hundred and forty per aore. The drouth cut our com, oats, grass 
and root crops short about one-half. It was once thought, (and not long since,) 
that wheat could not be properly cultivated in our county, but aU doubts hare 
been removed by proper culture, showing quite the contrary. The culttration of 
fruit is greatly increasing within Lawrence county ; there were more trees set out 
last season in the county than there were in ten previous years ; some fiumers put 
out four thousand trees in addition to their '^old orchards." (The Roman Beauty 
is the favorite apple of this part.) The apple has long since proved to be very 
profitable to its cultivators in this part of southern Ohio. There has been brought 
in the county Morgan horses, Durham cattle. Merino and Saxon sheep, Suffolk 
and other imported breeds of swine, creating quite an excitement in the way of 
stock. We have as fine mules as can be produced in any part of the State ; they 
are generally used about our iron furnaces, mills, Ac, for heavy drawing. This 
county is generally hilly ; deposited in these hills are large quantities of iron ore, 
coal, fire-day, &o. There is more iron manufactured from '* raw material '* in 
this county than any other in the State ; those hills, when cultivated, (and many 
of them are getting to be,) produce remarkably well ; the soil is generally sandy 
and well adapted to the cultivation of fruit, especially the peach and apple. We 
had good peaches, (but the quantity was not near a crop,) last year ; we have 
not had an entire failure in that crop for ten years. On the bottoms of the Ohio, 
%mmes' Greek, Indian Guyan, Pme Creek, itc., are our best farms ; the sml is 
of clay and sand, which we call good ,* that of the Ohio bottoms is as rich as any 
in the State, well adapted to com, wheat, potatoes, oats, grass, fruit, Ac 

Machinery is f &st making its way in our county with the farmers, and doing 
away with many old and unprofitable modes of farmmg. Our society had a pre* 
mium list amounting to near 9600 ; that, with an addition to our Fair grounds, 
and other improvements, has brought us in debt, but we are assured, by the inter- 
est manifested by our best farmers and mechanics, that by another year we shall 
be in good circumstances in regard to funds. We held our annual election on 
the first night of the Fair ; the following was the result :

LICKmO COUNTY, 

The ninth annual Fair of the lickmg County Agricultural Society was held on 
the Societies Grounds (Old Fort) on the 8th and 9th of October, and we are 
happy to be able to state that otir annual County Fair b no longer an ezperiment» 
so £ar as this county is concemed. The fieuining interests, together with the citi- 
lens generally, seem to haye taken hold of the matter in the right spirit Judging 
from the number of entries of stock and such other articles usually exhibited at 
county furs, and the number of persons in attendance, in both of which our last 
Fur exceeded that of any other held in this county. 

The whole number of entries of stock was 671, as follows, yin: Horses, 249 ; 
Cattle, 123; Sheep, 239; Swine, 60. 

The exhibition of these seyeral kinds of stock was rery fine. The show of 
horses was not only rery large, being about thrice that of the year preceding, but 
were of most excellent quality, being principally of mixed breeds; but few, if any, 
eadiibited as thorough bred, belonging to this county. The, show of one, two and 
three year old colts exhibited this year show a yery marked improyemoit in this 
branch of stock raising. The first premium for stallion for all work was awarded 
to Creorge Weayer of Homer upon the same animal to which was awarded the 
first premium for two year old at the State Fair of 1864. 

The show of cattle was also much better than that of the year preceding. The 
kinds exhibited were of the Durham, natiye and crosses, and Ayreshires. The 
Durhams, howeyer, seem to be the fayorites among cattle men, although we had 
on exhibition some yery fine crosses with the Durhams. ' 

The Ayreshires haye not been generally introduced. Whateyer good qualities 
may be about them haye not, as yet, been made manifest to our farmers. Those 
exhibited at this Fair were owned by George W. Penney. They werecerta inly 
yery fine looking animals, and the committee commended them yery highly in 
their report 

The only stock of this kind imported during the past year of the purer breed 
was a Durham Bull, Nobleman, by T. S. O'Banon dp Co., of Madis(m township 
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This is said to be a rerr fine atdmal. He was imported by the Scioto Compan j. 
In 1862. The cattle eidiibited at this Fair looked mnch better, and were m mnefa 
better condHion than that of last, notwitlistanding the dry season. 

The exhibition of sheep was abont as usually exhibited at our county Fur. 
lacUng county always shows good sheep, and that is about all we can say about 
them; and the same may be said of swine, although this year there was a much 
larger competition on Suffolk hogs, which will for a time, at least, be the farorite 
with some of our farmers. 

Our Board experimented a little on time this year. They put off the time of 
holdmg the Fair two weeks later in the fidl than usual. This had a yery good 
effect. The farmers generally had got through seeding, and the attendance was 
much larger than in former years. They also reduced the time of holding the Fair 
from three to two days, and requinsd erery thing to be kept on ground untQ the 
dose of the exhibition. They found it diflloult to get through in two days, and 
allow as much time for the examination of the stock, dsc, by the committee as 
they should have, although the holding a Fair only two days has many strong ad- 
Tocates in our Society. The second day was the grand exhibition day. SloA 
was examined on the afternoon of the first day, and until 10 o'clock on the seeond. 
The premiums awarded on stock was announced from the stand at 12 o'clock, M. 
— a flag of recognition given to each owner as announced. Immediately after all, 
the premium horses and cattle that were halter-broke were exhibited in the laige 
horse ring in the order of their premiums. This made a grand show, and had a 
very good effect, and was highly commended by all present. 

The exhibition of farm implements was much larger than at any preyious Fair, 
and of the most improved kind, nearly all of which were owned and used by the 
exhibitors, thereby enabling them to give the practical good qualities of the article 
eixhibited. 

Among the maufoctured articles exhibited that which attracted the most atten- 
tion was a Portable Engine, manufactured by the Newark Machine Works Com- 
pany, at Newark, Ohio, which was attached to a threshing machine, and put m 
full operation, and worked to the satisfaction of all present, and was highly com- 
mended by the committee. The one on exhitntion was of six horse power, weight 
3,500 pounds, and cost, all complete, 9660. This Company are manufactnrii^ a 
portibie engine well adapted to threshing machines, or other light machinery, 
such as eom crushers, wood saws, &c., of five horse power, weighing 2,400 lbs., 
at a cost of 9550, a large number of which are manufactured annually, and add 
tiirovghout the West — the demand for which is rapidly increasing, and must ere 
long be brought into general ua^ by the farming community. 

Many articles which add to the interest and beauty of an agricultural Fur were 
deficient this year, owing to the dry season — sueh as fruits, flowers, vegetables 
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4o.> ^. Tet upom the wkol«» it was tbe yerj b^st ezliibitioii erer had m this 
county. 

In field crops we had bat a single entry— K>ne acre of com measured and regu- 
larly reported, raised by B. Bell, Esq., of Union township, measuring 108^ bush« 
hels to the acre. 

The wheat and com raised in this county last year was not quite a failure, 
although not near a foil crop. The quality of the wheat was generally yery good 
except in some localities, where it was affected by weeyil. 

Our fymers had a great deal of trouble to get seed com that would grow. 
In some instances they had to plant orer three times, and in yery many instuices 
twice. This was attributed by mapy to the hard freezing during the preyious 
winter. Ofiiers atMbute it to the temperature of the soil and the condition it was 
in during the winter. Where the sod was turned under, there was but little or no 
difficulty in getting their com to grow. The latter opinion preyails. 

The amount of wheat and com sown and planted, and number of bushels 
raised in the year 1866, as reported by the assessors to the county auditor, in the 
spring of 1866, was as follows: 

Wheat sown, 22,721 acres, producing 241,200 bushels, being 9,076 acres less 
aown, and produced 26,626 bushels more wheats than in 1864. 

Com planted, 46,24S acres, producing 1,989,282 bushels; 2,696 acres more 
planted, yielding 849,179 bushels more than in 1862, making an ayerage of about 
ten and a half bushels of wheat, and near forty-four bushels of com to the 
acre.

LOGAN COUNTY. 

The annual Fair for the year 1866, was held ou the 16th, 16th and 17th days 
of October— later in the season than is desirable, that our citizens might hare the 
opportunity of attending the State Fairs of Ohio and Kentucky, and dbo the Fain 
of neighboring counties. 

In some respects, this was the most interesting Fair cTer held in our county ; 
but business abroad deprired me of the pleasure and benefit of being present, 
therefore, I have to report, not from my personal observatibn, but from the state- 
ment of others. The severe drouth of the summer months, the known fact that 
many of our best cattle had been sold out of the county, the poor condition of 
those remaining, and the aU-absorbmg interest attendent on^he presidential elec- 
tion, had discouraged many of our best farmers, and mduced all to anticipate, if 
not a total failure, at least, an mferior exhibition. In the result, our disappoint- 
ment was great, and greatly encouraging. We have, in the interest actually taken, 
under these discouraging circumstances, by our citizens, a satisfactory evidence of 
the increasmg popularity of our agricultural mstituaons. They now stand upon a 
solid basis— the pecuniary interest and the affections of the farmers, mechanics 
and artisans of Ohio— who also appreciate their benefits in a social and inteUec- 
tual point of view. This is manifested by the growmg demand for agricultural 
books and periodicals, as premiums m the place of cups and goblets, dollars and 
cents. 
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Ab mort coaclaBtre eTidenoe of the inoreasix^ mtacest talraa in oar oovnt j Faiit, 
an abstract from the Secretaries books may be eoooaraging to our county citiseas, 
and to maay others who feel, as all should feel, that the prosperity of our State 
depends, in do small degree, upon a general and dae appreciation of the great 
benefits resulting to all classes from the unwearied efforts now being made by our 
State and county Boards, to cultirafe and diffuse the knowledge of agriculture, both 
as an art aild a sdience. 

The entire Aumber of hbrses entered was 280. Considerable improrement has 
been made in quality within the last three or four years ; but less in this, than in 
other kinds of stock. The introduction of first rate horses does not compare 
laroraUy with that of cattle, sheep and hogs. Some of our farmers haye sent 
llieir mares to other counties to find the best bloods. This ought not to be in Logan 
county. More enterprise, in this respect, is desirable. The time has passed when 
a county in Ohio can claim a respectable standing in stock improvement, that 
cannot refer to noted animals of the first quality. 

As I hare intimated, more attention has been deroted to the improvement of 
osittle* Of thorough bred Durham bolls, six entries were made ; of cows, eleren ; 
and of calves, fourteen ; of Devons, eight entries; of grade animals, thirty-four, 
and of working oxen, thirty*eight 

More care and enterprise has been noted in sheep culture, than in any other 
kind of stock. We have good sheep, of most favorite breeds. The nunribw 
entered was upwards of one hundred. The preceding winter was hard upon 
sheep, and many were lost Much of our county is well adapted to sheep-grazing^ 
and increased attention is being paid to this stock. 

Suffolk hogs have been reared several years by some of our farmers. More 
than one hundred were entered, most of which were of this breed, or crosses of • 
this with other favorite breeds. The improvement in the quality and manage* 
ment of sheep and hogs, has attracted general attention. The increased profit 
arising from care in selecting the best animals for breeders, and introducing the 
best species, will stimulate our farmers to make still greater efforts. 

Grass and grain were light. The crop of com and oats not more than half 
an average. Of wheat, less than half; of clover seed, a full average. 

It is in a year like the past, when the season is unfavorable, that the improve- 
ments made in the mode of cultivation, since science has erected her beacons to 
guide the intelligent husbandman in his most laudable occupation, are most mani- 
fest ; and their importance to the human family best realized. The increase of 
riches to the husbandman, in prosperous seasons, from modem discoveries and 
improvements in farm implements and cultivation, aro worthy of all the efforts that 
have been made ; but far the most cheering result, is the possibility of supplymg

LQRAIM GOUHTT. 

Tbe eleyenOi annual &ir of the Lorain Ooanty Agricnltnral Society was beld at 
Slyria on the 7th, 8th and 9th days of October. Take the elerenth £air, all in all it 
was the most snccessftil and profitable one that the society has ever held. During 
the whole three days of the fieur, the weather was most delightful, and everything 
seemed to conspire to make it, and indeed it was the three great holidays of the 
fear forliorain coonty. 

STOCK, FaURB, *0. 

Alihongh the season has been considered a yery unfarorable one for findt, 
Tegetables and many other of the agricultural products, slill the show on the whole 
exceeded the anticipations of the most sanguine. The former part of the season 
was rery fayorable for stock of all kinds ; the feed neyer was more luxuriant, but 
the latter part of the season the feed was cut short by the severe and protracted 
drouth, consequently stock suffered thereby. There was a very fine show of 
horses, consistbg of Morgans, Black Hawks and other fancy and favorite kinds. 
Also cattle, thorough bred Durham, Devons and Herefbrds, and also a good show 
of native stock, some very fine sheep, consisting of French and SpEiDish Merino, 
Leicester, Southdown and Cotswold ; some fine specimens of Suffolk and Essex 
hogs, jacks, mules and Jennys were well represented, showing great progress in 
this kind of stock, although not so much fancy about them, still it proves a veiy 
profitable business to those who embark m it. The show of green vegetables 
was most excellent, seldom, if ever surpassed, showing one thing most conclusively, 
diai if fttoh vegetables can be produced in a dry season like the past, that IhffS 
BU9t be great improvement in the management and cultivation of the soQ; which, 
in fact there b. The show of fruit was not as large as some years, but there wiis 
arery fina varieties of apples, peiM^ and grapes on exhilntion.

crosses, 90 ; carrifige horses, 72 ; draught horses, 44 ; males and jacks, 10 ; 
horses' sweepstakes, 66 ; sheep, fine wool, 30 ; sheep, long wool, 99; Sonthdowns, 
11 ; swine, 18; butter and cheese, 2S; mechanics' arts, 14; cabinet and cooper 
work, 4 ; farming implements, 16 ; iron work, 11 ; domestic mannfactnres, 6S;. 
ornamental work, 60 ; fruit, 36 ; flowers, 8 ; garden regetables, 100 ; fowls, 28 ; 
nurseries and hedges, 9 ; unenumerated aitioles, 89 ; carriages and wagons, 6; 
plowing match, 6 ; ladies' horsmanship, 9 ; miscellaneous, 68 ; total munber of 
entries, 990. Casdus IL Clay of Kentucky delivered the annual address on die' 
third day of the fair, to a yast auditcuy of people* awtimatiKl at not less than tea 
thousand. 

In answering the interrogatories propounded by the correspondbg secretary, 
wo will commence and take them in their order, answering many of them yery 
imperfectly, fixr the reason we haye not the data whereby we can giye an intelligent 
and correct, statement The estimated yield in Lorain county for the year 
1866, of all kinds of grain crops, has been rather light; wheat not being but 
little sown, and this injured by the weeyil somewhat ; com, oats, barley and 
buckwheat are injured by drouth, com by a yery cold August. The yield of 
com, oats and potatoes has been lessened by the drouth, takbg the whole amount 
sown uid planted, from one-third to one-half. The hay crop in this county was 
neyer better, taking all things into consideration, the amount yielded per acre and 
the reinarkably fine forthcoming of the hay seasmL Deep plowing has been 
practiced somewhat in our yicinity, but not near enough ; yery little subsoil 
plowing in this county, but it is a well established feet that deep plowing is 
just the thing for our stiff clay soil, for any kind of a season, but more particularly 
fer a dry one. The crop which the fermer raises is in proportion to the depth of 
his pbwing. 

The efifect of the drouth upon pasture grasses has been bad, but not as dims- 
tMUstostoek. Butter and cheese maUng as it was in the year 1864. FeedgotsuA 
ftia* start in the fermer part of the season that it held out yery well during the 
litlsr party so much so that stock continued to fetten and thriye m pastures when 
they were not oyerstocked. Block has generally been yery healthy during the 
past, more so than in a yery hot season. Butter and cheese has come 
sbort somewhat, in consequence of the drouth ; good butter is worth 20 cts., and 
10 cts. per pound. 
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Tht.dntoUi has cut short many kinds of fniit, and made it of inferior qnsKty ; 
qiplesy pears and quinces hare not attained their usual siae thb season. In the 
south part of the county many of the firuit trees haye died outright, owing to the 
severe and protracted drouth. 

The potato crop has not suffered much from disease during the past season — 
not so much so as in wet seaions. The cost of nusing grain in the county of 
Lorain is not well defined, but one thmg is pretty certain to my mind, it costs all 
it will fetch. The present price of grain in this county is as follows : wheat, 91 940 
per bushel ; com, 50 cts.; oats, 28 cts.; barley, 9 1 ; buckwheat, 60 cts, 

Oronnd food is irorih at the least calculation, one third more to feed to any 
kind of stock, than unground. I know of no one m the practice of usmg cooked 
or steamed food to any extent, in our midst — not enough so as to give any definite 
Bght upon the subject ; apples are not fed to stock to any extent in our county. 

We estiniate the cost of raising a three year old steer or heifer to be about 
$25 ; the cost of raising a gelding or mare to the age of fire years, to be about 
fao. The Ohio Farmer, Ohio Culdrator, Country Gentleman, Rural New 
Toiker and a number of other agricultural papers are taken in our county, to 
what number I am wholly unable to state— quite a goodly number, but not 
enough. There ought to be more agricultural papers taken by our farmers ; a 
great many of our fkrmers take no kind of an agricultural paper. We awarded at 
our last fair, as premiums, twenty copies of the Ohio Farmer and eleven of the 
Ohio Cultivator. We are satisfied that the awarding agricultural papers for 
premiums, had a beneficial effect upon the growth and best interests of our society; 
so well are we convmced of the fact, that hereafter we shall enlarge the list of this 
kind of premiums.

Report of the Mahoning Oonnty Agricultural Society, to the State Board, for 
the year 1856: 

In submitting to you our report for the year 1866. I do not know thst I ean 
add anything of much intereat more than what haa been submitted in our report 
of previous years. I am proud to say, howeyer, that our Society is in a prosper- 
ous condition. It is gradually becoming a popular institution among us, and 
acknowledged to be one of material benefit to the people generally of the county, 
especially to the farmer and stock grower. 

Within the past year there have be«i some raluable aceeasioiis to our stods, of 
breeds the Durhams, are held in high esteem. ImproTeBMAts in horses and sheep 
haye reoeiyed considerable attention; of sheep» in particular, there have been 
some importations recently from Vermont, by IL Bmgham, of a superior 
quality. 

The past « season has been quite unfayorable for the fiurmer in consequence of 
the great drouth. Crops of all kinds rather light 

Furmmg implements of all descriptions haye been greatly improyed; plows, 
double and steel mouldboards, are fast coming bto general use, and meet with 
umiyersal approbation; and the same may be said of mowing machmes, horse 
rakes, reapers, etc. 

Our Fair this year, was a good one — no where deficient, saye in the yegetable 
department, and eyen there, was a good display for the season. Our exhibition 
list was large, and of horses, cattle and sheep, we never had so good a display as 
on this year. The crowd in attendance on the day of exhibition was yeiy large, 
and ord^ly, and returned to their homes apparently well satisfied with the 
riiow* 

And finally, we can safely say, that present indications are, that orr Society 
will enjoy future growth and great usefulness.

MEDINA COUNTY. 

The President and Secretary of the Medina County Agricultural Society would 
report: 

The elerenth annual Fair was held on the 16th» 17tb and 18th of September 
last, at Medina, and the crowd in attendance gave abundant evidence that the peo- 
ple in our county are becoming, more than ever before, interested in the subject 
of Agricultural improvement 

The show of all kinds of stock was superior to that of any former year, although 
there were not eo many entries of cattle as on last year. 

An address, on the third day of our Fair, by Prof. J. Brainard, of Cleveland, 
was tm]y instructive, and added yery much to the interest of the occasion. 

Our county is emphatically a grazing, or stock growmg region, and our form* 
era have manifested a becoming zeal in improving all kinds of domestic ani- 
mals. 

Many of our formers haye for the last few years used sub-soil plows, and with 
Burked good effect, and we would recommend deep, thorough tillage, especially 
on clay soils. 

The drouth th^ past season, in some parts of our county, has been yery seyere, 
injuring our pastures maforially, and lessening the amount of dairy products about 
one-fourth. Our cattle are not in as good flesh as usual, but omr sheep are yery 
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fleshy. Oaltle hare Iiad but little bowd dlBeuBy less jupcdbablj, Uiaa in wet 
sessons. 

Fruit was mostly killed l^y frosts in spring* bat what did SEnrive was injured 
much by drouth, so that we hare but very little good fruit Many of our forest 
trees are dying, and it is supposed that the dry weather is the cause. 

The potato crop was yery good on moist, deep soil, but in other situations nearly 
a faflure, but little diseased eomparatiyely. 

Wheat has, for the last few years, probably cost the producer 81,^6 per bushel, 
and it has sdd for about that price. We would estimate the cost of raising com 
at one- third of a dollar per bushel, and it is worth now, 50 cents. Oats cost about 
' fifteen or sixteen cents, and are sold now for 25 cents. 

The cost of raismg a horse until it is three years old, is estimated at $60; that 
gf i^steer, or cow, 9f 5; sheep pay for their learing annually, in woo], so tksd what 
they are sold for, after th4 fleece is off", is profit 

Our Society has, for sereral years awaided Agricultural papers as premiums, 
but with little apparent effect We cannot tell the number of Agricultural papers 
taken in our county, but the Ohio Farmer, Ohio Oultiyator, Wod Grower and 
Stock Register, are in eyery neighborhood, and should be in eyery family that 
depends upon the culture of the soil for support 

Farmbg implements are improying yery much in the county; mowing machines 
are common, and we belieye general^ giye good satisfaction, although there are

The pastseasom, one of unexampled dronth in this conntj, has had the effect to 
reduce the amount of products of all summer crops. Winter wheat, barley and 
rf^t maturing early, only hare been of average yield. While the yield of wheat 
has produced 1 8 or 20 bushels, on arerage, barley 38 to 40, and rye 22 to S5 bush- 
els per acre, com, our great staple, has been cut off one-half in product, say 30 
bushels per acre, oats but 20 bushels, flaxseed about six, flax fibre and the whole 
family of grasses for meadow crops at least one-half; while potatoes haye been 
out down to one-third, or 40 bushels per acre, cloyer and timothy seeds are not 
more than one-quarter of a crop. And yet with this drawback in receipts of pro- 
ducts, our energetic farmers gathered, on the first days of October, the best dis* 
j^hiy of specimens of pix>duct8 and stock ever exhibited on our grounds before. 
The show of horses was the best ever made, both in number, and excellence in all 
inhts, and for aD puiposM to wUch that noble ntimi^ is made subservient to the 
uses' of man. And althoogh our pastures were short and parched up, catde cotne 
farwurd in good ocmdiftkNi, though not in high flesh. The Durhams eadiibited were 
a giester number, and the competition more exeiting tiban at any previous show. 
Tt» herds of Jno. W^gam, Henry Seneek, of Bethel, and Mr. Widney, of Wash^ 
iagton, weve awarded the hqnors, and gave good evidence of Uieir energy an<l 
sUll as sueoessliil hreeden of sheep. The fine wook, tte Merinoes, the French 
and Spamsh were the fiMrorites, and well represented in the flocks of the Messrs. 
McLung, of Concord, D. French and J. M. Dye, of Msabeth, and Widney, of 
of Washington. Good Saxony and Bakewell^ and otiier kmg-wooled varieties 
claimed flie admiraikm of those favoring that class. 

Bwine wese elshiUled of great excellence, and in increased numbers over other 
years. And in fact all kinds of stock on exhibition were at least mxe-tiiird greater 
in number/ of greater value, and approximating nearer perfection than at any 
fcormer fair. 

The present season our Society has purchased twelve acres of land adjoininjf 
IVoy, the county seat, at a cost of f 1,S60, on which tbe fltir for next year will be 
held, and from the interest shown by our enl^htened farmers, m our efforts to a^ 
ford them facilities for generous competition in the products of their labor and 
ski]]» we anticipate results that will compare favorably with any of our sister 
eoontiea. 
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Jlgrievltnral implements tnd machinerj of the latest improTements are gettbg 
into general use in our midst, and the skill and creatire genids of onr mechanics 
are clearly manifested in the increased product and diminished labor of all &rm 
operations.

Not having used steamed or cooked food for stock, or fed apples, we are not 
able to answer the 2d and 3d questions* 

As to the first, we can only answer in^general tema. For the past year, wt 
have made use of Scott h Hedges '* Little Giant " to grind com and oob meal Ibr 
eeding horses, working oxen, beeves and milk cows, and find such manifest ad van- 
tilge in it over feeding with unground corn, that we never thought it worth wkik 
to make any exact experiments to ascertain how much is actually saved. Frona 
what liitle experience we have had in feediAg com and eob meal, we am 
well satisfied there is great economy in using it, especially for fattening aaimala 
and milk cows, and we venture to assert that» in our estinuUi<m, there is an aetnal 
saving of at least one-third.

The soTonth Annual Fair was held on the 9th, 10th and 1 1th days of October, 
%Kk rather more than the usual interest. Improyements going on in all kinds of 
stock. There is, howerer, at present, more improvement making in cattle and 
togs <han any other class of domestic animals. 

The sheep exhibited, French and Spanish Merinos, were such as would do no 
discredit to any younff county. There was also on exhibition some fine specimens 
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of Sonthdowns.* There it uk inoTMsed att^tioii Aow giTfii to w^mmm b^PpMf 
and our recent Fair brought forward tome specimens that bids &ir tqx rtjBg wut p r 
improTemoit. 

In Poultry our conntj stands fair, for we had on eyhihition ao(pB fine qpeciment 
•fyarioos breeds. 

The exhibition of farm and garden prodncts if as good, pactieolarl j potatoes, 
they bebg superior to any preyious eihibition. 

Fjlsm Cbops.— Wheat crop not injared by the droath, to any great extent Onr 
Eumers, howeyer, agree that there is not the nsual amount of wheat in proportion 
to the quantity of straw ; average yield about sixteen bushek to the aqr^. 

CoBV Csop. — Seriously bjured by ttie drouth ; our farmers experience great 
difficulty in procurbg seed com to grow ; supposed to hare been injured by the 
excessiye frosts of hist winter ; average yield tl^rty bushels, considered three-fifths 
of a crop. 

Oats Caop.^-lDJured by the drouth ; Arerage yield nbout twenty-fire bushels 
to the acre ; considered fiye-eighths of a crop. 

Rtx. — Not iojured by the drouth ; rery little raised in our couitfy ; arerage 
yield fifteen bushels to the acre. 

BuoxT. — So little raised that we can form no satisfactory estimate as to the 
yield. 

Potato Cbop. — This crop seems to be uninjured by the drouth^ And is entirsjlf 
free from rot, for the first time for years ; ayerage yield one hundred and fifty 
bushels to the acre. 

Hat. — The hay for this year is about two- thirds of a crop, but equal in quality 
to a full crop of former years ; yield about mxe ton to the acre. 

We donH feel authorised^ from the statistics received from our farmers, to jdaee 
an estimate upon the cost of raising the various field crops. 

Farmikg. — Deep plowing, with the Michigan Double Plow, has been practiced 
to some considerable extent in our county. Any crops gxpwn upon lamis so 
treated have furnished a much larger yield than those grown upon shallow plowed 
lands. 

Effiect of drouth upon the pasture has been to shorten the crop, but at the same 
time rendering the grass more nutrioioiis, luid the result is an equal, if not a 
greater, yield of milk and butter, and a more healthy ecmdition of stock than in 
wet seasons. 

The severe winter, together with the drouth, has seriously i^j^u^eilihefnii^^jniis, 
imd, to some extent, the forest trees in our sounty. 

Cost of raising the several kinds of stopk-Jiorses )»itfiltheyjjpftye|ifr|qr,pt|||ir 
at four years of age« 916 00. 
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We are unable, as yel, to get atoiistics tliat aie reliable for any oQier kiad of 
•toek. 

It is estimated, by our fiEurmers, that there is a saying of from one-fourth toone- 
third b feeding ground in place of nngronnd food to stock. 

They also, generally agree that there is no advantage derired from (be cob 
ground with the com ; on the contrary, it is thought to be an injury, particularly 
to sheep. 

Apt)les have been fed to stock in our county, but to no great extent. 

Samuel Bayden has manufsctured cider for several years, and has Ad'the 
pumice to his sheep, with good results. He also fed his sheep last winter on 
apples, and thinks he never gave them any article of food that was more beneficial 
to them. 

ffis horses and colts also eat them and improved very rapidly. ' 

There are about eighty copies of the OUo Farmif taken in the county ; and also, 
about one hundred copies of the OUo CulUvatcr. 

We award agricultural papers as a part of our premiums, and think they have 
&e effect of awakening our fiEurmerS to a sense of their duty, as farmers, and in- 
creasing their interest in agricultural pursuits.

MONTGOMERY COUNTY. 

The exhibition of the Montgomery County Agricultural Society was held this 
year on the grounds recently purchased and permanently imprered. These grounda 
comprising ten acres, are located^ within the coiporate limits of the city of Day- 
ton, and for conrenience and adaptation to the purpose of a county Agricultural 
Society, cannot be surpassed. The cost of the ground was three thousand dollars, 
and of the buildings, about thirty-fiTC hundred dollars. 

The members of the Society contributed two thousand dollars; the county com- 
missioners subscribed two thousand, and the balance was paid by receipts at the 
gates. 

The exhibition of 1856 was more successful than any that hare preceded iL 
In former years our Society haa been too dependant cm the patronage of the town 
for success, but thu year the farmers were present in large numbers with thdr 
fiunilies, and we feel assured that m future, we shall not lack their sympathy and 
hearty support 

In erery department the show was highly creditable. The proririon we had 
made for stock, which we thought ample, was found insufficient, and we had to 
rt8oti to temporary pens. The number of horses on exhibitimx was very large, and 
many of them were superior animals. 

With the assistance of the ladies. Floral Hall was beautlftilly decorated and 
filled with chcMce fruits and*plant8, bouquets and floral ornaments and designs. 
This is a department too much n^lected at our county shows. Now that our 
farming population abound m material wealth, what is more needed than the ele- 
▼atmg and humaniaing influence of tasteful homes? It were well if a more lib- 
eral scale of premiums were offered for fruits and flowers. It is certain that no 
department of the exhibition ia m<nre attractive to visitors. 
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Probably there is no more certain indication of advancement in Agriculture than 
the general introduction of improved Agricultural implements and macbinet. 
There are three large establishments in Dayton — those of R. Dutton, Priti, 4 
Euhns, and B. Euhns» (engaged in the manufactuj^ of reapers and mowers, horse 
powers* threshers and separators, wheat drills, etc. These have all been estab- 
lished within a few years and are each year extending their facilities and increas- 
ing their busmess.

MONROE COUNTY. 

In compliance with the law, the Monroe County Agricultural Society submit the 
following report : 

The society held their fifth annual fair at Woodsfield on the 25th and 26th days 
of September, 1856. Undertlio bead of cattle there were 19 entries ; there weM 
69 entries of horses^ it being the largest exhibition of any that we have heretofore 
had in this department There were but few entries under the head of swine and 
sheep, owing probably to the fact that the society heretofore has neglected to 
provide suitable pens and accommodation for those animals. 

Owing to the entire failure of the fruit crop and the scarcity of vegetables, the 
entries under the head of dairy products, fruit, d^c, were very limited in number. 

The display of needle work, flowers, preserves^ jellies, &c., were not exceeded 
by any previous year. 

On the whole, the fair this year, notwithstanding the drouth, was not exceeUed 
by any previous exhibition in the county, which clearly indicates the prosperity of 
the society. The number of members for the year, and the financial condition of 
the society will be seen by reference to the treasurer's report.

MUSKINGUM COUNTY. 

WBATHEB.^The last season, (1865,) was extremely wet ; the two previous 
were excessively dry, and this (1856) was probably as dry, if not more so, than 
either 186S or 1854. This drouth greatly injured the fall crops, such as com, 
potatoes and turnips ; the former is from 40 to 50 cents per bushel ; potatoes retail 
at $1 20 per bushel, and considerable of the supply is brought in by the Railroads. 
Turnips retail at 75 cents. Wheat crops middling, and has sold from $1 00 to 
91 26. The Railroads, to some extent, injure the farmers about Zanesrille. The 
consumption of this town made a considerable demand for a certain description of 
coarse products, such as wheat, com, oats, hay, potatoes, &c., which would not 
bear transportation from a distance by the old waggon mode of conreyance. 
Now, whenever the consumption is so much greater than the supply, as to raise 
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the prices, the artieles can be brought from a distance by raOroadi, so as to reduce 
them to the oonsnmer. For instance, potatoes were selling in our market, the 
forepart of the season for $1 .60 per bushel. The traders brought in car loads 
Arom a distance and reduced the price to 91.20. This operation, howerer, bene- 
fitted the consumer. The tendency of railroads is to equalise the ralue of the 
property of the country, by rabing it in the interior and loweriug it around the 
principal towns and cities. 

Cold. — The freezing of the past winters ( 1 854 and '66) I believe was the s Everest 
of any winter within my recollection, especially upon the yegetable kingdom ; 
and it was not so much so because the thermometer was down at low degrees, as 
because it stood so long there ; for I found the serere effects was in proportion to 
the contmuance of the cold. It was destructiye upon every kind of orchard trees, 
but particularly upon the pear and the peach. The forest timber was also ezten- 
sirely injured ; much of it died during the summer, and I have no doubt but the 
efiects of the severe winter will continue to develop itself for eight or ten years to 
come ; and the excessive drouth of the summer will keep on with the calamity. 

CouvTT Faib. — The interest in our county fairs is still on the increase. The 
receipts at the gate was higher last year than at any former period. In conse- 
quence of the excessive drouth, the show of vegetation was not as good as usual, 
but the show of animals was better than ever before. The county is fast improv- 
ing m fine stock, to which our agricultural society, no doubt, much contributes by 
bringing fine specimens before the public, and thus stimulating fsrmers to their 
purchase and cultivation. The ladies' equestrian exercises still continue to 
give interest to the occasion. There is one practice, however, that is becoming 
quite annoying and discreditable to the fair ; I mean that of permitting the ring to 
be occupied by all who see proper, for the purpose of training their horses, when 
not occupied by the committees. Out of this practice there has origin&ted a great 
deal of dborderly and reckless riding, by which life and limb are frequently put im 
jeopardy. This the Board will have to stop, by preventbg all but the committees 
from occupying the ring. 

Causb of Disobdbb. — There is one practice at our fairs which the legislature 
should remedy. I mean that of those* victualing establishments, or diinUng 
shanties, which locate themselves around the grounds, and who keep and seU, 
under cover, iDtoxicating liquors. This practice is the cause of nearly everything 
disorderly that happens during fsir times. If the law that was made for protect- 
ing camp-meetings was also extended for the protection of fiurs, it would no doubt 

answer the purpose.

We can report nothing new in the variety or quantity per acre of our farm pro- 
ducts, except that our summer crops were cut off nearly one-ha]( or even more, 
by the drouth, except hay, which was a good yield.

PRKBLK COUNTY. 

The Preble County Agricultural Society, held their seventh Annual Fahr at 
Eaton, on the 8th, 9th and 10th days of October, 1856. The Fair was unusually 
largely attended, and the receipts of the Society were $773 over the current ez« 
penses. At this rate, the Society, in a few years, will be able to pay off its indebi* 
edness and carry out the designs of the present Board, in improving the grounds, 
by building sheds for stock, planting shade trees, and otherwise beautifying the 
grounds. The present indebtedness of the Society is $1,050. The Society owns 
len acres of ground, about eight acres of which is inclosed with a tight board fence 
eight feet high, and hare within the inclosure two hundred and fifty feet of shed- 
ing, eighteen feet wide, for the accommodation of exhibitors ; but owing to the 
erowd in the exhibition sheds this season, the Board have determined to add one 
hundred and fifty feet more to said sheds by another season. The Board finds 
that ten acres of ground is not sufficient for the accommodation of the Society, and 
will, at the earliest convenience, add five or ten acres more to their out ground, for 
the accommodation of persons who come to the Fair on horseback, in bi^;gie8, 
carriages, wagons, fo. At present the Society is accommodated by Mr. Enoch 
Taylor, with the use of his woodland adjoinmg the Fiur grounds, for said pur- 
poses. 
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Owing to the un&Torable seasoHy there was no eompetition on field crops oilier 
tlian on specimens. There were some as fine specimens of com, wheat and timo- 
thy seed, and other vegetables; on exhibition, as were erer shown at any of our 
Fairs. The specimens of potatoes on ezhibitimx were tmosiiany fine ; the rarietiea 
of potatoes on exhibition were London Beauties, Pink Eyes, Copper Heads, and 
Neshannocks, which were all nnnsoally fine, and a stranger visiting oar Fair might 
reasonably condude that Preble county would be able to export a large amount 
of potatoes ; but as a general thing, where potatoes were not planted on newly 
cleared up lands, the crop in this county was very light ; but what we have are of 
an excellent quality and dear of the rot ; present prices $1 to $1.25 per bushel, 
as in quality. 

The Board has been fiivored with the assistance of D. Lesh, in making out this 
report He reports on feeding ground and unground feed ; which is herewith 
annexed, and made part of this report

Jamsb Dsnistoh, Esq. — J)ear Sir : In reply to your inquiry of the comparatire 
yalue of ground and unground food for stock," I would say that my observation 
extends only to the single article of com ; and would remark, that as a food for 
horses, cattle, sheep and hogs, I believe ground com, properly piepared and fed, 
is an improvement of from 20 to 40 per cent, over the same fed in the ear. 

Ilrst, then, for horses, the com should not be too finely ground, but just so as 
to thoroughly crush the grain and cob, leaving it rough enough to compel Urn, 
before he will be able to swallow it, to masticate it thoroughly ; as, without 
Uiis process, it will pass into the stomach unprepared, and then come in contact 
with tiie acids of the stomach ; the result of such antagonism is heat and cholic, 
and perhaps the loss of the animal. Ground as above directed, I would say for 
horses it improves it at least 20 per cent. 

The same remarks in reference to the grinding, apply to cattle, for the addi- 
tional reason, (as experience abundantly shows,) that if ground very fine, it will 
seour your cattle and pass from them without their deriving any nourishment 
therefirom. Hence, for cattle, also, it should be ground coarse and fed cautiously, 
as those not used to feeding this kind of food are apt at first to over-feed. Used 
in this manner for cattle, it improves it 33 per cent 

For sheep, it may, if fed in connection with plej^ty of rough food, be ground 
tolerably fine, and makes the best feed for them I know of. It improves the com 
for sheep, by crashing, about 40 per cent. And last of all, com and cob meal 
may be fed to hogs with great advantage. Though to obtain all the good that 
may be derived from it to the hog, it should be cooked in addition. Tet hogs 
will not, as many suppose, refuse to eat the cob if ground with the com ; but if 
placed in some dry place, or on a floor, they will eat it clean, and derive all the 
nourishment it contains t Not having any reliable data at hand, wherefrom 
to draw any correct conclusion as to the gain per cent., I choose to leave that 
blank. 
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In reply to your seeOnd intenrogatioii, ** what do yon sappote to be the eoei of 
rearing the seyeral kinds of farm stock, per head» till of proper age for market ? ** 
I would state that my estimates are for stock that has been well kept and properly 
taken care of ; believing that if it is worth raising at all, it is worth raising right. 
The cost of raising a horse fire years dd I, suppose to be 976 ; that of an ox, four 
years old, I would estimate at 927 ; that of a sheep, two years old, 91.35 ; [excln* 
aire of the wool ;] and that of a hog, 28 months old, and fattened ready for maiket, 
91S.26. 



PIKB COUNTY. 
A Of QUo eHaU Bomrdof J^rurnkwi: 

We submit the following report: The affairs of the Society are in a prosper- 
eUB condition. The annual Fair was held on the 2d and 3d of October. The 
exhibition of stock was good, much better than at any previous fair, and espe- 
cially the show of horses. Our farmers are taking a great interest in the breed- 
ing and rMsing of good horses. 

The dairy and garden was poorly represented, which can be attributed to the 
drought which prevailed to a considerable extent in our county. Crops rather 
poorly represented, on account of the drought. 

Having mislaid the circular your corresponding secretary sent me, I will make 
out our report the best I can. 

1st. Corn, wheat, hay and potatoes are our principal crops. 

2d. The average of the wheat crop for thb year, is about 15 bushels; price 
from 91.10 to 91.20 per bushel. 

3d. The general average of com crop, about 50 bushels; this year only about 
35. A very small portion of * the com raised is fed to stock; } at least, in our 
county, is sold to the distillers and furnace men. It is now worth about 43 cents 
per bushel, that is, by what we call gauge measure, which is about 5 per cent 
better to the seller than by weight. 

4th. The usual average of oats about 25 bushels per acre, worth now 30 ets. 

6th. Rye and barley are almost unknown as crops in this county. 

6th. The usual average of hay is about 1^ tons per acre. Worth at this time 
911.00 per ton. 

7th. The farmers are of late paying considerable attention to the culture of 
fmiL 
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9th. The prodacts of the dairy are very limited and chiefly consumed at home. 

10th. Very little attention is paid to the raising of sheep. 

11th. In regard to hogs, there are very few fattened in our county, over and 
above what is used for home consumption, except those fed and reared at dis- 
tilleries. 

The farmers have come to the conclusion that from 40 to 50 cents per bushel 
for com, will fill their coffers sooner than feeding it to hogs. 

12th. Very few cattle are fattened in our county. 

13th. We have been improving within the last few years in the introduction of 
improved Agricultural implements. 

14th. Horses bear a high price here; a good substantial farm horse will easily 
brng8160. 

We have leased a fine Fair ground, containing about 10 acres; have fenced it 
with a close plank fence, seven feet in height

PICKAWAY COUNTY. 

The area of land tilled in Pickaway county for the year 1 855, as appears fey lh« 
reports of the different township assessors, in com and wheat, is as follows: 

Acres of wheat sown, St,969; buahels gathered, M6,764; average yield per 
aore» 15 53-100. 
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Acres of corn planted, 76,414; bushels gathered, 3,609,765; average yield per 
acre, 47 23-100 bushels. 

The wheat crop of 1856, was an average one, and was secured m excellent 
condition 

Tiie com crop of 1856, may be set down as a full half crop. The fulure was 
owing to two causes: The fulure of the com to come up at the first planting, and 
the dryness of the season which seriously affected the crop on the clay soils. There 
was a difference of opinion among our farmers as to the cause of the com not com- 
ing up at first planting. Some held that the main fault was in the coldness of the 
soil; others that the germ of the com was destroyed by being exposed to the cold 
of the previous winter. Early gathered com germmated better. The result of 
the experience of all, would seem to show that the failure of the corn to germin- 
ate at fir&t planting, was attributable to both causes, in part 

Rte is but little raised in this county. It is, however, sown on old lands, and 
" hogged down,'' for the purpose of renovating the soil. The treatment of worn 
second bottom in this way is much in favor with many farmers. 

Ojlts are but little raised — scarcely any for shipment. The average yield per 
acre, may be set down at forty bushels. 
Bablst is not raised to any extent in this county. 

Sub-soil plowing is not practiced in this county to any extent Deep plowing, 
on our deep warm soils, is much in favor. 

The drouth of this year has seriously effected the farmer's interest in this county, 
in the drying up of pastures, spring wells, Ac, the latter being lower at this time 
than at any other for years. 

Many of the largest forest trees failed to put out foliage this season to full sixe, 
they having a shriveled and diseased appearance. The cause of this is not known, 
imless it was the cold of last winter. 

Fruit trees were, many of them, '* frozen to death *' last winter. Nearly all 
our young orchards will need much replanting, especially where the trees have 
been taken from soils unlike ours. The rage in this county to procure fruit trees 
from abroad has not generally been attended with success. 

The potato is not cultivated to an extent in Pickaway county, sufficient to supply 
the home demand, except in very favorable seasons. Large quantities are shipped 
annually to the towns of this county from the North, and command high prices. 
The rot does not affect the potato here. 

Very little attention is paid to the cultivation of root crops in this county for 
feeding ^tock, neither is food of any kind cooked, but mills for griding com in the 
cob are coming into use, and are popular. Apples are not used for food. The 
bitter rot effects most early and fall apples. Winter apples are not plentiful The 
apple crop this year (1856,) was light, and no peaehes, plums, or pears — &w 
•herries. 
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The number of hones, catde, males, sheep and hogs m this county, acoordrng 
to the returns, with their estimated yalue, is as follows: 

Horses, 9,9^5, value, 9606,745 ; cattle, 3S,566, yalue, 9690,339 ; mules, 42, 
ralue, 92,135; sheep, 19,681, yalue, 926,239 { hogs, 43,088, yalue, 9157,440. 

This county is not as well stocked with feeding cattle this season, by two-thirds, 
as last The number of feeding will amount to six thousand head, whereas, last 
season the number reached nearer eighteen thousand. 

The county Fair for 1856, held October 15, 16, and 17, at Oircleville, opened 
inauspiciously, the weather being ramy and cold.

PORTAGE COUNTY. 

The Portage County Agricultural Society was organised in 1846, and the first 
Fair under its auspices was held that year. Since that time the interest m the 
Society has been constantiy increasing, until its influence is at present felt and ac- 
knowledged by all in the county. 

Our first exhibitions were held m the streets of Bayenna, and attended by only 
a yery few indiyiduals, and the stock was ranged along in the comers of the fence, 
with only here and there one to examine or notice them. No display of the work- 
manship of the mechanic, or of the ladies. 

But at present a yery different feeling is manifest The Society has been able 
to proyide itself with ample grounds (leased, howeyer,) and spacious buildings, 
where eyery year thousands gather to witness the display of such articles as our 
thri% farmers, our mgenious mechanics, and fiur ladies, may bring out Our 
Fairs are annual festiyities, to which all people look for pleasure and improye- 
ment 
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To those who labored in oar Society in its mfant days, and reared it anud oppo* 
sition and discouragement^ our present position is a matter of pride and satisfiM- 
tion. 

In many respects the eleventh annual Fw held September 17th and 18th, 1856, 
was the best our Society has ever witnessed. 

H0R8S8. — The number of horses on exhibition was far greater than that of any 
previous year, and we thbk the horses of Portage county would not suffer in com- 
parison with thoee of any county m the State. First among those exhibited waa 
a noble Morgan stallion, owned by M. Andrews of Franklin Mills, which, together ' 
with many of his colts, were on our grounds, and attracted much attention at our 
lafeFw. 

AnniXLS. — It is, perhaps, sufficient in our report of the present year, to say that 
improvements in neat cattle, mflch cows, sheep and swioe are constantly going 
forward; however, with less rapidity than might be wished. But when the animals of 
this year are compared with those of ten years ago, improvements will be obvious. 

Fabii Implkmbntb. — The attention of our farmers for two or three years badt 
has been directed to the improvement of implements of husbandry, and esp<*ciany 
to reapers and mowers, and more particularly the latter, as our county is much 
better adapted to grazing than to the raisipg of grain. Several mowers had been 
introduced during the year or two previous, and our Board of Directors, at the ' 
April meeting, resolved to give the various proprietors of the machines an oppor* 
tunity to test their value. Accordingly they offered small premiums on tiie ma* 
chines, and fixed upon a day in July when the several mowers should be tried* 
The day arrived, when there were entered for exhibition Eetchum's Mower, wiQi 
its various improvements, Mannbg's, Heath, and Ball A Aultman's. After a thor- 
ough trial, in which all did well, the committee awarded the first premium to 
Messrs. Ball & Aultman, the 2d to Eetchum's Ist improvement; Sd to Eetchum's 
original patent. Those who have used these mowers speak of them in terms of 
highest praise. 

Our report upon crops, their raising, and the mode of tillage must be very short 
and unsatisfactory. The spring was cold and backward, and quite unfavorable to 
putting in spring crops. The hay crop was good, rather above an average, bul' 
the wheat crop was very light 

Com, potatoes, oats, Ac , were almost a failure, owing to the drouth which com- 
menced in the last of June, and to the myriads of grasshoppers, which in some lo- 
calities setUed down like clouds upon the fields. 

But we might say in conclusion, that the condition of agriculture m its various 
branches in our county is prosperous.

RICHLAND COUNTY. 
To th$ Fruident qfihi Ohio SUUe Board of AgricuUurt : 

It again becomes my duty to report the progress of the Richland County Agri- 
cultural Society, and its seyentii anniversary, held on the 1st, 2nd and Sd days of 
October, 1866. It was problematical with many, whether a successful Fair could 
be held the present season, in view of the extreme dry season, the passionate ex- 
citement of political controversy, and the fact of another agricultural society being 
. in existence in the north part of the county. But the doubts were dispelled by 
the superior display of horses, catde, hogs, sheep, and poultry. The grains, 
seeds, and vegetables, was of good quality; but not in such abundance as iistil 
. Of the mechanical and agricultural imjdements, there was no great impioveaiint 
on former exhibitions. The show of fruits was inferior, and that of flowan, 
more so. 
The display in the ladies department, as always, was very attraotiva. The

riding and driying-oirole, was well filled with good horses, managed by expert 
drivers or riders of both sexes, and we think oar lady equestrians can compete 
with any in the country, (though they have not authorized me to say so.) Our 
Fairs are eyidently effecting much in the improTement of agriculture, by the ^s- 
semination of useful knowledge in all its branches. The natural proneness of man- 
kind to imitation, and rivalry is ever stimulating him on to examine other im- 
provements. Improrement is every where gomg on in the county, there are 
now many model farms, and there are ten good farmers to one at the organiza- 
tion of the Society. The subject of deep plowing has become a settled policy ; 
the elements of manures, and their application, is every where a theme of in* 
quiry. The necessity of warm, dry shelter for animals, is no longer a prob-

The advantage of feeding ground com, over that of whole, is now admitted by 
almost every former. 

The effects of the drouth on grass, has been Tery perceptible is lessening the 
growth, but still the alimentary quality b richer ; the com crop is not so good as 
usual ; the frait crop is small, the fruit trees were much injured* and the young 
evergreens have mostly died, they had lost much of their vitality by hard 
freezing, then drouth completed the destraction. The mechanical implementa a 
the county are progressing, in every town and village. Mansfield sustains a high 
reputation in the manufacturing of large quantities of leather by Mr. Bitter, Mr. 
Eendle, and others. Carriages made by Christofel can hardly be excelled in the 
cities. The planing and sash establishment by Emingor A Sherman, is very use- 
ful to the public. The foundry of Messrs. Hall A Allen, where all kinds of cast- 
ings, drilling, turning, and the manufacturing of plows, cutlery and edged-tods, 
of superior quality, and what is of the greatest importance to the farming com- 
mimity, is their com and cob grinder, the Excelsior, which with its late improve- 
ments of double surface, is superior to any in the country. One great impe£- 
ment to perfect farming, is the lack of laborers in the field, while our extensive 
public and company works are progressing, the emigrant laborers are mostly em- 
ployed on them, while our native young men are, a large proportion of them, 
drawn from the farm to professional service, to commercial business, and to con* 
ducting and assisting in running railroad cars, and to many other employments 
and devices. Therefore our interests admonishes us to cultivate amity and kind- 
ness to European emigrants, while we want laborers to clear our extensive forests, 
to till our boundless prairies* to improve our fields, to drain our marshes, to make 
gardens, to cultivate vineyards, and to embellish our glorious country.

The Committee on Farms, appointed by the Board of the Bichland County 
Agricultural Society* have examined the three farms entered for premiums* vis : 
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8«miiel Tniiiger» of Plymoath, J. H. Ctiok, of Madison, and Matthew Boner» of 
Washmglon township ; and do award to Mr. Cook the first, t j Mr. Tranger the 
second, and to Mr. Boner the third premiom. 

The farm of the last named gentleman, is situate five miles south of Mansfield, 
and one mile from the town of Lexington ; containing two hundred acres, prina- 
pally of second bottom, dry, sandy, deep soil, of superior fertility, often prodncmg 
orer one hundred bushels of com per acre. The fields are conreniently arranged, 
and the fences substantial ; the timber land is of oak and sugar maple, interspersed 
with rarious other kinds of wood ; on the premises is a bountiful spring of pure 
water, the house and bam are both good, the latter is a bank-bam, with exten- 
aire conreniences for carriages; and storage for his superior fiEurming implements ; 
his conyeniences for unloading and riusbg hay by horse power, by which a ton of 
hay may be taken up into the mow in six minutes, is well worthy the attention of 
farmers. 

Mr. Trauger's farm is north of Mansfield nineteen miles, two west of Plymouth; 
ii contains two hundred and sixty acres, nearly all arable land, with a spring 
brook passing through it. The fields, fences and buildings, all display a superior 
knowledge of agricultural skill and topographical arrangement ; his two dwelling 
houses are conyeniently arranged for comfort, hb bams, carriage house, hog 
house, spring house, washing house, and out houses, are detached from t^ach 
other, with spacious open ground for carriage drires to either; his parks, in front, 
are pretty, embellished with erergreens, yines and garden flowers; in short, his 
mode of farming, his farm implements, hb home comforts, all speak of hb sound 
judgment and indefatigable industry. 

The farm of J. H. Oookb situated two and one-half miles south-west from Mans- 
field ; it contains two hundred and sixty acres, and like Mr. Trauger's, is pleas- 
antly undulating, originally timbered with oak, chestnut, poplar, and other tim- 
ber indigenious to the country. Hb fields are arranged conyenient to roads, 
hb fences are of the most substantial constraction, more than two miles being of 
posts and boards, and thirty-fiye gates, well-hung and painted. His ample and 
extensiye yards, out-houses, Ac, in connection with his two dwelling houses, ren- 
ders it fascinating and desirable as a country residence ; a large and conyenient 
bank-bam, with stabling and shed for his horses and cattle, and storage for hb 
fanning implements. Hb wet ground is thoroughly drained with stones ; he baa 
three thrifty orchards of choice fmits ; hb farmmg implements though good, are 
not equal to either Mr. Trauger's or Boner's, and those of the latter are superior 
to either ; hb steel plows, wheat drill, mowers, reapers. Ac, are of a superior 
order.

ROSS COUNTY. 

Daring the past season, this county experienced a seyere drouth. The streaoEii 
were lower and the springs and wells failed to a much greater extent than in 1854» 
or in any former year. As a necessary consequence, both crops and stock suf- 
fered. 

The wheat crop probably suffered less than any other, though it was not thought 
to be an arerage one, except in quality. 

Oats were less than half a orop. 

Potatoes in many instances failed entirely, and it was only in new ground, or 
where rery great care was bestowed in the cultiTation, that eren a partial crop 
was obtained. Large quantities have been brought into the county, chiefly from 
New York, to supply the deficiency, and sold at 91.25 per bushel. 

Ootn is variously estimated at from one-half to two-thirds of a crop. Several 
causes have operated to diminish the yield of com — the seed com, injured by the 
severe cold of the previous winter, or from some other cause, did not come up on 
the first planting. Much time was lost in replanting and in procuring seed, and, 
after all, the com did not stand well. Then came the drouth, and lastly, an early 
frost, tL^^^l^ifcroyed most of the late com, and injured all to a great extent. 

The p^nQlbigh, ranging from forty to fifty cents per bushel, and thus makes 
up to tha^PpS in good part, for the deficiency in quantity and qualiQr. 
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Fruits and TegetiUes svlbred iBln wUk other orops, aad of tin fiamer our 
ivpply has been furnished in part from abroad. 

Important changes, we think, are taking place in the agricnlture of our coon^. 
The old notion that our bottom lands were too rich for wheat, is being rapidly 
eiploded, and this cereal is fast becoming an important staple, where a few years 
ifaise it was rarely grown. More care is bestowed in its cnltiTation, and greater 
seal manifested in procuring from every possible pomt new rarieties, and in testing 
their adaptedness to our soil and climate, than has ever been observed before* 
The drill, the reaper and the thresher, are no longer simply objects of curiosity* 
but are rapidly taUng their places among the necessary implements of husbandry. 

The high price and demand for com for distilling and shipment, is diminishing 
vtrj rapidly, the number of hogs and cattle that are fed in the county. 

There has been also, we thick, in the last two years, a marked improvement in 
the general tillage of the county ; though in one of the most important indications 
of progress^ that of deep plowing, we are still deficient. 

The Agricultural Society is not meeting with the general encouragement and 
ooK>peration of the farmers of the county that was hoped for. A few men have 
been laboring for years to improve the stock and promote the agricultural inter- 
ests of the county, and they are thus laboring still ; but too many of our farmers 
feel satisfied to attend our Fairs and bring their families with them, without eon* 
iribuiinff anythmg to add to the interest and usefulness of the exhibitions. 

The last Fair, held on Thursday and Friday, the 9tii and lOth of October, mm 
well attended. The stodc of young horses was the largest and best ever exhibited 
in the county. The cattie were few in number, yet the reputation of this regkm 
for the qualiiif of its stock was pretty well sustained. In almost every other 
department, except in that of the handiwork of the ladies, there was a meagre 
display. 

The equestrian exercises passed off pleasantiy and without aoddent Increased 
^orts will be made by the Board to awaken interest in the operations of the So- 
ciety, and it is hoped, suecessAilly.

SANDUSKY COUNTY. 

The society held its annual fair on the lands owned by the society, m Fremont 
on the 7th, 8ih and 9th days of October, 1856. 

The stock showed a marked improvement on former years ; there was exhibited 
a large number of thorough bred Short Horns, and sereral Devons as well as a 
large number of high grade cattle. The stock of horses was much better than any 
former year. The exhibition of hogs was large, among which were many Suflfolk 
and other improved breeds ; there was seyeral very fine pens of sheep, among 
which where Southdowns and Merinoes of fine quality. The hall of farm products 
was well filled with samples of grain and yegetables. The department of farm 
tools and mechanic fabrics, though not large, was far better than any previous 
year. Floral hall was filled to overflowing with its attractions, showing the fine 
taste of the ladies of Sandusky. The number of entries for premiums were, cattle 
47; horses, 110; sheep, 11 ; swine, 16. 

The weather was fine and the fair was well attended by a large concourse of 
people, a large proportion of whom were farmers. The fairs of our county are 
evidently doing much good, and the farmers are yearly becoming more interested 
in them. The wheat crop has been a good yield the last year, but the number of 
acres was much less than formerly ; a large crop is in the ground for the coming 
year, and promises well. The com crop this year has been about an average one; 
the first planting last spring did not come weU, and many fields were re -planted, 
and the last planting has produced much soft com. Otho Lease of Jackson ^, 
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drew the first premimn for the best five acres of com, ayeragiDg orer one bnndred 
bushels per acre on prairie land, without any manure. Oats, rye and grass hare 
all yielded fair crops this year. 

Fruit. — Peaches were all cut off by the sererity of last winter, but a large 
portion of the trees surriyed. The apple crop was generally light, but mucb 
. attention is being paid to the raisbg of good fruit orchards. 

The county Auditor reports the receipts of licenses for public shows* mto the 
county treasury for the last year to be fit 5. Fremont is the principal maricet 
town for all the products of the county.

8TARK COUNTY. 

The undersigned officers of the Stark County Agricultural Sodety are enabled 
to report that the exhibition this season* being the seventh annual exhibition of 
the society* was one of deep bterest on the part of the exhibitors and the public 
generally — there being a very large attendance during the whole exhibition ; but 
the fair being held in Massillon* and it baring been necessary to fence the ground, 
10 acres, and erect the buildings* the expense was heavy and will consume the 
whole receipts. 

Of the products of Hie county for the season* we can say but little* the season 
having been very unfavorable. On flat* low ground the wheat crop was nearly a 
failure; but on rolling land it was better* and we think the average 12 bushels to 
the acre. The com crop was light* but better than was anticipated during the 
months of July and August ; there is a large amount of old com on hand. Oats 
are good. Hay and barley* a fair crop. Some attention is being p id to winter 
barley* with profit. Potatoes are nearly a failure* though there were some fine 
ones exlibited — raised by irrigation ; the largest yield of which we have heard 
this season was 130 bushels to the acre. Fruit of all kinds a failure. We see 
manifested an increased interest in scientific farming* draining, subsoiling and 
manuring with proper manure. In the use of improved plows* mowers and 
reapers* harrows* drills* cultivators* Ac* there is a great improvement* and the 
manufacture of these articles by Messrs. Russell; Coggeshall; Ball* Aultman h Co.* 
and others* is very successful. 

There is a great interest in the improvement of horses. Messrs. Wales ii Co. 
hare brought out the Champlain* a thorough Morgan* but of unusual sixe and 
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beauty* The Kapoleon Morgan, owned by Mr. Wetmore. is still a fine animal, 
and has done much to improve the stock of horsed in the vicinity. The Messenger, 
imported by ArbncUe & EUson, a splendid animal. We inay say there is as 
much attention paid to the improvement of horses with us, as any part of the 
State. 

Jacks have also been brought into the county, and the rearing of mules is 
receiving attention. 

In Durham stock we find some improvement, and we are rejoiced to see several 
fine Devons btroduced during the year. Great attention is now paid to sheep, 
and we have some new varieties ; Thos. S. Webb has introduced some fine 
Southdowns on his Sippo farm. A. Hildebrand and several others, have also 
imported largely of the Spanish Merino. A. 0. Wales, Esq., and Geo. S. Hurford 
have imported Suffolk hogs that are fine. Mr. Lee, of Leizngton township, and 
Bryant of Washington township, have introduced the Chester county grass breed 
of hogs — ^good stock. 

We think we can safely say that old Molly Stark is fully aroused and will come 
out No. 1. 

We have made arrangements to hold our furs alternately at Massillon and 
Oanton.

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SUMMIT OODNTT. 

The 8ammh County Agricultaral Sodety held their annual Fair, for the year 
1856, upon the 8th, 9th and 10th days of October. If the success attending sucli 
exhibitions may be taken as an index of agricultural improvement, we may then 
safely report that our county In the past year has made ^'progress.'* The num- 
ber of articles and animals then shown was much greater than at any previous 
exhibition; while the membership of the Society was at the same time largely in- 
creased. Nearly one thousand entries were made upon the books of the Seere- . 
tary, and four hundred and ninety cards of membership were issued* Among the 
competitors were quite a number who never before had manifested an interest in 
the affairs of the Society, and among the articles exhibited were some that have 
only, of late, attracted the attention of our farmers. 

Of this latter class the Osier WiJlow, grown by M. D. Everest of Macedonia, in 
this county, may be mentioned. Its culture bids fear to become a profitable 
business for those who may engage in it. 

Summit county has almost every variety of soil, and is well adapted to the rais- 
ing ot whatever products belong to this latitude. By reason of this, every de- 
partment of our Fair receives its due share of the contributions — no one branch of 
agricultural industry absorbing entire attention. For the same reason the effeet ot 
a rainy season, or of a season of drouth, is less noticeable at our annual exhiU- 
tions; as that which causes one field to fail in its crop, often renders another more 
than usually fruitful. 

The severe drouth of the past season, unprecedented even by that of 1854, has 
generally been severely felt by the farmers in this county. The hay crop, brought 
forward by the spring rains, and cured without having been wet, was rather better 
han ordinary, but all the other crops have suffered — the later more severely than 
he eHiIier. In the dryer portions of the meadows and pastures, much of the 
grass has been killed by the grub, which eats away the roots, so that by pulling 
at a handful! of grass, a large sod may be torn up, leaving the ground bare. The 
drouth, by diminishing the feed, has reduced in flesh the grazing stock, and mate- 
rially dimioished the yield of milk» butter and cheese. The milk, however, in 
time of drouth, is richer than that produced in wet seasons. Hay grown when it 
is dry is more valuable than an equal weight grown when it is wet Graimg 
stock are more healthy in dry than in wet seasons, and will thrive in time of drouth 
pasturing, where, in a wet time, upon an apparently equal amount of food, they 
would fall away. 

The small quantity of fruit which the severe cold of winter and the late frosts 
of spring had spared, was also greatly injured by the drouth ; so that in our 
market, in this fruit region, apples are now selling for 91 25 per bushel. With 
the disastrous effects of the drouth before them, many were anticipating at least

a partial failiure in onr annual agricultural exhibition for tbe current year. The 
result was a matter of surprise to all. The display of fruits and grains was fully 
equal to that at the State Fur; and our garden products were superior to the best 
eoUeotions of former years. Of cattle, one hundred and thirty head were shown. 
Durhams, Devons, and their grades. Several thorough-bred animals are owned 
in the county, some of which were introduced during the present year, while grade 
animals may be found upon the farms of erery progressive breeder. The Dur- 
hams were first introduced, and are the most numerous of improved cattle. The 
Devons are fast fiodbg their way into favor with the upland farmers. The whole 
number of cattle in the county, is twenty thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
eight. One hundred and seventy-five horses were shown, of various sizes, ages, 
and degrees of excellence. The members of the Morgan family among tbem, 
though less in size than others, attracted more attention. Their kindaess of dis- 
position, their hardihood of constitution, their quick muscular movements, theur 
speed, and power of endurance, render them general favorites. Some of them 
have been brought into the county during the past year. Quite a number of fine 
spring colts, of this class, were shown, and duly admired. A span of matched 
horses were sold from the county, durmg the past year, for 9 1,000. Whole num- 
ber of horses in the county, six thousand, four hundred and thirty-four. A few 
mules were on exhibition ; but little attention is paid to raising them in the county. 
Several pens of full-blooded, fine and coarse wooled sheep, were shown, and ex- 
amined with considerable interest by wool-growers. A few good sheep have been 
brought here during the past year. The number now in the county is about thirty. 
five thousand. Several sheep owners in this vicinity, have had to contribate pretty 
largely for the support of their neighbor's dogs, who had a taste for mutton. The 
improvement which pork-growers are making in the class of swine, as indicated by 
those shown at the Fair, is in the introduction among them of the Saffolk blood. 
The larger premiums were awarded to those of this breed. Whole number of 
swine m the county, ten thousand, two hundred. The first premium for the best 
crop of wheat from one acre of ground, was awarded to Clark Sackett, of Tall- 
madge ; amount raised, 32 bushels and 31 pounds. About 13 bushels per acre, 
would be an average crop this year, and eighty-five cents about the average cost 
per bushel. Akron is the chief market town, though wheat is marketed at several 
other places in the county. The average price paid per bushel during the year, is 
about one dollar and forty cents. The amount of wheat raised in tbe county in 
the year 1855, as shown by the returns of tbe assessors, was 416,398 bushels. 
Estimated quantity grown this year, 310,000 bashels. The wheat grown this year 
is better than that grown' last The premium offered for the best crop of com 
from one aire of ground, was awarded to E. L. Hammond, of Northampton ; 
amount grown, eighty-six bushels shelled com ; soil, a rich bottom. Tbe amount 
of com grown in the county last year, was 369,697 bushels; estimated quantity 
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ftr this year, 276.000 bnsliels. Much of the com pluited Iftst spring had been 
fkSkd by the winter, and faQed to germmate ; late frosts in the spring, and the 
serere drouth of the summer and fall, greatly injured its growth ; and the eaily 
frost cut down much that was not then ripe. The best crop of potatoes, from one 
half an acre of ground, was raised by Dorsey W. Yiers, of Gorentry ; asiount^ 
one hundred and fifty bushels* This crop has been but little affected by rot the 
past year ; the potato bug has, howerer, continued its depredations. Two oonraes 
with regard to them, have been pursued ; the one, to sweep over the yines fre* 
quently with a loog pole, driring them from their places ; the other, to gather them 
in Tossels and bum them. The oat crop this season was lights aad there wese 
BO competitors for the premiums offered. Thb is usually with us a good tatopm 
Bye and barley are also raised, and of late, some attention has been paid to the 
growth of millet. This has proved to be a desirable crop with the farmers who 
hare given it a trial. The production of butter and cheese may be ranked among 
the more important of our agricultural mterests. The prices of dairy prodneli 
have been, for some time, tending upward, and our dairy &rmers are now reap- 
ing ** golden harvests." Some of them have given their attention to the rearing 
of a race of milkers, which connot fail, in time, to be productive of marked preft- 
ible results.

The lltli annual Fair of our Society was held at Warren, on the 9th, 10th and 
11th of September last. The nnfayorable season made the display of fruits and 
garden produce qmte meagre, but the stock, of all descriptions, greatly exceeded 
m quantity and quality, any before exhibited in this county. 

PuKCiPAL Crops— Com, oats, flax, wheat, pasture and buckwheat In all 
these crops, <he report of last yeat will not be far out of the way for this, since, 
in both years, the season has been equally nnfayorable, and crops of all kinds 
barely reach an average quantity. There are exceptional fields and farms, where 
locality or superior tillage has obviated some of the efifects of drouth.

TUSOABAWAS COUNTY. 

The Agricultural Faur of this county for the current year, was the most ' wm- 
oessful that the Society has held. The entries in the several departments wwe 
qpiite respectable, considering the disastrous consequences of the protracted drouth 
upon farm productions. 

The show of stock was unprecedented, and the competition was spirited. Thei 
Society's grounds are entirely too small for the favorable display of articles and 
the comfort and convenience of visitors. 

To obviate this difficulty in the future, the Board of Directors have determined 
upon the purchase of additional ground, which is to be enclosed andsubstantiaOy 
arranged for the reception of live stock and o&er articles, before the time of the 
next exhibition. 
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With the exception of wheat, the farm crops were materially shortened by 
drtmth. The wheat crop was almost a failure, by reason of the depredations of 
the yellow weevil. Much of this crop was not gathered, being deemed worth- 
less. The yield is estimated at about six bushels to the acre. 

Bye is only grown in small quantities, and the crop is siud to hare been 
affected by the weeyil. 

The yield of oats was about thirty bushels to the acre. It is believed that this 
crop was an average, only that the straw was much shortened by drouth. 

Barley is not much cultivated. What is grown is sold to the brewery in opera- 
tion in this county. 

The com crop in some portions of the county was a total failure. 

In the river bottom and upon the low lands, there was a better growth. The 
average yield is estimated at twenty bushels to the acre. This crop was less- 
ened by reason of the very late planting, as well as by drouth. Many farmers 
planted their com fields three times. It is to be hoped that seed com will be 
selected and preserved with greater care hereafter. 

The yield of potatoes is supposed to be about thirty bushels to the acre. The 
drouth has materially diminished the crop. So far as ascertuned the potato dis- 
aase does not pievail this year. 

Deep plowing is generally practised by our farmers. But little subsoiling is 
done, and that only by the Michigan double plow. We are not advised as to the 
comparative advantages to lands thus treated. 

Pasture grasses in some places were completely dried up by drouth, so that the 
use of hay and other feed had to be commenced to supply the failure of pasture. 
ThiB stock on exhibition at the Fair was observed to be in good condition. 

In general, cattle have maintained good plight, and have been exempt from 
bowel affections. The yield of butter and milk has fallen off and was not pro- 
portioned to the condition of the cattle. Dairying is not followed, except by a few 
farmers. 

But owing to the repeated failures of the wheat crop, this business will be en- 
tered upon more extensively by those who have despaired of producing their sta- 
ple crop. 

The wool interest is steadily increasing. Some of the finest French and Spanish 
Merinos have been introduced, and breeders are satisfied with the profits of this 
branch of husbandry. 

The growth of fruit was small. A few orchards only produced apples. Owmg 
to the drouth, they did not attain their ordinary sise. They were otherwise imper- 
fect. Peach trees were almost entirely destroyed by the severity of the winter. 
What few plums escaped the late frosts, were lost by the ravages of the curculio. 

It has not been ascertained that forest trees suffered any from drouth. 
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Gromid food is growing in &Tor wiih onr fannen. 

We hare testimony for the adrantages of this kind of food, from those who 
have commenced its nse* The ''Excelsior'' com and cob mill, is manufiEustured at 
the New PhQadelphia foundry, and finds prompt sale. 

Apples are not used for feeding stock, as far as we are informed. 

The Ohio Farmer, Ohio Cultirator, Country (Gentleman, and Plow, Loom an^ 
Anril, are taken in the county. The Ohio Caltirator has the largest circulation. 
A few copies of the Horticulturist are also taken. The number of the above pa- 
pers that circulates in this county, has not been ascertained. 

Agricultural papers have not been awarded as premiums for the past two years. 
The practice was commenced, but could not be continued without detriment to the 
pecuniary interests of the Society, by reason of one or two extravagant awards of 
premiums of this kind. 

The following is the estimated cost of raising one bushel of some of the farm 
crops grown in this county. The present prices of each are also given, as fol- 
lows: 

Cost of ndsing one bushel of wheat, 70 cents ; present market price per 
bushel, 91 M. 

Cost of raising one bushel of Indian com, 20 cents ; present price 40 cents. 

Cost of raising one bushel of oats, 16 cents ; present price 25 cents. 

Cost of rfusing one bushel of potatoes, 20 ; present price 75. 

The cost of raising farm stock until of suitable age for market, is nearly as 
follows, viz : 

Horses till three years of age cost, 940 ; present price 9100. 

Cattle till three years of age, cost 915; present price 920. 

Swme cost per pound, 4 cents ; present price of pork, 5 cents. 

The raising of sheep, as above stated, is considered quite renumerative.

In compliance with the Liw» and rules of the Ohio State Board of AgrieoItoMy 
we herewith present the annual report of the Union County Agricultural Society. 

The tenth annual fur was held on the fair ground at MarysTille on the 16th 
and 17th of October last. 

The number of entries in all the classes of horses was 146 ; of cattie in all the 
classes was 68, and other classes in proportion, making oyer 600 altogether. 

The exhibition of horses and cattle excelled our most sanguine expectations, 
and might well challenge comparison with the county fairs of the State. 

The fair, taken altogether, was a complete iuccess, and may be considered a tnia 
index of the condition of our society.

The treasurer paid out 411 11

The principal kinds of products of Uiis county are wheat, com, oats, hay, glass, 
mMe, cheese, hogs, horses, Ac. 

The usual product of wheat is about 16 bushels to the acre. This year Urn 
quality is more than an average, but the quantity less, say thirteen bushels to ths 
acre. 

The usual quantity of com to the acre may be put down at 40 bushels. The 
drouth b Mav ahd Juae, taken with the frosts in August and Septemba*, has 
. mM^ ^^ ^'^ ^^^^ ^^ ^^ average, both in quantity and quality. Thd averagis 
Hthis year will not vary much from 30 bushels. 

The oats crop, usually large, proved almost a failure this year, on account of 
^ihe drouth in June. 

Tho root crops are usually very abundant and of fine quality ; this year scarcely 
.an average. 

Our people have taken much pains to cultivate the best quality of fruits, and 
their efforts seem to have proved abundantly successful ; the severe cold however, 
of kst winter cut off most of the peach trees and gr^ vines, and some varieties 
of cherries and plums, but many of them are sprouting from the roots and will 
yield abundantly in a few years. 

The soil of our county is peculiarly adapted to grazing, being principally level 
iQ surface and of rich, moist quality. The farmers are yearly giving more atten- 
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tion to the ' reeding of stock, wbicli is abandantly manifest from the quantity and 

(Ittalitj exhibited at our fairs and shipped for other markets. 

The short horn Durham catde and French and Morgan horses for draft and 

■addle parp ses, cannot be excelled in quality, and are respectable in numbers. 

The number of sheep bred in this county seems to be diminishing, and must 

continue until the profit of wool growing shall become equal to that of other 

stock. 

Large numbers of stock and fat hogs are shipped and taken away erery year 

from this county. 

The principal part of the com and other gnuns are fed out to stock in the county, 

but there are considerable quantities annually shipped at the stations on the 

railroads in this county, at Marysville, Milford Centre; TTnionville Centre and 

Dorer. 

The average price of wheat durmg the past year was about 91 20 ; com 90 

cents ; oats 22 cents per bushel. 

The price of land varies with the situation and improvements, from 96 an acre 

upwards ; but good farms witii comfortable improvements, with road conveniences 

&o,, may be bought from 916 to 926 an acre. Indeed, we think there are few 

counties in the State in which land of good quality and equal conveniences, can 

be bought on as fair terms as in ITnioa county.

With much pleasure we communicate to you a synopris of the Agricultural So- 
dety for the past year. 

Pursuant to previous notiee, on tiie 13lh day of Deeember, A. D. 1861, a ftw

of the citisens of Vmton eonntj aBsembled, and in obedienee to the act of tbe Oen- 
oral Assembly of the State of Ohio, passed February S8th, 1846, entitied "An act 
for the encouragement of agriculture/' and organized the '^Yinton County Agricul- 
tural Society.'' At jthe time of its organisation it numbered in all fifty-two actiYe 
members. Since that time, though the tide of Western emigration has been ccm- 
tinually depriTing us of very many of our most actiye citizens, our Society has been 
gradually increasbg, both in numbers and interest, until at present we number 
about one hundred and sixty active members. 

Our agricultural Fair for the present season far surpassed the most sanguine 
expectations of all, and the prospect for the future bids us hope it will be even 
more encouraging the coming season. We think, considering all the circumstanoes 
o( the case, the comparative nature of our soil and climate, with that of other 
counties of this State, and also the youthful age of Yinton, that we can rightfully 
boast that in the mterest manifested in agricultural, as well as scientific pursuits, 
we are unsurpassed by any county in this or any other State. The mineral wealth 
of our county, which has been gradually developbg itself for the last four or fire 
years, has, withm the space of the last year, particularly received the attention of 
our citizens, and there have been consequentiy quite a number of additional and 
very encouraging explorations. The five iron furnaces within the limits of Yinton 
county, all of which are of the finest quality, and in successful operation, will 
doubtiess be well sustained for many years, and many others already under con- 
templation. The abundance of limestone ore imbedded in our mines will certainly 
remove all grounds for fear that the successful operations of iron furnaces will in 
any wise be impeded for many ages on that ground within the limits of this coun* 
ty. And as extensive arrangements are now being made by which the use of 
charcoal is advantageously supersceded by the use of stone coal, and as our sup- 
ply of the first quality of the latter is almost unlimited, there can be nothing to 
hinder us, in point of wealth and importance, from towering among the noblest 
counties of the Buckeye State. 

In addition to this, the facilities offered us for the transportation of our prodno- 
tions, whether yegetable or mineral, are equal to most, if not any, of the interior 
counties, being divided from east to west by the Marietta and Cmcinnati Railroad^ 
which is now in operation as far as the county of Athens, and will probably be 
entirely completed soon, and also by the Scioto and Hocking Yalley Railroad, now 
in operation as far as the town of Hamden in this county, and will soon be in ope- 
ration through the northern part of this, and possibly the greater part of the county 
of Hocking. 

By reference to the reports of the assessors of the various townships of this 
county, on file in the office of the County Recorder, which I suppose is the most 
authentic reference within our reach, we find that the number of acres of wheat 
produced the current year was 9,929^, ralued at §106,097. In the sune time. 
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the number of acres of com produced were 14,736, valued at i516»666. This is 
probably somewhat deficient, from the fact that many fiirmers sujqpoeing these es- 
timates to be taken for the purpose of taxation, and not being required to make 
oath to the correctness of them, would not give a full and unbiased report, and 
some of them utterly refused to make any report whatever,

The Warren County Agricultural Society, in makmg their annual report to your 
body, would state that we have held two exhibitions dormg the past year. Isi 
May we had a Horse Fair, exclusively. The number of entries was large, and tiie 
competition spirited, yet generous, and the attendance full for a busy season of the 
year with our farmers. 

Our annual Fair was held in our beautiful mclosure, on the 7th, 8th and 9th 
days of October; and take it all in all, was more than equal to any former exhi- 
bition. The specimens of fruit, grain and vegetables far exceeded our most san* 
guine expectations, both in quantity and quality, and in live stock there was no 
falling off from previous years, either in numbers or character. Especially fine

waf the arraj of Ixorses. There were 316 eniries in the seTeral elaases of horse* 
and mares, and among them 26 pair of matches, all fine and well trabed. The 
exhibition of agricoltoral impl^nents was meagre, from the &ot that onrs is not a 
manafactnring coonty. Our proximity to (^cinnati, Dayton, Hamilton, and Spring- 
field giro our intelligent and enterprising farmers great facilities for procuring the 
best implements, and it would doubtless pay well if the manufactures at these 
places would exhibit their implements more generally at our Fairs, especially those 
recently invented or improred. 

Owing to the great drouth, we had no plowiog-match, and there were no ratries 
made for the premiums on field crops, according to law. 

The past season having been, with us, one of unusual drouth, the crops of gram» 
particularly flax, oats and com, have been very light Our com, howerer, has 
ripened better than we anticipated, some time smce, and it is bringiDg remunerat- 
ing prices. This year has afforded us a fine illustration of the adrantage of thor- 
ough and deep culture. Wherever our fiurmers have underdndned well, ploughed 
deep and pulrerized thoroughly, they have, with ordinary subsequent care, secured 
at least, average crops, and been thus more amply rewarded than if the earth had 
produced abundantly for the injudicious and incorrigible fogies, young and old* 
These, however, are not numerous in old Warren. Our farmers are, as a general 
thing, progressive. The fact that our Society -this year numbers 938 members, 
is ample proof of this &ct, and the constantly increasing use of grain-drills, field- 
rollers, reapers, mowers, and improved plows, and the marked improvement in 
our horses, cattle, hogs, sheep and poultry, evinte clearly what our association* 
together with the agricultural press and other agencies, are effecting among our 
rural population.

WAYNE COUNTY. 

The Serenth Annual Fair of the Wayne County Agricultural Society was held 
on the 6th, 7th and 8th days of October, 1866. 

It was much better attended than many supposed it would be, it was feared the 
drouth would deter many from turning out, but the friends of the Society were 
agreeably disappomted. During the three dajrs there was an immense crowd, 
ttnch larger than we had at any former Fair, composed of our most intelligent 
Airmers, with their wives and daughters. The stock exhibited evidenced a de- 
cided improvement over any former year. 

Since the organization of the Society, there have been brought into the county 
thorough*bred and Morgan horses, Durham and Devon cattle ; Merino, Saxon, 
and French sheep, and Suffolk, Liecestershire, Berkshire, and other improved 
breeds of swine. 

The crops in the county were not one-half the usual average, on account of 
weevil ; and first planting of seed corn which failed to come up entirely, and con- 
sequently there was but little competition on field crops. The premium acre of 
upland com yielded in the ear one hundred and twenty -one bushels, which was a 
rare occurrence, and was worked twice with a cultivator, and twice with a doubk 
•hovel plow. 

The white wheat was a general failure. The Mediterranean and early ripe were 
over a half crop. The never-fail or Quaker wheat has made its appearance iu 
fliis county this fall for the first time. 

The Society is in a prosperous condition, and consists of three hundred and 
Corty-two members.

Sbce its introduction we notice that much less chess 
has been cultivated. Price at Marietta, our chief market, 91.25 per busheL 

Cork. — The drouth has cut short this crop the present season ; yet we know of 
instances where lands were deeply plowed and thoroughly cultivated and crops 
raised fully up to the arerage. There is no whisky made in this county. Prise 
of com 60c* 
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Oats. — Crop quite short Pxioe 95o. 

Hat. — Crop less than arerage. Price 911 per ton. 

Potatoes. — This is an important crop in this county, many thousand barrels 
being annually sent to the Southern markets. Price at present 82.26. 

Afpubs. — The same may be said of this crop as of potatoes. The crop is small 
ttiis season, but large when compared with other sections of Ohio. We pride our- 
lelyes on producing more and better apples than any other county in Ohio. 

Agricultubal Sooistt. — This Society held its eleventh Annual Fidr on the 
Society's Grounds at Marietta, on the 8th, 9th and 10th of October last. The 
weather was as pleasant as could be desired, and the Fair the most successful one 
eyer held. Over five thousand persons were present. This Society was organized 
in 1846 ; that year thirfy-six specifications were made, and 9104 ofifered in pre- 
miums. This year, 1866, the specifications number two hundred and forty-nine, 
and premiums were offered to the amount of 91,000. Five hundred and fifty 
entries were made, and the cask receipts were 9l»262 97. Our advance as a 
Society has been healthy and rapid. We now own beautiful grounds, which are 
well inclosed and provided. The Society is out of debt, and may be numbered 
among the most prosperous in the State.

Sib : Oar Coipty Agricultoral Society was orgamzed on the 14th day of Jima 
last, by adopting a constitution and by-laws in accordance with the roles prescribed 
by the State Board, when the followmg officers were elected, to serre daring the 
present year :

At the first meeting, a number of committees were appointed, to enlist the f)se^ 
ings of our people in the enterprise, and obtain subscriptions to the funds of ttM 
Society ; and through the energy and perseyerance of those to whom this chsrgH 
was committed, the efifort was successful beyond all our expectations. A fund 
has been raised more than sufficient to defray all incidental expenses, and leare a 
balance in the hands of the treasurer with which to commence operations another 
year. Our first Fair was held the 7th and 8th of October, on the public square 
in Bryan. Sheds and pens were erected for the accommodation of stock. In the 
oofurt house, tables were erected for the display of fruits, regetables, needle woric, 
etc., and rooms set apart for furniture, &c. The weather was propitious, and ft 
was a subject of universal remark that the collection of people was greater than 
had eyer been known on any former occasion in the county. 

It being the first exhibition of the kind eyer held in the county, it was feared by 
many that the display of artic\es comprehended in the premium list would be 
meagre, but the sequel proved all such surmises to be unfounded. 

The stock, in numbers, quality and appearance, compared favorably with that 
exhibited at other and older settled county Fairs. 

Owing to the drouth of the past summer, there were no competitors on field 
crops, and but few specimens of gnuns were exhibited. 

Fruits, considering the season, were good. Apples, several varieties and speci- 
mens, were fine. 

In the vegetable department, were choice i^oimens, particularly potatoes aad 
Weti. 

The Mechanic arts were represented in some articles of skill and ingenuity. 

The display of articles of domestic manufacture, both ornamental and usefid» 
was highly creditable to the taste and industry of our ladies. 

In fact, the collection of articles was full, and all the arrangements throughout 
spoke well for the officers and managers as their first efifort. An address was 
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deliyared at the close of tbe Fair, by A. M. Pratt, Esq., of this town, whieh was 
listened to with marked attention bj the large audience there assembled, and will, 
no doubt, be a source of improrement and profit to many. 

The feeling manifested during the whole fair was of the best kind ; no quarrelii^ 
contentions or drunkenness, but all seemed to be concord and peace. Everything 
se^ed to pass off to the general satisfaction of all concerned. 

We are thus highly elated by our past success, and enter up<Ni the approaohing 
year with bright prospects. 

Principal crops are wheat, coro, oats, potatoes and hay. 

Whbat. — The crop and quality this year has been yery good, not as much 
affected by midge this year as last We hare no means of ascertaining the 
average yield, or the amount rMsed in the county this year. The amount returned 
by the assessors for the season of '55 is 73,009 bushels ; average yield 8| bushels 
to the acre. 

We can only say it is one of our principal crops, and our soil is well adq>ted to 
its cultivation. 

Corn. — The crop this year is small ; the early part of the season was unfavorable 
and the defective character of the seed used rendered it necessary for many of us 
to replant two or three times before we could get a sufficiency to stand. This 
made a good deal of late planting, and Call frosts coming much earlier than usual^ 
left us of course, much soft com ; average yield in '55 was 28 bushels to the acre; 
the price at present is 40 cents per bushel. 

Oats. — Thb b generally a sure erop with us. This year much injured by 
drouth — ^mostly raised for home consumption; price from SO to SO cents per 
bushel. 

PoTATOBS. — This crop was very good this year and the quality superior. No 
diseased potatoes this fall that we have heard of; the greater part of last year's 
crop ^as lost, we believe, on account of the wet season. The kind most raised 
are Neshannocks and Pink-eyes. Peach-blows and long reds or mixtures of those 
varieties, (do not know the average yield or the amount raised,) sell for 25 to 37 
c^ts per bushel in the fall, 75 to 91 in the spring. 

Bsns grow finely here and might be raised with profit for stock, but are only 
cultivated in the garden. The common turnip thrives ezceedmgly well, and is 
cultivated to some extent. 

Bn AVD Bablbt. — Small amounts of rye, but no barley is raised that we 
know of. 

BuoKWHMAT. — Considerable quantities are annually raised in the county — no 
established price. 

SiBDS. — Glover and timothy seed is raised in limited quantities as yet, (we 
believe the sdl well adapted to the raising of seeds ;) price for clover at present 
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ii 96 ; timothy 92 ; flax, broom eon, tobacco, field beans, hops, ifc , are grown 
to a small extent for domestic use. 

Grass and Hat. — The qnanUtj of grass grown, and hay made the past season 
not as great as last year, but of better quality. 

SvooK have retained a higher degree of flesh and hare not been subjected to 
bowel complaints. 

Fbuit. — There is considerable attention bebg paid to the improyement of fmit, 
especially apples, and it is well known our section of the State in soil and location 
is well adapted to the successful growbg of all kinds of fruit. The drouth has 
been yery severe on young fruit and forest trees, lately planted. Cannot tell the 
cost of raising the different crops per bushel. 

Very little ground food has been fed to stock before this fall ; there is quite 
awaking up among the farmers to this subject, but we cannot make a comparison 
yet, owing to the small amount that is fed* 

Daibt P&oduots. — There is not a regular dairy farm kept in the county to our 
knowledge ; considerable amounts of cheese are annually made in the county ; 
butter is an article of export; the price ranges from 10 to 18 cents per lb., at pres- 
ent 16 cents. 

There are no persons that we know ot that feed cooked or steamed food. 
Ko apples fed to stock m the county that we are aware of. 

Cost of Raising Farm Stock per brad. — Horses supposed to ayerage 960 per 
head at three years old ; cattle 915 per head at three years old ; sheep at 75 cts. 
per head one year old ; hogs at 93.50 per hundred at 18 months. 

Agriottltural Papers. — There are 12 copies of the Ohio Farmer taken atthk 

office, and 12 copies of the Ohio Cultivator, and 20 copies at other offices ; do not 

know of but one copy of the Farmer being sent to any other office. We awarded 

18 copies of the Ohio Farmer and 27 copies of the Ohio Cultivator as premiums 

this year, but do not know what effect it will have upon the society, but believe 

it will be good.

WOOD COUNTY. 

BowLnro Gbbin, Dec. Ist., 1856. 
To the President of the Ohio Stale Board of AffricuUure: 

The undersigned beg leaye to present to jour honorable body, the following 
brief report of the state of agriculture in this county. We haye not the means 
of arriying at any great degree of exactness in answering the seyeral questions 
proposed. Of the greater portion of the county, we can only speak in yague and 
general terms ; but judging it by what we know of those parts which fall under 
our immediate obseryation, we think we cannot yary materially from the truth. 

Ist. Com, oats and buckwheat, but little oyer half a crop, being much injured 
by the drouth. Com and buckwheat were seriously affected by early frost. 

Not much wheat sown last year, but what was sown has yielded well ; about 
20 bushels per acre, and of good quality. Much more sown this fall than last. 

2nd. Sab-soil plowing, properly so called, has not been practiced to any extent, 
as yet, but we regard the general sentiment of the county to be in favor of deep 
plowing. In fact, shallow plowing, or mere scratching the surface, has been as 
great a curse to this county, as either drouth or excessiye wet. In eyery instance 
deep plowing is followed by beneficial results. 

9d. Pasture grasses haye not suffered so much from drouth as cultiyated crops. 
The yield of the hay crop is about double what it was last year, and fifty per 
eent better in quality. Cattle and other stock haye maintained a much higher 
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i^peeeof flesh Uut year thsnlMt; been leai liable to dieeate, and the yield of milk 
aad butter this year is abomtdovble the quantity it was last, whMi was one of the 
»oat wet seasons eyer known m this eonntj. 

4th. Whatwecalladrysammer, greatfyretudsthagfowttoronrfrMttms, 
and has a highly deterioratiDg effoot upon the frnit What the effect b upon for- 
est trees, we are not prepared to say. * 

M. The potatoe crop is not aflbcted in the least with dha ws ; is a good crop ; 
in fery wet seasons we have observed &at potatoes are more or leas afteftsd wifli 
the rot. 

Mh. The cost per bnshel of raising the sereral Arm erops of this eonnty, ■nflit 
Beoeesarily rary greatly with the character of the season. Oom can be nised 
and harrested for about seyen dollars per acre, with a good ayerage crop the coat 
would be from 12 to 15 cents per bosheL Cost of rainng oati and bockwheat 
from 10 to 12 cents per boshel. Ooet of raising wheat, from 20 to 25 cents per 
bnshel. Potatoes can be raised for about 6 cents per bushel. 

7th. The economy of using ground instead of unground food for stock is not 
generally appreciated. Those fanners who haye tried it, highly recomn^nd the 
practice. In feeding ground instead of unground com, we think a saying of at 
least 20 per cent may be realised. 

8th. We know of no instance in which cooked or steamed food has been used 
for stock ; but we haye no hesitation in saying that the use of food so prepared, 
would be attended with highly beneficial results. 

9th. Apples are fed only to hogs. If^apples are sweet, hogs wfll thriye when 
fed on ihem. Farmers generally beliere that feeding sour apples does no good. 

10th. Horses, we suppose, can be raised to the age of four years old, at a cost 
of 925 to 930 per head. Oatde, with proper management, may be raised to 
three years old and past, at a cost not exceeding 99 per head. Hogs to the age 
of twelre months, at a cost of 93 to 95 per head. Sheep to the age of twelye 
months, for about 50 cents per head. 

11th. The Ohio Farmer and the Ohio Oultwator, are almost the only agricul- 
tural papers taken in this county. We are not prepared to say what number of 
each is receiyed ; but the number has greatly increased since the formation of an 
agricultural society, six years ago. The reading of those and other good agricul- 
tural publications, induces a man to apply thought, btelligent thought, to ttie 
business of farming ; and he who does this, is almost sure to become a membtf , 
and a useful member, of an agricultural society. During two years past, no agri- 
cultural papers haye been awarded as premiums by this society, but we belieyB the 
practice will be reyiyed at our next Fair, and hereafter continued. The efibet of 
his pracUce upon our agricultural society, is eminently beneficial.

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The friendB of the society were greatly encouraged bj the resdlts of this Fais. 
The crowd of people in attendance was greater than at any preyious Fair of the 
■ociety. The number of entries, I think, was larger. The regetables and froit 
on exhibition were truly ezaellent There were, probably, twice the number of 
horses on exhibition that hare been at any Fair heretofore. There was one circum- 
stance connected with this Fair which I observed with peculiar pleasure ; several 
sajt^tfuitial farmers who have hitherto stood aloof from this association, came for- 
ward and united with us. It is true, some of us have been somewhat discouraged 
at times ; but firmly believing that the society can and does, and actually has 
effected a vast amount of good in the county, we have stood by it, and labored for 
it, from its organisation to the present time, under circumstances the most discour- 
agmg ; through evil and through good report ; and now, all the reward we desired 
or expected is apparent ; the dawning of a brighter day for this society. For we 
humbly conceive that the tune has arrived when this society may be, and ought 
to be, established upon a basis more peimanent than it has hitherto ooenpied — 
wh/eu the premium list of articles should be enlarged ; the place, or places of hold- 
ing Fairs permanently located ; ground purchased and such fixtures thereon eateb- 
Ual^ed, as that every department of industry might be properly arranged, and ex- 
hibited to the best advantage. One other remark we wbhed to make in this con- 
noation ; let our society send to the next State Fair, in the care of men appomted 
for that purpose, ample specimens of the various productions of this county ; by 
tMsmeany, our county society would gain position and influence ; and the (act that 
Wood county yields to no other county in the State in the fertility of her soil, 
wovld become prominent, established, and no whete disputed.

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ADDRESS OF REV. J. B. WALKER, 



BEFORB THE RIOHLAKD OOUKTY AQBIOULTURAL 800IBTT, OOTOBEB, 1856. 



Mr. PrisiditU, Famtri and Fdhw- Citisfnt: 

I wOl not make an apology for an extempore speech. I generallj speak if I am 
inTited. At this meetbg I expected only to delirer the short poem which is to 
follow. If any words of mine may be of any yalne to those who hear, I shall be 
glad of it. I have spent a portion of my life on a farm — another portion of it as 
a mechanic — some part of it as a politician — ^and many years, last past, as a 
preacher of the (Gospel. I abandoned my former labors only because I beliered 
a higher duty and a higher power called me to my present labor. I hare often 
desired to retire agun to a farm, bat conscience will not allow me to reHnqniah 
present duties. I hare, howeyer, a personal and real mterest in agricnltoral por- 
snits. With political matters I haye no connection further than they connect 
themselyes with moral questions. I haye but once smce I haye been a Christian 
minister yoted a whole ticket, and I don't know that I ever shall again. I say 
these thmgs because some of you may suppose that the moral allusions in my 
poem may have party influence in them. I have no party affinities: but I know, 
and you know, that the liberties of tiiis country can be maintained only by the 
intelligence and morality of the people. I stand, therefore, against any man and 
all parties who would jeopardize freedom and morality in this nation. 

Three years ago this society gave me credentials, as one of their number, to 
yisit the agricultural fair of Great Britain, and to report to them such facts as I 
might think of value. While abroad I spent time and money to make myself con- 
yersant with the state of agriculture in Europe; and with the moral and temporal 
condition of the laborers of the Old World. In England I spent some time in the 
best agricultural regions of Sussex, mostly with the Bobinsons, a family of Friends, 
who are large farmers in that part of the kingdom. The Orthodox Quakers, or 
Friends, according to their number, are the best population of Great Britam, and 
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they had rational means of disteminating their tenets, and were willmg to abate 
some of their peooliarities, thej would be the best exponents of the religion of 
Obrist. J wish the world had more of them. I visited the Agricultural Fair of 
the United Kingdom, at the old city of Lincoln. Their show of cattle and agri* 
cultural implements — except the reaping, and threshing and grinding machines of 
America, are the best in the world. There are many things to be seen in England 
by which an American might profit, which I must pass. There the fee of the 
soil is in a few hands, and the number of landholders is constantly decreasing. 
A few men will soon own most of the English soil. In France the soil is gener- 
ally divided into small patches; there are some large farms, but the ground is 
owned mostly in patches of a few acres. The land laws in France divide a man's 
estate equally among his heirs; hence the people are impoverished, not being able 
to buy more land, and scarcely able to make a subsistence from the scanty acres 
they possess. 

Kow, to one or the other of these extremes things will tend in this country. 
Monopoly of land already exists at the South. In the North is the opposite dan- 
ger. If it had not been for our TerriUnries, from which slavery was excluded by 
our democratic fathers, the old States would be cut up into little patches, upon 
which a family could scarcely subsbt. Our new lands have saved bur own peo- 
ple, and those, likewise, who emigrated from the old countries. Now, I am not 
going to talk politics in a party sense. All parties say they are in favor of making 
Kansas a free State. The Democrats in the free States, as well as the Republic- 
ans, claim this. I believe these professions are generally smcere. The free man 
who would do any thidg that would take our territories from free labor, is an 
enemy to freedom — ^to the free laborer, and to his own posterity. No good man 
of any party will do thi", unless he has been deceived. Farmers are the men most 
interested in this matter ; and to whatever party they may belong, as they value 
the good of man or the favor of God — as they would have their children escape 
the evils of the Old World— let them make Kansas free. This is not a party ques- 
tion. It is a question of freedom and morals — a question which farmers and 
mechanics must settle for themselves and their childien — a question, not of black 
slavery in the present, that already exists, but of white slavery in the future. 

I will only add a few words, of a general character, as introductory to the agri* 
cultural poem which you have invited me to deliver on the present occasion. I 
have seen no reason to modify any of the opinions presented in my previous 
address to this society. 

There are some things in England better than we have [them here — ^there are 
others in this country better than they are there. The advantages there are mainly 
in favor of those who have means. Here they are in favor of the laborer. There 
^he laborer's wages are kept down to a mere living rate. Wages differ materially

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in different parts of the kingdom, but the average for fair labor b not above thirtj- 
three cents per day ; while the means of living cost one-third more than in this 
coontrj. In addition to their wages, the laborers generally get an allowance of 
beer daily. If one-half of this were given them in substantial food, and tha 
other half in money — fasDilies would generally be in a much better condition. As 
it is, a laborer's means are barely sufficient for subsistence ; and in most cases the 
hopes of gaining property, beyond a cow and a pig, are not entertained. There 
are exceptions to this, but such a thing as a daily laborer becoming the owner of 
a farm — (a constant occurrence among us) is scarcely known there. 

The morals of the protestant laborers in England are as good as in this country 
Those who are not protestants, are much below their neighbors, both in intelligeneo 
and morals. 

Men who possess property to the value of one thousand pounds — about 96,000, 
or more — live much more comfortably upon rented farms than those who own 
farms of the same value in this country. It requires about as much to rent a Urm 
and stock it, in England, as it does to buy one here. Those who rent are called 
farmers — others are called servants. The farmer seldom works. He rides in hia 
square, one-horse cart, and superintends. Labor is so cheap that he can make 
more by overseeing, than he could by working. Here, labor is so dear, that a 
farmer who hires men to do bis work, will have to pay about one-half of his gains 
for their services. Each class is prevented from rising to better circumstances in 
England, by rents,' taxes and wages. The small farmer has to pay, each quarter 
day, in rent, about all he can save ; and if he should ride in a four-wheeled car- 
riage, the tax of about thirty dollars per annum would be more than he could 
spare. The land owners pay heavy taxes to the government : all pay one-tenth 
of the product of the farms to the Church of England. Still a man worth five 
thousand dollars, or more, will live more comfortably in England, than here. 
But his children wUl not be provided for, as he may provide for them in this 
country. 

The laborer whohas little means will live more comfortably in this country than 
he can there. Here, too. any industrious laborer, who has good health, may rise 
to independence, and he may hope that his children may rise to opulence and in- 
fluence in the State. Look, for instance, at the history of the present candidates 
for the Chief Magistracy of the Union. James Buchanan, late. Minister to England 
is the son of a farmer. John C Fremont is the son of a widow. He has procured 
his own education, and achieved his own fortune and fame. Millard Fillmore is a 
cloth dresser by trade, and has by labor and study filled some of the chief places 
in the country. This is the distinguishing advantage of Ajnerican institutions. 
Our system of government, in the free States, educates all the people, and gives 
all an equal chance to rise to places of influence and trust. Take an example in 
humble life. I mention it only to awaken interest and enterprise in the minds o^ 
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many jouUi I see about me. I was the son of a widow, and began life without a 
dollar. I have labored on a farm — spent four years in a printing office— studied 
law one year — studied four years in college, and one and a half in a Theological 
Seminary — ^I haye paid erery dollar which my education cost me, by my own hard 
labor of mind and4)ody ; and in addition I had obtamed, before I began my min- 
btry, and when I was only thirty-two years of age, means which would now make 
me comfortable during life. I have likewise established two book stores, and three 
religious newspapers, besides preached the Gospel fifteen years. 

Now, this is a humble example, but it shows what boys that begin with nothing 
in this country, can do for themselres, and the moral interests of the world. 
DonH be afraid or ashamed to work. Every youth that is before me, if he will 
be industrious, enterprising and energetic, can do well for himself and good for 
his fellow men. This is the great benefit and blessing of American institutions, 
compared with those of the parent country. Here every man may achieve for 
himself all that his natural endowments will allow. Look into your own county 
and into your own county town. Your leading farmers, your judges, your mer- 
chants, are all self-made men. In thb country there can be no envy between 
classes in society — between the rich and the poor. Those who are poor one year 
may be rich the next, and those who live without office, yet their children may 
rule the State, and will be more likely to do so than the children of our more fa- 
vored families. When our institutions give all an equal chance, those who, by 
honest efifort, pursue honest labors, whether they succeed as others do or not, 
should be equally honored. Labor is honorable. Scheming idleness ought to be 
dishonored and put down. 

But there is so^iething in the old countries agiunst which we should guard at 
home. In Great Britain the salaries of public officers are excessively high. This 
adds to the influence of office, and is liable to beget corruption in the officer, and 
subserviency in the people. Let the farmers look to this. They are now, and I 
hope always will be, the conservative masses. * Each party accuses the other of 
endeavoring to raise the salaries, and to some extent all are guilty. Although 
some are honest and patriotic in all parties: all parties have men of a different 
character. As it is in Great Britain^ so it may be here: — ^unawares, and by vari- 
ous manoeuvres, power will steal from the many to the few, and saljoies will be 
rused, until power and corruption will become too strong for the moral sense and 
prosperity of the people. In another respect the farmers must be the conserva- 
tors of our national prosperity. Bemoved from the excitements and temptations of 
town life — they are in better circumstances for profitable and moral improvement 
In the moral character and the intelligence of the masses b our hope! Ignorant 
and wicked men can be, and wiU be deceived, by their leaders ! They will ad- 
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liAXB to pirtiet rigbt or wrong I and if oar happj institatioM are erer daaaged, 
tl^fwOlbethapoinftof danger 1 

nte young men of the oonntiy are cormpted, if eormpted at all, in tbe ette 
and TiUagef, wliere dealers in politics and ardent q»irits make a prej of tlMOi. 
If ft were not for the oonserratiye influence of the fanmng popolation, and reli* 
gioos men gaiisnSij, this country would go backward and downward. As yon 
ralne, then, the beneficent insfitations under whish you liTe— as you ralne the 
peace and prosperity of your posterity hereafter — ^labor to promote the moral 
intsfests of your country and State 1 Bemember the £urewell words of Washing- 
tcA, and the authority of Ood I

I ask your attention to a few obserrations relating to Domestic Animals, their 
special AdapiatUm and Hanapemeni, 

Perhaps this subject is not in all respects suited to such an occasion, but its 
' great importance to the fanner will, I trust, afford a suflScient apology for intro- 
ducing it here. 

The animal kingdom makes innumerable contributions to the supply of man's 
wants. His food, to a great extent, is deriyed from this source : the beasts of 
the field, the fowls of the air, and the fish of the waters, are all laid under contri- 
bution. His clothing, much of it, has the same origin ; for example, wool and 
silk, leather, fur, hau: and feathers. And besides food and clothing, a multitude 
of articles in almost constant use, such as bone, irory, horn, glue, sponge, and a 
thousuid others.. Add to the yalue of all these benefits the patience and fidelity 
with which the hoise, the ox, the camel, the elephant and the dog haye shared 
man's toils and dangers, and we are prepared to form some qcmception of man's 
numerous obligations to the inferior animals. 

Some of these benefits come from animals in a wild state, but by far the more 
valuable portion are obtained from those that haye been subjugated to man's con- 
trol. The number of species brought into a state of domestication is extremely 
small, but little more than forty, and these for the most part were subjugated at 
periods so remote that we haye scarcely aby record of the time, or manner of 
making the acquisition. Modem skill and enterprise haye added nothing to man's 
dominion in this direction, neither has any systematic effort been made for the 
purpose, if we except what has been attempted under the auspices of the French 
Goyemment Ought the French to be permitted to monopolize this honor ? Is 
there nothing for our country to do, or are there on this continent no animals that 
wait to be subjugated and made subeenrient to human weU being ? 

The domestication of an animal implies much more than simply its subjug at ka. 
It inyolyes a change wrought in the constitution of the animal, in consequence of 
which a large share of the energies that in a state of nature are expended on the 
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preservation of the individual, and the perpetuation of the specifes, are diverted 
from these ends and applied to some of the purposes desired by man. The cow, 
in a state of nature, gives no more milk than her own young requiies; but man 
has learned to increase the quantity and duration of this secretion until, after 
many generations,Jthe assimilative and secretory functions of the cow have received 
such wonderful development that now, in the best varieties, she is little else than 
a living milk factory, and accordingly is kept as a piece of machinery for convert- 
ing the grass of the fields into the products of the dairy. So the horse, active 
mdeed, in a state of nature, has had that activity regulated and increased by 
domestication, until he has become a living mechai^ism for the generation of force. 
Does man wish to move witlf a speed greater than his own,*or overcome resistance 
too great for his unaided powers, he at once avails himself of the speed and 
strength of the horse, whose nervous and muscul^ systems, by thorough training 
and care, through many generations, have received the necessary development. 
The sheep has manifestly undergone a similar modification, and now we have a 
creature in which almost every natural power designed for the preservation of the 
animal, has been sacrificed to secure an increased prod^iction of wool or mutton. 
The hog supplies the place of a chemical laboratory, and indeed his organism 
accomplishes more than is possible for the laboratory of the chemist, for it will con- 
vert com and various other articles into new organic compounds, more portable 
in form and better adapted to become the food or supply the wants of man. Thus 
it is of nearly all the animals by which man surrounds himself ; endowcfdby their 
Creator with a certain plasticity or flexibility of constitution, man has been enabled 
to mould them to his purposes — other animals, possessing les» of this capacity 
for domestication, have therefore been less serviceable to man. 

We can scarcely conceive of the destitution of the human family without the 
control of the inferior animals, which are thus made to supply food to the hungry, 
clothing to the naked, and strength to the weak. And does not man, on his part, 
incur some obligation to the animals he thus presses into his service ? He ofte^i 
deprives them of their natural means of defe^ce, ^nd of procuring sustenance, an^ 
therefore owes it to them to become their protector and provider. The man who 
keeps animals with the intention of getting from them the greatest possible profit 
with the least possible care, is guilty of a meanness and dishonesty he would b^ 
ashamed to practice upon his fellow man. This dishonesty, however, usually 
frustrates its own purpose and often brings its own retribution, for the man whp 
looks for milk or muscular force firom animals without furnishing the materials ai^ 
conditions suitable to their production, will certainly be disappointed in his expea- 
tations, and may lose his animals in addition. After subjecting animal* to bi9 
will, the least that man can justly or profitably do, is to ezarciae a beneficent 
gnardianship over them. 
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To the fiumer the onltnre of domestic animals must necessarily be an important 
jmrsnit, because it is a principal source of his profits. The census returns for 1850 
showed Ohio to contain half a million of horses, including asses and mules, about 
the same number of milch cows, and four millions of sheep. The yalue of animals 
slaughtered during the year, was estimated to exceed seyen millions of dollars, and 
die whole yalue of the liye stock of the State was nearly fifty millions. 

Besides this, the yalue of the domestic animals as a means of miuntaining and 
increasing the fertility of the soil, must not be oyerlooked. Their importance in 
this respect has been forcibly expressed in few words — ** No stock, no manure ; no 
manure, no crops." Instead of tonsuming the food of man, domestic animals 
greatly increase the means of human subsistence ; and hence, in all populous and 
highly cultiyated countries, we find the interest in this department of husbandry 
steadily on the increase. 

Among domestic anunals, the horse is entitled to pre-eminence ; he is man's 
companion,' the sharer of his toils, his dangers and his pleasures. In this State, 
be is mainly relied upon to supply man's deficiency of muscular force. In jour- 
neying, the ho^se, until recently, was the main dependence ; in turning oyer the 
soil by the plow, or in taking its produce to market, his was the force employed. 
Under ordinary circumstances, there is no force that can be used on the farm 
once so cheap and so manageable ; though in bringing a new country into cultiya- 
tion, it may be that the ox is preferable. The farmer must, therefore, haye horses 
for his use ; he must also raise and prepare for market as many as may be needed 
by the whole community. 

One truth appears to lie at the foundation of success in horse raising, but which 
some haye failed to recognize. It is that no horse can possibly combine, in an 
eminent and equal degree, the opposite qualities of speed and strength — actirity 
and endurance, or be well fitted for all work. With horses, as with men, there 
must be diyision of labor according to special fitness, in order to secure the highest 
effidency. The dray horse, the farm horse, the saddle and buggy horse, are en- 
tirely unlike each other, if fitted for their duties, and they cannot be substituted 
the one for the other. For heayy draught, the horse must haye great weight and 
strength, and upright limbs, to sustam his own weight and whaterer else is put 
upon him ; such a form Is incompatible with speed. For speed, the horse must 
be oomparatiyely light of body and limb, with length of pastern and obliquity of 
dioulder, to secure elasticity and ease of moyement ; but such a conformation is 
incompatible with the^jopreatest strength. The conclusion then is, there must be 
difbrent horses for different kinds of work. 

On the supposition that a dray horse is required in this State for city wcA, the 
question arises as to what yariety is best adapted to the purpose. Some would 
ny, the large draft horse of England, of which yariety such grand specimen 
may be seen before drays in London and layerpool. In size and strength, the 
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fiiglish draft horse has no equal ; he is therefiure, pair excellenee, the dray horse. 
But unfortunately he is nothbg else, and is altogether too ponderous an^ slow in 
his tiovements to suit the temper and tastes of our draymen. The Norman horse^ 
might to some seem preferable to the English ; he has great strength in proportion 
to his size, and great endurance ; but he b usually deficient in size, and what is 
of more consequence, he rarely has a good walkmg pace. The best horse to do 
heayy work with despatch, so far as my obserration has extended, is the Clydes- 
dale, or draft horse of Scotland. This horse is of large size, second only to the 
draft horse of England ; he has less bulk and bone than the English horse, but a 
much better figure for locomotion. No horse has a longer stride or can walk 
fiaster with a heayy load, than this, a most yaluable peculiarity, fittbg him as well 
for heayy plowing as for city work. In and about Glasgow, in Scotland, the 
Clydesdale may be found in perfectiohi and also in the neighborhood of Toronto, 
in Canada. 

For general farm purposes, there is probably no horse equal to the CleyeUnd 
Bay, as found in Yorkshire and other adjoining counties in England. Thb is a 
horse of large size but not heayy ; he has fine style, a beautiful color and excel- 
lent paces, haying strength enough for the plow, and activity enough for a coach 
horse. Where a large, fine horse is desired, possesring 0#engih and as much 
activity as it is possible to combine with it, the Cl^yeland Bay could not fail to 
satisfy the desire. Is it not singular that our Importing Associations, in the mul- 
titude of their importations, should so seldom have brought over the kind of horse 
which the farmer needs more than any other description of stock ? 

The blood horse or thorough bred, is the horse for speed, and in these railroad 
days, such is maa's impatience of slow traveling, that speed in a horse is consid- 
ered to be of more importance than any other quality. But is there not really, 
since the construction of railroads, less need of fast horses than formerly ? The 
horse has been fairly beaten by the locomotive ,* may we not then rely on the loco- 
motive for speed, and employ the animal for other purposes ? The present rage 
fbr more speed is the cause of much evfl ; it has filled the country with horses too 
light for profitable labor, and occasioned among them a great amount of disease 
and unsoundness. The horse must have size and strength sufficient to perform 
what is tequired of him without straining or excessive efifort, otherwise he is soon 
rendered unsound and worn out. The multitude of broken down horses all over 
the country, is but the necessary consequence of the general use of horses of ii^ 
sufficient strength. The blood horse has rendered great service by impartmg a 
share of his acUvity to the heavier varieties, but the continued resort by farmers 
to stock horses of this description, has resulted in any thing rather than profit* 
Fast horses sometimes bring high prices, and these prices are a continual temptation 
to the &rmer ; but as he seldom has the leisure to train horses for the turf, these 
high prices never reach his pocket 
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Tkoagli hones are mdkpesiaUe to the fiuvier, tfiej- are kas loipettaBt^ m a 
peeoniaiy point of yiew, than honied cattle. From the' reports of the New Yod^ 
marikets, it appears that Ohio is the hugest beef producing State in the Umon>^ and 
in respect to dairy products it is scarcely surpassed by any. Seywid distinct Tsri- 
eties of cattle are known amcmg us, each having its peculiar adaptations. It is 
desirable that these special adaptations should be generally understood. 

Channel Island cattle, or as they are often styled, Jerseys Aldemeys, or 
Guernseys, after the particular island froDi which they are brought, are greatly 
celebrated for their miUdng qualities. They are small in sise and unsymmetrical 
in shape ; they hare thin skins and delicate eonsdtutions, but are remarkable for 
the richness of their milk ; in quantity, however, it is raither deficient. While, 
therefore, the Aldemey or Jersey cow will yield mcMre butter from a giren quan- 
ti^ of milk than any other, still they will not produce as much by the week as 
many. Manifestly, then, these are not the cows for the city milkman or the hrm- 
ear's dairy. But where families desire a little milk of extra quality, this rariety is 
exactly adapted to the purpose. They fatten readily enough, bui are too small 
to make a figure as beef cattle. In a word, then, the Aldemey is the rich man's 
cow, but not the cow for an Ohio former. 

The Ayreshires all periiaps more worthy of attention. They are not large, but 
of good form, are hardy, and give a good quantity <rf good milk and continue it 
for a long time. On these accounts they are valuaUe for the fomily or formem' 
dairy, particularly where the keeping is not sufficient for a larger kind. The Ayer- 
shire is, therefore, a good cow for a poor man. From lack of siie, thii is not a 
desirable yariety for the graster. 

Deyctt cattle are justly admired for th«r unifcMrm beautiful color and elegant 
form. The Devon cow is not a milker, for though the milk is usually excellent, 
there is not enough of it to make her yaluid>le for dairy purposes. The oxen are 
hardy, fatten readily, and make excellent beef, but do not come to maturity eaily; 
their chief excellence is their perfect adaptation to the yoke ; Jbr this they are un- 
equalled, none other being so active, so docile, or so enduring. In all newly se#* 
tied portions of the country, where the labor of the ox is indispensable, there is no 
yariety so well adapted to the purpose as the Devon; he is in foot, the ox for the 
pioneer. 

HereiiMrd cattle are highly esteemed by some for grasmg purposes ; they tMem 
readily, and the quality of their beef u excellent. They do not, however, in gen- 
eral, attain the early maturity or great weight of the Durhams. The cows are not 
ooBsidered valuable for dairy purposes. 

It remains for me' to speak of Short Horns, or Durhams. It may be difiSenlt lo 
determine whether Short Horns are mcure entitled to credit as beef cattle or for the 
dairy ; for the object so seldom attained of uniting many excellencies in the umm 
animal, seems to have been secured in an eminent degree in this variety. Fat 
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quantity of milky the Short Horn is tmequaled, though this is more especially true 
of some in which the aptitude to fatten has not been deyeloped in the extreme de- 
gree. In London, and other latge towns in England, the Short Horn is regarded as 
peculiarly the milkman's cow, none other giving so large a quantity of milk, or 
getting fat so promptly when the milkmg season is oyer. The Short Horn is equally 
well adapted to the farmer's dairy ; for though cows of other varieties sometimes 
gire richer milk, the larger quantity afforded by the Short Horn more than compen- 
sates, so tiiat no other yaziety will produce as much butter by the week, or nearly 
so much cheese. Among Short Horns there is no difficulty in obtainiDg the finest 
milkers, whole fiunilies of them often possessing this excellence. Where this qual- 
ity is of more importance than the aptitude to &tten, it may be secured either by 
proper attention in breeding, or more directly by making importations from the 
Yorkshire rather than the Durham side of the riyer Tees. For beef making, the 
Durhams are imriyaUed ; their enormous weight and early maturity place them far 
in advance of every other variety. Their popularity is not confined to any limited 
r^on nor to the country where they orighiated ; they are found to be as well 
adapted to our Western States as to the banks of the Tees, and now may probably 
be found of as good quality here as there. In Franoe, and ^yen in Australia, they 
have attained pre-eminence. 

It has been objected to the Durhams, that they consume a large quantity of food. 
This is adnntted y but instead of regarding it as an objection to the variety, we 
think, when faUy considered, it will be regarded as an excellence. The &ct is 
this: the Durham has a good digestive apparatus, and the functions of digestion 
and assimilation go on with great rapidity, consequently they can convert a lai^er 
quantity of grass or other food into its equivalent of milk or beef, than other varie- 
ties. A mill that grinds up twenty bushels of com per hour, other thmgs being 
equal, is twice as good as that which grinds only ten in the same time. A Short 
Horn cow will grind tip for you more food in a given time than one of another vari- 
ed ; but if the returns are proportionate, as they win be, the ability to consume a 
large quantity of food should be regarded as an excellence rather than a defect. 

It has been farther objected to the Durhams, that they require more care and 
attention than other varieties. This, too, may be admitted, without serious bjury 
to their reputation. In a state of nature, all animals are possessed of th^ means 
of self-preservation, and some have so little flexibility of constitution that domesti- 
cation cannot materially change them ; they therefore continue hardy or able to 
take care of themselves. Other animals are more readily moulded to man's pur- 
poses ; some valuable quality may be developed to an extreme degree, but this is 
necessarily at the expense of other powers ; the result is that man has a perfect 
instrument to perform his will, though as might be expected, that instrument is 
now dependent upon him for support and protection. To these changes wrought 
in the animal economy, there must, of course, be some reasonable limit Where 
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the milk giTing or £iU makiDg power his been defeloped as (kr as possible, eonsis- 
tent with the presenration of the animal under such care as the good farmer is 
able to bestow by means of good food and good shelter, the true pomt has been 
reached. The nearer to this point without passing it» the more perfect the d<mies- 
ticaticm, and the greater the yalue of the animal. It is not claimed for Durhams 
that they wdl do better, or as well as others, with poor care and poor feed ; their 
excellence consists rather in the fact that they will pay for good care and feeding, 
and pay better with this extra attention than any other rariety will pay either with 
or without it. If well kept, Durhams will reach a larger sise at three years old 
than any others we are acquainted with here at fiye or six years ; and at four or 
fiye years they will attain to a weight which no others can reach, whateyer their 
age or keeping. But to insure this, some attention is necessary to furnish a con- 
stant supply of nutritious food. If the farmer is not ready or wUIing to furnish 
such a supply, with shelter and all the conditions fayorable to the steady growth 
of a well bred animal, he should keep such as are less modified by art and there- 
fore better able to take care of themselyes. The perfection of grazing is said to be 
all included in getting good stock, and keepmg it well. The latter pofait is quite 
as important as the former ; without attention to this, it is entirely useless to pay 
high prices for imported or high bred stock ; indeed it is but money thrown away. 
In Ohio, we haye at present but few pastures that are as well adapted to the steady 
growth and fattening of stock as they might be. Fields are often seeded with a 
single yariety of grass, which affords but indifferent feed untfl it comes into season, 
and still poorer after that season is passed. If eyery field designed for pasture 
were sown with eyery yariety of grass to which the soil and climate are adapted, 
orchard grass, cloyer, timothy, red top, blue grass, and others, some might always 
be in perfection and the feed kept fredi and nutritious through a large portion of 
the year. 

Another circumstance operates to preyent some from attempting the gradual 
introduction of this kind of stock. It is found to be the fact that grades do not 
always exhibit any marked superiority oyer naUye stock in those qualities for which 
Durhams are most celebrated; that is, grades do not always milk or fatten better 
than natiyes. The explanation of the matter, so far as I understand it, is this : 
From what is known of the laws goyeming the transmissicm of qualities to of&pring, 
we are led to expect that, in general, the male contributes or stamps his impress 
especially upon the parts pertaining to ammal life, and hence controls the form, 
sise and moyements of the progeny, while the female contributes or particularly 
stamps her impress on the parts pertainmg to organic life, that is, those concerned 
in nutrition, secretion and other yital functions. Consequently, when the stock 
farmer for the first time purchases a Durham bull, he is apt in due time to be de- 
lighted to find that his calyes are of fine size and characteristic form and color ; 
but when they grow up» he is liable to disappointment, tor these same animals. 
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notwitbstanding tbeir fine appearance, may be in all tbeir yital functions, wbat the 
cows were, or essentially natives. Tbe qualities for wbicb Durbams are prized, 
are precisely tbose wbicb, under ordinary circumstances, we sbould expect to be 
transmitted by tbe female, and bence are probably not obtuned but after repeated 
crossings. Tbe bigber value of tborougb bred animals for stock purposes over 
grades tbat may perbaps look equally well* is apparent from tbis consideration, 
tbat in tbe case of tbe grade male, if be does not impart bis animal system, but 
instead, as may sometimes bappen, bis organic, derived from a native motber, bis 
o£&pring may tben be essentially native, botb in form and constitution. An impor- 
tant difference between raising borses and Durbam stock may bere be noticed. In 
tbe borse, it is not so mucb tbe vital apparatus we are anxious to improve as tbe 
parts pertaining to figure and locomotion ; bence be wbo bas enterprise and judg- 
ment enougb to employ a good stock borse, is usually satisfied witb tbe result, 
because, under ordinary circumstances, tbe parts concerned in locomotion will be 
transmitted or sbaped by tbe male. Witb cattie, wbat we want is an improved 
condition of tbe vital organs ratber tban of tbose of locomotion ; but under ordin- 
ary circumstances, tbe cbaracter of tbe vital organs is determined by tbe female, 
and bence tbe difficulty. Fortunately, bowever, Durbams appear to be more lia- 
ble to furnisb exceptions to tbe general rule tban otber cattie ; owing perbaps to 
the preponderance of tbe vital system, or some otber cause, tbe male of tbis vari- 
ety not unfrequentiy transmits tbe peculiarities of bis vital system ; tbis adds 
greatly to tbe value of Durbams for crossing and improving otber varieties. 

Sbeep rank next in importance among domestic animals, especiaUy if we con- 
sider tbe double purpose tbey serve of fomisbing wool and mutton. In some coun- 
tries, as Spain and Australia, sbeep are kept mainly for tbeir wool, wbile in Great 
Britain tbey are kept principally witb a view to mutton, tbe wool not bem^ entirely 
overlooked, but regarded as a secondary matter. Tbese different purposes, wool 
growing and mutton making, cannot be secured together in the highest degree 
■from any one variety. Tbe sbeep that produce tbe most valuable wool do not 
come to maturity early, do not fatten readily, nor do tbey afford mutton of good 
quality ; wbile, on the other hand, there are no good mutton sbeep that produce 
wool adapted to the finer fabrics. 

Of mutton sheep, some three or four varieties are especially deserving of notice. 
The Leicesters, we place first ; tbey mature earliest, fatten most readily, attain a 
large size, are most symmetrical in form, afford most excellent mutton, and an 
even, beautiful wool for combing purposes. This variety bas attained great per- 
fection in its adaptation for mutton purposes, and has contributed mucb to tbe im- 
provement of most, if not all, other varieties of mutton sheep. The Leicester is 
especiaUy tbe sheep for the farmer, thriving better on recently tilled and cbver 
lands tban on permanent pastures. They will pay better for good keeping than 
any otber variety. 
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The Cotswolds are larger than the Liecesters, but do not attain as earlj matn* 
rity or fatten ^ readily ; they are the sheep for the grazier rather than the former » 
being, perhaps, more hardj than the Leicesters. The difference between Cots- 
wolds and Leicesters is not now so great as formerly or perhaps as many suppose ; 
there is not a good Cotswold flock in England which has not been crossed with 
Leicesters and derived from them an increased aptitude to fatten ; nor is it easy at 
the present time to find in that country a flock of Leicesters that has not been 
crossed with Cotswolds or Lincolns, to secure greater size and weight 

The New Oxfords can scarcely be considered a distinct breed, being of compar- 
a^fely reoent origin and merely a mixture of the precedbc;. With sufficient time 
and good keeping, they will attain a yery large size and great weight. 

South Downs are excellent mutton sheep, the quality of their flesh bemg unsur- 
passed. They are small, compared with those already mentioned, and their fleeces 
are much lighter without being materially finer. Their chief excellence consists 
in their ability to thriye and fatten on thin, poor soils, which do not supply herbage 
enough for ibe laiger kmds. 

Wool growing is an important interest, the amount produced in Ohio reaching 
10,000,000 of pounds annually. For the production of good wool, certain condi- 
ticaa may be regarded as indispensable ; among these are a good climate, suitable 
food, and a good kind of sheep. For growth of the finest wools, the extremes of 
heat and cold are alike unfarorable ; if the heat is too great, the fibre becomes 
shorter, more hury, and less abundant ; if the temperature is constantly too low, 
fitt^ wooled sheep require too much care and expense to preyent the fieece from 
becoming uneyen and of inferior quality. If the temperature yaries yery widely 
in tiie diflsrent seasons, the feed must yary proportionably, and consequently the 
fibre will lose its eyenness and strength. Between the 35th and 40th degrees of 
latitude is the best re^on for fine wool in our country, or possibly it may extend 
a degree or two on either side of these limits. A dry sml and a dry atmosphese 
are equally desirable, and a wide range of eyen indififerent quality is better than a 
richer but more restricted pasture. Hence, wool growing is well adapted to regions 
Uttt, on account of thinness of soil or uneyenness of surface, don't admit of profita- 
ble tillage ; the great wool producing countries of Spam and Australia are of Hiis 
character. In such circumstances wool can be produced of better quality, perhaps, 
and certainly with greater profit, than in fertile and more highly cultiyated regicms. 
To the west of us, in Kansas and Nebraska, this country is furnished with millions 
of acres of natural pasture, now useless to us, and only occupied by herds of buffs, 
loes ; at no distant day, perhaps, this yast region will be filled with bleating flocks. 
At the present time, Ohio is the flrst State in the Union for wool growing ; but as 
the price of land adyanoes, this form of agricultural production will probably be 
limited to those counties which are most hilly, and to tracts or farms not adapted 
to other uses. Of the kmd of sheep best adapted to the production of fine wool, I 
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haye time to say but little, and indeed bat little need be said, the Merino of Spain 
being the source whence all our fine wooled sheep have sprang. French, Saxon 
and Silesian are but modifications of the same original ; these afford wool of differ- 
ent qualities and fitted for different purposes ; but which variety is most desirable 
on the score of ultimate profit, will depend mainly on the state of the wool market 
and the immediate want of the manufacturer. 

Almost any where, except in Hamilton county, I might pass by the hog, on the 
plea of want of time, but I cannot do so here ; you understand his merits, and 
are, I doubt not, properly jealous of his reputation. We read of a people who sup- 
pose the world rests on the back of a turtle ; with much more reason some here 
might fancy the hog was the foundation of all things ; he certainly has laid 
the foundation of some yery fine fortunes. A well fed porker might be figured on 
the escutcheons of some of your aristocrats, and I dont know why it would not look as 
well as a pickled codfish on that of a Bostonian or a bloody hand on that of the 
descendant of some Scandinayian pirate. 

Some people exclaim against the use of pork for food ; it is, they say, ** so fat 
and so gross.'' Unfortunately for the tastes of these delicate philosophers, men 
and women too, have bodies as well as souls, and in all cold climates, and daring 
the cold season in this climate^ they find it necessary to use highly carbonized food, 
in order.to maintain animal heat The choice is presented to use good fat pork 
and other fat meats, or take eyery one his barrel of cod liver oil, or have consump- 
tion. We hope that farmers' sons and daughters will always prefer well fed meat, 
with good health, to either of the other wretched alternatives. But I will not iire 
your patience by a discussion of matters you so well understand. I had better 
" take coals to Newcastle " than teach Hamilton county farmers the value of good 
pork or the comparative value of the several varieties of hogs. 

Oentlemen, I am not satisfied with the result of my endeavors to interest you. 
If I have failed, the fault is my own, for the subject is certainly worthy of attri- 
tion. Had the farmers of Ohio been thoroughly alive to the value of their stock 
and the importance of making adequate proWsion for them against all contingen- 
cies, would they have sustained the loss of so mt^ny hundreds of thousands of 
sheep during the past winter ? Farmers often complain of the high rates of tam* 
tion in Ohio. Is it not probable that we subject ourselves needlessly to a still 
heavier tax by our neglect to provide properly for the animals dependent on us ? 
Another evidence that this subject is worthy of more attention from the farmers of 
Ohio, is furnished by the miserably inferior animals that everywhere meet the eye ; 
animals in no respect adapted to the purpose for which they are kept. The loss 
sustained from this cause alone, far exceeds the cost of maintaining the common 
schools of the State. 

23 — kQ. BXF. ' 
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To make the fanner master of this subject, experience is needed ; bat tbn alone 
is insufficient It is desirable that the young farmer should acquaint himself with 
those branches of science that explain the mechanism and functions of animals. 
Comparative Anatomy and Physiology throw great light on the breeding and 
feeding of stock ; Botany, and Chemistry illustrate eyerything connected with the 
production and preparation of food. A knowledge of yeterinary medicine is abo 
desurable, and might often sare a yaluable or fayorite animaL An mtelligent care 
of our sid[ animals is no less our duty than our interest, inasmuch as most of the 
diseases with which they are yisited are the consequences of our interference. 
Indeed it now seems impossible to manage domestic animals without a knowledge 
of some branches of science which formerly were not deemed so important. 

How can the young £Emner obtam this knowledge ? From yarious sources ; 
obseryation and reflection are the best of teachers, books and papers are great 
helps, indeed the only helps the farmer heretofore has been able to command. 
Ere long agricultural schools wiU be established, for the purpose of giving to the 
young farmer a training for his occupation as thorough as that which the profes- 
sions have thus fur monopolized. It is a great pleasure to me to know that this 
county has within its limits an institution. Farmer's College, where agricultural 
science is taught Such an institution is not simply a benefit to the surrounding 
region, but it is an honor to the State. At develand is also an agricultural school, 
the Ohio Agricultural College. This institution has the same object, though it 
diflers somewhat in its methods of instrucUcm to adapt it especially to the wants of 
those already entered upon active life, and who are therefore under the necessity 
of making the most of their time. Such mstitutions ought to be multiplied until 
every agricultural student can obtain a thorough knowledge of all the sciences 
that relate to his calling ; then he may take his appropriate place with scholars 
and men of science without a blush. Agriculture is the foundation of our national 
prosperity ; let us make its pursuit as instructive and honorable as it is useful. 

And now, gentlemen, permit me to thank you for your patient attention, and 
also for the pleasure I have derived from the inspection of the numerous evidences 
of your industry and skill. You have made an exhibition highly creditable to the 
farmers of HamQton county, and very gratifying, I am sure, it must have been to 
every one present who claims to be a friend to agricultural improvement 
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AN ESSAY ON GARDENING.

"Friends, books, % garden, and perhaps his pen, 

Delightfdl industry enjoyed at hdme.

Can he want occupation who has these?" — Oowrm. 

Aooording to the Bible and ancient tradition, the existence of the human hmlj 

eommenced in a garden. Adam was placed in '* Eden to dress and keep it'* 

Flowers, the most beaatifal, and fruits, the most luscious, sptang spontaneously 

from the ground. Tall trees spread thdr shadowy branches, beneath whose 
luxuriant foliage our first parents found shelter from the burning sky. Cool riyers 

flowed through the valleys, whose silver waters reflected the golden sunbeams, 

while they permeated the earth and nourished the tender vines. Zephyrs, from 

Heaven, fanned the brow of the first gardener and his companion, and made 

harmonious music as they rustled among the reeds, or swept through the wavy 

plumage of the groves. Birds filled the air with their melodies, and every hill 

and dale, in the Paradise of Eden, reverberaled with notes of joy. 

Whether the historical and traditional account of the first home of man upon 
earth be literal or metaphorical, fact or fable, it is not mj purpose to decide. In 
either case it follows that the ancients had some noble ideas of what is termed a 
garden, else those ideas could never have been transmitted down to us. 

The more refined classes, in all ages, have manifested a fondness for nature as 
exhibited in cultivated trees, gardens and groves, l^he greatest philosophers have 
resorted to them for study and contemplation, and the derout for worship and 
adoration. Plato and Epicurus taught in gardens or groves, ** enriched by elegant 
statues, monuments and temples ; *' and Christ retired to the Garden of Oethse- 
mene for prayer and communion with God. 

The ancient Greeks worshiped their gods in temples situated in groves and 
** surrounded by statnes, altars and monuments." ** The oracle of Delphi, in 
remote ages, was consulted in a kind of arbor formed of laurels. That of Jupiter, 
at Dodona, rendered its oracles by an old oak/' 
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Grecian mythology taugbt tliat the souk of the juBi, at death, were eonyeyed to 
Elyfiinm. Tliere, *' hills covered with fragrant shrubs, deUghtfol yalleys, flowery 
plains, shady groves, lucid streams, mild and balmy air and gentle and unclouded 
sunshine, all conspired to render the Elysian fields the seat of happiness and 
tranquility." 

Public gardens and parks, established at great expense, have existed among 
cultivated nations from remote periods. Perhaps the most celebrated of antiquity 
were the Hanging Gardens of Babylon. These were terraces supported by stone 
pillars risiDg one above another to the height of three hundred feet They 
were planted in rows of stately trees, mingled with shrubs and flowers, interspersed 
with seats and fountaios^ and watered from the river Euphrates. 

The Gardens of Versailles, established by Louis XI7, and ornamented with the 
most costly fountains and statuary, are, perhaps, among the most magnificent of 
modem times, and are too well known to require description. 

The gardens of the ancients are said to have been laid out in the regular 
or geometrical order. The modems, since the time of Pope and Addison, hav« 
generally adopted the irregular or natural order. In the former, squares, 
circles and straight lines abounded. In the latter, irregular curves, swells, plains 
and slopes prevail, thus copying nature more closely. The poets, who have 
always the strongest appreciation of the beautiful, gave their preference to the 
natural or modem method, and were the first to introduce the change.* 

Milton, who lived while the old order prevailed, inspired by the loftiness of his 
genius, perceived the superiority of the natural over the geometrical style, and 
rising above the prevailing taste and fashion of his times, describes the Garden of 
Paradise in harmony with the principles which we see manifested m nature : —

The fabled gardens of the Hesperides, to which allasion is made aboye, weie 
represented to abound in golden apples, and fruits of the most delicious kinds, 
wfaich were. guarded by a monstrous dragon, who never slept. 

The poets, in all ages, strong in imagination and rich in intuition, have been 
the first to discover the hidden beauties of nature and to reveal them to mankind. 
Allusion has already been made to Pope and Addison, who have the credit of 
being the first to effect a cbange from the old, regular order of the ancients to the 
more natural, beautiful and picturesque style of the modems. But even here the 
change has been but partial. Only the wealthy and cultivated, in any age, have 
been able to lay out gardens of any considerable extent, or after any particular 
order. The masses, in all countries and at all periods, have seldom possessed 
either the cultivation, or the disposition, to adopt any other than the simplest and 
homeliest arrangement for their gardens and fields, even when they have been so 
fortunate as to be the owners of the soil. 

The popular idea of a garden, in this country, is a little, neglected patch of 
ground, near the house, where a few peas, beans, turnips, cabbages, and other 
simQar vegetables, are hastily planted, with little order and less taste, and after 
being carelessly hoed, once or twioe» are generally left to struggle with the weeds 
for the ascendency. Occasionally, perhaps, a few flowers, of the commonest 
varieties, may find a place under the shadow of the fence ; and a solitary peach, 
or cherry tree, may gain permission to stand in one comer to tempt the children 
with sour fmit. Comparatively few persons have any higher conception of a 
garden, than as a means of furnishing a few plain vegetables for the table, to be 
eat^n as a relish with other food. The idea has never entered their heads, that 
the garden should minister to the wants of the soul, as well as of the body ; and 
that it may be made to yield food for the mental faculties, as well as the physical 
organs. They do not regard it as a source of outward beauty, or of interior 
pleasure. For such, nature in her most '* cultivated trim," has but few charms. 
The perfume bottle has for many, more attractions than the sweetest odor of 
blossoming plants ; and the gilded trappings which bespangle their bodies, are 
often more prized than the golden tints, or purple hues of clustering fmits, or 
the gorgeous colors of blooming flowers. With the multitude, however, the lack 
of taste for garden pleasures, may be ascribed, rather, to a want of education, 
than to any extravagant fondness for gewgaws. They have never been taught 
that a well cultivated and tastefully omamented garden, is one of the greatest 
beauties of civilized life. 
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Some there are, who regard pbytieal labor with cmitempty and who disdain to 
8oQ their hands, even in the rearing of the choicest plants. Thej look upon the 
plow, the spade and the pruning hook, as instraments fit only to be used by slaves, 
or at most by the low and yolgar. Too prond to work, and too poor to 
pnrohase the labor so necessary to surround their homes with the beauties and 
luxuries of vegetation, they dwell amid waste and barrenness. 

Others, there may be, who do not engage in garden pursuits, because the 
products cannot always be converted into dollars and cents. With such the vafaie 
of a garden is only to be estimated by the amount of money it will yield. 

There is al'ways a large class of population, merchants, mechanics and others, 
together with the inhabitants of large towns and cities, who occupy no soil, and, 
therefore, cannot be expected to improve any. There is, also, another class, who 
live upon rented property and consequently cannot be expected to make any 
permanent improvements, of which others would be likely to reap the principq 
benefit. 

But in a country like ours, where the largest share of the people are, or may 
be, land owners, it is mortifying to see how few possess any taste for gardening, 
beyond that of the rudest kind. The multitude have no conception of a garden 
embracing broad acres, arranged upon natural and scientific principles, swelling 
into verdurous mounds, spreading into velvet lawns, sloping into shady dells, 
sparkling with cooling fountains, ornamented with monuments and statuary, filled 
with flowers of every hue, fruits of every variety, and trees of every description, 
which the soil or the climate will permit to grow. It is true that gardens, upon 
such an extended scale, are within the means of but a comparative few. Yet 
they may serve as models after which others, of smaller dimensions, may be pat- 
terned, with such modifications as the extent of soil and means of the proprietors 
may admit 

Theie is one point to which I would here call the special attention of our Agri- 
cultural and Horticultural Professors, vis : the influence of light upon the growth 
of plants. It is well known that vegetaUon does not flourish in the dark, and that 
when removed from the light to the shade, sickens and dies. We have learned 
treatises from eminent scientific men, from Liebig down, upon the chemistry and 
physiology of plants. We have been instructed in the chemical analysis of their 
constituent elements, and of the soils best adapted to their cultivation. But the mys- 
terious influence of light, so indispensable to their health and growth, is a subject 
which has been comparatively little explored. Professor Hunt, of England, who 
has probably given this subject a more extended investigation than any one else, 
in his work entitled " Researches on Li^ht," details many interesting experiments 
upon the growth of plants under glasses of different colors, for the purpose of 
screening off all the rays, except the particular one whose effect it was desired 
to test. It was found that under the blue rays, plantsgrew and thrived vigorously. 
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while under the others, they sickened and eyentuallj died. This effect Piofessor 
Hunt attributes to a principle which he calls actinism, which usually accompaniea 
the blue rays, but is little associated with the others. These experiments, it is 
hoped, will be further pursued, for important discoyeries may yet be the result. 

It is not m} purpose to giro practical instructions in gardening, even were I 
capable ; nor to enter into any sordid calculations of the amount of dollars which 
a well cultivated garden might be made to yield. Mine, is a higher olgect. We 
do not yalue schools and churches for the money they may be made to bring, 
why should we gardens ? The former we prixe as means of intellectual and spirit- 
ual culture, why not the latter, with physical culture superadded ? It is my aim, 
if possible, to assist in raising mankind above the selfishness which sees no use in 
Agricultural or Horticultural pursuits, beyond the mere making of money, or th« 
production of food for the gratification cf our animal appetites. 

It is the intellectual refinement, the moral elevation and spiritual expansion, 
which rural occupations induce, which should form the chief motive for their 
encouragement Cowper, himself an ardent admirer and cultivator of nature, in 
his poem entitled '* The Task,'' in which he gives many valuable hints for the 
rearing of plants and flowers, tells us — 

"God iiuul# the tountry and man mad« the town. 
What wonder, then, that he«Uh and virtue, gifta 
That can alone make sweet the bitter draught ' 

That life holds out to all, ihould mo9t abound 
And least be threatened in the Jields and groves ? " 

The untutored savage, or the degraded serf of civilization, may be contented 
with a mud hut, where stench and squalor abound, and surrounded with tangled 
wetf s, running briars, gnarled shrubs and scrubby trees. B^t in proportion. as 
men rise in the scale of intelligence and refinement, the hovel gives place to the 
neater and more comfortable mansion, and the wild, unimproved soil, assumes the 
air of cultivated fields and verdant lawns. It is not difficult to judge of the char- 
acter of a people by their Architecture and Agriculture. In traveling through a 
country we do not find the most intelligence, virtue and refinement associated with 
log cabins, broken down fences, dilapidated farms and worn out soil. On the 
contrary, it is in those sections abounding with neat cottages, tasty villas, fertile 
fields and fruitful gardens, that we find most of the arts, elegancies and refine- 
ments of civilized life. When men permit their grounds to run wild, and grow 
up in weeds, their hearts and head^are apt to take the same direction. There is 
always a correspondence between the soil and the people who occupy it Whom 
order and beauty reign in the heart and brain, they will manifest themselves in 
the surrounding scenery. Thus, the internal may be judged by the external. 
The plant denotes a germ from which it sprang. So, likewise, do the productions 
of man. The garden must have its model in the mind, even as the mind had its 
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■lodel in tli6 Creator. The more tbe inteneci is evItiTated end expanded, the 
nearer wiD its produetiont approximate to those of the Deity in nsefiilneta and 
beantj* 

I wonid noty from anything that has been said, be understood to encourage the 
praetice of sacrificing the nsefnl to the merely ornamental Those who have but 
small gardens and limited means, should devote their space to those yegetables 
and fruits necessary to the support of life. But even these may, generally, be so 
arranged as to present to the eye a more agreeable aspect, without checking their 
growth or impairing their quality. And by a little skill, many flowers and fra- 
grant shrubs may be woven in, without trenching upon the more useful products. 
No mch of ground should be wasted. Along the sides of the garden fence, and in 
the comers, where we too often find naught but noxious weeds and tangled grass, 
something more or less beautiful, if not useful, may be made to grow. Thus the 
poor, who have but little land, may, by strict economy of the soil, add much to 
the beauty of their homes, if not to the luxury of their tables. 

But those possessbg more ground and larger means, might, in a few years, 
surround themselves by a little Eden of beauty and at a small expense. Every 
home in our land ought to be a Paradise, and in time might be made so, by 
i^ustry and economy. As we wander in the fields, or in the woods, how easy 
to gather up choice shrubs and plants, and young trees, to be transplanted 
in the garden, which, in a few years, by careful cultivation, might be made 
a bower of beauty and happiness. How wilUngly would our friends bestow upon, 
us choice seeds and slips, which they could well spare, and for which we could 
give others in exchange, and thus add greatiy to each others stock of garden pro- 
ducts. Many useful varieties might be obtsined from nurseries, at a trifling sum, 
which in a short time would return double their cost 

In this way every man, who has a family and a home of his own, may, by 
devoting his leisure hours to the task, and aided by his wife and children, eventu- 
ally draw around him a thousand beauties and comforts, calculated to render life 
more joyous. What, though you live in but an humble cottage I If you have not 
the means to build a better one, you have at least the ability to add beauty and 
comfort to the old one, and that, too, by your own hands and in the hours too 
often wasted in idle gossip and bar-room tippling.

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BLOODY MURRAIN-ITS CAUSE AND DIAGNOSIS.

There is eyidently a great want of miiiat^ observation in the rigbt direction on 
the part of those who rear and manage cattle^ so Car as traciog the cause of dis- 
ease to its proper source is concerned. It is nerertheless true that many obserra- 
tions hare been very correctly made and recorded^ and not unfrequently are we 
surprised to learn that the observers did not as readily discover the true cause, as 
they did almost all the immediate phenomena, or condition, or surrounding influ- 
ences. In confirmation of the preceding statement of makhg observation in the 
wrong direction, I will cite an instance familiar to all those who rear or handle 
horses, although I may not receive an acknowledgement frokn them that ihtj 
M any time were in error. Horses are liable to be attacked with a disease known 
as Sweeney, or a falling away of the shoulder, and nine out of every ten horse- 
men apply remedies to the shoulder, and very seldom within two feet of the sei^ 
of the disease. 

During the early settlement of Ohio, when cattle lived almost wholly on wild 
grasses, or woodland pastures, which very frequently abounded in marshy traeta 
and stagnant pools of water, it was a very usual occurence to hear of cattle dymg 
of '*bloody murrain." But as the population has increased and the woodlands 
have been converted into fields bearing golden harvests — tbe marshes dried up and 
the stagnant pools draked, oases of murrain have become exceeding rare, and in 
hot, cattle growers had flattered themselves that this disease which had always 
proved fatal, had itself become extinct. But the railroads have introduced stag- 
nont pools or rather ditches, on one and not unfrequently on both sides of the 
road, and strange as it may appear and however little connection there apparently 
may be between stagnant pools and bloody murrain, yet as a general thing, cattle 
are found to be affected^ by this disease wherever there are pools which the cattle 
frequent 

Youatt, an Eoglish writer of great celebrity, and one of the most reliable wri- 
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ten OA the dL^eaaeff of cattle a&d sheep, nrnke the bloody munrain among the 
diseases of the respiratory system, ''because that system is usually first of all in- 
fected, and for a longer or shorter time alone affected/' This statement would 
most certflunly lead one to infer that swamps and marshes exerted neither a direct 
nor indirect influence upon the fatal disease; but before dismissing the subject, 
Mr. Youatt says : " It, bloody murrain, principally appears in marsh and woody 
districts, or wbere under draining has been neglected,'' thus directly admitting 
and pointing out the source of the disease. 

For several years past, I have had my attention directed to this subject, and 
we haye made many inquiries in relation thereto, and have been unable to learn 
of a single case of a murrain occurring when cattle were uniformly kept on dry 
and elerated grounds and were supplied with pure, or clear running water to 
drink. But wherever the disease has manifested itself, at least so far as my ob- 
servations and inquiries have extended — it was invariably found to be in "marshy 
or woody districts," where the cattle had access to stagnant pools of water. 

What is bloody murrain ? Is it cattle consumption ? Youatt says it is a dis- 
ease of the respiratory (breathing) system. Is it hemorrhage of the lungs? Youatt 
says, ''there will be cough, frequent and painful, and in many cases for a week or 
more before there is any other marked symptom. The cough becomes more fre- 
quent and convulsive, and a iroum or Uoody matter runs from the nostrils and 
mouth, the fseces are sometimes hard and black, at other times liquid and black, 
and then very fetid. The patient moans and lows and grinds his teeth, almost 
incessantly ; the head is agitated by a convulsive motion ; blood begins to mingle 
with the faeces ; the breathy and even the perspiration becomes offensive, and the 
beast staggers as he walks ;" yet when dissected after death the lungs are found 
to be not in the least affected or deranged. When we have learned what a thing 
is nUf we have made one step towards knowing what it Lb. We know then empi- 
ricaUy that ''bloody murrain" is not consumption, nor is it hemorrhage of the 
lungs. 

In a communication to one of our agricultural journals, Mr. B. J. Harvey, of 
Lenawee county, Michigan, says : 

"When this section of country was new and cattle lived almost wholly on wild 
grasses and other indigenious products, to hear of their dymg of murrain, was an 
almost daily occurrence. But as soon as the farmers began to have 'tame feed,' 
it became less frequent, and now it is a rare thing to hear of a case." 

The inference here is that the wUd grasses were, to bay the least, very delete- 
rious, if not actually poisonous to the cattle that fed on them. I have not learned 
of any jdants used as pastures or that grows in pastures which cattle will eat, that 
are poisonous, or that prove fatally so, except the eupatoriumafferaioidei, or nettle^ 
leaved eupatorium, — but the cattle partake of the plant with the greatest reluctaneoi 
and often hesitate between eating it and starving outright

So far as the netde-leaved enpatorium is oonoenied, I win cite the ezperimenta 
of W. J. YennilTa, of Rnggles, Ashland countj^ Ohio, who not aware that the 
plant had been described by Botanists, called it the •* White Snake BocL** He 
says : '* I have killed one horse and several sheep ; and will further state that this 
week (Not. 1856,) I hare killed another horse with it, showing satisfactory symp- 
toms of the trembles to every person who saw it ; among those assembled to 
witness its operation were three Physicians and two Farriers, I now claim that I 
have solved that long-existing problem, viz : the cause of the trembles and milk 
sickness, after investigating and experimenting for about two years, as well as have 
found a cure for the same." 

Th/B I^atura Siramonium, or Jamestown weed, or more familiarly ^'Jimcm 
weed'* produces milk sickness, or rather poisonous milk, for cows will eat the 
leaves of this plant when they can get nothing else ; but there is scarcely a pasture 
which does not contain some poisonous plants, yet as long as there are other 
grasses on which to browse, the beast crops close around the poisonous ones, 
without gathering a particle of that which would be injurious. In addition to the 
H, afferatoides, above mentioned and the J). Stramonium, the common or Water 
Hemlock (cicuta virosa) the Dropwort ( (Enanthe croe<Ua,) a poisonous wild 
umbelliferous plant, with fleshy fingered roots, inhabiting ditches and wet places. 
Itinerant gardeners have sold it, fraudulently, as a new species of Dahlia ; these 
are the principal plants which are poisonous to cattle t but it is said that the 
common crow foot (Banunculue) and others of the family Ranunculac® ; the wild 
parsnip, black henbane and the wild poppy occasionally prove destructive. 

' But milk sickness is not *' bloody murrain," and cattle dying of milk sickness 
present no evidence of having blood vessels, or secretory vessels ruptured ; nor 
hemorrhage of any description, neither does the stomach present the appearance 
of anything unusual other than the highly inflamed condition of the mucus and 
other membranes. 

In bloody murram says Youatt, ** hrotm or bloody matter runs from the nostrils and 
mouth." So far as my observation and inquiry extends I can learn of nothing 
which cattle eat, either as green or gram food which will produce brown or bloody 
matter, and have the same running from the nostrils and mouth. 

It is very evident that inquiries and observations must be extended in another 
direction, to account for the cause and symptoms of this disease, in a manner not 
only satisfactory, but incontrovertible. 

The position advocated by Mr. Harvey above mentioned, that bloody murrain is 
caused by wild grasses, will be found to be untenable when cases are cited of cattle 
dying of bloody murrain that never had an opportunity of eating ''wild grasses," 
but always subsisted on " tame feed." The same remark will apply to cattle 
feeding in pastures in which none of the above enumerated poisonous plants grow. 
What then causes '' bloody murrain? " 
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In fhe Albany OaltiTator for April 184S» page 69, in an article nnder the head 
of LsBOH (Birudo) the writer says '' To the Agriculturist, their [the leech's] 
interest is principally deriyed from the fact that to them, is by many attributed 
the disease called the ** Uoody murrain.'* In dissecting animals that have died 
with this disease, the leech has been found in several of the viscera, particularly 
the stomach and liver, and appearances have indicated that the flow of blood 
from the points where the animal had attached itself, had caused the destruction 
of the ox or cow. Perhaps too, the fact that animals drinking from muddy pools 
abounding in leeches, are more frequently attacked than others, many have lead to 
this opinion ; but although the leech, from the causes assigned may be the cause 
of death, it does not seem probable that tiie bloody murrain is to be generally 
attributed to them, at U prevaUa where no leeches are found. That they are injurious 
is however a sufBcient reason why fiurmers should endeavor to secure pure water 
for the use of their cattle.'* 

This statement is a step in the right direction, because it will account in a satis- 
£M;tory manner for tiie appearance of the "brown or bloody matter'' running 
from the nose, but the great difficulty to be overcome in adopting this explanation 
is, that bloody murrain «« prevails where no leeches are found." Murram cannot 
then certainly be caused by leeches. Mr. Robert H. Gillmore, editor of the 
Zlanesville Gazette, says : '' In the summer of 1848 I went to Indiana, and in one 
of the most swampy districts of that State, bought up a lot of cattle which I 
designed to winter over. On the road home I lost two or three steers by bloody 
murrain. After arriving home the disease contmued among them, and was, in 
every instance fatal. Every cure I could hear of was tried without success ; so 
that in all I lost five of my largest steers in this way. The obstinacy of the disease 
excited my curiosity as to its cause, and I accordingly made Kpost mortem exam* 
ination of the last of the five. Opening the stomach I found abundance of blood, 
but the closest scrutiny did not indicate the vessel from which it came — no 
inflammation was apparent. During a long and careful examination, no clue 
offered itself to solve the secret that was perplexing me, until I happened to observe 
that the ffoU bladder was /uU of Mood, instead of the ordinary greenish secretion. 

This seemed to narrow the circle of inqmry. I commenced a careful inspection 
of the gall and liver. In handling the latter I observed an unusual projection 
standmg out from its plane surface. This projection was about a third or half an 
inch in length, and resembled as much as anything else I can at present think of, 
the nib of a pen, only not so pointed, and several times thicker. Its color was 
exactiy that of the surrounding liver. In moving this, I discovered that it was 
some foreign substance projecting from a hole in the liver. Cutting carefully 
beside it, it was in a moment extracted, and a large and unqtiestiondble leech laif 
hifore me. I was satisfied that the cause of disease had been reached ; but in 
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9t9xehing farther tiz additional leeches irere brovj^i to light, all of whieh were 
feiHid in one lobe of the liyer. I coidd plainly see the course which each had 
taken, channels having been cut in Tarions directions, through which they had 
evidently passed.'' 

This statement the reader will say certainly solves the problem and closes the 
controversy, notwithstanding the able editor of the Cultivator said that murrain 
** prevails where no leeches are found." 

I am not prepared to believe that the <' foreign substances ** found by Mr. 
OUImore in the liver of the steer were Ueehet, for the following reasons : 

First Naturalists are of opinion that the Eirudo Sanguitupa, or common hooas 
leech does not attack vertebrated animals, as it cannot penetrate their skin for 
want of teeth. 

Second. Sirudo Vidgarii, or the leech commonly found in stagnant or duggiah 
waters like all other species of this genus, never leaves the water, and is injured 
by contact with the air, and if taken out of the water it quickly dies. 

Third. The true medicinal leech Sanguisuga Medicinalu, although a native of 
stagnant fresh waters, is rarely met with. It is characterised by its three lenticu- 
lar jaws, each armed on its e^ge with two ranges of very fine teeth, which enables 
it to penetrate through the skin without making any dangerous wound. S^ieakiQg 
of the iSkudo or leech genus, Savigny, in describing several species says " Tkey 
are marked with six longitudinal dorsal ferruginous stripes, 
the four lateral ones being interrupted or tessellated with 
black spots. The color of the back varies from a blackish to 
a grayish green. The belly in the one variety is of a yel- 
lowish green color, free from spots, and bordered with 
I longitudinal black stripes. In the other it is of a green 
' color and bordered and maculated with black. The natu- 
ralist, Sat, describing the American medical leech under the name of Hiruda decora^ 
says : ** Its back is of a deep pistachio green color, with three longitudinal rows 0{ 
square spots. These spots are placed on every fifth ring, and are twenty-two in 
number. The lateral rows of spots are black, and the middle range of a light 
brownish orange color ; the belly is of the same color, variously and irregularly 
•potted with black." 

Mr. Gillmore says of those he found, that '* tte color uku exactly that of the mr- 
Toundvng liver,'* consequently they could not have been leeches. In conducting 
inquiries on this subject, communications were receiyed from nearly every county 
in the State, each one asserting in the most positive terms that he had found true 
Uechee in the liver or gall bladder of every animal that he examined that had died 
of bloody murrain. But not one of those correspondents described the leech he 
found, taking it for granted that there was.no animal in the world that bore any 
resemblance, in shape, size or habit, to a leech. The only correspondent who 
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gare any idea of irhni he icraad other tiian saying in unqualified, terms that it was 
a leeeby was Mr. L. Perdew, of Pophur, Orawford county, Ohio ; he states that, 
" Nearly all the beeves we butohered, when we first came to Ohio> in Ooshocton 
coruktff had leeches in the liver. Upon inspection, it was found that the leech was 
oomposedy apparently, of the same material — liver — in which it burrowed; 
when cut into the kech loei^d like the sound part of the liver/' This statement 
corroborates that of Mr. Gillmore, ** its color was exactly that of the surrounding 
Kv«r; but neither of these descriptions will apply to any of the genus Hirudo. 
What variety of leeches are the color of liver, and when cut into look like the 
sound part of liver t If there were any such, and were as abundant as corres- 
pondents state them to be, it is to be presumed that they would have attracted the 
attention of naturalists, and would have been by tiiem described as minutely as 
have &e ten genera of this order of annelidse. 

But the animals found in tiie liver and gall bladder of cattle could not have been 
leeches, for the following reasons : 

First. Leeches are not parasites, neither is their internal structure or arrange, 
ment adapted for pararitic purposes. They have red blood, and a double circula- 
ting system composed of c<nnplex vessels ; their nervous system is a double nerv- 
ous cord, similar to that of insects — the respiratory system consists of internal 
cavities. 

Secondly. The leech is an independent animal ; that is, it can assimilate mat- 
ter for its own growth and nourishment, on the same principle that the lion, or the 
eagle can. After the leech has filled its stomach with the blood of its victim, it 
becomes dormant and inactive ; and if opened shortly after having gorged itself, 
none ol the blood will be found to have passed into the intestines. A single meal 
of blood will suffice for many months, and sometimes more than a year will pass 
before the blood has all passed into the mtestines, and undergoes digestion. Any 
physician who has frequent occasion to use leeches, can testify as to the great 
care essential for the preservation of their health, after they have once gorged 
themselves with blood. Hence, a leech could not hxnow in the liver, or live in 
the gall bladder ; the htai of the parts would stupify and render it inactive, and a 
single meal of blood in such a confined situation must necessarily prove fatal to 
the leech itself. 

The investigations thus far being made strictiy with reference to ascertain the 
cause of bloody murrm, has eliciled the following facts : 
first. It principally appears m marshy or woody districts. 
Second. It is not caused by cattie eating poisonous planets. 
Third. It is caused by an animal bearing a tolerable resemblance to a leech in 
shape, and which is the exact color of the liver ; but 
Fourth. It previdls where no leeches are found. 
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^WiOi these important facts to aid ns^ new inyestigatiGns must be made. Exam- 
inations made in accordance wiib the mdications of the above resnits, hav6 led to 
the belief that the animal found in the hepatic ducts, gall bladder and lirer of cat- 
tle, is a parasite of the fresh water snail, (Zymra.) This parasite is 
known to naturalists as the Foiciola Bqmtica of Linnaeus, or J)i$tama Btpatlcum of 
modern naturalisU. It belongs to the Division of IUdulta, and to the limnatodm 
family of the order Parenchyma, of the class Ejttozoa. 

The fresh water snail abounds in marshes, swamps, pools or ditches of stagnant 
water by the way side, or m open drams, and whererer they are found, there also 
is as infallibly found ito accompaniment, the parasite Dutoma BepcBUcum, as fleas 
accompany dogs, ticks where there are sheep, or lice on the capuU of filthy children. 
The changes through which thb Dutoma passes are, per- 
haps, not fiilly understood, but enough is known to leave 
no doubt of its identity as found in the oz, and in the 
Lymna, Where the Lymnoe abounds in ponds and marshes, the ova, as well as the 
more developed forms of the Dutoma are sure also to abound, ready to be drank up by 
any animal that may seek to slake its thirst in such foul waters. From the stom- 
ach these Entozoa find their way up the l»liary ducts into the substance of the liver, 
and destroy the animal by perforating the peritoneal coat of the liver and inducing 
extensive inflammation. 

This Distoma is so named from a supposition that it had two mouths, or s^omo, 
but recent investigations prove that it has only one. All animals which are nei- 
ther parasites nor entozoa have a respiratory system, and a digestive apparatus, 
but the Distoma has no alimentary apparatus other than a few canals which con- 
vey nutriment to the several portions of the body. These canals have their ori- 
gin in the sucker, and as there is no abdominal cavity, the body is filled with a 
pulpy matter, corroboratmg the statement of ^fr. Perdew that when "cut into it 
looked like the sound part of liver." Naturalists have never succeeded in detect- 
ing even the slightest manifestation of a respiratory system any where through- 
out its entire structure; this being the case, it is fair to infer that its nourishment 
must be sereated by the breathing of the an'mal in which or upon which it subsists. 
It is obvious that where a digestive and respratory system can be dispensed with, 
that a circulatory one would be entirely unnecessary, and upon close examination, we 
find that it is entirely destitute of this apparatus, which is so very essential m more 
highly organized animals. Naturalists have not yet discovered anything which 
they are willing to name a nervous system in this creature. 

From the above cut it will be seen that the shape and size of the Distoma would 
not unfrequently cause it to be mistaken for a leech; more especially by those who 
have paid no attention to details in Zoology; and from the above data no argu- 
ment is necessary to prove that the Distoma is admirably adapted, by reason o f 
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its stmctore, to inhabit hepatic duets and other places where respiration for any 
length of time would be impossible. 

Strange as it may appear it is nerertheless true that this Distoma is capable of 
enduring an extreme degree of cdd — nay, in fact may be imbedded for years in 
ice; or it may be dried up, when ponds dry up or are drained, and remain in this 
dried up state for years without impairing its vitality. 

Rail roads are now passing through meadows and other arable lands, which, m 
other years were marshy and swampy, and as pools of stagnant water seem to be 
an accompaniment of the rail roads, it is by no means improbable that the Distoma 
«^1 become as numerous in these pools, as in days before the hand of in^iistry 
changed the face of the country; and bloody murrain may again appear in regions 
which haye long been exempt from it. 

This Distoma may then be regarded as the cause of bloody murrain, because 
by burrowing in the gall-bladder, as Mr, Gillmore found them, or in the liver as 
Mr. Perdew found them, they very readily can cause "a brown or bloody matter 
to run from the nostril," and they also "prevwl where no leeches are found" — 
when found in the liver they are, "exactly the color of the liver," and when "cut 
into, they look like the sound part of liver." 

When an animal dies from bloody murrain, as a general thing, it dies for the 
same cause as if its throat had been cut; that is, it bleeds to death, because in 
burrowing m the liver, the Distoma not unfrequently severs some of the blood 
vessels; but when this is not the case, then the liver is so destroyed as not to be 
capable of performing its function, and the animal dies. 

A detmled history of the alternate changes of generation which these Distoma 
undergo, will be found in Agassiz' Principles of Zoology, Section 338, page 160.

AN ACT 
Fw Hu Enantrapement of Agriculture. 



Ssonov 1. B%itenaeUdhpiheOen<ralA»9emblyoftheStaUofOkio, That wheneTer thirty or 
more persoDi, residents of any cotinty or district embraciDja: two comities of this SUte shall oc^an- 
ize themfclves into a society for the improTement of agriculture within said county or distne^ 
and ahall have adopted a constitution and by-laws, agreeably to the rules and regulations to be 
furDi»h*'d by the Ohio State Board of Agriculture, hereinaftor created, and shall have appoioted 
the usual and proper officers; and when the said society shall have raised and paid to their trea- 
surer, by Voluntary ^ubpcription, or by fees imposed upon its members, any sum of nKMW in 
each year, net less than fifty dollars; and whenever the president of said society ahall ^^'^j^*^ 
the respective coontv auditors, the amount thus psid, attested by the oath of the treasurer beH)i« 
a raagi^lrate, it shall be the duty of the said county auditors, embraced within the district m 
which such society shall be organized, to draw an order on the treasurer of the respective county, 
ia fii vor of t^e president and treasurer of said society, f.r a sum equal to the amount thus raised; 
pro\ i Jed it does not exceed half a cent to each inhabitant of the said county, upon the basis of the 
last previous national census, but not to exceed in any county the sum of two hundred dollars; 
and it shall be the duty of the treasurer of the said county to pay the same. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of tho several county or district societies which may be form- 
ed Pijder the pn^vieions of tho preceding section, during the continuance of this act annually to 
offer and award premiums for the improvementofsoilA, tillage, crops, manures, implements, stock, 
articles of domestic industry, and such other articles, productions and improvements, as they 
may deem proper, and may perform all such acts as they may deem best calculated to pnmiote 
the ngnculturul and household manufacturing interests of the district and of the State; and it 
shall aUo be their duty, so to regelate the amount of premiums and the different grades of the 
same, as that it shall be competent for small, as well as large farmers to have an opportunity to 
couifxte therefor; and in making their awards, special reference shall be had to the profits which 
moy accrue, or be likely to accrue, from the improved mode of raising the crop, or of improving 
the soil, or stock, or of the fabrication of the articles thus offered, with the intention that the pre- 
mium bhnll be given for the most economical mode of improvement; and all persons offering to 
compete for premiums, on improved modes of tillage, or the production of any crops, or other arti- 
cles, shall be required before such premiums is adjusted to deliver to the awarding committee, a 
full and correct statement of the process of such mode of tillage or production, and the expenis 
and value of the same, with a view of showing accurately, the profits derived or expected to be 
derived therefrom. 

8eo 3. It; shall be the duty of each county or district society, to publish annually a list of 
the awards, and an abstract of the treasurer's account, in a newspaper of the district; and to

There shall be held, in the city of Columbus, on the first WednesdAy after the first 
Monday in December, an annual meeting of the Ohio State Board of Agriculture, together with 
the president of each County Agricultural Society, or other delegates therefrom, duly authorized, 
who shall, for the time being, be ex-officio members of the State Board of A^ricluture, for the 
purpose of deliberation and consultation, as to the wants, prospects and condition of the agri- 
cultural interests throughout the S ate ; and at such annual meeting, the several reports from 
the county societies shall be delivered to the president of the Ohio State Board of Agriculture ; 
and the said president and delegates shall, at this meeting, elect suitable persons to fill all va- 
cancies in the Ohio State Board of Agriculture. 

Sec. 7. And it shall be the duty of said Board to make an annual report to the General As- 
sembly of the State, embracing the proceedings of the Board for the^past year, and an abstract 
of the proceedings of the several agricultural societies, as well as a general view of the condi- 
tion of^ agriculture throughout the State, accompanied by such recommendations as they may 
deem interesting and useful. 

Seo. 8. That the act to authorize and encourage the establishment of agricultural societies in 
this State, and for other purposes therein set forth, passed March twelfth, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-nine, be, and the same is herebjr, repealed ; provided the acts done, oblfga- 
tions incurred, and rights acquired imder the provisions thereof, shall remain in no wise aitsi^ 
or affected by this act.

That whenever any real or personal property shall escheat to the State, under the 
eighth and ninth sections of an act entitled " an act regulating descents and the distribution of 
pertonal estates," passed February twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, 
and all such as have heretofore so escheated under the provisions of said law, and which have 
hcen tall en poeseesion of under the law entitled "an act concerning escheated lands." passed 
February twenty-five, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, shall be taken possession of 
in the name of the State, by the oount^ auditor of the coun^ in which such propnerty may be 
found, and by him sold at public auction, at the county seat of such county, to the highestbid- 
der. after having given thirty days' notice of such intended sale, in some newspaper printed 
within the county.

All moneys arising from sales under this act, shall be paid over by the county audi- 
tor to the treasurer of the coimty, to be by him accounted for and paid into the State treasury 
at his annual settlement with the Auditor of State, as other moneys collected for State purpo- 
ses, for the iiRB and benefit of the "State Amcultural Fund." 

Sec. G. The fund hereby created shall be at the disposal of the State BoaM of Agriculture, 
for the improvement of the agricultural interests of the State, in such manner as they may deem 
most conducive to that object, until otherwise provided for by legislative enactment ; and shall at 
all time s be held subject, upon such property being reclaimed by any heir, to the payment to the 
purchaser of the State, of the original purchase money, and legal interest, to liie tmie of such 
reclamation. 

(Sections seven to ten, inclusive, relate to the use of escheated lands in the city of Cincinnati' 
for the benefit of the " bouse of correction." established tiiere.) 

Sxo. 11. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act, are hereby repealed.

LAW RELATING TO PUBLIC SHOWS. 

AN ACT 
To amend an act entitled "An act to reguLaXe Public Shows,** faued February 28, 1831. 

Sec. 1 Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That so much of the first 
section of the act to which this is an amendment, as provides that it shall not be necessary for 
tmy exhibitor or exhibitors of any show allowed to be exhibited by said act, to obtain a permit 
fifom the county auditor, to show or exhibit in any incorporated town or city, where by the laws 
or ordinance of such town or city such exhibitor or exhibitcrs may be required to obtain a permit - 
or license from the municipal authority of said town or city, be, and the same is, hereby 
repealed. 

Sso. 2. Before any person or persons shall be permitted to exhibit any public show, in any 
incorporated town or city in this State, he or the^ shall first be required to obtain a permit from 
the auditor of the county in which such town or city may be located, according to the provisions 
of the act to which this is an amendment, and the act to create a permanent aCTicultural fund, 
passed February 6th, 1847, and all mooeyp paid into the treasuries of the several counties under 
the provisions of this act, shall be paid over and disposed of according to the provisions of the act 
above named. 

Sso. 3. Nothing in this act shall be construed to interfere with the riffht or ]>ower of any 
incorporated town or city of this State, to impose a license upon all shows eimibited in such town 
or city in addition to that imposed by tJiis act. 

Passed March 21, 1849. 

EXPLANATIONS. 

The law to which the foregoing is an amendment, says : 

" That before any exhibitor or exhibitors of any traveling public show, not already prohibited 
by law, shall be allowed to exhibit or show any natural or artificial curiosity, or exhibition of 
horsemanship in a circus or otherwise, for any price, gain or reward, he or they shall apply to 
the auditor of the county in which he or they intend to show or exhibit, for a permit ; and the 
county auditor shall give him or them a permit, specifying the time, place or places he or they 
may be allowed to show or exhibit in the county, on the person or persons thus applying, paying 
into the county treasury the amount said county auditor may assess on him or them, for the 
privilege of exhibiting or showing such show ; which assessment shall, in no case, exceed fifty 
dollars, nor less than ten, for each and every place at which such show shall be exhibited : 
Provided, it shall not be necessair for any exhibitor or exhibitors, as aforesaid, to obtain a 
permit from^ the county auditor, to show or exhibit in any incorporated town or city, where, by the 
lawffor ordinances of such town or city, such exhibitor or exhioitors may be required to obtain a 
permit or hcense from the municipal authority of said town or city." 

The act creating a permanent awicultural fund, passed February 8 1847, provides that the 
minimum amount subscribed to be charged by county auditor i for permits under the law of 1831, 
shall be increased to twenty dollars, and one-half the income derived from this source shall eo to 
the agricultural fund — ^the balance lo the common school fund as before. But this act, as well as 
that of 1831, had no effect in incorporated towns and cities ; and it was only in a few cases that 
county auditors were called on to grant license for such shows ; wnile the authorities of towns 
and cities were, by law, allowed to charge a small or large sum, or nothing at all, as they might 
see fit, and make sjach disposition as they pleased of the revenue derived from this source. Thus 
it will be seen that the objects of the law oi 1846 were not secured ; and hence the reasons for the 
additional law of the present year.

This law does not interfere with the rights of ineorporated towns and cities ; bat it mftkes it 
imperative on the exhibitors of public shows to first obtain a permit trom the coon^ auditor, in 
all eases ; then, if the town or city ordinances require it. another permit must be obtained from 
the authorities of such town or city. Some persons may think that these laws impose too heavy 
a tax on such exhibitions ; but we think that a larse majority will agree that it will be no lots to 
the morals of the community, even if the. effect should be a reduction of the number in our State. 

Note.— The penaltr for violatiog the law. for exhibiting without proper license, is a fine of 
one hundred dollars for each ofiense. 



INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE FORMATION AND MANAGEMENT Of 
COUNTY AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES. 

The following extracts from the law, in reference to county societies, and the rules of the Board 
on the fame subject, are appended to this report, for the convenience of those who may be con- 
cemed in the organization and management of such societies. 

The law " For the Encouragement of Agriculture," passed February 27, 1S46, provides : 

Sio. 1. That whenevfr thirty or more poraons resident of any country or district embracing 
two counties of this State, shall organize themselves into a socieW for the improvement of agri- 
culture within said county or district, and shall have adopted a constitution and by-laws, 
agreeably to the rules and regulaliona to be furnished by the Ohio State Board of Agriculture, 
hereinafter created, and shall have appointed the usual and p/oper officers ; -and when the said 
society shall have raised and paid to the treasurer by voluntary subscription, or by fees imposed 
upon its members, any sum of money, in each year, not less than fifty dollars ; and whenever 
the president of said society sh^ll certify, to the respective county auditors, the amount thus 
paid, attested by the oath of the treasurer before a magistrate, it shall be the duty of the said 
county auditors, embraced uithin the district in which such society shall be organized, to draw 
an order on the treasurer of the respective county, in favcr of the president and treasurer of said 
society, for a sum equal to the amount thus raised ; provided it does not exceed half a cent to 
each inhabitant of the said county, upon the basis of the last previous national census, but not to 
exceed, in any county, the sum of two hundred dollars ; and it shall be the duty of the treasurer 
of the said countjr tc pay the same. 

Szo 2. That it shall be the duty of the several county or district societies which may be iormed 
under the provisions of the preceding section, during the continuance of this act, annually, to 
offer and award premiums for the improvement of soils, tillage, crops, manures, implements, 
stocks, articles of domestic industry and such other articles, |m>diictions and improvements, as 
they deem proper ; and may perform all such acts as they may deem best calculated to promote 
the agricultural and household manufacturing interests of the district, and of the State ; and it 
shall also be their duty, so to regulate the amoimt of premiums, and the dififorent grades of the 
same, as that it shall be competent for small as well as large ikrmers to nave an opportunit^r to 
compete therefor ; and in making their awards, special reference shall be had to the profits which 
may accrue . or be likely to accrue, for ihe improved mode of raising the crop, or of improving 
the soil, or stock, or of the fabrication of the articles thus ofifered, with the intention that the pre- 
mium shall bo given for the most economical mode of imfuovement ,* and all persons offering to 
compete for premiums on improved modes of tillage, or the production of any crops or other arti- 
cles, shall be required, befor** such premium is adjudged, to deliver to the awarding committee a 
full and^correct statement of the process ot such mode of tillage or production, and the expense 
and value of the same, with a view of showing accurately the profits derived or expected to be 
derived therefrom. 

6eo. 3. It shall be the duty of each county or district society to publish annually a list of the 
awards, and an abstract of the treasurer's account, in a newspaper of the district, and to make a 
report of their proceedings during the year, and a synopsis of the awards for improvemeats in 
agriculture and household manufactures, together with an abstract of the several description of 
these improvements ; and also make a report of the condition of agriculture in their county or 
district, which reports shall be made out in accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
Ohio State Board of Agriculture, and shall be forwarded to the State Board at their annual meet- 
ing in December in each year.
